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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF MAYOR JOHN B. HYNES 
TO THE HONORABLE THE CITY COUNCIL 
» JANUARY 4, 1954. 


Today marks the beginning of a new municipal 
year. I pray it will be a year of progress for our city 
government and one of peace and prosperity for our 
citizens. 

It is no exaggeration to report that Boston, like 
many other large cities, is now going through a most 
challenging period. Neither is it exaggeration to 
state that Boston, because of its comparatively small 
area, and because of its narrow income base, has less 
weapons with which to meet that challenge than any 
of the larger cities of our country. 

The job ahead is made more difficult by the fact 
that there is no immediate prospect of better imple- 
ments to work with, and for the reason, too, that 
Boston is an old city, with many of the ills which 
come with age. We must, therefore, tackle the job 
with the tools at hand. We must strive not merely 
to do our best, but better than our best. In no other 
way can we meet the challenge and the responsibility 
which rests upon us. 

The business and industrial activities of a city are 
its lifelines. Ours are being cut almost daily. Over 
30 per cent of the properties in our city are tax exempt. 
This percentage is growing, and public improvements 
such as the Central Artery will further increase this 
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percentage. Applications for building permits for the 
vear 1953 indicate clearly what is happening. For 
the 12-month period just passed these applications 
represented approximately $15,000,000 of new con- 
struction. Of this amount, $9,000,000, or 60 per cent, 
was for tax-exempt’ structures. It is hardly necessary 
to emphasize the truism that the less property there 
is to tax, the higher must go the tax rate, or the less 
service we can provide. The higher the tax rate, the 
more difficult it is to attract new business; indeed, 
the harder it becomes to hold our present business. 

A situation such as this calls for forthright, even 
extraordinary, remedies. 

In the absence of substantial income, other than 
that from real estate, we must arrange, plan, and 
direct our municipal functions in such manner as to 
perform every essential activity of municipal govern- 
ment at the lowest possible expense consistent with 
good service and efficiency. By following such a 
course we give encouragement to business within our 
city and assurance to other business interests that our 
city government is attempting to discharge its re- 
sponsibilities with more than passing regard for those 
who pay the lion’s share of municipal costs. It would 
be a great tragedy, with depressing consequences to 
our city and our people, if business were to lose 
confidence in the municipal government. We must 
not let that happen. 

It is unfortunate that reference to Boston’s high 
tax rate carries with it an implication that our city is 
the most wasteful and extravagant of all the large 
cities in our country. This is an unjustified and unfair 
assumption. 

As far as comparative tax rates are concerned, our 
position would be vastly improved if our city had 
available to it the sources of income now available to 
cities which have a more attractive tax rate than 
Boston’s. 

A higher or a lower tax rate is not necessarily a 
true reflection of efficient or inefficient management of 
a city, nor is it necessarily true that a business enter- 
prise, or individual taxpayer, located in a lower tax 
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rate community has a distinct advantage over those 
whose businesses or homes are in a high tax rate com- 
munity. On the surface it might appear so, but upon 
close analysis it can be shown that the over-all cost of 
doing business, or living, in a so-called high tax rate 
community is actually no greater than in a so-called 
lower tax rate community. 

As true as this may be, it 1s equally true that it is 
common practice to classify a city according to its tax 
rate, and, as long as this is so, and as long as Boston 
must perform its municipal duties from an outmoded 
and insufficient tax base, it is imperative that we be 
ever-watchful of any expense which will further inflate 
the tax rate. 

Fortunately, in Boston there are many individuals 
and groups who clearly understand the numerous 
impediments which make impossible an immediate 
change in our tax rate picture. Fortunately, too, the 
state government has come to the realization that 
Boston is the key to the prosperity of the Common- 
wealth as a whole. On many sides, I am glad to say, 
there is a newer and a fairer understanding of Bos- 
ton’s problems and a genuine desire to help in the 
solution of those problems. Marshaling all our forces 
in a common endeavor to improve Boston’s position 
will result in a better city, a better community, a 
better state. 

There is nothing so wrong with Boston that the 
right kind of medication will not help. Our city has 
no malady for which the combined, concerted efforts 
of those who love it cannot provide a cure. It is true 
that the city officials have a grave and primary re- 
sponsibility. We acknowledge it and we accept it. But 
there is also a responsibility on the part of all good 
citizens, secondary though it may be, to help the city 
officials accomplish those objectives which must be 
reached if our city is to retain its place among the 
leading and progressive cities of our land. 

I am most happy to state that abroad in our city 
today is a spirit of willingness to help. A city with 
spirit is a city which cannot be counted out. 
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In recent years the city administration has effected 
notable economies which, unfortunately, have been 
swallowed up by charges, such as the MTA deficit over 
which the city administration has no control. 

This administration will make further economies 
wherever and whenever possible. It will continue to 
strengthen the basic structure of the city government, 
for, unless that is done, we are subject to the vagaries 
of every economic wind that blows. 

In this year of 1954 it is my intention to begin a 
complete revaluation of the assessable properties in our 
city. Until that is accomplished there will be inequities 
in profusion; there will be pulling and hauling and in- 
evitable charges of favoritism; there will be an almost 
uncontrollable trafic in abatements; there can be dis- 
satisfaction, disquiet, and even suspicion. 

The common rule of fairness, in addition to other 
compelling reasons, dictates the necessity for a eity- 
wide revaluation. 

The rehabilitation of our city, insofar as it can be 
done, is of prime importance to every individual in our 
city. Boston is old, but not so old that it pathetically 
awaits the call of the grim reaper. Many of the areas 
within our city need rejuvenation, rehabilitation. The 
large-scale urban redevelopment plans, once legally ap- 
proved; the new redevelopment plans of the federal 
government liberalizing construction and repair financ- 
ing, once approved by the Congress; and the rehabilita- 
tion plans of the city itself, with its 15 committees of 
district leaders, once put into full operation, will revive 
our city, stop decay and blight, and give Boston a new, 
attractive face and a better outlook for the future. 

The reorganization of the structure of our city 
government is both necessary and sensible. 

The purpose of reorganization is to streamline an 
archaic and costly administrative pattern of depart- 
ments and boards. It will improve departmental 
efficiency; it will make possible the merging of closely 
related functions; it will result, in due time, in marked 
savings in municipal operating costs. 

On the last day of the old year your Honorable 
Body gave approval to the establishment of an Ad- 
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ministrative Services Department. This new depart- 
ment will begin its work immediately. It is my 
opinion that this department will prove to be of great 
value to our city in the same way and to the same 
extent that similar departments have proved of great 
value to other large American cities. 

The remainder of the reorganization plan, not yet 
enacted, is being submitted to your Honorable Body 
today. 

I recommend its passage. 

The quicker all of the reorganization plan is 
enacted into ordinance, the quicker we may go for- 
ward in the complicated task of putting the complete 
plan of reorganization into motion. I trust that this 
most important matter will be promptly acted upon. 

In closing, may I suggest to the City Council that 
its collective and individual support of petitions filed 
by the city with the 1954 Legislature will be most 
welcome and helpful. 

The passage of many of these bills will be ex- 
tremely beneficial to our city, and especially is this 
true of matters pertaining to the strengthening of our 
financial position; the elimination of inequities in 
MTA deficit assessments; the better regulation of 
traffic and parking; the construction of a municipal 
auditorium within the area of the new Back Bay 
Center, which, incidentally, I am reasonably confident 
will come to pass as the outstanding improvement in 
our city for many long years. Your interest and help 
in the passage of city-sponsored bills before the Legis- 
lature can be invaluable. 

Your interest and help in many other directions 
can also be of invaluable aid. Despite the need for 
eareful scrutiny of all expenditures, there is the neces- 
sity of keeping the plant of the city in good running 
order. It is just as short-sighted to ignore the pressing 
demands calling for major or capital outlays as it 
is to spend the city’s money in a reckless or frivolous 
fashion. To postpone major improvements that can 
no longer be deferred is to prepare a sorry mixture 
of bitter broth for the future. 
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No city stands still. It goes backward or forward. 
Even though our forward progress be painfully slow, 
we must keep going ahead, for as long as our motion 
is in that direction we serve our city well. I shall, 
therefore, from time to time during this year, sub- 
mit for your consideration and your approval matters 
which will have as their objective the preservation or 
improvement of our physical plant, in addition to 
matters which will have for their purpose the strength- 
ening of our financial position. 

In your consideration of these matters, I most re- 
spectfully suggest that reasonably prompt action on 
the part of your body will give assurance that the 
elected officials of our city government are working 
i concert for the good of our people and for the better- 
ment of our city. 

Finally, let me, for the historic record, mention 
the annual Art Festival held early in June, and the 
Christmas Festival held during the Christmas season, 
both of which attract thousands of guests to our city, 
and both of which enhance Boston’s world-wide repu- 
tation as a center of cultural and spiritual pursuits. 
Let me also express my deep appreciation to the 
volunteer unpaid committee which made a study and 
excellent recommendations relative to our traffic prob- 
lems; to the committee still engaged in an independent 
survey of our municipal finances, and to the 15 com- 
mittees which are the foundations of our hopes to 
stop the growth of blight and decay which can, unless 
retarded, affect our whole city. 

These committees and the committees and indi- 
viduals who work with us in our efforts to eradicate 
the causes of racial tensions and juvenile delinquency, 
and who work with us in our annual Field Day and 
Christmas Fund Campaigns for the poor and unfortu- 
nate in our city, are all deserving of public acclaim. 
It is the voluntary, whole-hearted, and generous spirit 
of these committees and individuals which gives us the 
right to be proud of the innate good qualities of our 
citizens. 

To each of the members of the 1954-1955 City 
Council I extend my personal well wishes and my 
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hope that our relationships will be productive of an 
improved municipality. It is not an empty phrase to 
state that the cooperative action of the City Council 
and the Chief Executive will bring dividends in the 
way of better city government and better municipal 
service. Let our aim be in that direction. Together, 
and in an atmosphere of understanding, mutual trust, 
and cooperation, we can accomplish much for our 
fellow citizens who delegated to us the responsibilities 
which are ours. . 

May we always remember, both you and I, that 
all power comes from God, and let us implore Him 
to guide us in all our deliberations so that the power 
which is temporarily in our hands may be utilized 
for the things which, in His sight, are good things.

CENSORSHIP BOARD 
Mr. Howard T. Clinch has served during 1953 as 
Art Commission member of the Board of Censors of 
Plays; Mr. Daniel Sargent will be designated early in 
January to serve as Art Commission member of the 
Board of Censors during 1954. 


Pusiic LIBRARY MURALS 


The Chavannes and Sargent murals have _ been 
cleaned, and new lighting is being installed. 


BRONZE BELL 


Set on a granite base, this Japanese bell is now 
erected on a site in the Fenway not far from the Rose 
Garden, near a setting of Japanese cherry trees.

Until the last war it belonged to the Manpukuji 
Temple, Sendai, Japan, which is now administered by 
a lay committee as a children’s playground. It was 
then taken by the Japanese government as bronze 
scrap metal for military purposes. It was recovered 
by the officers and men of the U.S.S. “Boston” and 
presented to the City of Boston. 

The rightful ownership of this bell, cast in 1675, was 
questioned by a citizen of Boston. Now, inspired by 
the American Embassy in Tokyo, and with the help 
of the Sendai American Cultural Center, the Temple 
authorities are willing to relinquish any claim to the 
bell, which remains in the custody of the City of Boston. 

In writing to this effect to his Honor, Mayor Hynes, 
the representative of the Believers’ Committee of 
Manpukuji Temple hopes that this action will create 
a close friendship between the citizens of Boston and 
the citizens of Sendai in Japan. 

The bronze marker below the bell will be changed 
so as to include the recognition of the Temple authorities’ 
generous action. 


LINCOLN STATUE RAILING 


This has finally been repaired, thanks to the good 
offices of the Park Department. 


BrRonzE GATE AT SHAW MONUMENT 


Again we appreciate the Park Department’s care in 
repairing and resetting this gate. 


CUNNINGHAM PARK, BRIGHTON 
Stone marker cleaned of damaging marks. 


DORCHESTER HEIGHTS 


Turned over to the National Park Service of the 
Interior Department as an historical shrine and there- 
fore no longer in our keeping. A new plaque has recently 
been unveiled there, which seemed suitable. One 
of the smaller stones is in a dirty condition. 


McDonovucH GYMNASIUM 


Approved a tablet by McGann, at the office of the 
Public Buildings Department, for the new gymnasium 
in South Boston, named after a brave seaman. 
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CoPLEY SQUARE 


On June 30, Commissioner W. A. Reilly of the 
Boston Traffic Commission informed us that the new 
traffic layout for Copley Square, on which we had 
worked with him at an earlier date, still seemed the 
most satisfactory traffic solution. The engineers for 
the big development over the Boston & Albany tracks 
agreed. 

Thus, one way rotary traffic will be introduced into 
Copley Square. The two triangles will be united to 
make one big square, with easy corner curbs of 50 
feet radius. 

This seemed a satisfactory start. During the summer. 
we revised and developed plans to give the resulting 
new square a setting worthy of its surroundings. 

These new drawings were discussed with the Park 
Department on August 24 at a meeting with his Honor 
the Mayor. The Park Department showed their 
great interest by volunteering some much _ needed 
exact measurements of the square, even holding up 
the traffic for this purpose. 

On October 6 the Mayor held his meeting on a new 
Copley Square and the plans were duly explained. 
Present were the trustees of the Boston Public Library, 
the president of the Back Bay Association, the members 
of the Art Commission, and other interested persons. 

It was agreed that the next step was to determine 
the cost of the new square. ‘This was referred to Sidney 
N. Shurcliff, one of the landscape architects of the 
Park Department. 

Since then the authorities of Trinity Church have 
had an opportunity to study the drawings and outlined 
specifications. 

The Planning Board also was loaned a set of drawings; 
likewise the authorities of the New Old South Church. 


BoypDEN MONUMENT 


Approved a drawing of monument to William KE. 
Boyden, Jr., holder of the Distinguished Flying Cross, 
Hanau, Germany, 1944, to go in Brighton on Common- 
wealth avenue, near Lake street. 

Description: a pudding-stone boulder, about five 
feet 6 inches by five feet exposed, with standard bronze 
tablet set in.

Mount Hopr CEMETERY 


Approved a war memorial costing $45,000, honoring 
dead of all wars, Emelius Rogers Ciampa, sculptor, to 
be erected by the George Robert White Fund. 


Patrick A. CoLtuins MONUMENT 


It would appear that the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission will not encroach on this monument after all. 


Art COMMISSION MEMBERSHIP 


Since the Boston Art Club became defunct we are 
operating with only four members. The Art Club made 
a nomination every fifth year. 


Ort PAINTING FOR THE LIBRARY 


Approved a small oil by Fergus O’Ryan, A. R. Hiber- 
nian Academy, entitled ‘‘ Keel, Achil Island.” 


RAILING AT Civin War MoNUMENT 


The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Monument on Boston 
Common has an elaborate bronze railing enclosing it. 
Some of the sections have given trouble in the past. 
The unsatisfactory iron fastenings have rusted out and 
were replaced with bronze rods. The one-inch iron rods 
now there, in most cases, are corroded at the bottom 
to about three-eighths of an inch. However, the entire 
railing other than the two sections mentioned above 
should be taken down and set securely. We are pro- 
ceeding with further repairs necessarily limited by our 
resources.

In accordance with section 20 of chapter 521 of the 
Acts of 1922 and section 20 (5) (1) of chapter 658 of 
the Acts of 1945, the Boston Retirement Board respect- 
fully submits a combined annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1953.

STATISTICAL DATA. 


During the year the Board retired 27 members from 
active service; of this number 12 were for service, 10 
were for accidental disability, 2 were for ordinary dis- 
ability, and there were 3 accidental death benefits. 
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The number of withdrawals from service was 281, of 
which 50 were due to death, 57 were due to resignation 
or dismissal, 27 to retirement from the system, 117 were 
veteran retirements, 30 were for miscellaneous reasons. 

The amount of cash refunded as a result of the resig- 
nations, dismissals, deaths, and veteran retirements was 
$784,746.46 for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1953. 


REPORT OF THE STATE-BosTon RETIREMENT SYSTEM. 


With the acceptance by the Mayor and City Council 
on June 5, 1946, of chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945, as 
amended by chapter 166 of the Acts of 1946, the State- 
Boston Retirement System for employees of the City of 
Boston and County of Suffolk was established on October 
1, 1946. 

By the operation of that law, persons entering the em- 
ployment of the City of Boston and County of Suffolk 
after September 30, 1946, whose compensation is paid 
by the City of Boston, automatically became members 
of the State-Boston Retirement System, unless in- 
eligible under its provisions, and the Boston Retirement 
System, which was established on February 1, 1923, by 
chapter 521 of the Acts of 1922, was closed to new 
members. 

Every person whose employment began prior to 
October 1, 1946, whether he was a member of the Boston 
Retirement System or had other pension rights or no 
pension rights at all, was given an opportunity, under 
certain conditions of make-up payments, to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System during the _ three- 
month period between October 1, 1946, and December 
31, 1946. 

By chapter 520 of the Acts of 1947 the employees 
were given an additional year and a half to join the 
State-Boston Retirement System. 

By chapter 355 of the Acts of 1950 the State-Boston 
Retirement System was reopened for a sixty-day period, 
and finally for another period of sixty days by chapter 
379 of the Acts of 1952.

DEAR SIR: 

The City Planning Board submits herewith, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of section 24, chapter 3, 
Revised Ordinances of 1947, its fortieth annual report, 
containing a statement of its acts and doings and receipts 
and expenditures for the year ending December 31, 1953. 

The Board at its meeting on May 12, 1953, acting 
under the provisions of section 9, chapter 38, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947, reelected Thomas F. 
McDonough as Chairman and Joseph A. Mitchell as 
Vice-Chairman for the ensuing year. The Director of 
Planning, Thomas E. McCormick, and the Secretary, 
Miss Mary T. Downey, were reappointed by the Board. 

The Board sustained a severe loss in the death of Miss 
Elisabeth M. Herlihy on October 28, 1953. Miss 
Herlihy had been associated with the Planning Board 
since its inception in 1914 and reference to the accom- 
plishments of her long and outstanding career are made 
later in this report.

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The termination of the services of two staff members 
who had an appreciably long service with the Board is 
here noted. | 

Mrs. Mary F. O’ Regan, Librarian-Stenographer, re- 
tired on October 31, 1958, after 12 years, having previ- 
ously served some 20 years in the Library Department. 

Mr. Jean Elbert Baril, Principal Planner, resigned on 
November 10, 1953, to take a position with the Miami, 
Florida Planning Board. Mr. Baril, previous to his 
ten years’ association with the Board, had served as an 
engineer in the Department of Public Works. 

During the year twenty-seven formal meetings and 
several informal meetings and conferences were held. 
As in previous reports the various problems studied 
during the past year are presented herewith in as much 
detail as appears advisable for purposes of record, while 
all maps, plans, and charts referred to are on file in the 
office of the Board and are open for inspection.

Ju Hemoriam 


ELISABETH M. HERLIHY 
1880-1953 

Khlsabeth M. Herlihy served as secretary of the 
Boston City Planning Board from its inception in 1914 
to 1936 when she became the first chairman of the 
Massachusetts State Planning Board, which position 
she held until her retirement in 1950. She was also 
clerk and secretary for the Board of Zoning Adjustment 
from 1924 to 1944, and served as a member of the City 
Planning Board from 1936 until her death. She was the 
first woman to be elected to membership in the American 
Institute of Planners. For several years she was a 
director of the American Society of Planning Officials 
and at her death was a director of the American Plan- 
ning and Civic Association. 

She contributed to several historical works, such 
as the Tercentenary of the Founding of Boston, 
Tri-Mountaine, and others, was editor-in-chief of 
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Fifty Years of Boston, 1880 to 1930, and with Professor 
Albert Bushnell Hart helped prepare the volume, 
George Washington in the Town of Boston. Miss Herlihy 
contributed to the development of many planning 
reports in the Boston area, such as Zoning for Boston in 
1924, and the Whitten Thoroughfare Report in 1930. 
Her last work of this nature was writing the intro- 
duction to the 1950 Preliminary General Plan for Boston 
and editing the complete text. She was a lecturer in 
city planning and zoning at many colleges in the vicinity 
of Boston. 

She was anorganizer and member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Massachusetts Federation of Planning 
Boards for many years. As Chairman of the State 
Planning Board she served on many commissions having 
to do with flood control, water pollution, agriculture, 
recreation, conservation and wildlife management. 

Not only the City of Boston, but the Boston Metro- 
politan District, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and the New England region, have benefited by her 
advice and assistance in planning work over a period of 
40 years. 


THE GENERAL PLAN 


CENTRAL Business Districr STupy 


During 1953 a large amount of staff time was given to 
preliminary studies for the development of a functional 
comprehensive plan for the Central Business District. 
This undertaking is the most difficult in the Board’s 
plan to further refine the 1950 General Plan, section by 
section. The study is also of prime importance to the 
rezoning plan for the central area. 

In September the Board issued, in mimeograph form, 
a 24-page report on Building Accommodations in Boston’s 
Downtown-Back Bay Business District. This is a sum- 
mary report on an inventory survey conducted by the 
staff showing how much floor-space was being used for 
what purpose, how many establishments, in what kind 
of structures, at what densities, and where. The assist- 
ance of several scores of building owners, managers 
and superintendents as well as governmental offices 
was essential in making the survey and was duly 
acknowledged in the report. 
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CaLF PasturE DEVELOPMENT 


In March the Board was asked by the City Council 
to prepare a report on “‘ Plans and opinions as to the most 
desirable future and ultimate development of that area 
known as The Calf Pasture.”’ 

The peninsula known variously as the Calf Pasture, 
Columbia Point and Mile Road contains about 181 
acres, consisting mostly of made land. If the fill were 
extended to the pierhead line, another 119 acres would 
be added. Except for an old sewage pumping station 
at the end, and a large warehouse near the base of the 
peninsula, the area has been vacant. for many years, 
and has been used primarily as a dump. Within the 
past year, this situation has been completely changed 
by the erection, on a 37-acre site, of a 1504-unit low-rent 
housing project, and by the assigning of a further 16 
acres to a proposed 650-unit veterans’ project, and the 
construction of a new Boston College High School on a 
70-acre tract. 

The Board made a careful study of the area, and of the 
problems created by the new housing, especially in 
regard to shopping facilities and the need for schools and 
recreation. In its report (see Appendix II) the Board 
recommended the acquisition of two specific sites for 
schools, a general rezoning of the area, the discontinuing 
of dumping operations and the development of the shore- 
line for recreation. 


Boston AND ALBANY RAILROAD YARDS DEVELOPMENT 


The Mayor’s Advisory Committee on the develop- 
ment of the Boston and Albany Yard site continued 
during the year to confer with various groups regarding 
its use. The belief is general in the need for a Conven- 
tion Hall and that this railroad yard site is well located 
for such cultural projects. 

During the year Mr. Roger Stevens formed the 
Stevens Development Corporation and negotiated with 
the Boston and Albany officials for an option on the 
sale of the land. Late in the year a large brochure, 
entitled Proposed Back Bay Center Development, Boston, 
Mass., was published by the Stevens Corporation. 
This work was a collaborative effort by leading archi- 
tects, engineers and other consultants and the proposal 
for a seventy-million-dollar development was welcomed 
in all quarters as a most desired boon to the city. 
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Lone IsuAND Master PLAN 


During late 1952, the needs of the chronic hospital at 
Long Island were discussed with the Mayor, the Com- 
missioner of Institutions, and officials of the hospital. 
The discussions were occasioned by the need for a new 
500 bed-building, the age and outmoded condition of 
some of the hospital structures, and the dislocation of the 
original development which was focused on the boat 
landing. With the building of the Long Island bridge, 
and the discontinuance of the boat service, it seemed 
apparent that new building should be oriented towards 
the bridge. 

The matter lay in abeyance for some months, until 
summer of 1953, when, on August 19, the Board voted 
that a survey be made ‘“‘which will show how Long 
Island may be developed to take advantage of its full 
possibilities as a hospital grounds for the chronic sick 
jf .”’ and further recommended, ‘‘that the Institu- 
tions Department . . . hire a hospital planning 
expert who will . . . bring the survey to comple- 
tion as soon as possible.” 

The survey was conducted by John M. Gray Co., 
Architects, of Boston, with the assistance of hospital 
consultants and engineers. A preliminary plan was 
submitted early in November for criticism by the 
Board, and the final report, including detailed studies 
by the various consultants was submitted on November 
18. The Board, at its meeting on December 15, ap- 
proved the proposed plan. 


New City Habu 


In connection with the Central Business District 
Study the Board, on several occasions, discussed theneed. 
for a new City Hall and a desirable site. In 1930, the 
Advisory Committee of the then Mayor had prepared a 
report suggesting the building of a Civic Center in the 
Scollay Square area. This was a majority opinion, there 
being two minority opinions, one suggesting Park 
Square and the other Arlington Square. 

The present Board having in mind the shrine develop- 
ment that was taking place about Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia felt that something of the same nature 
could be envisioned in Boston by building the City Hall 
between Faneuil Hall and the Old North Church, with 
appropriate plazas leading to each of the historic build- 
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ings. At the end of the year the Board assigned Mr. 
Daland Chandler, board member and architect, as a 
committee of one to review all existing data and reports 
for a recommendation to the Board in the following 
year. 


TRANSPORTATION 


CENTRAL ARTERY ° 


Plans for the extension of the John F. Fitzgerald Ex- 
pressway from Fort Hill Square to Broadway were 
shown at a meeting early in 1953 in the Planning Board 
office which was attended by his Honor the Mayor, 
the Commissioners of the State Public Works, City 
Public Works, Traffic and Street Departments and 
members of the Planning Board. 

After a discussion of the plan, it was suggested that a 
study for the location of the route on the Fort Point 
Channel side of South Station be further investigated. 
Also the State Commissioner of Public Works requested 
the Planning Board to present its alternate views. 
Planning Board and City Public Works staff members 
cooperated on a two-months’ study which recommended 
an easterly shifting of the proposed route. 

After several meetings and conferences, some of which 
were held in the Governor’s office and the Mayor’s 
office, the State Department of Public Works and the 
City agreed to jointly employ Parsons, Brinkerhoff, 
Hall and MacDonald, consultant firm with offices in 
New York City, to review all plans and to make a de- 
termination on the best route. On September 13 the 
above firm made their report and recommended a route 
generally one block west of the Department of Public 
Works route but also recommended a tunnel in place 
of an elevated highway between Congress Street and 
Kneeland Street. 

During conferences with officials of the Brinkerhoff 
firm preparatory to their final report, the City Planning 
Board registered objection to this route. With the ap- 
proval of the Mayor the Planning Board employed the 
consultant firm of John Clarkeson Engineering Co., 
Inc., to report within a month on a critical review of 
the Brinkerhoff plan. On October 12 the Clarkeson 
report was issued and it disagreed completely with the 
Brinkerhoff line and proposed that the route should 
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continue as an elevated highway but should follow 
Atlantic Avenue and utilize the freight yards at South 
Station. 

Later in the year the city appropriated $40,000 and 
employed the Clarkeson firm to report further on its 
suggested route for which there seemed to be much 
favorable sentiment. The problem remained unre- 
solved at the end of the year.

BOYLSTON STREET UNDERPASS 


In connection with the Stevens plan for the develop- 
ment of the Boston and Albany Yard site, staff mem- 
bers were requested to meet with a group of trafhe 
engineers at the office of Stone & Webster to consider 
the traffic proposals of that plan. A main approach to 
the Back Bay Center would be from the Fenway via 
Boylston Street. Because of the angle and nearness of 
the railroad underpass to Massachusetts Avenue, con- 
siderable doubt was expressed as to the possibility of a 
vehicular underpass. Later the Planning Board showed 
that by a shght encroachment on the development an 
underpass was practicable and it was incorporated in the 
Stevens plan. This proposed grade separation is shown 
in Appendix IV in this report. 


MASSACHUSETTS TURNPIKE AUTHORITY 

Karly in the year Public Works Commissioner Hyland, 
and representatives of the Traffic Commission and the 
Planning Board met with Mr. William F. Callahan, 
Chairman of the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority 
and his aides, to review preliminary plans prepared by 
the Turnpike Authority for extending the toll highway 
into Boston. Though it had been bruited about that 
the proposal was to make the connection through 
Brookline and terminate it at Jamaica Pond, the Turn- 
pike officials were definitely in favor of the Brighton 
route. 
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The Board was generally favorable to this route but 
was of the opinion that it should not stop short of a 
proper connection with the proposed belt in the vicinity 
of the Soldiers Field Road and the River Street Bridge. 
Letters concerning this matter are reproduced in Ap- 
pendix No. V of this report. 


Orr-STREET PARKING 


The Board continued its policy of assisting the Real 
Estate Commission in launching its program for es- 
tablishing municipal parking lots in important shopping 
centers in suburban districts of the city. The staff 
made studies in some ten or more shopping areas, but 
only one, at Roslindale Square, was built during the 
year. This lot contained 115 metered spaces and cost 
$70,000. 

The Winthrop Square garage, the second in the city’s 
garage program, was opened this year. It provided 750 
spaces and was built with private funds under the 40- 
year-lease clause. A lease was signed in September for 
the building with private funds, of the Post Office 
Square garage, third in the program. 


SEARS RoEBuCK PARKING 


In answer to a Council Referral concerning the pro- 
posed sale of park land at Park Drive and Brookline 
Avenue, the Board made a quick survey of agencies 
which had made highway proposals in that area during 
the past ten years. Besides the Park Department and 
Planning Department proposals for a traffie circle and 
a grade separation, the most weighty was the ‘Inner 
Belt Route” proposal by the State Department of 
Public Works. The State Department of Public Works 
was unable to given an estimate as to when it would be 
built nor could it be definitive about the location. The 
matter remained unsettled at the end of the year. 


HOUSING, REHABILITATION AND URBAN 
REDEVELOPMENT 


STONY Brook DEVELOPMENT 


Though the Board is not vested with subdivision 
control power, it nevertheless reviewed the plan of the 
Stony Brook Corporation for a 250-single house develop- 
ment in the Stony Brook section of Hyde Park. Due 
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to the fact that the plan proposed a large number of 
4,000-foot lots and the houses were to be built without 
cellars, the Board was unfavorable to this type of devel- 
opment. Since the development was in an R-35 (two- 
family) zone, which did not require a minimum lot size, 
the Board recommended to the Board of Zoning Ad- 
justment that this area be changed to an S—35 (single- 
family) zone where a minimum lot size of 6,000-foot is 
required. 

The Board of Zoning Adjustment, acting on this 
suggestion, did hold a hearing, as a result of which the 
developer changed his plan so as to conform as far as 
lot size was concerned to 6,000-foot lots. The Board of 
Zoning Adjustment did not see fit to change the zone 
because of frontage requirements which were difficult 
to carry out due to the exceedingly rough topography. 


Mayor’s CoMMITTEE ON REHABILITATION 


Towards the end of the year the Mayor appointed an 
Advisory Committee on Rehabilitation and Conserva- 
tion. Later subcommittees for each of the fifteen Health 
and Welfare areas were appointed. Mr. Paul Hines of 
the Mayor’s office was appointed Coordinator for these 
committees. The committees set about gathering facts 
on such matters as the physical condition of dwellings 
and premises, streets and alleys; the efficiency of city 
services and facilities for sanitation, street lighting, 
police protection, and schools and recreation. The 
intent is to develop between the various neighborhood 
associations and the city a cooperative effort to correct 
defects noted in the citizens’ committee reports. The 
Charlestown and South Boston Committees were the 
earliest active committees. By the end of the year the 
South Boston Committee had succeeded in making 
arrangements for the planting of trees and improving 
the lighting in the Telegraph Hill area. In addition the 
committee had been successful in having some owners 
participate in a “fix-up, paint-up’”’ campaign. On occa- 
sion the Planning Board staff lent assistance but could 
not become too actively involved because of the overload 
of work already in hand. 


West ENp REDEVELOPMENT 


A preliminary report on a study for the redevelop- 
ment of the West End prepared by the Redevelopment 
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Division of the Housing Authority was sent to the 
Board for its review and suggestions. The Board was 
generally favorable to the plan but recommended re- 
study of certain elements, particularly the proposed 
size and character of the area designated for commercial 
and industrial use adjacent to Lowell Street. Further 
consultations as to land use were held on a staff level 
of the two agencies. 

In August a joint meeting of the Housing Authority 
and the Planning Board was held at the Planning Board 
office with federal officials of the Slum Clearance and 
Redevelopment Agency. The purpose of the visit was 
an on-site review of the planning program. The Board’s 
Work Program was fully discussed and reports on the 
status of the rezoning study, capital improvement pro- 
gramming, Central Business District study and detailing 
of the General Plan were considered favorably by the 
federal officials. 


New YorK STREETS REDEVELOPMENT 


In connection with the New York Streets Redevelop- 
ment project the Board was asked by the Housing 
Authority to amend its General Plan by changing the 
designation of the use of a small area of land on Wash- 
ington Street, north of Dover Street. Based on a staff 
report, the Board made its first amendment to the 
General Plan by reassignment of above-mentioned area 
from ‘Local Business” to “General Business” use. This 
was a necessary step before the Housing Authority 
could present its New York Streets proposal to Wash- 
ington for approval. 


REZONING STUDY 


Due to illness, Mr. Arthur C. Comey, consultant on 
the rezoning study, was unable to make headway on the 
work program. His services were terminated on Febru- 
ary 24 and the Board proceeded to interview other 
consultants. On May 15 the Board engaged the firm 
of Adams, Howard and Greeley to furnish its services, 
euidance and assistance as the consultant on the rezoning 
study. The services of Mr. Allen Benjamin as consultant 
on special technical studies and Mr. Leo Schwartz as 
consultant on legal studies were also authorized at that 
time. 
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Joint meetings of the Planning Board and the Board 
of Zoning Adjustment were held to discuss the changed 
status of the study and the work program prepared by 
Adams, Howard and Greeley. Additional quarters were 
procured for the rezoning staff and a great deal was 
accomplished during the remainder of the year. Several 
advisory groups, representing business and consumers 
were established and participated in meetings to discuss 
different elements of the preliminary proposals. Also 
toward the end of the year, the Board made arrange- 
ments through Mr. Paul Hines to have the Mayor’s 
Neighborhood Committees on Rehabilitation and Con- 
servation sponsor local public meetings open to the 
public to consider the rezoning proposals. The techni- 
cians were usually accompanied by a member of the 
Board who presided at the meeting at which the con- 
sultant and staff presented their studies for public 
review and criticism. The policy was set up so as to 
have a return meeting wherein the technicians again 
consulted with those groups to show revisions that had 
been made after the first meeting and to consider 
further suggestions or criticism. ‘The meetings were a 
great asset both to the technicians and the public which 
was thus participating in the planning. Many groups 
other than the Rehabilitation Committees requested to 
have meetings held in their individual neighborhoods. 

In December a twenty-one page pamphlet, entitled 
Zoning Policies for Boston was issued by the Board. 
Two thousand copies were published as a means of 
disseminating to the public, in general, the purposes 
and objectives of the study with general information on 
land use trends and the explanation of certain features 
such as the floor area ratio method of controlling density. 
The report was well received and served its purpose, in 
obtaining good public relations. 

During the year, Mr. John Codman and members of 
the Beacon Hill Association met with the Board con- 
cerning proposed legislation to establish architectural 
control of historic Beacon Hill. The matter of establish- 
ing historic zones in our new zoning code was discussed 
but it was generally agreed that special legislation 
seemed the better way to handle it. The Board agreed 
to be represented at the hearing on the petition at the 
next legislative session. 

Another undertaking was the preparation of a bill for 
the consideration of the 1954 Legislature which would 
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repeal the 1924 Special Zoning Enabling Act for Boston 
and establish a new act which would give ‘‘Home Rule” 
to Boston in zoning matters. Under present legislation 
the Boston zoning regulations are statutory regulations 
and cannot be changed except by petition to the Legis- 
lature. This is a unique situation and it penalizes the 
city since it sometimes takes two years to make even a 
shght change in the regulations. The bill was reviewed 
and put in final form by the Corporation Counsel. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 


During the year some staff time was contributed at 
intervals to cooperation with the Civil Defense Depart- 
ment. Due to the heavy work load of the staff, the 
work was in general confined to assistance in mapping, 
participation in conferences and on one occasion the 
loan of a staff technician for a period of three weeks. 


CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT PROGRAMS 
1953-1958 PRoGRAM 


Under date of January 12, the Planning Board sub- 
mitted its second six-year, capital improvement program, 
which is now established as an annual duty of the 
Board in accord with Section 5, Chapter 4, of the Ordi- 
nances of 1952. The program adopted called for an 
expenditure of $66,000,000 worth of new capital invest- 
ment over a period of six years. Of this sum approxi- — 
mately two-thirds would be raised by bond issues and 
one-third out of current funds. The program represents 
an increase of about ten per cent over the sums expended 
during the last six years. 

The report points out that two or three decades ago 
Boston was investing its capital outlays mostly for trans- 
portation, education, recreation, and public utilities. 
Public housing and slum clearance, civil defense and 
certain public welfare services either did not exist as 
municipal responsibilities or did not exist at all. At 
that time the city was spending annually on new projects 
a sum equivalent to about 25 per cent of its yearly 
income from property taxes. ‘Today, new capital outlays 
account for only 11 per cent of city property tax income. 
At the same time Boston’s responsibilities are in many 
respects greater than ever before in the face of a period 
of inflation which has forced the city to increase the 
proportion of its income devoted to maintenance and 
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operation of existing services while reducing materially 
its investment in new wealth. 


1954-1959 ProGRAM 


In October work started on the preparation of the 
capital improvement program for the ensuing year. In 
the early stages of this report it was realized that though 
selection of projects can be made in some degree on 
considerations of the general plan, there is need for a 
comprehensive appraisal of municipal systems like the 
Park, Library, Fire, Police, etc., due to the magnitude 
of the replacement problems. Consideration is being 
given to undertaking a series of system studies which 
will not only determine priorities, but also will provide 
the opportunity of consolidation of sprawled units which 
had their place in the horse and buggy days, but are 
wasteful and unnecessary in the motor vehicle age. 


LEGISLATION 

During the year one amendment to the Zoning Law 
was enacted by the Legislature. Chapter 411 of the 
Acts of 1953 allows the storing of not over twelve 
thousand gallons of petroleum or other inflammable 
liquids, provided that the Board of Street Commis- 
sioners, after public notice and hearing, grants a license 
therefor. Also, the tobacco trade or industry was 
stricken from the list of prohibited uses in a general 
business district. 

Chapter 414 of the Acts of 1953 transferred to the 
Planning Board certain powers and duties of the Board 
of Street Commissioners. These powers concerned the 
old Board of Survey which was established at the turn 
of the century to plan and survey the laying out of new 
streets. It was transferred to the Planning Board in 
the belief that it was a subdivision control power. 
Since the powers are confined to line and grade of streets 
and other engineering considerations and since the city 
is practically built up, it is doubtful that the transfer of 
these powers can substitute for subdivision control of 
present day use. 

A report, with recommendations, of the Special Com- 
mission on Planning and Zoning, created by chapter 55, 
Resolves of 1951, and by chapter 89, Resolves of 1952, 
was considered by the Legislature as House Bill 2249. 
Mr. Joseph A. Mitchell, Vice-Chairman of the Boston 
Planning Board, served on the Commission as an ap- 
pointee of the Governor. The assignment of the com- 
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mission was to consider proposed legislation affecting 
municipal planning, zoning and subdivision control. 
Much of the legislation concerned the general enabling 
acts on zoning and subdivision control which exclude 
Boston. The two above-mentioned Acts of the 1953 
Legislature, Chapters 411 and 414, were recommended 
for acceptance in the commission report. 

This report also recommended that legislation be 
enacted requiring that capital improvements being 
planned by state agencies in the city of Boston be 
referred to the City Planning Board for its consideration 
and report. This recommendation was rejected in the 
Legislature. 

House Bill 1370 (1952), filed on petition of the Chair- 
man of the City Planning Board, which would require 
new buildings in Boston’s business area to have off- 
street loading berths was also considered by this com- 
mission. The commission recommended that the peti- 
tion be reintroduced later after further study. 

The commission also recommended that clarifying 
legislation be enacted to amend the Boston Zoning Law 
so as to insure that requirements for building area and 
open spaces in multiple residence districts, now specified 
in thirty-five foot districts, apply also to forty and sixty- 
five foot districts. This recommendation was rejected 
during the legislative session. 

Other pertinent legislation was as follows: 

Chapter 248 abolished the Massachusetts Market 
Authority 

Chapter 409 established a Department of Commerce 
wherein the State Planning Board became a division of 
the new department 

Chapter 473 permitted the reorganization of depart- 
ments of the City of Boston 

Resolve 72 provided for a study by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works for the filling in of South 
Bay and part of Fort Point Channel 


BOSTON RENT CONTROL BOARD 


On July 13, the Mayor appointed the Director of 
Planning to be a member of the Boston Rent Control 
Board as a public representative. Mr. McCormick had 
served since April, 1950 as a member of the Suffolk- 
Norfolk Federal Rent Control Board and so now serves 
in a similar capacity for the Boston board which took 
over local rent control when federal control was ter- 
minated on July 31.

At the Detroit conference the City Planning Board 
was honored by the election of its chairman, Mr. Thomas 
F. McDonough, as one of the directors of the American 
Society of Planning Officials. ‘

The City Planning Board submits herewith its reply 
to an order of the City Council dated March 23, 1953, 
and referred to this office by your Honor. The order 
asked for this Board’s recommendations as to the future 
of the so-called ‘‘ Mile Road” (or ‘‘Calf Pasture”’) area 
in the Dorchester district. We regret the delay in sub- 
mitting this report, but previous commitments of our 
technical staff to tasks of larger magnitude have made it 
necessary to carry the Calf Pasture study along on an 
intermittent basis. (See cut, page 21.) 

The Board feels, nevertheless, that Calf Pasture 
represents a challenge to the whole city, testing whether 
in this day and age the building of a community can be 
brought under control through public planning. It is 
the Board’s opinion that if the measures recommended 
are carried out a framework will have been established 
which will successfully control the new development.

Summary of Recommendations 


1. That the City acquire immediately from the 
Boston Housing Authority for elementary school and 
playground purposes two sites, as shown on the ac- 
companying plan; one on the northeasterly side of Mt. 
Vernon Street at the easterly side of the low-rent housing 
project and comprising 8 acres, the other on the south- 
westerly side of the street on land originally intended 
for veterans’ housing and having 3!% acres. The latter 
site, of course, falls short of the minimum area previously 
cited as necessary for a school and playground, but it 
has an advantageous central location. If transfer of this 
property should prove impossible, the cityshouldacquire,

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as an alternative, the Day property 600 feet farther to 
the east along Mt. Vernon Street, plus enough of the 
Gas Company land to make up an adequate site. In 
any case, the City should proceed forthwith to do all 
that is necessary to build not one, but two public ele- 
mentary schools. 

2. Boston’s public school authorities should confer 
with archdiocesan authorities as soon as possible to see 
if a long-term joint plan for public and ‘parochial ele- 
mentary schools at Calf Pasture can be worked out. 
Both school systems are widely accepted and supported 
in Boston and there is no good reason why a possible 
future conflict of interests cannot be foreseen and 
avoided. 

3. Existing City-owned property, site of the sewage 
pumping station, should be retained in the city’s hands 
for the predictable future. When no longer needed for 
municipal public works purposes its use thereafter 
should be reserved principally for other public or semi- 
public purposes, as the need arises. 

4. A study should be made of possible uses for the 
pumping station building, before deciding to demolish 
it. This building seems to have possibilities as a place 
of public assembly, or as a recreation hall. 

5. Public acquisition for park development of all of 
the Gas Company’s land not needed for school and play- 
ground use, plus all tidal lands on the periphery of Calf 
Pasture should be sought. Such shore development 
should be by the Metropolitan District Commission, 
to tie in with the general recreation use of the South 
Boston and Dorchester shore line. A waterfront road 
extension of the boulevards to the north and south should 
be planned and carried out. Extensive public develop- 
ment of natural recreation advantages on the water- 
front is Boston’s best bet in its fight to offset decen- 
tralization of population. 

6. Whoever ultimately owns the off-shore dumping 
erounds, rubbish disposal in its present form should be 
discontinued at the earliest possible time and the 
present dump area must be cleaned up before the new 
housing is occupied. And if dumping continues, ade- 
quate fencing of the area, a new route for trucks, and 
the sanitary land-fill method of disposal must be adopted. 

7. The present sewage disposal works must be 
securely barred against intrusion by children to prevent 
any unfortunate ‘‘accidents.”’ 
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8. A second public highway access to Calf Pasture’s 
interior should be laid out and constructed as early as 
advisable. The fullest advantage could be obtained if 
the proposed highway afforded not only access to the 
interior development but a chance for motorists to 
enjoy also the aesthetic values of a peripheral drive 
along the waterfront. Such a road is shown on the plan 
accompanying this report. 

9. All vacant land between the boulevard and the 
housing projects, now zoned I-SO, should be rezoned 
immediately as B-S8O. This would insure against un- 
desirable developments, while permitting most of the 
uses that are logical and acceptable in this area. 

All vacant land east of the housing projects should be 
rezoned as R-80. This would not be very urgent if 
there was public ownership of all this land but in any 
case it would tend toward restriction of development to 
the kind of uses contemplated elsewhere in this report. 
If the need for minor shopping facilities should arise on

ACCOMMODATIONS IN BosToNn’s DowNTOWN-BAcK

Although steel and concrete have been in general use 
for at least 50 years, nearly half of the building space in 
Boston’s Downtown and Uptown business areas must 
still be considered nonfireproof and second class, ac- 
cording to a survey report released today by the City 
Planning Board. The survey was made earlier this 
year and covers in general those sections of the area 
between North Station and Exeter Street that are pre- 
dominantly nonresidential. However, office space, 
hotels, theaters, and garages were found mostly to be 
fireproof while, with a few outstanding exceptions, 
retail and wholesale trade, storage warehouses and 
manufacturing are generally in nonfireproof buildings. 

Offices take up 40 per cent of all available space, says 
the report, with the balance being divided equally 
between retail trade and consumer services on the one 
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hand, and wholesale business and manufacturing on 
the other. Among office space users, government and 
finance were found to be the biggest, with the Federal 
Government leading state and local governments, in 
that order, and insurance offices taking up two and one 
half times as much space as banks. Closely grouped in 
order as leaders in the retail classes are apparel shops, 
hotels, and department stores. 

The sharpest demand for accommodations seems to 
be in the office-use category, the survey finding a 3 per 
cent vacancy rate in office buildings, whereas the rate 
in other types is 6 per cent and the general average is 
Qo per cent.

Although recent emphasis in new construction seems 
to have been in the Back Bay (‘‘Uptown’’) business 
area, the report finds that ‘‘Downtown”’ is still far 
ahead, having more than three times as much office 
space, six times as much space in retail stores, and 
twice as much in hotels, amusements, and other con- 
sumer services. 

And far from being a hodgepodge, most (three fourths) 
of the Downtown-Back Bay area displays fairly homo- 
geneous characteristics, comprising groups of blocks 
that can definitely be tabbed according to predominant 
uses, as ‘‘office areas,” ‘‘retail stores areas,” ‘‘wholesale 
areas,” etc. 

The Planning Board’s survey was undertaken with 
the cooperation of real estate interests as an important 
step in the gathering of facts necessary for development 
of a comprehensive plan for Boston’s Central Business 
Area, following upon the Preliminary General Plan of 
the City, released by the Board in 1951.

Dear Mr. Mayor: 

Following conference of June 23, 1953, with you 
Honor, the Chairman of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, and others, concerning the Boston approach 
to proposed turnpike location at the Newton line, a 
meeting was held at the site by the Public Works Com- 
missioner, representatives of the Traffic Commission, 
and the City Planning Board. Carrying out your 
directive a joint report with recommendations is being 
submitted herewith. 

The Boston connection to the toll highway is to be 
made at the Newton line, between the right-of-way of 
the Boston & Albany Railroad and Nonantum Road, 
which is located on the southerly side of the Charles 
River. We endorse the plan of entering Boston so as to 
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connect with the proposed Western Expressway since 
we believe that it will eliminate much of the controversy 
and criticism that would result if any one of many other 
points at the Boston line were selected. 

Assuming that adequate connecting highways will be 
provided, the proposed toll highway is ideally located 
to serve the large volume of traffic that will originate or 
have its destination in the downtown Boston area or in 
the highly industrialized Cambridge and Somerville 
areas. In addition, the proposed connecting highways 
will require a minimum taking of residential and business 
property, and will serve as integral parts of the Master 
Highway Plan for the Boston Metropolitan area, as 
developed by the so-called Joint Board of the Com- 
monwealth in 1948. 

While we endorse the proposed point of entry of the 
toll highway, we are concerned with the location and 
terminus of the Boston connection as proposed by the 
Turnpike Authority. Sketchy plans submitted by the 
Authority show a highway running in a general easterly 
direction from the Boston-Newton line for a distance of 
approximately 6,600 feet, with a connecting ramp 
located on North Beacon Street east of Market Street, 
and another connection being provided on Market Street 
south of the existing traffic circle at Western Avenue. 
If such a plan were adopted, the existing street system 
would be used by traffic going to and from downtown 
Boston, Cambridge, and other points, to the toll high- 
way. Such a plan would result in traffic congestion far 
worse than has resulted in Chelsea, due to inadequate 
highway connections to the Chelsea end of the Mystic 
Bridge. 

We strongly urge the rejection of the plan which pro- 
vides for terminating the Boston connection to the toll 
highway in the vicinity of Market Street, Brighton. 
Such a plan would result in intolerable traffic congestion 
in the vicinity of Union Square, Allston; Western 
Avenue; Market Street; North Beacon Street; and all 
main highways connecting those streets. The present 
street system in the Brighton area, in the vicinity of 
Market Street, is adequate for local traffic and a small 
volume of through traffic, but it definitely cannot 
absorb the large volume of traffic going to or from the 
toll highway. 

In our opinion, the Boston connection to the toll 
highway should be a limited access highway with ramp 
connections at major feeder streets, and should extend 
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from the Newton line to Memorial Drive and Soldiers’ 
Field Road, in the vicinity of the so-called River Street 
Bridge. The latter-referenced location is the point of 
beginning of the so-called Western Expressway, which 
was recommended for construction in the study made of 
the highway problems of the Boston Metropolitan area 
in 1948 by a firm of consulting engineers, under a con- 
tract sponsored by the State Department of Public 
Works. The proposed connection from the River Street 
Bridge to the point of entry of the toll highway at the 
Newton-Boston line will be approximately 15,000 feet 
long, and will follow — in a general direction — the line 
of the Western Expressway as proposed by the con- 
sultants in 1948. It will form an integral part of the 
Expressway system recommended for Greater Boston 
by the engineers at that time. 

If the Turnpike Authority is upheld in its contention 
that it cannot construct any part of the toll highway 
system within the corporate limits of Boston, we feel 
that the Commonwealth should pay all such costs out 
of the Highway Fund. It would not be fair to have 
Boston’s real estate owners pay such costs, and we sug- 
gest, therefore, that an early conference be held to dis- 
cuss these matters with the Governor, the Commissioner 
of Public Works of the State Department, and the Turn- 
pike Authority. 


1. To reiterate:—We approve the proposed point 
of entry of the toll highway at the Newton-Boston 
line. 

2. We reject the proposal which provides that the 
Boston connection shall terminate in the vicinity 
of Market and North Beacon Streets, in Brighton. 

3. We feel that the Boston connection, at a 
minimum, should extend from the Newton line, for a 
distance of approximately 15,000 feet, to connect 
to Soldiers Field Road and Memorial Drive, in the 
vicinity of the present River Street Bridge which 
spans the Charles River.

Sir,— In compliance with section 24, chapter 3, of 
_the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


REGISTRATION. 


In accordance with chapter 246 of the Acts of 1945 
registration was held continuously at the central office 
from January 2 to September 2, inclusive, from Septem- 
ber 23 to October 14, inclusive, and from November 4 
to December 31, inclusive. Registration in wards was 
held on August 20, 21, 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 31 and Sep- 
tember 1 and 2 from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m., for the Prelimi- 
nary City Election; and September 30, and October 1, 
2, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 18 and 14 from 6 p.m. to 10 p.m. for the 
City Election. This registration was held in two places 
in different sections of each ward, ten nights in each 
place. 

NUMBER OF VOTERS. 

At the State Election held November 4, 1952, the 
number of voters on the list was 412,838. The number 
of such voters in the first list published by the Board 
August 7, 1953, was 368,522. From that time to the 
close of registration for the City Election there were 
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added the names of 15,342 voters. Included in this 
latter figure are the names of 12,736 voters who were 
omitted from the 1953 police listing and who were 
restored to the voting list without registration, under 
the provisions of chapter 244 of the Acts of 1947. The 
number of voters on the final list sent to the polls on 
the day of the City Election, held November 3, 1953, 
was 383,864, a decrease of 28,974 from the number on 
the list at the preceding State Election. The number 
of voters on final list December 31, 1953, was 383,934. 


NOMINATION Papers, REFERENDUM AND RECOUNT 
PHRTITIONS. 


A total of 104 persons declared their intentions for 
nomination to City offices; 77 for City Councillor and 27 
for School Committeeman, 44 of these did not file 
nomination papers; the remaining 60 candidates sub- 
mitted 3,085 nomination papers on which 96,175 names 
were checked; 31 candidates were certified for the office 
of City Councillor and 17 candidates were certified 
for the office of School Committeeman; 1 candidate 
for the office of City Councillor withdrew his name 
from nomination after certification; 1 initiative petition 
consisting of 65 papers on which 1,999 names were 
certified, and 21 petitions for a recount of ballots cast - 
for the office of School Committeeman in the City 
Election were filed, one in each of the twenty-two wards, 
with the exception of Ward 21; on these the names of 
1,280 voters were checked, making a total of 3,121 
papers filed on which the names of 98,654 voters were 
certified. , | 


RECOUNTS. 


A recount of the votes cast in the City Election for 
the office of School Committeeman in all wards of the 
city except Ward 21, was started on Monday morning, 
November 16, 19538. All machine precincts were 
canvassed first, by two teams. This phase consisting 
of a verification of the recordings on all machines in 
218 precincts was completed by Friday of the same 
week. The recount of 46,336 paper ballots cast was 
started the following Monday, November 23, 1953, 
and terminated upon the submission of a petition for 
discontinuance on the following Friday afternoon, at 
which time all ballots in the first 15 wards and several 
precincts in Ward 16 had been recounted.

REVISION OF THE VOTING LIST. 


The names of 3,797 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city 
and other causes. | 


JURORS. 

The jury list prepared by the Board in 1953 con- 
tained the names of 9,602 voters of Boston. During 
the time covered by this report, 2,148 were drawn for 
jury service. 


REGISTRATION OF THE PHYSICALLY DISABLED. 


In accordance with the provisions of chapter 196 of 
the Acts of 1946, persons qualified to vote but unable 
to appear at a registration office because of physical 
disability were examined for registration in their homes 
or other places of confinement upon receipt of an ap- 
plication for such registration. Applications were re- 
ceived from 98 such persons. Of that number, 65 were 
found to be qualified and were duly registered. 
Twenty-one persons were on the regular voting list. 
One application was received after the closing date 
established by law and therefore could not be honored. 
Persons found qualified to register were furnished with 
applications for absentee ballots for the City Election. 


SUPPLEMENTARY MREGISTRATION OF SOLDIERS AND 
SAILORS. 

Under the provisions of chapter 51, sections 50 and 
51, of the General Laws, 8 persons in the military serv- 
ice were registered as voters in Boston during the period 
from the close of registration to the third day preced- 
ing the City Election. 


ABSENTEE VOTING. 
Absentee voting applied to this City Election, and 
set forth below are statistics relating to absentee ballots: 


103 applications received from civilians. 
95 civilian ballots mailed. 
72 civilian ballots returned and sent to polls. 
128 applications received from physically disabled. 
123 ballots mailed to physically disabled. 
99 ballots returned and sent to polls. 
13 applications received from both members of the armed 
forces and kin, qualifying members of the armed forces 
(S. A. V.). 
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34 applications received from both members of armed forces 
and kin for registered voters in the armed forces. 


47 total applications for servicemen’s ballots. 
44 ballots mailed to servicemen. 
29 ballots returned by servicemen and sent to polls. 
1 etvilian ballot returned “unclaimed.”’ 
0 servicemen’s ballot returned ‘‘unclaimed.”’ 
1 civilian ballot returned too late to be east. 
4 servicemen’s ballots returned too late to be cast. 
278 total applications received. 
262 total ballots mailed. 
200 total ballots returned and sent to polls. 


Voting MACHINES. 

Voting machine coverage of the City was greatly 
extended in 1953. In contrast to 1952 when voters 
in 142 precincts were using machines the year 1953 
saw 218 precincts mechanized. In line with the policy 
of the Board to reduce the number of precincts in the 
City, 40 were eliminated for 1953 bringing the total 
number down to 322. With the increase in machine 
precincts this left only 104 paper ballot locations for 
the two City elections. 

All voters using machines for the first time were 
notified of demonstrations in their districts. Night 
sessions were held in order that everyone might become 
proficient in the use of machines. The results at both 
functions gave proof that the program was a success. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD.

SECTION 1. FIRE DEPARTMENT 
Special Comments | 


A. New FIRE STATION ON OLIVER STREET 


On September 15, 1953, the new fire station at 123 
Oliver street, Boston, was completed and occupied by 
the Deputy Chief of Division 1, the District Chief of 
District 5, Engine Company 25, and Ladder Company 
8. Engine Company 7, formerly located at 7 East 
street, Boston, was installed in the new station on 
November 12, 1953. 


B. BurmLtpDINGs ABANDONED OR CLOSED 


The Fort Hill Square Fire Station, which formerly 
housed the Deputy Chief of Division 1, Engine Com- 
pany 25, and Ladder Company 8, was ‘abandoned by 
this department and was razed by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in order to make way for the new 
overhead expressway now under construction in down- 
town Boston. Engine House 7 at 7 East street and 
Ladder House 18 at 9 Pittsburgh street were both 
closed but are still in custody of the department. Ladder 
Company 18 was moved to the quarters of Engine 
Company 39 at 344 Congress street. 


C. Frre PREVENTION 


During the year, a total of 78,230 inspections and re- 
inspections of buildings and other structures were made. 
As a result, 17,498 hazardous conditions were remedied. 

Under the so-called ‘‘ Fire Marshal Plan,” two lieuten- 
ants of the Fire Prevention Division are assigned to give 
fire prevention talks to sixth grade pupils in public and 
parochial schools. These officers work on a full-time 
schedule. In cooperation with school officials, they 
arrange a convenient schedule for several weeks ahead. 
In accordance with this schedule, they visit the schools 
and the classrooms where they give fire prevention talks 
to the pupils and answer questions. Also included in 
the talks are such subjects as vandalism, false alarms, 
etc. The total number of schools covered during 1953 
was 172, and the total number of classrooms visited 
was 320.

The pupils are encouraged to seek the cooperation of 
their parents and neighboring home owners or occu- 
pants in seeking out and having corrected as many fire 
hazards as possible. It is also suggested that they use 
fire prevention as a subject for their regular composition 
and art work. | 

All pupils taking part in the program are enrolled as 
members of the Boston Junior Fire Department. 

Fire drills have been conducted regularly during the 
year in schools, theaters, hospitals, and institutions; 
also industrial and mercantile establishments. 


D. Fire Axarm Division 

The operations of the Fire Alarm Division of the Fire 
Department have been conducted in a satisfactory and 
efficient manner. 

During the year 19538, 50 additional fire alarm boxes 
have been installed throughout the city. The total 
number of fire alarm boxes in service as of December 31 
was 1,917. The Construction Force of the Fire Alarm 
Division installed the following wire and cable in the 
signal system during the year: 


31,715 feet underground cable 

15,095 feet overhead wire and cable 

13,510 feet old lead cable was removed 
from the system 


The first electric fire alarm telegraph system in the 
world was established in Boston and was accepted by 
the city at noon on April 28, 1852, and the first alarm 
was received from Station 7, District 1 (now Box 1212), 
at 8.25 p.m., April 29, 1852. The system cost $16,000 
and consisted of 40 miles of wire, 45 signal boxes or 
stations, and 16 bell alarms. From April 28, 1852, 
through December 1, 1953, a total of 385,806 box alarms 
had been transmitted over the system. 


E. MAINTENANCE DIVISION 

The efficiency of the Maintenance Division has been 
greatly increased since its establishment in the new 
repair shops in 1951. 

This division is charged with the maintenance and 
repair of all Fire Department buildings, service and 
repairs to all major pieces of fire apparatus and passen- 
ger cars; also repair work on the fireboats.

ELECTRICAL INSPECTION DIVISION — 1953 


The following shows the work of the Electrical In- 
spection Division for the year 1953: 

A revised edition of the City of Boston Electrical 
Code was issued June 1, 1953. This was the first issue 
since 1941 and brought the Code up to date. 

Petitions for locations of underground conduit in the 
public streets and plans for same were acted upon and 
where approved grants of locations were sent to the 
City Clerk for recording. Locations for the accom- 
modation of wires other than conduit were permitted 
where approved. Permission to open the public streets 
to install and maintain conduit and other wires was 
given when approved. Plans for conduit locations and 
proposed pole locations were filed and recorded. 

Rest homes, homes for the aged, day care agencies, 
convalescent or nursing homes and hospitals (particular 
attention being given to operating rooms) were in- 
spected and reports of same forwarded to the proper 
parties. 

Theatres and places of amusement were inspected 
and where necessary the parties responsible were 
notified of needed repairs or changes. 

Permits for the installation of wiring within build- 
ings were issued to responsible parties, the work called 
for inspected, reports of same made and recorded and 
where electric meters were called for certificates of 
approval were issued to the proper utility company 
and acted upon. 

Thousands of new and existing (old work) electrical 
installations were inspected and reinspected where 
needed and where defective or hazardous conditions 
and defects were found were promptly called to the 
attention of interested parties responsible therefor and 
corrections made or action taken to remedy same.

DrarR Mayor Hynes: 

The annual report for 1953 again gives assurance of 
high achievement in public health for Boston. 

Improvement over 1952 has been made in tuberculosis, 
infant mortality and maternal mortality despite the 
fact that the 1952 rates set new low records. The 
pulmonary tuberculosis rate dropped from 33.4 to 25.9 
per 100,000 population, the infant mortality rate went 
from 28.1 per 1,000 live births in 1952 to 23.3 and the 
phenomenally low maternal death rate of 0.3 was 
achieved, representing but five deaths out of 16,471 
live and stillbirths. 

In addition to its regular functions, the Health De- 
partment has continued its cooperative activities with 
other city departments. Civil Defense planning in the 
medical field has been continued and the Environmental 
Sanitation Section has been active in the neighborhood 
redevelopment program. 

The benefits of reclassification and reorganization 
continue to accrue. Despite restrictions on personnel 
and budgetary limitations, the essential functions of the 
department have been carried on and_ progressive 
planning has been initiated for new programs in mental 
hygiene, geriatrics, and accident prevention.

Administration 


The smooth functioning of a public health depart- 
ment in a large city requires sound planning, sufficient 
staff, and an adequate budget. In Boston, the pro- 
vision of essential public health services to a metropolis 
of 800,000 requires approximately 350 workers and a 
budget of more than $1,600,000. 

The Division of Administration has the responsibility 
of coordinating policies and activities of the Health De- 
partment with those of the Administrative Division of 
the city, the Massachusetts Division of Civil Service, 
and other city departments. Personnel records are 
maintained and the budget set up and apportioned to 
the various divisions of the department. Requisitioning 
supplies and equipment as well as obtaining contractual 
services also are responsibilities of the fiscal service of 
the division. 

Program planning is a function jointly performed by 
administration and the directors of the various sections 
and divisions. Much has been said in recent years con- 
cerning the changing trends and emphases in_ public 
health. With restricted budgets and limitations on per- 
sonnel, it requires careful programing to provide essential 
routine services which have been time-tested as well 
as to initiate new programs in untried but needful areas. 
In recent years, programs in accident prevention and 
geriatrics have been given priority and the field of 
mental hygiene is providing a challenging need for 
which action is imperative. With the construction of 
large, new residential housing units and the demolition 
of older sections of the city, reassignment of personnel 
and services becomes necessary in order to provide easily 
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accessible clinics and service. Public health cannot re- 
main static if full advantage is to be taken of new 
medical discoveries and if it is to meet the requirements 
of a population which is becoming larger and living 
longer.

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Health Education 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 

The Health Education Bureau continued its program 
of assistance to the 54 elementary parochial schools of 
the city. The committee which prepared the curriculum 
in science, health, and safety, introduced into all ele- 
mentary grades last September, continues to meet at 
periodic intervals to discuss pupil and teacher reaction 
to the various units. The health educator is in close 
touch with the committee and, at their suggestion, 
Dental Health was selected as the topic for the annual 
health education meeting which is held in each school 
and attended by the principal, teaching staff, and 
school nurse. Although the meeting is the responsibility 
of the health educator, the school nursing supervisor 
and the chairman of the curriculum committee par- 
ticipate in the planning. 

Bibliographies of sources of literature, posters, films, 
models, and charts were prepared for the meetings and 
distributed to each teacher. A program of dental health 
for parents was carried on through radio and television 
spot announcements, news releases, and group meetings. 
(The group meetings were held in the housing projects.) 
A film was shown, a talk was given by a dentist followed 
by a discussion period and distribution of literature. 
It was impossible to provide the program to several 
other interested groups because of a lack of a sufficient 
number of speakers. 

For the first time the services of the Health Educa- 
tion Bureau were extended to the 15 parochial secondary 
schools. In order to decide how the Bureau could best 
service the schools, conferences were held with the 
principal in each school. Later, conferences were held 
with Biology, Home Economics, and Guidance teachers. 
It was decided that the program might best be initiated 
by preparing source materials and making the staff 
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member available for consultation service to individual 
teachers. After considerable research, source lists for 
biology, home economics and guidance were prepared 
and sent to schools. Many favorable comments have 
been received from the teachers. Several teachers were 
also assisted with specific problems. 

An exhibit was again prepared for the Annual 
Diocesan Teachers Institute which was attended by 
approximately 5,000 teachers. The theme of the exhibit 
was ‘‘Health and Safety, a Basis for the Student’s 
Success.”’ 


CHEST X=RAY PROGRAM 

During this year 35,534 persons were X-rayed on the 
mobile X-ray unit within a nine-month period. In 
addition, 17,412 persons were X-rayed at 70 mm. 
machines in the health units, making a total of 52,946 
70 mm. X-rays taken in 1953. 

A member of the Health Education staff continues to 
assist in this program contacting and arranging with 
business, industry, and schools for X-raying of their 
eroups on the mobile unit. When needed, assistance 
is given in planning educational programs with these 
groups. The health educator also prepares educational 
and publicity materials for the X-ray programs. The 
value of this program is undoubtedly a contributing 
factor in the decreased pulmonary tuberculosis death 
rate which has steadily declined from 64.9 in 1948 to 
25.9 in 1953. 

During the latter part of December, basic plans were 
started for a community chest X-ray which will start 
in March. 


STUDENT PROGRAM AND IN=SERVICE TRAINING 

This year the Health Education staff gave six weeks 
of supervised training in health education to four 
students from Boston University. 

A member of the Health Education staff received the 
degree of Master of Public Health from Harvard 
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University in June, 1953. Another member of the staff 
is attending Harvard and will receive the same degree 
in June, 1954. 


PUBLICITY ACTIVITIES 

These activities include the monthly issuance of radio 
spot announcements, with special emphasis (this year) 
on dental health. 

News releases were issued periodically as indicated. 

The annual report was again edited by the Health 
Education Division. 


PREPARATION OF MANUALS 

Each division head prepared a brief résumé of 
the division’s functions and activities. These were edited 
and assembled into a concise booklet for staff, stu- 
dent, and other professional worker’s reference. 

Work is also being done in developing a manual, not 
yet completed, on Recommended Minimum Standards 
for Day Care Agencies. 

Assistance continues on the dual task of codifying the 
laws, regulations, and ordinances of the Health Division, 
and of drawing up a manual of procedures carried out by 
each division. 


DAY CARE AGENCIES 

All Day Care Agencies which accommodate three or 
more children are inspected for licensing by the Health 
Department, including the Health Education Division. 
Educational qualifications of the staff are noted and 
attempts made, when advisable, to encourage personnel 
to increase their qualifications to acceptable standards. 
Much time was spent this year in attempting to find 
courses and workshops to assist these people in im- 
proving their educational training. 


OTHER PROGRAMS 
Various programs are conducted cooperatively with 
other divisions and agencies to meet current needs. One 
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such program being organized is the Metropolitan Acci- 
dent Prevention Program. ‘Twenty-four neighboring 
cities and towns have pledged their cooperation. How- 
ever, progress is hindered at the present time by lack of 
funds. Until a more extensive activity can be under- 
taken, a committee of health educators from five official 
agencies in the area are preparing and issuing weekly 
news releases regarding timely accident prevention 
measures. 

A member of the division acted as part-time executive 
secretary for seven months to the Diabetes Committee 
~ of United Community Services which was organized for 
the purpose of diabetes detection, education, and 
program planning. After the position was filled per- 
manently our staff member continued to participate in 
the activities by serving as a member of a subcommittee 
of the executive secretary’s advisory committee. 

Late in 1953 a health educator was added to the staff 
of the Harvard Field Training Unit at the Whittier 
Street Health Unit. The major activities initiated and 
under development are a geriatric study and community 
organization around the problems considered most 
pressing by residents in the area. A Health Unit 
Council has been formed and many activities for 1954 
have been planned. 
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Vitel Statistics 


The City of Boston continued to enjoy another year 
of good health in 1958, with the maternal mortality, 
infant mortality, and the tuberculosis death rate the 
lowest ever recorded in the history of the city. 

It is most gratifying to realize that since 1928, a 
quarter of a century ago, when the tuberculosis death 
rate was recorded as 83.1 per one hundred thousand, it 
has decreased in 1953 to 27.3 due to the great strides 
in surgery, advances in chemotherapy, and increased 
participation in the case-finding program. 

The maternal mortality rate of 0.8 per one thousand 
live births is an achievement which reflects, in general, 
the results of excellent prenatal and postnatal care in 
clinics and by private physicians, together with the 
work of the nurses, health educators, social workers, 
and others engaged in maternal and child health ac- 
tivities. 

Infant mortality, one of the measuring rods of public 
health, reached a new low of 23.3 per thousand live 
births this year, indicating a sound and effective program 
of infant care by all medical men and institutions of 
Boston, promoted and assisted by the medical and 
educational divisions of this department. Deaths 
attributed to infectious and parasitic diseases were 
again at a minimum and in many instances nonex- 
istent with no deaths of Boston residents due to polio- 
myelitis or whooping cough this year. 

Heart disease, cancer, vascular lesions affecting the 
central nervous system, and accidents continue to be 
the leading causes of deaths among Boston residents. 
Deaths caused by heart disease and cancer, notably 
among the upper age groups, caused over 60 per cent 
of the total number of resident deaths in 1953. This 
appalling loss of life, particularly in the age group 45-65 
years, is most disturbing and significant and indicates 
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the ever-increasing need of more research work and 
educational programs to combat these menaces. 

Annually the most regrettable and often unnecessary 
loss of life in Boston is attributed to accidents of all 
types. Tragedy struck two vessels tied up at the Boston 
water front in the fall of 1953, when explosion and fire 
broke out resulting in a heavy loss of life among the 
personnel assigned to these ships. Home and motor 
vehicle accidents caused over 75 per cent of all reported 
accidental deaths reaffirming the imperative need for 
renewed and continued educational programs in safety 
and accident prevention.

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EPIDEMIOLOGICAL INVESTIGATIONS 


During recent years new problems have arisen in the 
control of enteric diseases. Because of their renewed 
significance, early in 1953 a public health physician was 
given the special assignment of epidemiological in- 
vestigation of these enteric diseases. Two outbreaks 
of bacillary salmonella infections occurred and one minor 
epidemic of salmonella infection appeared in the newborn 
nursery ward of a small private general hospital. The 
source of the latter was eventually traced to a carrier 
employed in the laundry. Another group of cases was 
traceable to the sale of dehydrated egg yolk. 

There has been a marked increase in the number of 
reported cases of bacillary dysentery. The cases seem 
to fall into two localized areas of the city where the 
living conditions are more congested. However, a 
good many of these cases were diagnosed by the out- 
patient departments of hospitals which have been 
culturing the stools of all cases and contacts of diarrhea, 
resulting in uncovering many unsuspected cases of 
-bacillary dysentery, usually in children who must be 
excluded from school. Few of these cases remain as 
carriers. Early recognition plus adequate treatment 
with sulfa drugs appears to be the best method of con- 
trol, especially in children who are too young to carry 
out personal hygiene effectively. 

There have been 205 cases of infectious hepatitis 
reported in the past year. Epidemiological study 
reveals only one small group which could be traced to a 
common cause, 7.e., the use of a common stylet in ob- 
taining blood for study in a medical school class in 
hematology. The prolonged incubation period of the 
disease makes detailed contact study difficult, and most 
cases could not be definitely traced to infected needles, 
transfusions, or stylets. The high incidence of infectious 
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hepatitis in children leads us to believe that the spread 
of infectious hepatitis is due to lack of personal cleanli- 
ness in handling food, since the infectious hepatitis 
virus 1s known to be present for a long time in feces. 
Our studies further revealed that gamma globulin is 
very effective in protecting family contacts from be- 
coming secondary cases of this disease.

LICENSING 
INSTITUTIONS 


The activities of the Section of Medical Services re- 
garding nursing, convalescent, and boarding homes for 
the aged in 1953 were carried out for the purposes of 
granting licenses and raising standards of medical care, 
health, safety, and contentment of patients and boarders. 

At the present time there are 53 nursing homes, 
2 convalescent homes and 54 boarding homes for the 
aged operating in this city with a bed capacity of 
approximately 3,400. 

Many changes were inaugurated this year, especially 
regarding safety regulations of these institutions. The 
Health Department, working in close cooperation with 
the Building Department, had to rearrange its normal 
procedure regarding inspection for certification in order 
to coordinate this work with maintenance of four essen- 
tial structural and safety requirements of the Boston 
Building Department in such homes. These new 
measures were put into effect and in substance required: 

1. Nursing or convalescent homes and boarding 
homes for the aged, with a bed capacity of 25 
or more, to install complete sprinkler coverage 
throughout the premises. 
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2. <A fire alarm box on the premises connected 

directly with the Boston Fire Alarm system. 
3. Fire resistant material to enclose all stairways. 
4. An emergency lighting system. 


All institutions with a bed capacity of less than 25 
but more than 10 were required to make a similar in- 
stallation of all factors except the fire alarm. All 
institutions with less than 10 were permitted to operate 
after minor changes in sprinkler coverage and means 
of egress. 

Since it required some time for many institutions to 

comply with these regulations, it was necessary for the 
various inspectors to make several visits before com- 
plete clearance was given since certification or full 
approval was not possible until all conditions had been 
satisfied. At the present time about 90 per cent of 
these homes are ready for full approval and 10 per cent 
are in the process of meeting their requirements. The 
Health Department inspected all homes during the past 
year and some were revisited three or four times when 
advisable. Three of these institutions which did not 
meet requirements, two nursing homes and one board- 
ing home, were disapproved and the State Department 
of Public Health notified. 
- Three new homes of first-class construction, one con- 
valescent home and two boarding homes for the aged, 
with a bed capacity of 235 were opened during the 
year. 

While safety conditions were stressed during the 
greater part of 1953, emphasis now relates entirely to 
health and contentment of patients and boarders and a 
far more encompassing program is visualized by the 
various divisions in the Health Department. 

Of the 41 licensed hospitals in the City of Boston in 
1953, 21 applied for renewal and were certified by the 
Health Commissioner. 

There were 27 applications for approval for boarding 
homes for infants. Of these 22 were approved and 5 
disapproved. 
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DAY CARE AGENCIES 

In regard to Day Care Agencies 69 applications were 
received, 64 were approved, and 5 disapproved. One 
agency operating illegally was closed and 20 complaints 
were investigated and clarified. 

In working with Day Care Agencies, much consider- 
ation was given to improving standards particularly in 
regard to educational qualifications of operators and 
other personnel connected with this type of institution. 


Through the Division of Health Education and in 
coordination with the Section of Medical Services, meet- 
ings and conferences were held with the various operators 
and officials of the Associated Day Care Agencies with 
the result that definite plans were made for raising 
standards. 

Much time has also been given to outlining new and 
higher standards for potential regulations to control 
these agencies. 

Another very helpful practice was put into operation 
this year which has been extremely satisfactory in 
eliminating needless financial expenditures — that is, no 
new applications are now given to potential operators 
until a representative of this department first surveys 
the structure and area for suitability. 


SUMMARY 

In summation there are 41 licensed hospitals with a 
bed capacity of 9,500 beds; 109 nursing, convalescent, 
and boarding homes for the aged with a bed quota of 
3,400; 55 licensed day care agencies operating which give 
care to children up to 7 years of age with a population of 
1,800 children; 22 boarding homes for infants, caring for 
two or more children up to 14 years of age with a present 
total of 61 children. All these agencies operate under 
the direct control and supervision of the Section of 
Medical Services through the medium of license, cer- 
tification, or approval. 
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Thirty complaints received by the Health Depart- 
ment were investigated and as a result existing con- 
ditions were remedied. 

Health Department inspectors referred 50 safety and 
structural defects to the Fire and Building Departments. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

That the present procedure for hospital certification 
be continued per se. 

That the present procedure for certification of con- 
valescent, nursing, and boarding homes for the aged be 
expanded to include frequent inspections by the Public 
Health Agency on an evaluation basis. 

That the program for day care agencies be carried on 
with emphasis on educational requirements purely on 
moral suasion since the statutes make no mandatory 
provisions for this type of activity. 

That the program relating to boarding homes for 
infants be reorganized to eliminate obvious duplication 
under the present procedure. 

That too much time is consumed between an initial 
request for an examination of an institution and final 

eturn. The time allowed for an examination by all 
departments should not exceed two weeks without valid 
reason. 
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Communicatde Disease 


The incidence of communicable disease dropped off 
sharply in 1958, with only 5,503 cases reported in con- 
trast with 12,629 cases reported in 1952, a decrease of 
44 per cent. Much of this reduction was due to the 
very low number of cases. of measles and German 
measles. Excluding tuberculosis and syphilis, only 
seven deaths were attributed to communicable disease, 
the lowest number ever recorded. 

In the case of the ‘‘minor’’ reportable diseases 
(mumps, measles, chickenpox, German measles) a 
standard form letter is now mailed to parents giving 
instructions relative to the care of the patient and 
requesting that the Health Department be notified of 
the appearance of a second case of the disease, where- 
upon a visit is made by a public health physician. A 
standard informative letter is sent to a reported case 
of infectious hepatitis, and a public health physician 
also makes a visit to the home. 

When ‘‘major’? communicable diseases, such as 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, meningitis, chickenpox in adults, 
and ophthalmia neonatorum are reported, a visit by 
a public health physician is made immediately. 


ANTERIOR POLIOMYELITIS 

Only 39 cases of polio were reported in 19538, the 
same number exactly as in 1952, and no deaths. 

Boston has been fortunate in having an exceptionally 
low incidence from infantile paralysis for many years. 
It is hoped that the research program testing polio 
vaccination will be successful so that it will be possible 
in the future to add this feared, crippling disease to the 
list of those which may be prevented by immunization. 


DIPHTHERIA 

Eleven cases of diphtheria and one death were reported 
in 1958. An active immunization program, including 
regular booster doses, must be maintained in order to 
keep this persistent disease under control. 
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DOG BITES 

Two thousand six hundred and fifty-six dog bites 
were reported in 1953, a somewhat lower number than 
has been occuring in recent years. Only two cases 
required antirabic treatment. Although certain sections 
of the United States experienced an increase in animal 
rabies, and cases of human rabies occurred, no case of 
either animal or human rabies has occurred either in 
Boston or the state for many years. 


INFECTIOUS HEPATITIS 

In recent years, the incidence of this disease has 
been increasing, with 205 cases reported in Boston 
during the year and increased numbers of cases ex- 
perienced throughout Massachusetts. Epidemiological 
follow-up was made and the results of the investigation 
may be found in the report of the Section of Medical 
Services elsewhere in this publication. 


MEASLES 

Following the usual pattern of cyclical incidence, 
only 127 cases of measles were reported in 1953. The 
last year of low incidence was 1949 when 864 cases 
were reported, followed by ever-increasing numbers in 
the succeeding years of 1950, 1951, and 1952 of 2,383 
cases, 4,774 cases, and 5,021 cases, respectively. A 
substantial number of cases for 1954 can be predicted. 


WHOOPING COUGH 

The immunization program of the past decade is 
demonstrating its effectiveness to control this serious 
and frequently fatal disease of young children. In 1953, 
only 309 cases and no deaths occurred. 


VENEREAL DISEASE 

The low rates of 0.8 for syphilis and 1.2 for gonorrhea 
are substantially the same as in the past several years. 
In 1953, however, the number of cases of early syphilis 
dropped to only 52, a sharp decline from the 101 cases 
reported in 1952. 
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Tuberculosis 


The death rate for pulmonary tuberculosis continues 
to show a marked decline, with an allocated rate for 
1953 of 25.9 per 100,000 compared to 33.4 in 1952. 
This rate represents a 23 per cent decline in the 
pulmonary death rate in a single year.

CLINICS 

In 1953, a gradual increase in the number of patients 
attending the tuberculosis clinics has been noted with 
20,020 visits in the present year as compared to 13,818 
two years ago in 1951. This trend is most apparent 
in the recently organized diagnostic and chemotherapy 
clinics which have proved to be worth-while additions 
to tuberculosis control efforts. More new early cases 
of tuberculosis are being found by the mass screening 
program using 70 mm. X-ray apparatus and the mobile 
unit. Such cases not under the care of a private phy- 
sician are channeled through the diagnostic clinic where 
the diagnosis is confirmed with the least possible lapse 
of time. Active cases are then admitted directly to the 
sanatorium without delay. 

Chemotherapy is started in the sanatorium often 
accompanied by a series of tests, including that for 
streptomycin resistance. Early discharge is often pos- 
sible with cases found in the first stages of disease 
followed by out-patient care in clinics. 

This method has been found to be the ideal 
therapeutic regime for treating early cases through a 
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combination of institution and out-patient care using 
streptomycin and para-aminosalicylic acid (PAS). In 
1953, 4,089 visits were made to this clinic. 

As a result of these new services, cases of tuberculosis 
are being discovered more quickly and treatment started 
within a short period of time resulting in a better 
prognosis, shorter hospitalization, enthusiasm on the part 
of the patients to follow their treatment on an ambula- 
tory basis, and with quicker turnover; hospital beds are 
readily available for newly discovered tuberculosis 
patients requiring sanatorium care. 


MOBILE X=RAY OPERATION 

A mobile unit is operated by the division which offers 
service to business and industrial concerns and schools 
in Boston. In 1953, 35,534 70 mm. X-rays were taken 
on the bus. 
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The bacteriological laboratory continued its cultural 
and serological diagnostic services on specimens of 
bacterially induced diseases. The number of examina- 
tions reflects the decreased incidence of many such 
infections, notably diphtheria, streptococcus, menin- 
gitis, typhoid, gonorrhea, and syphilis, due to immuniza- 
tion programs and also newer drug therapy. However, 
the continued increase in all types. of tuberculosis 
laboratory diagnosis (direct examination of sputa, cul- 
ture, and guinea pig diagnosis of all types of body fluids) 
reflects the continued impetus of the case-finding pro- 
gram as well as active health education. 

The increased number of examinations for enteric 
pathogens verifies the presence of salmonella and_shi- 
gella as endemic in the area. Such cases are now 
required to receive hospitalization, which entails routine 
isolation and identification of the causative organisms. 
As a result of the increased incidence of enteric diseases, 
a research program involving both etiology and epi- 
demiology has been initiated. Results of the study 
will be published. 

Personnel changes, due to leave of absence for study 
of one senior bacteriologist and transfer to the Bureau 
of Environmental Sanitation of one junior bacteriologist, 
were compensated for by the temporary appointments 
of two certified junior bacteriologists. Two bacteriolo- 
gists attended the annual meeting in May of the 
National Association of Clinical Pathologists for sero- 
logical research techniques. 

In June, the bacteriological laboratory participated 
jointly with Health Education and Public Health 
Nursing in the preparation of an exhibit for use at the 
exhibition of the work of public agencies on the state, 
county, and city level. Exhibits were also prepared for 
five junior high schools and three private schools. 
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Lectures were given for the National Association of 
Medical Technologists and the Massachusetts State 
University Extension. Students were accepted for 
practice and theory from the New England Deaconess 
Hospital, the New England Hospital, the Harvard 
School of Public Health, and Boston University School 
of Education. 

Three ‘‘workshops in techniques,” sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health, were 
attended by three bacteriologists. Seven visiting college 
groups were given laboratory demonstrations. 

The long established distribution throughout the city 
of Massachusetts Department of Public Health pro- 
duced biologicals was augmented by the distribution of 
poliomyelitis immune globulin for use in modification 
in measles, infectious hepatitis, and poliomyelitis 
contacts. 

The active participation in the program of the 
National Allergy Foundation has been continued by 
daily pollen counts for this urban area from March 15-— 
October 15. 

A ten weeks’ study in hemagglutinins in sera of 
B C G immunized adults, prior to and following treat- 
ment, was sponsored and performed by Tufts Medical 
School Medical Health Service personnel. 
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Team work in the health field is essential, especially 
in the administration of public health nursing if satis- 
factory standards and progress are to be maintained. 
In the administration of public health nursing in a 
municipal health department, this approach is par- 
ticularly important since public health nursing is an 
integral part of so many of the specialized activities. 
This necessitates coordination in planning and service 
in the fields of chronic disease, such as tuberculosis, 
short-time communicable disease, school health, child 
health from birth to school age, health of preschool 
children cared for in day care centers and older age 
groups in convalescent, boarding and nursing homes and 
student field training programs, as well as cooperation 
with other health and social agencies. 

Another principle is being re-emphasized — the con- 
cept of the family unit as the most effective approach 
for health service and education. Because of this fact 
the nurses’ health teaching is geared to the family 


situation. 


IN=-SERVICE EDUCATION 

In-service education includes the planned regular 
program for the entire staff, weekly discussion groups in 
the various stations which are guided by the field super- 
visors, and individual staff members who are pursuing 
their academic education in the collegiate schools of 
nursing. 

This year, the program for all members of the staff 
has been focused on mental hygiene, beginning with the 
infant and continuing through all age groups. Lectures 
or films at each monthly session have been provided for 
the whole group and then the staff has broken up into 
five smaller discussion groups, with a resource person 
for each group to help and guide the discussion. The 
groups reconvene at the end of the discussion period and 
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reports are given by a nurse from each group who had 
been chosen as arecorder. The leaders of each group had 
been prepared by previous committee meetings and 
study of pertinent reference material. 

Monthly meetings of the supervising nurses have been 
held with the director throughout the year to discuss 
and study the many problems pertaining to the service. 
Sometimes definite conclusions were reached and some- 
times discussion of problems was continued for further 
study. 

There have also been a number of meetings of the staff 
counselors with the director. These nurses are chosen 
by the staffs from the various districts to give the nurses 
an opportunity of presenting some of their problems for 
discussion with the rest of the counselors and the 
director. 


STUDENT PROGRAM 

During the school year 1953-1954, the Division has 
had 153 nurses for one day’s observation, 4 graduates 
and 24 basic students for an eight weeks’ affiliation in field 
practice, and 45 undergraduate student nurses from 
Boston City Hospital for a four weeks’ afhliation during 
nine months of the year. (See table in statistical 
reports. ) 

Each of these groups requires different planning 
because of the different objectives and background of 
the nurses. For instance, the graduate group is special- 
izing in public health nursing on a postgraduate basis. 
The basic group is receiving this experience as a part of 
their regular college training to broaden their concept 
of professional nursing, and the undergraduate nurse 
group plan is designed to give some idea of community 
health programs and resources and how to use them. 

The over-all planning and responsibility for the 
student program, as well as the in-service program for 
the staff, is delegated to a supervisor from administrative 
headquarters. The field supervisor and a staff nurse 
field teacher plan the student’s field experience with the 
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student so that individual needs will be met. The 
student carries a limited case load and is introduced to 
each new learning experience gradually. She has a 
period of observation followed by participation and 
supervised field practice. 

Planning meetings and mid-evaluation meetings are 
held in the field with the team; student, field teacher, 
supervising nurse, supervisor of student program, and a 
representative from the collegiate school of nursing. 

There were four planning meetings and ten mid- 
evaluation meetings for collegiate students and three 
planning meetings for Boston City Hospital School 
of Nursing students in 1953-1954 school session. 

There were field trips for students and new staff 
nurses as part of their orientation—four to Boston 
Sanatorium and eight to the Sheltered Workshop. Nine 
other meetings attended in behalf of students included 
regional, interagency, intercollegiate, and allocation of 
students’ committee. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOL PROGRAM 

The parochial school public health nursing program 
is still making satisfactory progress. Each of the 59 
elementary schools has been visited by a supervising 
nurse from administrative headquarters to guide the 
nurses in carrying out the accepted school nursing 
program in cooperation with the school administration. 
In this way it has been possible to determine what is es- 
sential and to eliminate nonessential activities. 

Follow-up of those children who showed deviations 
at the time of the physical examinations has been 
quite satisfactory. The interest and assistance of the 
teachers have been very helpful in securing necessary 
treatment and corrections, and this cooperative method 
gives both the teacher and nurse a total picture of the 
child’s needs. Many reports received from private 
physicians, private dentists, and clinics have indicated 
that necessary corrections have been made or that the 
child was still under treatment. Chronic conditions 
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and ‘“‘nonremedial”’ deviations are checked annually for 
the possibility of further help and care. 

The Snellen E test is used for screening eye deviations. 
and referrals are made to appropriate services for 
further checking and care. Children in all grades were 
originally tested with the pure tone audiometer for hear- 
ing deviations. Thereafter the third-grade pupils and 
special referrals from the teacher, physician, or school 
nurse are tested annually. Rechecking is also done an- 
nually for children who had previously shown hearing 
deviations, and special follow-up continued for those 
needing further treatment. 

Some schools received dental examination service 
from the Guild of St. Appolonia. Obvious needs for 
dental care are noted by the physician or nurse at the 
time of physical examination or by referrals from the 
teachers. These children are then referred to their 
private dentists or to the Health Department dental 
clinics. Since 1947, a limited appointment system has 
been used in some of the dental clinics and parents have 
been urged to accompany their children. When this 
is done, the nurse is relieved and the responsibility for 
dental care is placed on the parent, where it really 
belongs. In some schools this responsibility has been 
readily assumed by the parents. This procedure could 
be further augmented by a general appointment system 
for dental clinic service which could then become the 
responsibility of the dental clinic personnel, resulting 
in a saving of time and expense to parents and of 
nurses’ time. | 


NUTRITION 

Recent knowledge of nutrition makes clear its close 
relationship to the prevention of disease and the im- 
provement of the health of the individual and the 
community. The nutritionist in the Nursing Service 
exists primarily to benefit the patient. She achieves 
this goal by an indirect service working through the 
public health nurse. Because of the scope of the total 
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health program, the public health nurse comes in con- 
tact with large numbers of people of all ages and has 
an excellent opportunity for teaching. The major re- 
sponsibility of our public health nutritionist is to 
develop an appreciation and application of good nu- 
trition in the total health program. There is no short 
cut to the integration of this nutrition knowledge into 
a comprehensive program, it includes team work 
techniques with definitely outlined work plans. 

The public health nutritionist visits nursery schools 
and nursing and boarding homes for aged. Analysis is 
made of dietary patterns followed in these institutions 
which is in turn discussed with nursing personnel. Food 
is considered adequate in these agencies if the daily diet 
pattern meets the recognized standards for calories, 
protein, minerals, and vitamins. 

The nutritionist provides the nurse with technical 
and popular nutrition material in the form of leaflets, 
brochures, posters, exhibit material, scientific articles 
and reports. Thereby the staff nurse is able to integrate 
nutritional advice with other health counsel. 

In many instances it is advisable to make adjustments 
in the allowances given to welfare recipients who attend 
the tuberculosis clinics. Utilizing the judgments of 
physician, public health nurse, and nutritionist, a com- 
plete food cost accounting for reeommended diet is pre- 
pared by the nutritionist. By this processing, an average 
food allowance sufficiently liberal to meet nutrient 
needs of the patient is sent to Medical Social Service, 
Public Welfare. The cost for these various nutritive 
factors varies with age and physiological differences. 

Food plays a vital role in the treatment of every pa- 
tient and, particularly in tuberculosis work, it is an im- 
portant aspect of therapy. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 

In cooperation with civil defense activities, one super- 
visor from administrative headquarters in addition to 
her other duties has given considerable time to the co- 
ordination of nursing in civil defense planning. 
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HOME VISITS 

One of the most important facets of the work of the 
public health nurse is the personal contact which she 
establishes in the families whose homes she visits. That 
this contact is appreciated is demonstrated by the 
welcome she has received from these families over a 
period of many years. This opportunity for health 
teaching, unhurried and in familiar surroundings of a 
family, is recognized as an invaluable influence on their 
acceptance of the nurse’s help and advice. 

No matter what the original reason for the home visit 
has been, the family situation, the family’s reactions 
to it and acceptable ways of dealing with it are invari- 
ably discussed with the nurse. Sometimes just a dis- 
cussion of problems with a sympathetic, well-informed 
listener clarifies a parent’s thinking and results in 
satisfactory solutions. 

The statistical report shows the number of home visits 
made and time spent in various activities, but it cannot 
show the real accomplishments toward better health 
for the families visited and advised by the public health 
nurse; nor can it show the value of her knowledge of 
family problems to other members of the ‘‘team.”’ 
Efforts have been made to make the nurse’s contribution 
to other members of the health team more effective, but 
study of how this can best be accomplished needs further 
pursuit and clarification. These efforts should be atwo- 
way process so that the nurse may also benefit from 
contributions of the other team members. It requires 
the joint efforts of all concerned in these programs to 
determine effective future policies. 





Matemal and Child 
Hygiene 

Practically all babies born in Boston are now delivered 
in hospitals rather than at home. This factor undoubt- 
edly has contributed in a large degree to the gradual 
improvement in both the maternal and newborn death 
rates. During the year 1953, a communication was 
sent to all obstetricians, pediatricians, and hospital 
superintendents calling to their attention the concern of 
the Health Department regarding infant mortality, with 
special emphasis on the continued high incidence of 
immaturity, atalectasis, and postnatal asphyxia. In 
19538, 15,065 infants were born, 337 died, resulting in 
an infant mortality rate of 22.4 which represents a 
substantial improvement over the 1952 rate of 28.1. 
Another source of gratification is the maternal death 
rate of 0.3 per 1,000 live births. Only five maternal 
deaths were recorded with the following causes: one 
death from rupture of the uterus, one from separation 
of the placenta, one from exsanguination associated 
with postpartum hemorrhage, one from pulmonary 
embolism following Caesarean section, and the fifth as 
a result of rupture of the uterine artery associated with 
an ectopic pregnancy. The maternal death rate thus 
continues at a low level and compares favorably with 
the 0.5 rate which has been maintained since 1951. The 
prenatal clinics held once a week at the East Boston, 
South Boston, and West End Units represent the active 
participation of the Health Department in the obstet- 
rical program. ‘The prenatal care thus afforded the resi- 
dents of these compactly settled districts is provided by 
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physicians and other personnel attached to the Boston 
Lying-In Hospital. During 1953, 113 clinics were held, 
with an attendance of 1,158. 


CHILD HEALTH CONFERENCES 

During 1953 conferences for well infants and pre- 
school children were conducted twice a week in all ten 
George Robert White Health Units, as well as at the 
clinic stations at Codman square, Gibson street, Roslin- 
dale, and the Children’s Medical Center. Weekly 
clinics were held at Tyler street, Hancock street, Curtis 
Hall, Brighton, and Allston. Assisting the public health 
physicians in the conduct of these conferences were 31 
physicians from the Pediatric Departments of the Har- 
vard, Tufts, and Boston University Medical Schools. 
Attendance for the year was 51,849, which represented 
a decrease of a little over 1,000 compared with the year 
1952. This decline can be attributed largely to the 
establishment of a new well-baby conference at the 
Boston City Hospital under the supervision of the 
Department of Pediatrics of the Boston University 
School of Medicine. 

Three intramuscular inoculations, consisting of diph- 
theria and tetanus toxoids, combined with pertussis 
vaccine, were administered to 4,685 infants, and 3,324 
preschool children received a booster dose of combined 
diphtheria and tetanus toxoids. Smallpox vaccine was 
administered to 5,787 infants and preschool children. 


SCHOOL HYGIENE IN THE PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS 


The enrollment for the parochial schools of Boston 
for the year 1953-54 was 33,249. Preliminary inspec- 
tion of all pupils was done soon after school sessions 
started in order to detect defects of the skin, nose, 
throat and mouth. Physical examinations were given 
to a total of 12,170 pupils representing the members of 
the first, fifth, and eighth grades, as well as certain 
children in other grades recommended for such examina- 
tion by the teacher or school nurse. Six hundred and 
two pupils received the complete immunization course 
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of diphtheria and tetanus toxoid and 5,601 other students 
were given booster doses of the same combination. A 
total of 276 exclusions were made during the year. 

All parochial school children were given an eye exami- 
nation shortly after the opening of school, and pupils in 
the third grade, as well as other children in whom hearing 
impairment was suspected, were given a hearing test 
with the pure tone audiometer. 


HEALTH UNITS 

The public health physicians in charge of the ten 
health units of the city, during the course of their daily 
clinics and independently of the well-child conferences, 
performed 2,713 vaccinations against smallpox, and gave 
a complete series of immunizations against diphtheria 
and tetanus to 1,901 children as well as booster injections 
of the same combination of antigens to 1,051 others. 
A series of typhoid-paratyphoid inoculations were given 
to 150 individuals. <A total of 5,064 were given a com- 
plete physical examination before leaving for camp, and 
2,233 similar examinations were made at the health 
units for persons requesting such service. The physicians 
visited various day nurseries and made a total of 6,969 
inspections of the children in these groups. 

In addition to the two conferences held at each health 
unit weekly for the well babies and preschool children, 
tuberculosis clinics, conducted by physicians trained in 
that field, provided service for an attendance of 20,020. 

The report of the eye clinics held at the West End, 
Charlestown, South Boston, and Whittier Street Health 
Units showed a total of 1,105 visits, of which 746 were 
old and 359 new cases. Thirty-two persons were re- 
ferred to hospitals for further treatment, and 337 
received prescriptions for glasses. 

A report of the activities of the Health Department 
Dental Clinic is given elsewhere, as is the statistical data 
of the Harvard Field Unit at the Whittier Street Unit, 
the Briggs Clinic at the Harvard Street Unit, the Child 
Guidance Clinic at the West End Unit, and other agencies 
functioning within the units. 
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Dental Division 


During the year 1953 the Boston Health Department’s 
dental program has made progress in its program of 
education along the lines of preventive dentistry. 

Approximately 31,000 patients, preschool and children 
up to and including the ninth grade, were treated from 
January, 1953, through December 31, 1953, at the 
Boston Health Department’s 13 dental clinics. 

The Dental Division of the Boston Health Depart- 
ment has cooperated with the Dental Division of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Health and the 
United States Public Health Service for a study of 
prophylactic treatment and topical application in the 
use of sodium fluoride. Two per cent (2%) sodium 
fluoride is used in topical application in 13 dental units. 
Sixteen thousand seven hundred and seventeen children 
have received this treatment in the year 1953. 

Each year the Dental Division completes the work 
on each child with a minimum of time so as to prevent 
the loss of time from school per child. 

The figures relative to the work accomplished in the 
13 dental clinics situated throughout the various areas 
of Boston and suburban Boston appear in the statisti- 
cal part of the annual report and show in detail each 
step taken in the program of preventive dentistry 
which is being conducted for children in this city. The 
aim and goal of the Boston Health Department’s Dental 
Division is to teach the children who attend the dental 
clinics the proper care of teeth. 





Milp Division 


QUALITY OF MILK 

Approximately 22,000 samples of milk and related 
products were collected in 1953 for examination chemi- 
cally or bacteriologically. This close supervision is a 
major factor in the high level of quality disclosed by the 
results of these examinations. 

In 1951 and 1952, Boston was able to point with justi- 
fiable pride to the excellent quality of milk sold in the 
city in those years. In 1953 not only has this high stand- 
ard been maintained but a substantial improvement 
has been made. The average bacterial content of 
Milk-Pasteurized (the ordinary family grade delivered 
to homes and sold in stores) in 1953 was about 4,000 
colonies in one cubic centimeter. The significance of 
this figure is manifested by the fact that it is well below 
the limit of 5,000 permitted in Grade A milk sold in 
Boston and Boston’s standards admittedly are strict. 
The Boston standard for Grade A milk is twice as strict 
as that of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and 
five times as strict as that of the United States Public 
Health Service and this ordinary milk comes well 
within this strict Boston Grade A standard. Grade A 
milk sold in Boston averaged less than 1,000 colonies 
of bacteria in one cubic centimeter. 

The continuing campaign of this department to pre- 
vent contamination of milk after pasteurization, as 
disclosed by the presence of coliform bacteria, has 
continued to show results. In 1953, fewer than 200 
warnings were issued for this reason. 


LICENSES AND PERMITS 

Approximately the same number of licenses and per- 
mits were issued in 1953 as in 1952, subject to the usual 
year to year variations. 
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The number of registrations issued to dealers in oleoe 
margarine has continued at record level. In 1953, for 
the first time in many years, licenses to convey oleo- 
margarine for sale from a vehicle were issued. This was 
brought about by requests from milk dealers for per- 
mission to deliver oleomargarine from their milk trucks. 
On advice of the Corporation Counsel that this statute 
applied equally to wholesale as well as retail deliveries 
of oleomargarine; wholesale distributors of oleomarga- 
rine were requested to secure these licenses. In all, 24 
were issued. This licensing has met with strenuous op- 
position from some of the major oleomargarine whole- 
salers who have introduced legislation to repeal the 
statute. 

Effective June 1, 1953, the regulation of the Health 
Commissioner requiring ownership of an establishment 
for the pasteurization of milk as a condition precedent 
to the granting of a vehicle milk license was amended by 
exempting mobile restaurant, lunch, canteen or catering 
services from this requirement. Approximately 35 
operators of such mobile services have been licensed to 
operate about 75 vehicles. The change was worked out 
satisfactorily for all concerned. ‘The public has an in- 
creased opportunity to purchase milk with its meals; 
the lunch services have obviated the necessity of resort- 
ing to devious and evasive means to supply this milk; 
the Inspector of Milk is able to maintain better super- 
vision over the product that they are supplying and the 
City of Boston derives increased revenue. 


““IN=-PLACE”’?’ CLEANING 

In the spring of 1953, the Inspector of Milk found it 
necessary to lead the opposition to an attempt by the 
milk industry to legalize the so-called ‘‘in-place’’ method 
of cleaning without adequate public health safeguards 
in establishments for the pasteurization of milk. After 
the barest minimum legal notice, a turbulent hearing 
was held before the Director of the Division of Food 
and Drugs. The Inspector of Milk of Boston and other 
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focal milk inspectors and the Massachusetts Milk In- 
spectors Association jointly and severally opposed the 
proposed amendment of the regulations of the Depart- 
ment of Public Health as contrary to the best interests 
of the public and motivated only by economic reasons. 
The doubtful wisdom of discarding time-proven methods 
of cleaning in favor of a method about which so little 
was known was stressed. Hiven the proponents of the 
measure conceded that so little was known about ‘‘in- 
place’? cleaning that considerable research and experi- 
mentation would be necessary before any standards 
could be set up. It was argued that the public should 
not be used as the guinea pig during such experiments. 
It was also pointed out that various Boston dealers had 
attempted unauthorized “in-place” cleaning with dis- 
astrous results to the quality of milk sold. It was 
further pointed out that the Department of Public 
Health would usurp the authority of local milk inspec- 
tors upon whose shoulders primary responsibility for 
safeguarding the milk supply devolves. When the 
measure was recommended for adoption, the fight was 
earried to the Public Health Council, where deletions 
and modifications before final approval corrected some 
of the more objectionable features of the measure. As 
finally adopted, ‘‘in-place”’ cleaning is limited to pipe 
lines and can be employed only after special permission 
from the local milk inspector. The Inspector of Milk of 
Boston has received no applications for such permission 
and has granted none. 


LEGISLATION 

A special recess committee of the General Court held 
hearings in Boston to consider changes in the present 
milk laws. Many changes in these and related laws 
were suggested, including a proposal by the milk industry 
that the legal standard for milk solids be reduced from 
12 per cent to 11.5 per cent. It was contended that the 
present legal standard of 12 per cent milk solids and 3.35 
per cent milk fat 1s an arbitrary and artificial standard 
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that could not be maintained and which worked a burden 
especially to Massachusetts farmers because of their 
large ownership of Holstein cows. This position is 
untenable and contrary to the public interest. It was 
not disputed that milk from one cow might not conform 
to this standard, but the committee was told that milk 
sold in these days is a blend of milk from many cows 
and many herds and easily meets the 12 per cent stand- 
ard. In corroboration of this fact, the Inspector of 
Milk submitted copies of the Survey of the Quality of 
Milk Sold in Boston for each month of the preceding 
year. Only one average of less than 12 per cent ap- 
peared, and a major Boston milk dealer, the leading 
sponsor of the proposed legislation, was prosecuted and 
fined $10 for selling milk of this quality. The milk in 
question originated in an area of New York, devoted 
largely to Holstein milk production, which would be 
aided more than Massachusetts by lowering the stand- 
ard. 

The Inspector of Milk took the position that, if the 
present standards are arbitrary and artificial, the way 
to correct them is to increase the fat standard, not 
lower the solids. Increasing the fat standard would 
not be a hardship to the milk industry because most 
milk contains at least 3.7 per cent fat. Lowering the 
solids standard would foist an inferior product of 10 
per cent less nutritive value on the public at no reduction 
in price. Moreover, the general public in many cities 
and towns would have no way of discovering this 
impairment in its diet. 

The committee will report to the General Court in 
1954. Any attempts to lower milk standards will be 
vigorously opposed. 


MILK DISPENSERS 

For some time the restaurant industry has been 
clamoring for elimination of the regulation of the 
Health Commissioner requiring milk to be sold in the 
sealed container into which it is placed at the pasteur- 
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izing plant. In consequence of these requests, the 
Inspector of Milk has made surveys to determine the 
feasibility of permitting the sale of milk by the glass 
from milk dispensers. The results have been dis- 
couraging. Although in theory the machines should 
deliver a good, clean, uncontaminated glass of milk, 
samples taken from dispensers in actual operation 
showed high bacterial content and coliform bacteria 
contamination. The dispenser industry, the milk in- 
dustry, and the restaurant industry are working in 
combination to correct the difficulties. This depart- 
ment has met with all interested parties, and tentative 
regulations have been drawn up and approved by all 
concerned. When and if it is demonstrated to this 
department that these machines can deliver at all 
times a glass of milk that conforms to the requirements 
of the Health Commissioner, these new regulations can 
be promulgated. 
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Chemishy and Sanitary 
Biclogy Laboratory 


The activities of this division include the examination 
of water, milk, cream, and foods submitted for special 
analysis by the various bureaus of the Health Depart- 
ment or other city departments. The Laboratory of 
Chemistry and Sanitary Biology routinely performs 
various tests to assure a safe water, milk, and food 
supply for the City of Boston. 

All milk sold in Boston must be pasteurized according 
to the regulations of the Health Department. The 
phosphatase test is used to determine whether milk and 
cream are properly pasteurized. Again in 1953, no 
sample showed a positive reaction to the phosphatase 
test, indicating complete and proper pasteurization of 
all milk and cream sold. 

Milk and cream are also examined for the presence 
of coliform organisms which would indicate contamina- 
tion after pasteurization. This year, there was again a 
further reduction in the incidence of coliform organisms 
in pasteurized milk and cream indicating proper handling 
and sanitary equipment. Milk is also tested for total 
solids and cream content in order to ensure the customer 
full food value. 

As the beef supply becomes more ample and the price 
more reasonable, fewer attempts have been made to 
sell horse meat as beef, with the result that it has been 
necessary to examine only a few samples for the detection 
of horse meat. 

Examinations of over 3,000 water samples for pota- 
bility reveals not one sample with any contamination, 
indicating that Boston has a safe water supply of which 
it can well be proud. 
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Housing Division 


The Housing Division has jurisdiction over envi- 
ronmental sanitation and conditions which may be 
injurious to the public health. The activities include 
routine inspections of houses, public buildings, yards 
and passageways, as well as investigation of complaints 
regarding the existence of nuisances. 

In 19538, this division conducted several special in- 
vestigations in addition to its routine program. 


DRAINAGE 

A survey was initiated to list properties still having 
cesspool drainage and to locate streets where public 
sewers have been constructed. In many cases where 
connections to new sewers were made, the old cesspools 
or septic tanks have been abolished and records made 
of the new sanitary connection. This survey will con- 
tinue in 1954. 


NEIGHBORHOOD REHABILITATION 

As part of the City of Boston master plan for Neigh- 
borhood Rehabilitation and Conservation, the Housing 
Division made a survey of a pilot area in South Boston. 
This program was aimed at rehabilitation of run-down 
housing and environmental conditions in the declining 
residential areas of Boston where the existing structures 
were basically sound. The pilot area was bounded by 
F street to West Broadway to I street to East Eighth 
street to West Eighth street to F street, and consisted 
of 42 streets and 1,448 dwelling units. A written report 
was made out on each of the 1,448 units containing the 
following information: 


(a) Condition of the streets and sidewalks, and whether 
or not there were gas lights or trees on streets. 

(b) Type of buildings, whether brick or frame, and num- 
ber of families in residence, and if any part or whole is used 
as a store.

(c) General appearances of premises, whether the build- 
ings needed paint or repairs, the condition of the windows, 
and if lights or glass were needed. 

(d) Structural defects, such as condition of front and rear 
entrances; roof and rain conductors and gutters. 

(e) Yards and passageways, such as sanitation of same; 
sufficient receptacles for garbage and refuse; drainage of 
-yard, and, if fenced in, condition of fence. 

(f) Presence of any fire hazards. 


Health violations were taken care of by the Health 
Department, building defects were referred to the Build- 
ing Department and fire hazards referred to the Fire 
Department. 

As a result of the survey, a very large percentage of 
these dwellings were painted, repaired and yards cleaned 
and planted. The city resurfaced quite a few streets 
and replaced gas lights with electric lights. The general 
appearance of the area has improved considerably. 
Similar surveys were made in the South End and the 
West End and a survey: of receptacles was made in the 
North End. 


BUREAU OF GENERAL SANITATION 

On December 30, 1953, 15 environmental sanitation 
inspectors, a principal inspector and a senior inspector 
were appointed to form a new Bureau of General Sanita- 
tion. This group will carry on a generalized program 
in various districts of Boston, including duties in food 
and restaurant inspection as well as environmental 
sanitation. 
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Goad Division 


RESTAURANT SANITATION 

The educational campaign to improve restaurant sani- 
tation continued in full force during the year. This 
program consisted of lectures and talks to food handling 
personnel, distribution of illustrative circulars and 
posters, and the showing of sound films depicting in- 
sanitary conditions and the manner in which they can 
be corrected. Several lectures were given at Simmons 
College on food handling. A talk was given at Boston 
University on food sanitation to a class in Restaurant 
Management sponsored by the Massachusetts Res- 
taurant Association. In addition, the sound film ‘‘ The 
Stowaway” was shown to this group. 

Two thousand six hundred and nineteen inspections 
of eating and drinking utensils were made in 1953. 
Swab samples were taken of glassware and utensils for 
bacteriological examination. As a result of this work 
1,286 hearings were held with the result that those 
responsible were advised of the insanitary conditions 
found and cautioned against a repetition of the offense. 
Two hundred and eighty-six notices to abate violative 
nuisances were issued, 365 legal notices were served, and 
16 violators were prosecuted in the municipal courts. 
The 16 cases so prosecuted resulted in 16 convictions. 
Fines totaling $785 were assessed. 

Due to insanitary conditions the Licensing Board, 
acting on the recommendation of the Health Commis- 
sioner, closed four cafes within the City of Boston. The 
cafes remained closed until they had improved sanitary 
conditions to the satisfaction of the commissioner. 


CIVIL DEFENSE 

The Chief of the Food Division participated in a 
meeting of the State Food and Drug Officials and State 
Civil Defense Directors held in the district offices of the 
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United States Food and Drug Administration to formu- 
late plans for mutual aid in case of sudden enemy attack 
on any area within the New England States and New 
York. 


FOOD CONDEMNATION 
A total of 1,387,470 pounds of unfit food products 
were removed from consumer channels by condemnation 
during 1953. This represents an increase of some 40,000 
pounds over 1952. Spoilage in transit to Boston, fire 
damage, and improper storage and holding for sale were 
the principal factors responsible for this. loss. Advice 
and counsel were given in all cases where it would have 
been possible to avoid loss by better refrigeration and 
proper storage conditions. 
Among the more important condemnations were the 
following: 
564,160 pounds of lettuce 
114,403 pounds of potatoes 

68,580 pounds of peaches 

51,355 pounds of tomatoes 

48,905 pounds of beans 

42,220 pounds of artichokes 

41,241 pounds of flour 

17,666 pint boxes strawberries 

13,290 pounds of lemons 

11,472 pounds dairy products 

10,549 pounds candy 

9,000 ice cream cones 


An unusual toxic contaminate was found affecting 
200,000 packages of table salt. Calcium silicate had been 
mixed with the salt before packaging to insure free 
flowing of the salt from the packages in damp weather. 
In some manner, unknown to the packer, the toxic 
chemical ‘‘chlorophenol”’ had been introduced into the 
calcium silicate and was thus introduced into the salt. 
The manufacturer recalled all outstanding stocks for 
destruction. 
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In a letter of April 15, 1953, to this division the manu- 
facturer advised of his own investigations and ex- 
pressed appreciation of the manner in which the Food 
Division had handled the situation in Boston. 


NEW MARKET DISTRICT 

During the early part of the year plans and specifica- 
tions for the new wholesale meat and processing plants 
to be completed on Southampton street were examined 
and approved by the Food Division. 

The establishment of these new plants marks a highly 
progressive step in food sanitation as they are equipped 
with the most modern sanitary facilities for the handling 
of meat products. In construction they are rodent- 
proof, fireproof, and surrounded by a large area of hard 
top for parking and trucking facilities. 

Licenses required for meat processing plants in the 
New Market District amounted to $1,100 in additional 
fees. 


DETECTING HAZARDOUS PRACTICES 

Again this year at the Annual Sportsman’s Show 
glass knives were found being sold to the public with 
recommendations for general use. As these knives are 
known to ‘‘chip”? and ‘splinter’ when used in the 
preparation of foods, they are potentially dangerous. 
The sale of these knives was ordered to be discontinued 
at the show and within the City of Boston. 


SPECIAL ACTIVITIES 

All establishments in Boston where lobster and crab 
meat is broken out were surveyed during the late spring 
and warm summer weather. Samples of meat were 
taken and examined in the bacteriological laboratory for 
contamination with pathogenic organisms. Some in- 
sanitary conditions were encountered and corrections 
effected. It appears that this work had a great deal to 
do with the quality of meat produced with the result 
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that no complaints were received regarding substandard 
quality shellfish meat. 

At the request of the United States Food and Drug 
officials, inspectors of the Food Division checked re- 
ported shipments into Boston of a contaminated liquid 
eye preparation. Shipments had been made from Fort 
Worth, Texas, of a product labeled ‘“‘Isopto Alkaline,” 
in 15 ec. dropper bottles. The product was intended 
for use in the eyes directly or as a vehicle for both 
soluble and insoluble ophthalmic medications. It was 
contaminated with pathogenic organisms. All lots 
shipped into Boston were recalled and replaced with 
sterile preparations. 

In cooperation with the United States Food and Drug 
officials, inspectors of the Food Division checked the 
removal of an artificial milk formula for infants from 
retail outlets. The manufacturer had substituted a 
certain amount of palm oil for cocoanut oil with the 
result that some infants under six months old developed 
convulsions when this particular formula was used. 

In response to a request from the Boston district office 
of the United States Food and Drug Administration 
inspectors of the Food Division collected samples of 
imported endive on sale in Boston. The Food and 
Drug Administration advised that 541 cases of typhoid 
fever had occurred in Germany caused by eating endive 
from the same source. The product was _ labeled 
“‘Gedeporiurd-Merk-Marque, Leposse Product of Bel- 
gium.”’ Samples were delivered to our bacteriological 
laboratory for examination where no typhoid or other 
pathogenic organisms were found. 


NEW FOOD LEGISLATION 

In response to a request for suggestions involving 
new legislation or amendments to existing statutes, the 
Food Division suggested that legislation be proposed 
to limit the amount of beef fat that could be incorpo- 
rated into hamburger meat sold within the City of 
Boston. Such proposed legislation was filed by the 
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Mayor, under House No. 1185, and as House No. 2555 
was referred to the House Ways and Means Committee 
where it was rejected on May 4, 1953. 

Further legislation was proposed to require labeling 
of horse meat, and the posting of notices by all those 
who served horse meat at lunch counters and similar 
eating places. This legislation, incorporated into House 
Bill No. 2291, was passed by the Legislature, and 
signed by the Governor (chapter 136), and provided 
for a maximum fine of $50 to be assessed against anyone 
serving horse meat in violation of the law. 


STRIKE HOLDS UP REMOVAL OF OFFAL 

A “‘wildeat’’ strike at the Boston Abattoir on 
January 21, 1953, held up the removal of inedible 
portions of animals being slaughtered at the time. 
The Food Division immediately ordered a stoppage of 
all slaughtering operations and the removal of accumu- 
lated offal to rendering plants. 


MARKET TERMINAL SURVEYS 

A survey was made of the manner in which fruits 
and vegetables were being handled at the various 
markets within the City of Boston. In general, con- 
ditions were found to be satisfactory. There is, how- 
ever, much room for improvement: and additional 
attention is being given to the sanitary conditions in 
surrounding areas where fruits and vegetables are 
displayed for sale.

SIR: 

In compliance with the ordinances, the Trustees of 
the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending December 31, 1953. 

This is the ninetieth annual report of the Hospital 
Department, which consists of the Main Hospital, the 
South Department for contagious diseases, the Sanato- 
rium Division, and the East Boston Relief Station. 
The Haymarket Square Relief Station has been in the 
custody of the Public Buildings Department since May, 
1938. The West Department was transferred to the 
Public Works Department February, 1939. 

The Board of Trustees was organized May 8, 1953, 
by election of Richard J. Condon as President, and 
Dr. Thomas J. Giblin as Secretary. 
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In September, Mr. Henry C. Berlin was appointed 
to the Board of Trustees for term ending April 30, 1958. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The total expenditures for all departments of the 
Hospital, excepting the Sanatorium Division, during the 
fiscal year were $11,005,293.06. Of the total operating 
expenses, $9,443,912.54 was expended on the hospital 
proper and its subdivisions; $737,389.15 on account of 
the Out-Patient Department; $725,769.00 on account 
of the South Department; and $98,222.87 on account 
of the East Boston Relief Station. 


Of the amount spent on the Pathological Laboratory, 
$234,208.05, $210,787.25 is included in the hospital 
proper expenditures, $16,394.56 in the Out-Patient De- 
partment, and $7,026.24 in the South Department ex- 
penditures. The entire amount spent on the Thorndike 
Memorial Laboratory, $169,398.80, is included in the 
hospital proper expenditures. Of the $420,315.40, total 
amount spent on the X-Ray and Photographic Depart- 
ment, $247,986.09 is charged to the hospital proper; 
$168,126.16 to the Out-Patient Department, and 
$4,203.15 on account of the South Department. Of the 
total amount spent on the Department of Physical 
Therapeutics, $38,584.12, $20,063.74 is charged to the 
hospital proper and $18,520.38 to the Out-Patient De- 
partment. Of the amount spent on the Department 
of Immunology, $8,021.57, $80.22 is charged to the 
hospital proper, and $7,941.35 to the Out-Patient De- 
partment. Of the amount spent on the Biochemical 
Laboratories, $242,629.44, $208,661.32 is charged to the 
hospital proper, $31,541.83 to the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment, and $2,426.29 to the South Department. Of the 
amount spent on the Department of Surgical Research, 
$20,190.86, $10,095.43 is charged to the hospital proper 
and $10,095.43 to the Out-Patient Department. Of 
the amount spent on the Department of Dentistry, 
Oral Surgery Service, $19,712.48, $1,577 is charged to 
the hospital proper, $17,938.36 to the Out-Patient De- 
partment, and $197.12 to the South Department. The 
entire amount spent on the Department of Inhalational 
Therapy, $4,146.21 is included in the hospital proper 
expenditures. Of the amount spent on the Department 
of Social Work, $172,489, $103,493.40 is charged to the 
hospital proper, $67,270.71 to the Out-Patient Depart- 
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ment, and $1,724.89 to the South Department. Of the 
amount spent in ascertaining the settlement of patients, 
$10,554.91, $10,238.26 was spent on the hospital proper 
and $316.65 on the South Department. 

In Taste No. 2 the expenditures of the hospital 
proper and the South Department are combined under 
the title ‘““Main Hospital.” 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the past year there has been collected for 
the care and treatment of patients of all classes, ex- 
cepting those at the Sanatorium Division, the sum of 
$2,576,471.61.

IV. LITIGATION. 


A. SUPREME JUDICIAL COURT. 


The following cases were decided by the Supreme 
Judicial Court during the year: 


Kaplan v. Boston, 1953 Adv. Sh. 657. This was a 
petition brought in the Land Court under the pro- 
visions of G. L. (Ter. Ed.), c. 240, s. 14A, by the owner 
of certain land in Boston for the determination of the 
validity of a zoning regulation of the City of Boston as 
applied to the petitioner’s land. The petitioner owned 
a vacant parcel of land located within a general resi- 
dence district, established by St. 1924, c. 488, which 
provided for the zoning of the City of Boston. The 
petitioner alleged that it was ‘“‘impracticable and al- 
most impossible to develop said property advan- 
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tageously”’ if restricted by general residential zoning 
requirements; and alleged that zoning regulations as 
applied to his premises were unreasonable, confiscatory, 
arbitrary, illegal and void and violated the Constitu- 
tion of the Commonwealth and the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the United States. The 
Land Court found that the petitioner’s property was 
not useless for general residence purposes, and decided 
that the regulation as applied to the petitioner’s land 
was reasonable and valid. The Supreme Judicial Court 
said in upholding the decision of the land court, — 


‘“A zoning by-law is presumed to be valid and will 
be sustained unless it is shown that. there is no sub- 
stantial relation between it and the furtherance of 
any of the general objects or the zoning statute.” 


The petitioner failed to prove that it was arbitrary or 
unreasonable to include the property in question in a 
district where the other properties in the vicinity were 
restricted to residential use. 

Mrugala, Admr. v. Boston, 1953 Adv. Sh. 838. This 
was an action of tort brought by an administrator for 
the death of his intestate. The plaintiff’s declaration 
alleged the death of the plaintiff’s intestate by reason 
of the negligence of the defendant City of Boston in 
the ‘‘installation, inspection, management, and con- 
trol” of a water supply system ‘‘constituting an oper- 
ation for profit.” The defendant City of Boston de- 
murred on the ground that the plaintiff had failed to 
set forth a legal cause of action, and the demurrer was 
sustained in the Superior Court. 

The sole question for decision was whether the de- 
fendant City of Boston, a municipality, comes within 
G. L. (Ter. Ed.), ce. 229, s. 2C) which imposes liability 
on ‘fa person who by his negligence or by his wilful, 
wanton or reckless act . . . causes the death of a 
person in the exercise of due care.”’ 

The Supreme Judicial Court affirming the order sus- 
taining the demurrer said, ‘‘that a municipal corpo- 
ration does not come within this statute is settled by 
our law.” 

Cowan v. McDonnell, et al., 1953 Adv. Sh. 359. This 
was an action of tort for assault brought against two 
police officers of the City of Boston. The plaintiff 
alleged that he was assaulted by the police officers, 
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when he went into the stewards’ stand at Suffolk Downs 
to protest a ruling disqualifying the horse that finished 
first in the seventh race and on whom the plaintiff 
had bought a $10 win ticket. During the trial the 
defendant introduced the record of the Boston City 
Hospital of the treatment and medical history of the 
plaintiff shortly after the alleged assault. Part of this 
record contained the words ‘‘impression, odor of alco- 
hol.” The Superior Court judge excluded the reading 
of these words to the jury subject to the exceptions of 
the defendants. The Supreme Judicial Court in sus- 
taining the exceptions of the defendants said: ‘‘ There 
was error in the exclusion of this testimony.’ Under 
the provisions of G. L. (Ter. Ed.), c. 111, s. 70, the 
Boston City Hospital is required to keep such medical 
records, and they are admissible under G. L. (Ter. Ed.), 
c. 233, s. 79, except to the extent that they have refer- 
ence to the question of lability. The Supreme Court, 
quoting from an earlier case, further said: ‘‘We are 
unable to say as matter of law that the words ‘odor of 
alcohol on breath’ could not relate to the plaintiff’s 
medical history.”’ 

Singarella v. Boston, 1953 Adv. Sh. 499. This was an 
action brought by writ of scire facias against the City 
of Boston, trustee, brought in the Municipal Court of 
the City of Boston. After a finding for the plaintiff, 
the judge reported the case to the Appellate Division 
of the Municipal Court at the request of the defendant. 
The Appellate Division vacated the finding for the 
plaintiff and found for the defendant and ordered the 
trustee discharged. The plaintiff then appealed to the 
Supreme Judicial Court. 

Subsequent to an original action of contract by the 
plaintiff Singarella against one Guaragna, in which the 
City of Boston was named trustee, a special precept 
attachment by trustee process was served on the city. 
At the time of the service of this special precept of 
attachment upon it the City of Boston held the sum 
of $1,594.86 due Guaragna; however, prior to the serv- 
ice of this special precept of attachment, a notice of 
claim of materialman’s lien under G. L. (Ter. Ed.), 
c. 149, s. 29, had been filed with the City of Boston by 
a subcontractor of Guaragna in the amount of $856.28. 
In accordance with its practice and presumably in 
accordance with section 29 of chapter 149, the City of 
Boston had withheld this $856.23 from what was due 
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Guaragna until the contractor perfected his lien or dis- 
charged it. Upon demand and service of an execution 
upon it, the City of Boston paid the sheriff in behalf of 
the plaintiff the amount due Guaragna from the City 
of Boston less $856.23, the amount claimed by the 
subcontractor under its notice of claim of lien. Later 
the subcontractor filed with the City of Boston a release 
of its claim of lien and on the same day the city paid to 
an assignee of Guaragna the $856.23. 

The Supreme Judicial Court affirmed the order of the 
Appellate Ljivision discharging the trustee City of 
Boston and held that whether a trustee is chargeable 
depends upon the facts as they existed at the time the 
trustee process was served. If nothing is due from the 
trustee at the time of attachment ‘‘absolutely and 
without any contingency,” nothing is caught by trustee 
process. Subsequent events freeing money held by the 
trustee because of any contingency are not retroactive 
to the time of the original trustee process. Guaragna 
could not have demanded payment of the retained 
$856.23 from the City of Boston until the materialman’s 
lien was satisfied or released. This sum therefore was 
not due Guaragna “absolutely and without any con- 
tingency’’ after the subcontractor’s lien was filed. 
When the release of the lien was filed this money became 
due Guaragna absolutely and without any contingency. 
The payment to the assignee of Guaragna was not only 
proper but was required. This scire facias was com- 
menced after payment to Guaragna’s assignee, there- 
fore nothing was due from the City of Boston at that time. 

Bicknell Realty Co. et al. v. Board of Appeal et al, 1953 
Adv. Sh. 838. This was an appeal from a final decree 
annulling a decision of the Board of Appeals of the 
City of Boston which granted a variance in application 
of the zoning law to the defendant, Franks, and au- 
thorized him to construct a commercial building in a 
general residence district. The locus was a vacant parcel 
of land of about 18,000 square feet located in a general 
residential district as established by the zoning regula- 
tions. The petitioners are two in number, one owning 
a parcel adjoining the locus and the other owning a 
parcel across the street from the locus, each parcel 
having thereon an apartment house. The Supreme 
Judicial Court, affirming the action of the Superior 
Court in annulling the decision of the Board of Appeal, 
said: 
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‘“‘No buildings have been constructed in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the locus for twenty-five years, 
and the general situation as to the use and occupancy 
of land in such vicinity is the same now as when the 
zoning boundaries were first established and the locus 
included. in a general residential district . . . 
; The defendant Franks is not under any 
greater handicap than any other owner who intends 
to build, including the owner of the vacant lot almost 
directly across Peterborough Street from the locus. 
This condition, which was not peculiar to the locus, 
was not within the statutory provision which with 
other factors empowered the board of appeal to grant 
the variance . . . The locus is vacant and has 
never been used for any other purpose other than a 
parking lot in accordance with a variance granted 
in 1947 by the board of appeal. The fact that the 
landowner is unable to put the premises to a more 
profitable use is a factor, to be considered but alone 
is not an adequate cause for granting a variance. That 
power is to be sparingly exercised. The facts do not 
warrant the action of the board.”’ 


B. DEPARTMENT REPRESENTATION AT 
PUBLIC HEARINGS. 


1. DEPARTMENT OF PuB.Lic UTILITIES. 


A member of the Law Department represented the 
city when necessary at hearings before the Department 
of Public Utilities on matters affecting public utility 
corporations, such as issuance of permits and petitions 
involving changes in rates and contracts. 

Considerable time was spent on the petition of the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company 
wherein a request for an increase in rates amounting to 
$10,250,000 in additional revenue was in issue. A 
representative of the Law Department was in constant 
attendance during the lengthy hearings, and requests 
for rulings and briefs were submitted on behalf of the 
city. The Department of Public Utilities granted the 
company an increase amounting to $7,500,000 addi- 
tional revenue. The company has appealed the De- 
partment of Public Utilities ruling to the Supreme 
Judicial Court. 
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2. Ctvit SERVICE. 


This department handled 39 hearings given to em- 
ployees by the various department heads under the 
Civil Service laws. 

This department represented department heads on 








nine cases appealed to the Civil Service Commission by 
city employees. 
3. MISCELLANEOUS. 
A representative of this department attended hearings 
before the Boston Port Authority, the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works, and other public commissions 
where the city’s interest warranted.

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D. MEDICAL EXAMINATIONS AND

The supervision of medical examinations and the 
arrangement for medical testimony given in court con- 
tinued to be under the direction of Dr. Nicholas J. 
King. In addition to the examinations made by Doctor 
King, some 37 other physicians were employed in 
making examinations in the city and elsewhere; in 
addition many X-rays and hospital records were ex- 
amined.

H. LAND DAMAGE CASES. 


Twenty-four land damage cases were disposed of 
during 1953. 

Eleven of these cases arose out of takings for veter- 
ans’ housing. Of these three were settled in amounts 
totaling $2,875; two were tried with awards to peti- 
tioners amounting to $4,040.47; one verdict for de- 
fendant; and five were discontinued and dismissed. 

One case arose from taking for off-street parking pur- 
poses and was settled in the sum of $322,000. 

Nine cases arose from taking of land for street pur- 
poses; eight of which were settled in sums totaling 
$10,515; one was tried with an award to the petitioner 
of $6,557.13. 

One case arose from taking for Park Department 
purposes which was settled for the sum of $1,417.90.

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Sixty-one suits involving city employees were dis-

V. CONSULTING SERVICE. 


During the. year our legal staff advised city and 
county officials by telephone communications and at 
personal conferences regarding the performance of their 
duties. In addition the department rendered 27 formal 
opinions and passed upon the form and validity of 705 
bonds and 1,188 contracts. 
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VI. CONVEYANCING. 
A. REAL ESTATE. 


Sales, Leases, Licenses — City-Owned Properties. 


During the year 1953 the Conveyancing Section of 
the department prepared four deeds, eight leases, seven 
licenses and transfers, one contract, and two instruments 
for abandonment of sewer licenses of city-owned proper- 
ties. 

This section of the department conducted numerous 
title examinations and examined many deeds, leases, 
plans and other instruments, conferring with and re- 
porting to public officers interested therein. 


B. EMINENT DOMAIN. 


Laying Out and Construction of Public Highways. 


The Conveyancing Section during the year prepared 
instruments in settlement of 122 petitions for land 
takings and damages to property resulting from the lay- 
ing out and construction of public highways involving 
payments of $89,029.62.

The City of Boston is a party respondent to all peti- 
tions filed with the Land Court for registration of title 
to lands within the territorial limits of the city. During 
the year the office appeared in 62 cases in this court and 
examined all petitions and papers filed therewith, pre- 
paring many answers to said petitions and documents 
and stipulations affecting the land and title sought to 
be registered. 

During the year appearances were made in numerous 
cases in the Probate Court in matters affecting the City 
of Boston in its capacity as a public charitable trustee. 
All accounts upon which the city or its departments 
were cited were examined.

C. COLLECTIONS FROM ESTATES OF DE- 
CEASED PERSONS RELIEVED FROM 
TAXATION. 


Under authority of G. L., c. 59, s. 5A, the Assessors 
of the City of Boston have committed to the Collector 
of Taxes upon special warrants the aggregate amount 
of the taxes from which persons were relieved. The 
claims of these taxes have been referred to the Law De- 
partment for collection. 
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During the year there were 54 such cases referred for 
action. Claims were filed in the Probate Court and in 
some cases suits were commenced in the Boston Mu- 
nicipal Court. There were 40 cases, some of which were 
referred in previous years, which were settled and closed, 
and the amount of $15,807.66 was collected and turned 
over to the City Collector. 


D. CLAIMS AGAINST BANKRUPTS. 


During 1953, 165 bankrupt estates were investigated 
to ascertain whether the bankrupts were indebted 
to the city. In 89 of these estates, claims aggregating

Included in 
the report are pertinent financial and statistical data.

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Caseload Trends and Expenditures 


During the year 1953 there was a downward trend in 
the total caseload of all categories, except Disability As- 
sistance, where a significant rise occurred. This was 
occasioned by the increased public knowledge of this new 
category. At the close of 1953, the assistance rolls com- 
prised 18,242 Old Age Assistance cases, 4,259 Aid to De- 
pendent Children cases, 2,921 Disability Assistance cases, 
and 3,702 General Relief cases. The net decrease in the 
total combined caseload amounted to 206 cases for 1953, 
in spite of an increase of more than 1,000 cases in Disa- 
bility Assistance. The following table compares caseloads 
of 1952 and 1953:

THe GENERAL Retier caseload showed a remarkable 
decrease with the lowest caseload during the past five 
years being reached in September, 1953. Thereafter, the 
caseload leveled and displayed a tendency to a slight 
increase. 

Since the General Relief program provides assistance 
to those who do not qualify for any of the categorical 
assistance programs, this caseload represents the residual 
dependency load. The chief factor contributing to the 
reduction in the General Relief caseload was the transfer 
of eligible recipients from General Relief to the Disability 
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Assistance rolls. Another undoubted cause of the drop 
in this caseload hes in the fact that 1953 was the peak 
year in the number of persons employed, according to the 
United States Census Report. 

The Otp Ace AssisTaANceE caseload, which represents 
the largest number of cases in any of the categories, also 
declined 642 eases in 1953. 

The Aip To DEPENDENT CHILDREN caseload showed a 
slight decrease, amounting to 163 cases during the year. 

The Disapitiry AssIsTANCE caseload has grown as 
persons from the community learned of, applied for, and 
were granted Disability Assistance. 

More than 700 recipients of General Relief were 
transferred to Disability Assistance with resulting gain 
in Federal and State participation in financing the pay- 
ment for this acceptable disability group. The Depart- 
ment submitted a total of 3,364 medical reports to the 
State Medical Review Team and received 3,184 replies 
from the State. The ratio of approvals was extremely 
high, with a total of 79 per cent approved as against 21 
per cent rejected. Although the program provides assist- 
ance to the “permanently and totally disabled,” the term 
“permanently” does not mean continuing assistance in all 
cases. Some disabled persons do return to self-support, 
after undergoing treatment and participating in rehabili- 
tation and training programs. In all cases individuals 
are encouraged to seek medical attention for their physi- 
cal handicaps. Despite the decrease in the total caseload, 
expenditures for the year 1953 exceeded the previous year 
by $84,678. The higher level of expenditures is attribut- 
able, despite decrease in caseload, to the upward swing 
in medical costs. Substantial higher payments were made 
to Long Island Hospital and also for Out-Patient hospital 
treatment and Visiting Nurses’ fees because of the in- 
creased scope of Disability Assistance.

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The net cost to the community is considerably lessened, 
however, due particularly to the fact that Federal and 
State levels of government bear 75 per cent of the cost 
of Disability Assistance, thereby absorbing a large per- 
centage of the cost of care of those who had formerly been 
assisted under General Relief. The change in the Federal 
matching formula, under which additional Federal monies 
are available in all categories, except General Relief, also 
was effective in reducing the immediate burden borne by 
the municipal taxpayer. In addition, recoveries under 
the operation of the newly established Old Age Assistance 
Lien Law, amounting to $66,348.33, were obtained from 
real estate liens during 1953.

Temporary Home for Women and Children 


A review of the activities of the Temporary Home re- 
veals that through sound case-work planning, the Home is 
making an increasingly sounder contribution to the com- 
munity in the proper care of children, by developing effec- 
tive relations with the private agencies, courts, police, 
and similar groups in forming sound social plans for the 
protection of children who come to the attention of the 
Home. In several instances, successful placements with 
relatives were made. In dealing with other problems of 
children, after joint planning with the SPCC, many were 
placed with the State Division of Child Guardianship. 
Unattached women comprise a large percentage of the 
Home’s human problems. The employables are helped 
to find work and given shelter and food until they are self- 
supporting. The semi-employables, the less stable group, 
are helped to find work where they can receive supervision. 
The small residue, or unemployable group, which includes 
chronic alcoholics, migrants, and mentally disturbed in- 
dividuals, present problems which are met individually, 
as far as is humanly possible. 
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Wayfarers’ Lodge 


To provide lodgings and meals to homeless men, the 
Waytarers’ Lodge accommodated an average of one hun- 
dred persons per day during 1953. 

For those who were not transients, social services were 
provided with rehabilitation ‘being the ultimate aim. 
Many were referred for employment, and others were es- 
tablished in their own homes. The Department also con- 
tinued to furnish these men an opportunity for spiritual 
uplift and sponsored special functions at Easter, Thanks- 
giving, and Christmas. 


New Facilities 


In February, 1953, a new building located at 515 Blue 
Hill avenue, Roxbury (Grove Hall Section), was opened 
and the district offices formerly at Glenway street, Dor- 
chester, and Mount Pleasant avenue, Roxbury, were 
closed. The staff and cases serviced were assigned to 
Grove Hall. In June, 1953, another new building located 
at 1491 Tremont street, Roxbury Crossing (Mission Hill 
Section), was opened as a combined municipal endeavor 
housing the Park and Welfare Departments. The district 
offices located at the Old Town Hall in Brighton, 6 Sedg- 
wick street, Jamaica Plain, 57 East Concord street, Bos- 
ton, and 22 Whittier street, Roxbury, were closed. The 
Jamaica Plain District Office, formerly at Curtis Hall, 
was transferred later to the Grove Hall Unit. The acqui- 
sition of these new buildings reduced the several munici- 
pal field offices from a previous total of twenty-three 
different administrative units to a total of five geographic 
locations, under the direct management of five Head So- 
cial Work Supervisors. For convenience, however, the 
Department maintains office appointments in various 
districts. The opening of these two district offices com- 
pletes a plan of consolidation which had its inception more 
than five years ago. One of the outstanding features of 
these new buildings is that they provide special rooms 
for social workers and other members of the staff to in- 
terview clients privately, which always has been deemed 
most essential to proper social service procedure. 
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Medical Social Section Decentralized 


A study was conducted at the Whittier Street Office for 
the purpose of exploring the advantages of assigning to 
the district offices medical social workers. This trial dem- 
onstrated clearly the need for establishing specially 
trained social workers in each district office for the medical 
field. The plan to extend medical services in the district 
offices by having full-time social workers assigned for 
medical work was begun at the Church Street and Rox- 
bury Crossing Offices. These workers act as consultants 
to the social work staff of the district offices and as liaison 
workers with hospitals in the area covered by the partic- 
ular district office. In addition, these workers conduct 
spot-check audits of druggists’ bills and other medical 
claims to assure conformity to recognized fee schedules. 


Medical Vendor Plan 


Effective January 1, 1953, payments for professional 
services or supplies related to medical care of recipients 
of public assistance in all categories, from the City of 
Boston, are to be made directly to the person or agency 
providing them. ‘The vendor system, while establishing 
indirect payments as the normal method of reimbursing 
for medical care, also makes provisions under which re- 
cipients who purchase care out of their own funds may 
be reimbursed directly for such expenditures. 

Initially, about 7,000 notices were mailed to physicians, 
druggists, dentists, hospitals and other medical suppliers, 
outlining the new methods of payments, fee schedules 
applicable for various types of care, and methods of con- 
trol to be employed by the Department in connection 
with making payments. Medical payments under the 
new vendor system are being made regularly and in a 
manner that appears to be satisfactory to the various 
persons and agencies furnishing medical services and sup- 
plies to the Department. The following figures show that 
there was an increase of $1,686,566, or 65 per cent, in 
medical payments made directly to vendors for 1953 as 
compared to the previous year.

The figures represent expenditures on all categories for 
such items as physicians’ calls, clinic visits, drugs, eye- 
glasses, orthopedic appliances, etcetera, but do not include 
payments for acute or chronic hospitalization or nursing 
home expenses. 


Decentralization of Intake 


A departure from the traditional idea that individuals 
apply for assistance at the Central Administration Build- 
ing was introduced in 1958. Commencing July 13, 1953, 
an Application Unit was established on a trial basis at 
the Roxbury Crossing Office to explore the various means 
of expediting procedural steps in the appheation process, 
and to speed up the certification of cases to the field work- 
ers for investigation. Innovations which were initiated 
included the direct verification of residence by the Appli- 
eation Social Worker, selective use of the Social Service 
Index, bank and postal inquiries, transfers from one cate- 
gory to another, and special treatment in the instance of 
reapplications made within a five-year period. 

In addition to the obvious advantage of bringing serv- 
ice into the sections of the city where the recipients reside, 
the proximity of the district social workers to the persons 
assigned to application work, coupled with the direct 
availablity of assistance records in the great many cases 
being transferred from General Relief to the Federally 
matched categories, tends to shorten the period during 
which an application is under consideration, and elimi- 
nates to a measurable degree the loss of Federal participa- 
tion in the initial retroactive grants, which by statute 
must be made on all new cases, other than General Relief. 


The Roxbury Crossing Application Unit was followed 
by the opening of the Grove Hall Application Unit on 
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October 1, 1958, and the opening of the Church Street Ap- 
pleation Unit in December, 1953. 

It is planned to extend the application service to the 
Hast Boston and Hancock Street District Offices when 
the necessary alterations in these district offices have been 
accomplished. The Central Office will continue to process 
emergency applications which continue to come to its 
attention. 


Difficult Case Committee 


A Difficult Case Committee, consisting of two board 
members and five staff members was established January 
18, 1953 by vote of the Board. The purpose and scope of 
the committee is the discussion and solution of cases pre- 
senting problems which cannot be satisfactorily met 
through the application of existing laws, policies, or com- 
munity resources, or cases in which the supervisor wishes 
help in treatment of case situations. 

The Committee agreed recommendations should be 
made to the Board regarding policies which are based on 
conclusions from study of a number of cases illustrating 
specific problems. 

During the year, cases were presented for discussion re- 
garding recommendations to the Board of the establish- 
ment and amending of current policies in the following 
areas: neglect, desertion and nonsupport, supplementa- 
tion of earnings of handicapped persons, assistance to 
mothers with one child, refusal of General Relief recipients 
to submit to physical examination or to take liens on 
property in order to qualify for Aid to Dependent Children 
or Disability Assistance, and other ‘behavior problems. 


In-Service Training 


During the year a special training course on Disability 
Assistance was arranged for the supervisory staff of the 
Social Service Division, through the cooperation of the 
State Department of Public Welfare and the State Divi- 
sion of Rehabilitation. The course consisted of four 
meetings at which the State Medical Social Consultant of 
the Massachusetts Department of Public Welfare, the 
Home Economist, Massachusetts Department of Public 
Welfare, and the Director of the Division of Vocational 
Rehabilitation discussed problems with supervisors to 
help clarify the program. 
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The Department also has cooperative working arrange- 
ments with the Graduate Schools of Social Work of Bos- 
ton College, Boston University, and Simmons College by 
which students are placed for field work training. The 
schools in turn have offered their faculty and facilities in 
connection with the Department’s Training Program. 


Personnel Administrative Change 


After serving the Department most faithfully since 
1914, Mr. Daniel A. Murphy, Deputy Welfare Agent, re- 
signed due to ill health.. Mr. Murphy was in charge of 
the Business Division and over the years introduced many 
innovations in the financial procedures. His knowledge 
of the various laws concerning settlement was most com- 
prehensive. 


Finance and Fiscal 


The receipt and expenditure of millions of dollars 
from many sources is the constant problem of the FINANCE 
AND Fscat Division. The task involved is a tremendous 
one as there are thousands of clients and vendors who 
must receive the various payments due them each month. 
To provide better service, payments often have to be 
made in cash to meet varying emergencies. 

In addition to the payment of all financial obligations 
submitted to the Department, the Finance and Fiscal 
Division has the responsibility of proper allocation for 
reimbursement by the Federal and State governments. 
Collections also have to be properly checked when received 
from other Cities and Towns where settlement is involved 
and also from the State itself where no settlement in a 
locality can be determined. Income from real estate liens 
and refunds from recipients are also part of the job in this 
section. 

In order to complete this task, the division is com- 
prised of four units. The Arp AupiT SECTION assumes the 
responsibility for the payment of assistance, insures 
completeness of required data, authenticates persons em- 
powered to authorize payments, guards against duplica- 
tions, and audits vendor payments. The MAcHINE Ac- 
COUNTING SECTION prepares checks for distribution 
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to recipients, submits client payrolls for audit to the 
State in the three categories, maintains registers and sub- 
mits required reports. The PAYMASTER SECTION distrib- 
utes checks for General Relief cases which, for the most 
part, are called for at the District Offices, makes cash pay- 
ments to recipients as per authorization and maintains 
records. The ACCOUNTING SECTION is responsible for reim- 
bursements due from the State and other localities, proc- 
esses bills pertaining to administrative costs, keeps 
appropriation ledgers, maintains records of payments for 
classification, keeps client ledger cards and reconciles all 
bank statements. 

As of September 1, 1953, the vacancy caused by the 
retirement of the Head Accountant in the Department 
was filled by a transfer from the State Department of 
Public Welfare of an individual who is an expert in 
financial and fiscal matters thereby strenghtening the 
relationship of the City of Boston with the State and 
Federal governments in such matters. 


Settlement Division 


The determination of legal settlement since colonial 
days has been a requisite in processing an application for 
General Relief which establishes financial liability for 
assistance granted. To this formula, Old Age Assistance 
was added. The determination of the settlement status 
in these two forms of public assistance is the work of the 
Settlement Division. In addition, resident requirements 
in the application processing of Aid to Dependent Chil- 
dren and Disability Assistance are also verified. 

Beyond settlement and residence check-ups that are 
necessary, this Division also has to determine the legal 
settlement status of all individuals admitted to the Bos- 
ton City Hospital wherein medical indigence is claimed. 
All types of vital statistics are secured by this section, and 
notices of all claims from other cities and towns are proc- 
essed for the purpose of determining settlement. 

The Settlement Division furthermore has the respon- 
sibility for the determination of settlement regarding 
the transient before authorization is granted or approved 
for the return of an applicant either to Boston or from 
Boston to the legal place of settlement. 
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Boston City Hospital Clinic 


The Department proposed the establishment of a 
special diagnostic clinic at the Boston City Hospital Out- 
Patient Department where recipients of public assistance 
could have complete physical examinations and evalua- 
tions. While this proposal received the approval of the 
Hospital authorities, it was not possible to achieve the 
objective during the year. 


Destruction of Obsolete Records 


A regular, continuing program of obsolete record de- 
struction was inaugurated. This program makes available 
space and equipment formerly used to house such records 
and will result in an eventual financial saving to the De- 
partment by reason of the decreased requirements for 
filing equipment. 


Departmental Structure 


This year saw the commencement by the Board of a 
study of the organizational structure of the Department, 
for better administration. 


Modified Budget 


Prior to 1953, all General Relief cases were granted 
“allowances” in accordance with the number of persons 
in the family unit. To assure sufficient income, compara- 
ble to the Aid to Dependent Children category, a “mod- 
ified budget” was introduced and approved for family 
cases with children under eighteen years of age and in 
receipt of General Relief continuously for at least six 
months. 


Tag Days 


By Board vote, licenses to conduct a tag day were ex- 
tended to grant an optional selected day in case inclement 
weather did not warrant street solicitation on the original 
scheduled day. During 1953, twelve licenses were issued 
for selling flags, badges, buttons, and similar articles for 
charitable purposes.

In compliance with the provisions of section 24 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, I respect- 
fully submit the annual report of the Public Works 
Department for the year ending December 31, 1953. 


FISCAL. 

The total expenditures of the department for the 
year were $20,567,381.71, of which $1,672,698.32 repre- 
sents water assessments levied by the Metropolitan 
District Commission, and $594,228.80 represents Metro- 
politan District Commission sewer assessments. 

The receipts of the Water Division totaled 
$4,991,108.54, and the revenue derived from the 
operation of the Sumner Tunnel reached a_ record 
high of $2,172,410. 

The surplus resulting from the sale of water amounted 
to $533,649.12, and the operation of the Sumner Tunnel 
resulted in a record-breaking surplus of $901,235.50. 
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LoAN ORDERS. 


On May 19, 1953, a City Council order was approved 
by your Honor, which provided, under the provisions 
of section 7 of chapter 44 of the General Laws, that 
the sum of $2,700,000 be appropriated for the construc- 
tion of an incinerator, and on June 2, 1953; that the 
sum of $2,000,000 be appropriated for the construction 
of public ways and the sum of $1,000,000 be appropriated 
for the construction of sewerage works. 


STREET CONSTRUCTION WORK. 
State-Aid Program. 


Last year we completed a considerable amount of 
street reconstruction under the Chapter 90 State-Aid 
Highway Reconstruction Program. The following im- 
portant main highways were constructed during the 
year under this program: 


Allandale street, from Centre street to the Brookline line. 

Chelsea street, from Maverick square to Day square. 

Morton street, from Harvard street to railroad bridge 
east of Norfolk street. 

South street, from Centre street to the Arborway. 

Washington street, from Asticou road to West Roxbury 
Parkway. 


The total cost of the Chapter 90 Construction Pro- 
gram in Boston for the year 1953 was $499,696.85, of 
which the State Department of Public Works, under 
the provisions of section 34 of chapter 90 of the General 
Laws paid 45 per cent, thereby presenting a substantial 
savings to the taxpayer. It is planned to again conduct 
an extensive program of construction under this chapter 
in 1954. 

Non-State-Atd Program. 


We also completed a major street reconstruction 
program, comprising extensive construction and _ re- 
construction, in every section of the city. In addition 
to work done on downtown streets, the department 
resurfaced several important traffic arteries, listed as 
follows: 


Annunciation road, from Parker street to Ruggles street. 

Beacon street, from Park street to Charles street. 

Boylston street, from Washington street to Tremont 
street, and from Dartmouth street to Exeter street. 
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Centre street, from Belgrade avenue to Spring street. 

Devonshire street, from Franklin street to Summer street. 

Newmarket square, from Southampton street to Massa- 
chusetts avenue. 

Northampton street, from Columbus avenue to Albany 
street. 

Prince street, from Pond street to Perkins street. 

Ruggles street, from Washington street to Huntington 
avenue. 

Saratoga street, from McClellan Highway to Bennington 
street. 

Theodore A. Glynn Way, from Southampton street to 
Massachusetts avenue. 


In continuation of our policy of replacing brick 
sidewalks with cement concrete in the older sections 
of the city, contracts during the year, totaling approxi- 
mately $78,500, were awarded for this work.

The following is a summarized record of the highway 
improvement work done by the department in 1953: 


Number of Streets Constructed or Reconstructed, 170. 


Includes 47 new streets ordered laid out and constructed 
by the Board of Street Commissioners under the provisions 
of chapter 393 of the Acts of 1906. 


Miles of Streets Improved, 28.16. 
Includes 5 miles of so-called Chapter 90 State-Aid Highway 
Improvements. 


Miles of Sidewalks Improved, 9.57. 
In addition to sidewalk improvements included in the 
above-noted street improvements. 


We also completed, during the year, the removal in 
104 streets of 590 gas lamps, which were replaced with 
an equal number of 1,000- or 2,500-lumen electric 
lamps. It is our intention to continue with this program 
during 1954. 
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SNow REMOVAL. | 

We were fortunate during the past year in that no 
snowstorms of major proportions occurred. Only two 
days had snowfall of appreciable precipitation, January 
9, 8.4 inches, and February 12, 5.8 inches, requiring 
removal by contract forces. We experienced little 
difficulty in keeping the streets properly plowed and 
sanded throughout the winter months. 

There are over 735 miles of public streets that have 
to be plowed and maintained during the winter months. 
The department’s fourteen (14) Walter snowfighters 
were used to plow, sand, and salt the streets of the 
downtown area. Most of the plowing work in the rest 
of the city was done by 250 trucks rented on an hourly 
basis from contractors. 

The cost of snow removal work for 1953 totaled 
$394,551.95. 

Late in the year, we were notified that the Metro- 
politan Transit Authority would no longer plow and 
sand streets carrying bus routes, starting the winter of 
1953-54. Subsequently, we purchased from the MTA 
twenty-one (21) pieces of their equipment at a cost of 
$22,710, in order to perform this work. 


MERIDIAN STREET BRIDGE. 


Construction of the new bridge, under the super- 
vision of the Department of Public Works of the Com- 
monwealth, is proceeding rapidly. The substructure, 
built by the Merritt-Chapman & Scott Corporation, 
was completed early in the year. Considerable progress 
has been made on the superstructure by the contractor, 
the American Bridge Company, and it is estimated 
that the work will be completed and the bridge placed 
in operation late in 1954. 


SoutH Frrry. 

Service was terminated on this ferry at the close of 
business on December 31, 1952, and the ferry personnel 
was transferred to other services during January, 1953. 
At a public auction, held on April 5, 1953, the two (2) 
ferryboats were sold for a total of $32,000. Later, the 
bridge drops and other appurtenances were sold for 
junk and all final expenses and obligations of the Ferry 
Service were discharged. 
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REFUSE DISPOSAL. 

As previously stated, an appropriation was made 
providing for the construction of the so-called central 
incinerator in the vicinity of Southampton street. No 
further progress was made on this facility, pending the 
acquisition of a site which we are trying to obtain from 
the State Department of Public Works. 

We assisted in drafting a bill providing for the crea- 
tion of a Brighton-Watertown Incinerator Authority, 
in order to construct and operate an incinerator for 
the disposal of refuse from said communities. This 
bill was introduced in the 1953-54 session of the General 
Court as House No. 1737. 

No apparent progress has been made in the incinerator 
program of the Metropolitan District Commission, as 
provided under chapter 559 of the Acts of 1952. As 
far as I know, of all the Metropolitan Boston communi- 
ties, only the City of Boston has agreed to enter into 
this arrangement. 

An appreciable advancement in sanitation was made 
as pertains to the collection of refuse by the awarding 
on April 1, 1953, of garbage and refuse collection con- 
tracts providing that, in seven (7) out of the seventeen (17) 
collection districts, the contractor is required to furnish 
enclosed steel bodies on all refuse trucks. This advance- 
ment was made with no appreciable increase in collec- 
tion costs. It is planned to extend the furnishing of 
these enclosed trucks to other districts over the next 
two years, so that eventually only enclosed body trucks 
will be used for refuse collection in all sections of the city. 


PURCHASE OF H.QUIPMENT. 

New equipment purchased during the year included 
three (3) Wayne street sweepers, two (2) Hough bucket 
loaders, two (2) Trojan bucket loaders, one (1) Cater- 
pillar tractor, eight (8) Ford dump trucks, five (5) Ford 
pickup trucks, five (5) Chevrolet pickup trucks, two 
(2) Ford emergency gate-closer trucks, one (1) Ford 
stake body truck, one (1) Ford platform crane, one (1) 
International plumbing shop truck, one (1) Ford sedan, 
and one (1) power lawn mower. 

Used equipment purchased from the MTA to plow 
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and sand streets along bus routes, comprised sixteen 
(16) Walter snow fighters, three (3) FWD snow fighters, 
one (1) Barber-Greene snowloader, and one (1) Nelson 
snowloader. 


PERSONNEL. 
There were 2,166 employees in the department as of 
December 31, as compared with 2,340 employees on 
January 1, 1953.

REPORT OF THE AUTOMOTIVE DIVISION FOR 
THE YEAR 1953. 


Boston, January 2, 1954. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 


DrEaR SiR: 

I am submitting herewith the annual report of the 
Automotive Division of the Public Works Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1953. This report 
covers the activities of the four garages and the offices 
of the Automotive Division, and the activities of the 
Mobile Patrol and the Motor Pool. 

The Automotive Division is primarily concerned 
with the repair and maintenance of the automotive 
equipment of the department, but we are on call for 
many other duties. One such call came on the night 
of June 10, 1953, when we quickly responded to a plea 
for assistance from the City of Worcester which had 
been badly hit by a tornado on June 9, 1953. The 
division dispatched six men with the following equip- 
ment: One three quarter-ton service truck-compres- 
sor, two half-ton pickup trucks, one hundred and 
fifty-two 500-watt light bulbs, three and one _ half 
miles of wiring, three trailer-type Griffin lighting units, 
each carrying six 500-watt lamps, one Hobart welding 
unit, with generator carrying five 500-watt lamps, and 
15 Homelite portable gas-driven lighting units, with 
cluster type lights. This lighting equipment was used 
to provide light for four streets, each about 2,000 feet 
long, and for the grounds of Assumption College. In 
addition, we carried up 65 gas-driven saws which were 
used for cutting up fallen trees, telegraph poles, heavy 
lumber, and débris. This latter operation was in 
charge of District Foremen Prior and Malloy of the 
Bridge and Highway Division, and Welder Foreman 
Edward Elmo of the Automotive Division. Our relief 
party was self-supporting since we maintained our own 
supplies, such as gasoline, oil, tools, etc. The men were 
on duty from June 10 through June 19, 1953. 
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Another project in which the Automotive Division 
assisted was the driver training school conducted by 
the Mayor’s Automotive Advisory Committee. This 
school was established in 1952, and has now given 
instruction to over 500 drivers. In connection with 
this course, the Automotive Division has conducted 
a survey of Public Works Department motor vehicle 
accidents, and a chart covering a five-year period is 
attached to this report. 

The one hundred and forty employees of the division 
are engaged in the following duties: One division 
engineer, in charge of the division, 41 employees as- 
signed to repair work, 41 employees assigned to main- 
tenance of buildings, gasoline and oil dispensing, 
cleaning, watchman duties, and motor vehicle 
operation, four employees assigned to the stockroom, 
three employees assigned to operation of wreckers, 10 
employees assigned to office work, one dispatcher, and 
39 employees assigned to the Mobile Patrol which 
maintains a watch over Public Works Department 
property and equipment between the hours of 4 P.M. 
and 8 A.M. 

The office maintained by the division at City Hall 
processed 2,294 requisitions in 1953, of which 1,098 
were service orders and 1,196 were purchase orders. 
Approximately 100 purchases a month, usually under 
$3 each, are made from petty cash funds. The City 
Hall office reports the following expenditures for 1953:

The year 1953 saw an extension of the policy of in- 
stalling two-way radios in our vehicles, and we now have 
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a total of 40 vehicles so equipped. The funds for this 
installation were provided by Civil Defense, but mainte- 
nance costs will be paid from Automotive Division 
funds. During the winter months all radio-equipped 
cars were used in snow removal work and proved to be 
of great value. This operation is under the direction of 
our dispatcher. 

Late in 1953, the Metropolitan Transit Authority 
notified the cities and towns that the MTA would cease 
to plow and sand streets carrying bus routes. This ruling 
by the MTA, to take effect in the winter of 1953-54, 
was accompanied by an offer to sell to the cities and 
towns the equipment formerly used in this plowing and 
sanding work. After a survey by the Automotive Divi- 
sion engineer, the Commissioner of Public Works advised 
_the Mayor to purchase 21 pieces of equipment, namely, 
16 Walter trucks, three FWD trucks, one Barber-Greene 
snow loader, and one Nelson snow loader, at a cost of 
$22,710. The year of manufacture of the snow-fighting 
trucks ranged from 1934 to 1940, the Barber-Greene 
loader was built in 1947, and the Nelson loader in 1948. 

The addition of this MTA equipment to our fleet in 
late November, 1953, necessitated the quick recruiting 
of men qualified to drive heavy duty equipment. After 
a canvass of the department, 46 men applied, and, after 
training and testing, 26 men were picked to drive this 
equipment. The garaging of these large trucks and 
loaders presented a problem, and it was necessary 
to search the length and breadth of the city for loca- 
tions accessible to sand and salt piles. Inspector Fred 
Harvey was assigned to follow driver operation of this 
equipment, and its maintenance and repair. Fortu- 
nately, the month of December, 1953, proved to be a 
mild one, and it gave us some time to prepare this added 
equipment and to train the new drivers. 

During the summer of 1953, we painted our own snow- 
fighting equipment. This work was done by the men 
employed in the welding shop. We have the necessary 
equipment to do this work, and the men turned out a 
professional job. However, we have to do the work 
outdoors, and, therefore, are forced to depend on the 
weather. 

We also sent nine of our snow fighters to an outside 
repair shop for repairs, under a contract amounting to 
$9,300. This work was sent out to the manufacturer’s 
representative due to our lack of facilities and personnel 
to do this work. 
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Other work sent out consisted of glass work, spring 
work, radiator repairs, and other work of a specialized 
nature. Approximately 6,000 repair jobs were done in 
our own shops, about the same number as in 1952. 

The annual inventory taken in December, 1953, 
showed a stock on hand of $61,464.90. This compares 
with $38,681.48 in 1952 and $438,705.00 in 1951. The 
increase was partly due to an increase in the stock of 
antiskid chains and tires purchased for our snow removal 
equipment, and partly due to an increase in Ford parts 
necessitated by our purchase of heavy Ford trucks, 
Models 700 and 750. 

Mr. John Flaherty of the commissioner’s office con- 
ducted a survey of the property of the department in 
the fall of 1953, and made several recommendations for 
the improvement of buildings, etc. He advised that 
plumbing repairs be made at the Albany Street garage, 
and that the windows be repaired and replaced at the 
same garage. These repairs were made, but, if the 
department is to retain this garage, the steel window 
frames on the second floor should be replaced. Mr. 
Flaherty also advised that this garage be painted, and 
I suggest that the painters of the Sanitary Division could 
possibly spray paint the entire inside of the first floor. 
The Dana Avenue garage should be painted if depart- 
ment painters could be made available. The office in 
the Dana Avenue garage, occupied by the Paving Ser- 
vice, should be painted by Paving Service employees. 
The Automotive Division painted this office in 1951. 

The only major improvements to any of our buildings 
was the installation of an oil-burning hot-air heating 
system in the welding shop, and the installation of a 
complete exhaust-eliminating system in the Highland 
Street garage. The welding shop, which is located in 
an old brick building, was formerly heated by a large 
coal-burning stove which constituted a possible hazard. 
Another hazard that was eliminated in 1953 was the 
carbon monoxide condition that prevailed during the 
winter months at the Highland Street garage. The 
exhaust gases became so bad in January, and so many 
complaints of headaches were being made by the me- 
chanics that a contract was given to the Automotive 
Distributors Company, Inc., for the installation of a 
complete exhaust eliminating system at a cost of $975. 
The installation has proved satisfactory, no more com- 
plaints have been received, and absences due to head- 
aches from this cause have ceased.

After the termination of the Ferry Service on Decem- 
ber 31, 1952, the Mayor and City Council authorized 
the Public Works Department to dispose of the boats, 
plant and all other equipment, by public auction. 

After advertising in most of the important newspapers 
in the country and contacting by letters all others who 
might be interested, a public auction was held on April 
15, 1953. At this auction the ferryboats ‘‘Charles C. 
Donoghue” and ‘‘ Daniel A. MacCormack”’ were sold 
to Hughes Brothers, Inc., 17 Battery place, New York 
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City; the “‘Donoghue” for $16,500, and the ‘‘ MacCor- 
mack” for $15,500, or a total of $32,000. 


The steel bridge drops, bridge operating machinery, 
gallows frames and other miscellaneous items were sold 
at the same time to the Heggie Corporation of Boston, 
for the sum of $5,200. 


Other income, derived from the sale of miscellaneous 
junk, return of empty oil drums, etc., amounted to 
$196.70. 

All final expenses and obligations connected with 
the Ferry Service were discharged during 1953, and 
amounted to $10,338.93, which was paid from a special 
fund carried forward from the 1952 budget appropri- 
ation. These expenses covered the cost of fuel, elec- 
tricity, gas, ete., from the time the ferries were discon- 
tinued until the final closing of the entire plant. 

Throughout the year 1953, the Bridge Service oper- 
ated 11 drawbridges. By late 1954 the new Meridian 
Street Bridge, connecting East Boston with Chelsea, 
should be completed and in operation. A detailed sum- 
mary of the number of openings and the waterborne 
trafic passing through these bridges appears hereafter. 
It is noteworthy that as the expense of operating and 
maintaining these drawbridges steadily increases, the 
volume of cargo vessels and commercial craft is declin- 
ing. Furthermore, since the breakdown of any draw- 
bridge in this city is a potential threat to the flow of 
highway traffic, it becomes increasingly evident that 
restricted operation and, in some cases, possibly the 
elimination of drawbridges should be’ sought. 


In this connection the department has petitioned the 
U. 8. Engineers for permission to restrict the operation 
of Broadway and Dover Street Bridges to the hours of 
8 A.M. to 4 p.m., Monday through Friday, and otherwise 
as may be determined by that agency to cover emer- 
gencies, etc. It is expected that this petition will be 
eranted. 

The elimination of Warren Bridge will be affected 
upon the completion of the Central Artery, between the 
Mystic Bridge connection and Haymarket square, which 
is expected to be accomplished by late 1954 or early in 
1955. 

The Chelsea South Bridge, which now serves mainly 
as a connection between the Mystic Docks and Charles- 
town for a limited volume of commercial vehicular 
traffic, could be eliminated by the laying out and build- 
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ing of Terminal street as an entrance to the docks. Some 
action has been started in this direction, and it is hoped 
that such an improvement will be executed in the 
reasonably near future. 

The Summer Street Bridge, over Reserved Channel 
(formerly known as the L Street Bridge), is another 
example of a drawbridge serving a relatively minor 
volume of important waterborne traffic. Since this 
structure is in need of rebuilding, the possibility of 
constructing solid fill approaches to replace the present 
pile trestle construction is being considered. A study 
should also be made to determine the possibility of 
eliminating the need of a movable drawspan. 

In general, the drawbridges are in poor condition. In 
connection with the Fort Point Channel bridges, one 
major improvement was accomplished in 1953 by the 
repairing and redecking of the Broadway Bridge. 

This work, which was scheduled for completion in 
April, 1954, was carried on with the bridge closed to 
highway traffic. However, one traffic lane was kept 
available in case of emergency, and because of the fire 
which destroyed three spans of the West Fourth Street 
Bridge (Dover Street), on October 22, 1953, one half 
of the bridge was opened to one-way traffic—inbound for 
morning traffic and outbound for evening traffic. The 
bridge was so opened one day following the West Fourth 
Street Bridge fire, and on December 2 the bridge was 
opened to two-way traffic. 

The work on Broadway Bridge consisted of making 
extensive steel repairs and replacing the original wooden 
underdeck with a reinforced concrete slab deck topped 
with bituminous pavement. The drawspan was _ re- 
decked with steel mesh. 

This is the type of improvement that is needed at the 
Dover Street Bridge, Charlestown Bridge, Northern 
Avenue approach spans and on various inland bridges. 

The Summer Street Bridge, over Fort Point Channel, 
should undergo major repairs or be replaced with a 
new bridge, and since there is no evidence that the 
sugar refinery located above this bridge is going to 
relocate outside the channel, there is not much hope of 
eliminating this drawbridge. This project should be 
undertaken just as soon as funds are made available. 

It is intended that the work of redecking the Chelsea 
Street and Congress Street drawspans with steel mesh 
pavement be contracted for in 1954, if the necessary 
funds are made available. 
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Following is a summary of the more important works 
undertaken by the Bridge Service in 1953: 


Construction of Concrete Deck, etc., on Broadway 
Bridge, over Fort Point Channel. 


A contract for this work was awarded to Martin J. 
Kelly Company, Inc., in 1952. Work started on March 
2, 1953. Under the contract, the entire granite block 
pavement and the wood plank underdeck of the ap- 
proaches was removed and disposed of. This was the 
original decking, installed in 1902. 

The wooden decking of the drawspan was also re- 
moved. 

Major repairs were made to the main steelwork 
throughout and a new deck constructed, consisting of a 
reinforced concrete roadway slab on the approaches, 
topped with bituminous concrete pavement. The new 
drawspan deck is an open steel mesh pavement. New 
concrete sidewalks with high curbs were built through- 
out the approaches and steel mesh sidewalk on the draw. 

An important change on this bridge was the elimina- 
tion of the trolley car rails on account of the replacement 
of surface trolley cars by electric buses. 

As previously noted, the bridge was reopened to one- 
way traffic on October 23 and to full two-way traffic on 
December 2. 

It is expected that all work will be completed well 
before the completion date of April 15, 1954, at an 
estimated final cost of $536,127. 


Strengthening the Piers of the Charlestown Bridge, 
over the Charles River. 

Under a contract awarded to the Crandall Engineering 
Company in 1952, to continue the work of strengthening 
the pier foundations, work was started in September, 
1952, and was still in progress at the end of 1953. It is 
expected that work will be completed early in 1954, at a 
cost of $450,000, and at the close of the present contract. 
the entire project of strengthening these piers, which 
began in 1951, and was continued under successive con- 
tracts with the same firm, will be completed. 

As the work progressed under the current contract, it 
developed that the funds available would not be suffi- 
cient to carry the work to completion. Accordingly, the 
contract was amended, with the Mayor’s approval, to 
provide an additional $50,000. 
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Roadway Repairs to Charlestown Bridge, 
over Charles River. 


Due to the poor condition of the underdecking on the 
side roadways of the approach spans of this bridge, a 
contract was awarded to D. A. Rossano Construction 
Company, Inc., to make the necessary repairs. In the 
defective areas the granite block was removed and the 
wooden underdeck repaired; then the granite block was 
relaid and the entire roadway covered with a bituminous 
concrete wearing surface. 

Work commenced March 30, 1953, and was completed 
June 25, 1953, at a cost of $36,967.04. 


Repairing, Cleaning and Painting Various 
Footbridges. 

Because of the defective condition of many of the foot- 
bridges throughout the city, a contract was awarded to 
Charles A. Reynolds Company to make the necessary 
repairs. Worn and defective stair treads were renewed 
with new planking or metal treads; repairing or replacing 
broken fence posts, railings, etc., making steel and con- 
crete repairs wherever necessary and cleaning and 
painting the structures. The bridges done under this 
contract were B street, Glenwood avenue, and Tollgate 
Way (in Hyde Park); Jones avenue and Butler street 
(located in Dorchester); Old Harbor (in South Boston) ; 
Irvington street, Braddock park, Gainsborough street, 
and West Rutland square (all located in the Back Bay). 

Work commenced February 16, 1953, and was com- 
pleted December 17, 1953, at a cost of $40,052.13. 


Rebuilding Upstream Sidewalk of Milton Bridge. 

To eliminate a hazardous condition which existed 
because of the very poor condition of the steelwork 
carrying the upstream sidewalk of this bridge, a contract 
was awarded to Charles Callahan Company for rebuild- 
ing the entire sidewalk structure, including all new steel 
members and a reinforced concrete sidewalk slab. 

The work commenced March 18, 1953, and was com- 
pleted November 30, 1953, at a cost of $8,020.29. A 
lengthy delay in this work was caused by virtue of the 
fact that considerable work had to be done by the New 
England Telephone & Telegraph Company in connec- 
tion with repairing and supporting their cable conduits, 
which are carried on the underside of this sidewalk. 
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Redecking Babson Street and Dana Avenue Bridges, over 
the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 


On September 2, 1952, a contract was approved with 
Martin J. Kelly Company, Inc., for renewing the road- 
way surface, underdecking and sidewalk planking. 
Extensive steel and stringer repairs were made by the 
railroad company. Due to delay in obtaining lumber, 
work was not started until March 9, 1953, and was com- 
pleted June 12, 1953, at a cost of $15,656.17. 


Repairs to Summer Street Bridge, over Reserved Channel. 

Due to a failure which developed in the pilework and 
timbers supporting the downstream approach sidewalk 
of the South Boston approach, adjacent to the drawspan, 
a contract was awarded to James B. Rendle Company 
for making the necessary repairs and renewals to the 
piles, bracing, timbers, etc., and rebuilding approxi- 
mately 100 linear feet of the sidewalk. Work was com- 
menced on June 15, 1953, and completed July 29, 1953, 
at a cost of $13,393.37. 


Repairs to the Winthrop Bridge, Between Boston and 
Winthrop. 

In conjunction with the Town of Winthrop, this 
department made repairs to the decking and timber 
work of this bridge, over Belle Isle Inlet, and reinforced 
the roadway under a contract with John F. Shea 
Company, Inc. 

Work started on July 22, 1953, and it is expected 
that the work will be completed some time in January, 
1954. 

The estimated final cost is approximately $6,000, 
of which the City of Boston will pay 60 per cent, or 
$3,600. 


Redecking the Everett Street Bridge, over the Boston & 
Albany Railroad. 


This bridge is owned and maintained by the Boston 
& Albany Railroad Co., except for the wearing surface, 
which is maintained by this department. 

Because of the advanced deterioration of the wooden 
decking on this bridge, it was decided to redeck with a 
heavier underplank and asphalt plank wearing surface. 
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Accordingly, a contract was awarded to Martin J. 
Kelly Company, Inc., in the amount of $31,345, for 
performing this work. Work will not commence until 
about April 1, 1954. 


Repairing End Lifts, etc., of Northern Avenue Bridge, 
over Fort Point Channel. 


In order to correct excessive wear on the moving 
parts of the end lifts and also provide the city with 
one complete spare set of end-lift units for the two 
types required on the bridge, a contract was entered 
into with the General Ship & Engine Works, Inc., to 
overhaul and repair one lift at a time, keeping the 
bridge in constant use except for Saturdays and Sundays. 
Work commenced July 8, 1952, and was completed 
January 23, 1953, at a cost of $32,628.74. 


Constructing High Curbs and Guard Rails on Various 
Bridges. 


Under a contract with Martin J. Kelly Company, 
Ine., this work was started on October 28, 1952, and 
was completed May 29, 1953, at a cost of $17,152.50. 

This work consisted of erecting high curbs of concrete, 
steel or timber on many of the bridges throughout 
the city, thereby establishing extra safeguards for 
vehicular traffic in the event that control of a vehicle 
is lost while passing over the bridge. 


Yard Forces. 


The work done by the Bridge Maintenance Forces 
throughout 1953, consisted of making typical minor 
repairs to the bridges throughout the city, including 
renewing defective roadway and sidewalk plank, re- 
spiking loose plank, patching, etc. 

Other work consisted of repairing and _ painting 
roadway gates, fences, machinery and machinery control 
housings; erecting safety barricades at snow dumps, 
dead end locations, ete. 

Repairs and renewals were made to the electrical 
conduit and wiring installations at the various draw- 
bridges. Routine operations included repairing and 
filling sand boxes, regulating bascule bridge counter- 
weights and cleaning sidewalks and stairways of snow 
and ice in the winter season. 
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WorK FOR OTHER DIVISIONS. 


HicgHway DIvISsION. 


Repairing Concrete Retaining Wall on Cummins 
Highway, West Roxbury. 

The Bridge Service furnished the engineering and 
inspection services required to make certain repairs 
by guniting the wall on Cummins Highway, between 
Brown avenue and Sherwood street, for the Highway 
Section. The work was done under contract with 
the Gunite Restoration Company, Inc., at a cost of 
$5,515. Work started October 21, 19538, and was 
completed December 16, 1953. 


SANITARY Drvision. 
Repairs to the Albany Street Disposal Station. 

Specifications were prepared by this division for 
repairs to the Albany Street Disposal Station. Bids 
for this work were received December 29, 1953, and 
a contract awarded to John F. Shea Company, Ince., 
in the sum of $10,150.75. No work under the contract 
was done this year. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 
Snow Removal. 

Another duty of the Bridge Section of this division 
during the winter months was the supervising and 
inspecting of snow loading and removal in common 
with other divisions of the department. The work 
done by the personnel of this division was in connection 
with contract snow removal in Area 12, West Roxbury, 
and Area 13, Brighton. 


SUMNER TUNNEL. 

Throughout the year 1953, the Sumner Tunnel 
showed a continued increase in traffic volume and toll 
receipts, despite the fact that the movement of traffic 
entering and leaving the tunnel at the Boston end was 
at times greatly hampered by the extensive construction 
work being carried on in connection with the building 
of the Central Artery. 

Because of the increase in traffic volume, four ad- 
ditional tollmen-guards were appointed in September 
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of 1953 in order to keep three traffic lanes open at 
each end from 8 a.m. to midnight and to have two 
guards on duty on the tunnel catwalk at all times. 

The tunnel plant, in general, is in good condition 
although it will be necessary in the near future to 
make certain major repairs. such.as repairing or re- 
building the concrete platforms supporting the power 
transformers and repairing the tunnel invert in areas 
where the original concrete shows surface deterioration 
and spalling. There were repairs made to the tunnel 
roadway pavement in 1953 and it is intended to contract 
for such work again in 1954. The tunnel pavement, 
in general, is in very sound condition considering the 
trafhe it carries. Throughout the extensive pavement 
repairs made in the past, the original sand cushion 
base has been replaced by a bituminous mastic base 
and this appears to have stabilized the granite block 
pavement in the repaired areas against settlement and 
movement for a much greater length of time. This 
practice will be continued until all of the original sand 
cushion has been eliminated. 

A major improvement in the tunnel operating plant 
was made in 1958 by the installation of four new carbon 
monoxide analyzers to replace the original units which 
had become obsolete, making it extremely difficult to 
replace defective parts and maintain efficient operation. 

All other parts of the operating plant are in good 
condition, including the ventilating equipment, power 
transformers, circuit breakers, storage batteries, genera- 
tors, ete. The communication system, drainage system, 
pumps, motors, and toll equipment, all of which are 
inspected, tested, adjusted, etc., under a daily routine 
inspection, are repaired and overhauled as required. 

Under an order from the Department of Public 
Utilities, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the existing 
schedules of tolls and charges for the use of the Sumner 
Tunnel were approved for the year 1953. 


Contracts AWARDED IN 1953. 


Repairing the Pavement in the Sumner Tunnel. 
Approximately 972 square yards of granite block 
pavement was removed and relaid under a contract 
with John J. Amara at a cost of $10,560. Work com- 
menced on April 8, 1953, and was completed May 
19, 1953. 
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Cleaning the Surface Drainage System of the Sumner 
Tunnel. 

The accumulation of sand deposited on the tunnel 
roadway to prevent skidding conditions during the 
winter season and the sand, dirt, etc., brought into the 
tunnel by vehicles, subsequently is deposited in the 
surface drainage system and is removed annually 
under contract. The contract for 1953 was awarded to 
James A. Freaney, Ine.; work commenced on Decem- 
ber 14, 1953, and was completed on December 29, 1953, 
at a cost of $1,568. 


Cleaning Exhaust Duct, Exhaust Fan Rooms and Fresh 
Air Ducts at the Sumner Tunnel. 

To maintain efficiency of the ventilation system a 
contract is awarded annually for the removal of dust 
which is drawn into and deposited in the fresh air 
ducts and the removal of dust and carbon deposits 
accumulating in the exhaust ducts and exhaust fan 
rooms. The 1953 contract was awarded to Patrick 
Ross Company; work commenced on December 2, 1953, 
and is expected to be completed early in 1954 at a 
total cost of $1,875. 

The following contracts were awarded in 19538, but 
work will not be started until 1954: 


Waterproofing the Exterior Walls and Installing a New 
Tar and Gravel Roof at the East Boston Vent Building 
of the Sumner Tunnel. 

The evidence of water damage on the interior walls, 
steelwork, conduits, etc., has indicated a porous condi- 
tion existing in the masonry comprising the exterior 
walls, together with the natural deterioration of the tar 
and gravel roof and flashings. 

Owing to the fact that this building is not heated 
the moisture problem is very acute and necessitates 
prompt action to prevent further damage of this nature. 

The contract was awarded to the Patrick Ross 
Company at a bid price of $6,592.50. 


Installing Lighting in the Exhaust Air Duct at the 
Sumner Tunnel. 

The installation of a permanent lighting system in 

the exhaust air duct was deemed necessary to facilitate 
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working in the duct for purposes of cleaning, inspecting 
and repairing. 

The contract was awarded to John J. Finn Company 
Electric Service at a bid price of $2,746.

There are now on file 2,820 bonds protecting the 
City of Boston against claims that may be made on 
account of permits issued. 

During the year a concerted effort was made 6 
require private parties to repair artificial stone side- 
walks which were damaged by driving over sidewalks 
and this drive is continuing. Adequate deposits were 
also required for replacing of openings for new water 
services. Permit office inspectors checked closely open- 
ings made by drain layers and required them to make 
roadway openings safe promptly and to replace any 
sidewalks damaged. | 

The regular forces of the Paving Service were em- 
ployed as usual in the maintenance of public streets, 
resurfacing and patching macadam pavements, patch- 
ing permanent pavements such as asphalt and granite 
block, and maintaining gravel, brick, and artificial stone 
sidewalks. 

In the snow removal season, division forces were 
employed in spreading rock salt and sand on icy streets 
and also supervised plowing work throughout the city 
by 250 contractors’ hired plows after five snowstorms. 
All snow removal bills for plowing, hauling, force 
account work, cubic yard removal, etc., were processed 
through the Paving Service office.

Gas Lamps. 


A major portion of the work done in 1953 was the 
conversion of 104 streets principally in the Roxbury 
and Dorchester areas from old obsolete gas lamps to 
modern directional lumenaires. 

This work progressed satisfactorily and resulted in 
a decrease of vandalism and attacks in the areas con- 
verted. A total of 590 gas lamps were removed and 
replaced with 2500 or 1000 lumen lamps. 


Modernization. 

Another important aspect of the street lighting for 
1953 was the conversion of obsolete ornamental lighting 
units to directional mercury vapor lights in various 
business areas in the city. This installation of the 
latest and newest type of lighting in these areas was 
responsible for increased business and subsequent de- 
crease in pedestrian and automotive accidents and 
fatalities.

1. Closed Trucks.— For the first time, alternate bids 
in the proposals for the collecting and removing of gar- 
bage and refuse in the various districts were received for 
the period beginning April 1, 1953. As a result, closed 
trucks were used in seven of the districts. Collection 
contracts for more than one year were awarded for the 
first time. There were two contracts for three years 
each, and three contracts for two years each. These 


~ 
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contracts required the use of closed trucks. ‘There were 
also two one-year contracts specifying closed trucks. 

2. Filling South Bay.— The filling of slips and the 
turning basin in the South Bay area was begun, and 
much valuable land was thus made. 

3. Gardner Street Dump.— A new dump was started 
in the West Roxbury district on land acquired by the 
city. 
- 4. Filling at Mile Road Dump.— A further extension 
of dumping facilities on Mt. Vernon street was. provided 
by the filling in of flats. 

5. Disposal Contract——On March 31, 1953, the con- 
tract with the Coleman Disposal Company was ended. 
As a result of advertised bids, a new contract was 
awarded to the M. DeMatteo Construction Company. 
This contract provided for an interim period of three 
months, during which the new contractor was able to 
acquire scows and other equipment necessary to do 
the job. The contract also contained a penalty clause 
for the period during which dumping into scows was 
suspended. On the other hand, during this period, it 
was necessary for the city to award additional payments, 
to the collection contractors tributary to the disposal 
contract, for extra haulage to various land dumps. 
Also, the city had to pay for additional dumping privi- 
leges at several locations. On balance, however, there 
was a considerable cash advantage to the city during 
this period. 

6. Incinerator Location.—Negotiations were still in 
progress in regard to the acquisition of land from the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, but were not con- 
eluded. This, together with uncertainty regarding the 
location of the Central Artery highway, is still holding 
up the construction of an incinerator in the South Bay 
area. 

7. Automotive Equipment.—The Sanitary Division 
acquired, during the year 1953, three motor-driven. 
street sweepers, and two front end bucket loaders. 

8. Purchase of Land.—Land at Forest Hills was pur- 
chased from the Metropolitan Transit Authority for a 
district yard to replace quarters at Child street, Jamaica 
Plain, which are to be vacated by the Sanitary Division.

REPORT OF THE DIVISION ENGINEER OF 
THE SEWER DIVISION. 


Boston, January 2, 1954. 


To the Commissioner of Public Works. 
DEAR SIR: 


I submit herewith statement of the activities and ex- 
penditures of the Sewer Division for the year ending 
December 31, 1953. 

Expenditures During 1953.—The activities of the 
Sewer Division during the year consisted of sewer 
construction at a contract cost of $649,947.04, as shown 
on attached schedule of the work done, and the main- 
tenance and operation of the sewer system at a cost 
of $812,988.08. 

Contract Work.—Contract work consisted of the ex- 
tension of the sewer system to provide drainage for new 
buildings and street construction and to eliminate 
cesspools, the locations and cost of which are attached. - 

Maintenance Work.—Maintenance work consisted of 
the cleaning of 2,647 catch basins by contract and 
4,354 by yard forces, the freeing of stopped sewers and 
catch basins, and the repair of sewers, manholes, and 
catch basins by the yard forces, and the operation of 
the pumping station and disposal works, the cost of 
which is attached. 

Covering in Open Brooks.—A contract has been 
awarded to relocate and enclose Stony Brook in a 
conduit, for a length of about 4,200 linear feet, from the 
end of the existing conduit at the former line between 
West Roxbury and Hyde Park to opposite Willow 
avenue, at an estimated cost of $412,830. It is antic- 
ipated that the work will be completed early in 1954. 

The most interesting feature of the work was the 
successful completion of the jacking of 84-inch diameter 
reinforced concrete pipe under Hyde Park Avenue and 
under the roadbed of the New York, New Haven «& 
Hartford Railroad. 
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Plans are being prepared to complete the relocation 
and the enclosing of Stony Brook in a conduit from 
Willow avenue to Bald Knob road, a distance of about 
5,320 linear feet, including the enclosing of Myopia 
Brook and incidental surface drains, and about 1,250 
linear feet of Providence Street Brook in a conduit, 
at an estimated cost of $422,500. 

Proposed Construction Work.—The work of extending 
the sewer system to provide drainage for new street 
construction, new building construction and the elimina- 
tion of cesspools will continue for many years in the 
future, and probably at the same rate as in the past. 
In addition, a long-range sewerage works program 
provides for the extension of main line surface drain 
conduits and the rebuilding of several miles of very 
old sewers that have settled or outlived their economic 
usefulness. Details of the long-range program are 
contained in a report on file in the Sewer Division. 

Special Problems.—In an effort to exclude excessive 
quantities of tidewater from entering the main drainage 
system considerable maintenance work has been done 
on the tide gates. Plans are being prepared to replace 
the original wooden, sidehung tide gates on storm — 
overflows adjacent to the west side intercepter with 
top hung metal tide gates. It is anticipated that this 
contract will be advertised early in 1954, at an estimated 
cost of $10,000. It is also anticipated that during 
1954 a contract will be advertised for renewing the 
main entrance sluice gates at the Calf Pasture Pumping 
Station, the need for the work being described in the 
1951 annual report. 

The Sewer Division Labor Force consists of the follow- 
ing: 22 laborers, 2 carpenters, 31 motor equipment 
operators and laborers, 10 catch-basin machine operators, 
5 tide-gate repairmen, 6 working foremen sewer cleaners, 
20 sewer cleaners, 5 bricklayers, 1 working foreman 
motor equipment operator, 5 yardmen, 1 heavy motor 
equipment operator, 6 sewer district foremen, and 1 
main drainage foreman. This makes a total of 115 
men assigned to answering complaints, cleaning catch 
basins, cleaning sewers, repairs to manholes and catch 
basins, repairing broken sewers, and other related work. 

Length of Sewers Built—During the fiscal year 1953 
there were built by contractors and day labor 7.38 miles 
of common sewers and surface drains throughout the 
city. After deducting 0.60 miles of sewers and surface 
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drains rebuilt or abandoned, the net increase for 1953 
is 6.78 miles, which added to the existing 1,265.04 miles 
of common sewers and surface drains and 30.93 miles 
of intercepting sewers, makes a grand total of 1,302.75 
miles of all sewers belonging to the City of Boston, and 
under the care of the Sewer Division on January 1, 1954. 

There were 320 catch basins built or rebuilt and 14 
abandoned or removed during the year, making a net 
gain of 306 catch basins and a grand total of 23,972 
eatch basins under the care of the Sewer Division on 
January 1, 1954. 

Permit Office Report.—Entrance fees to the amount 
of $4,704.20 have been deposited with the City Collector 
for collection from estates upon which no sewer as- 
sessments were ever paid, in accordance with Ordinances 
of 1945, chapter 27, section 10. 

Kight hundred and ninety-nine permits have been 
issued, viz.: 288 to district foremen and contractors 
and 611 to drain layers for repairing or laying new 
house drains. Inspectors from this office have _ per- 
sonally inspected the work done under these drain 
layers’ permits. 

Two thousand four hundred and eighty-eight com- 
plaints have been investigated, and inspectors are 
instructed to report in writing in each case. 

One thousand five hundred and three catch-basin 
complaints were received. 

Reported in writing on 2,361 municipal hens to the 
City Collector, in accordance with chapter 60, section 
25, of the General Laws. Reported orally on about 
2,400 requests for information on municipal liens. 

Notices have been mailed to abutters in conformity 
with the Ordinances of 1925, chapter 27, section 8, 
apprising them of the construction of new sewers or 
repairs to old sewers.

To the Commissioner of Public Works. 


Dear SIR: 

I respectfully submit the following report of the 
activities of the Water Division, operations and ex- 
penditures for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1953. 

A total of 28,379.40 linear feet of main pipe were 
either laid or relaid, varying in sizes from 8-inch to 
20-inch, inclusive, as ‘follows:

The particular streets in which the above work was 
performed are shown on the accompanying tables. 


ENGINEERING OFFICE. 


There is an insufficient number of capable employees 
on the engineering staff. This shortage of engineering 
personnel is getting worse instead of getting better, 
and an effort should be made to induce qualified men 
to enter the service of the city. 

Under the provisions of chapter 4 of the Ordinances 
of 1952, which deals with capital improvements, the 
Water Division submitted a capital improvement pro- 
gram, which program has not been followed, due to the 
lack of necessary funds to carry out the program 
appropriated under the budget items. 

The office force maintained its usual service to the 
public with information in relation to the Water Divi- 
sion, estimates on new service pipes, making out con- 
tracts, assisting the yard forces on Water Division 
matters, compiling official data, bringing the record 
plans to date, supervision of all construction and snow 
removal in areas Nos. 7 and 11. 
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The engineering forces were engaged in the latter 
part of 1953 in drawing plans for main pipe extensions 
from American Legion Highway to Cleary square, re- 
laying 30-inch main in Perkins street, Charlestown, 
and rebuilding the trestle on the Dover Street Bridge. 

The changes and abandonment of pipes in the Central 
Artery, from City square to Fort Hill square, are not 
shown in this report as the project was not completed 
in 1953. The same applies to the Bromley Park Housing 
Project. 

The 30-inch main that connected Charlestown with 
Chelsea under the Mystic River is now discontinued 
by being capped in Chelsea by the M.D.C. and will 
be capped on the Boston side at the Pier Head Line 
this year. 

The various agencies (Municipal, State, and Federal) 
were assisted in the design and supervision of con- 
struction of water mains on the following projects:

Due to the increased volume of work caused by 
applications for service pipes, ete., the department 
has engaged the services of contractors during the year. 

The regular work of the branch, consisting of in- 
stallation of new services and fire pipes, repairing of 
leaks, caring for complaints, shutting off and letting 
on water, freeing of stoppages in pipes, etc., was per- 
formed in such a manner and at such periods as to 
cause minimum delay and inconvenience to applicants 
for water, water takers, and the general public.

This department contacts the water consumers very 
frequently throughout the year, and the conduct of the 
office has been such that I believe a spirit of good will 
between the customers and the employees has been 
brought about, which is beneficial to the consumers and 
the city. 


On July 2, 1953, the governor signed an act of the 
Legislature, chapter 618, entitled — An Act To Provide 
for Increasing the Rate Per Million Gallons To Be 
Charged Cities and Towns Which Are Members of the 
Metropolitan Water District. 


As a result, it became necessary for the Commissioner 
of Public Works to authorize an increase in the water 
rates to all water consumers within the limits of the City 
of Boston. | 


In order to acquaint the water consuming public with 
the increased water rates, the following flier was inserted 
with all water bills rendered after October 1, 1953, up 
to and including April 1, 1954: 


“Tn recent years, the Metropolitan District Commission 
has been selling water to the various cities and towns at a 
substantial annual loss. 

‘““It was necessary, therefore, for the current year’s Legis- 
lature to pass a law doubling the amount that Boston and 
other communities must pay for water furnished by the 
M.D.C. The new rate will have the effect of increasing — 
in the approximate amount of $1,700,000.00 — the annual 
assessment levied against Boston by the M.D.C. In order 
to meet this increased assessment, it is necessary for the 
City of Boston to increase its water rates. 

“Therefore, the following schedule of water rates will be 
in effect on all bills rendered after October 1, 1953: 
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Rate Per 1,000 Cusic Freer. 


First 20,000 cubic feet . : , ; : . $2 00 
Second 20, 000 cubie feet. 1 90 
Third 20, 000 cubic feet and up to 1 ,000, 000 cubic 
feet. 1 70 
All over 1,000, 000 cubic feet pH 


Minimum rate, $10 per annum (up to 5, 000 cubic 
feet) 


“Bills, as in the past, will be computed on a quarterly 


basis. The enclosed bill is rendered on the new rates. 


Consumers are urged to keep all fixtures in good repair.”’ 


The above schedule of water rates is now in effect and 


roughly represents an increase of 33} per cent over 
previous rates. 


The issuance of statements of outstanding water bills 


to the consumers before placing of liens on premises has 
been continued.

DEPARTMENTAL ACTIVITIES. 


The following is a report of the various divisions of 
this department of the work performed during the year 
1953. 

ARCHITECTURAL DIVISION. 


This division, under the direction of the Architect in 
conjunction with the Superintendent, is responsible for 
the construction of new buildings and for major alter- 
ations involving development of plans and specifications. 
During the year the second new building, the Fairmount 
School, was completed and accepted prior to the opening 
of school in September. This building is among the 
most modern school buildings in the Commonwealth. 


In formulating preliminary estimates for new con- 
struction and major alterations, for budget purposes 
this division and the Superintendent make the determi- 
nation of costs. From past experience it is gratifying 
to know that the preliminary estimates have been 
exceptionally well determined. 

The major item of alteration performed during the 
year 1953 was the modernization of the machine shop at 
the Boston Trade High School. As the Teachers College 
of the City of Boston was turned over to the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, much expensive machinery for 
present day instruction was given to the City of Boston. 
The city took such of this machinery as could be 
properly accommodated at the Boston Trade High 
School. To properly support this heavy machinery 
much engineering was involved, due to soil conditions 
in the area of the Boston Trade High School. 

With the completion of this work, with the removal of 
all belt-driven machinery, replaced with individually 
motor-driven machinery, the modernization of lighting, 
and transformation of the electrical system from direct 
current to alternating current, the machine shop of 
Boston Trade High School can now be considered one 
of the most modern in this vicinity.

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HEATING AND VENTILATING DIVISION. 


GENERAL REPAIRS AND MAINTENANCE 


During the year the customary repair and main- 
tenance program was carried on by the division. 

The Heating and Ventilating Division has under its 
custody the repair and maintenance of steam plants and 
mechanical equipment in over 200 school buildings now 
in active use. This includes the installation of any 
required additional heating and ventilating facilities, 
exhaust fan ventilating systems, repairs to boilers and 
incinerators, keeping in operating condition approxi- 
mately 460 steam boilers, miscellaneous repairs to 
steam boiler auxiliary equipment, ash hoists, oil burners, 
steel chimneys, automatic control heating equipment, 
and other work of a similar nature. 

During the summer work of a corresponding nature is 
grouped together and publicly advertised for contract 
award by districts. 

All repair work is performed under the direct super- 
vision of the division engineers and inspectors. 


GENERAL HratTING MODERNIZATION WORK 

The work of removing obsolete oil burners for which 
repair parts are not available, due to the age of the 
equipment, was continued during the year. A number 
of replacements were made as described in a detailed 
description as follows: 


New O1Lt BURNERS 


Theodore Lyman Roxbury Memorial High 
Francis Parkman Jamaica Plain High 
South Boston High Practical Arts High 


The old manually controlled, air-driven, turbine-cup 
oil burners which had been in operation in these build- 
ings for many years were replaced by new motor-driven 
rotary-type oil burners which are designed to operate 
with automatic controls. These new oil burners, 
which start and stop automatically, require very little 
attention from the custodian. The existing oil storage 
tanks and portions of the existing piping were retained 
for use where suitable for the new installations. 


Clarence R. Edwards School 


The underfeed soft coal stokers which were installed 
in the two 200-horsepower steel boilers at the time the 
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building was constructed in 1932 were replaced by a 
fully automatic oil burning system. A new steel fuel 
oil storage tank was constructed and installed in a 
corner of the coal room.

In the buildings noted below the old high pressure 
equipment which had been in operation for a consider- 
able number of years was replaced by electrical driven 
apparatus and new electrical motors were installed to 
replace the high pressure steam engines and the steam 
pumps. The operating pressure of the various systems 
was changed to low pressure operation.

The new Fairmount School, the heating and ven- 
tilating systems of which were designed and inspected 
by the division, opened for occupancy by the pupils in 
September, 1953. The school is equipped with an oil 
burning system and radiant heating for the kinder- 
garten, with a unit ventilator in each classroom and the 
auditorium and mechanical systems of ventilation for 
the exhaust system.

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Civit ENGINEERING DIVISION. 


For the fourth successive year the Civil Engineering 
Division operated under a curtailed appropriation for 
the care of school grounds. Coupled with increased 
costs of labor and materials, the number of major yard 
jobs performed was necessarily limited, thereby adding 
to the backlog of work to be performed later. 


The largest yard job performed in 1953 was at the 
Patrick F. Lyndon School where the present wall in rear 
yard and new concrete steps were built and some grading 
of lawn area done in the rear yard. 


Another major paving project was done at the 
Edmund P. Tileston School, where a new driveway was 
laid and large portions of the play yard were regraded 
and paved. About one half acre of hobo land full of 
large heavy bushes and thick vines and dead trees, 
where the drinking elements would gather to drink the 
cup that cheers, was a constant heartache and headache 
to the mothers in this section. 


This entire area was cleaned out and regraded and 
‘seeded, and at the present time is a credit not only to 
the school but to the Department of School Buildings. 


This area is now used by the small crippled children 
‘of the city who are transported from their homes right 
into this yard. 


At the Bowditch School another yard and wall job 
was performed. A new catch basin was built at the 
Joseph P. Manning School in Cone Coo with the one 
built by “Nazareth.” 


The old type of playground Weis were removed 
from the Rice School and the Charles Bulfinch School. 


Swing frames were transferred from the Lowell Mason 
School to the Phineas Bates School and from the William 
Lloyd Garrison School to the Henry Grew School. 


Fence extensions were erected on present fence at the 
Lowell School in order to provide protection to abutting 
property owner. 


New chain link fence was erected at the Henry L. 
Higginson School. 


The school lot at the corner of Poplar and Dale streets 
(next to the George H. Conley School) was given a 
dress-up job by removing all brush, dead trees, small 
trees, poison ivy, and trimming all trees at dead 
branches. 
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In the late fall of 1953 members of the division made 
a complete and thorough survey of the school plant to 
determine the funds necessary to restore all the school 
grounds to first-class condition. It was estimated that 
in excess of $350,000 would be required; in view of the 
reduced appropriations of recent years, it was felt that 
at least $125,000 should be requested for 1954 in order 
to make a start on remedying some of the conditions 
which had been postponed during the past four years. 

Preliminary work was engaged in to acquire data, 
locations, assessments, ete., for a contemplated land and 
buildings program at the following sites for new schools: 


The Cow Pasture, Columbia Point; Blackinton-Curtis 
Guild; additions to the James J. Chittick, Dwight, and the 
Curtis Guild Schools. ! 


Each member of the division made over 700 visits at 
the schools in his district, checking on requisitions and 
estimating the cost of the work; visiting the work while 
under construction and making:a final check when work 
was finished. 

All this was done with no increase to the present 
force.

The work involved in transferring equipment and 
furniture from these buildings to other buildings was a 
tremendous task. However, with the opening of school 
in September there was a minimum of inconvenience 
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notwithstanding the fact that this department was 
unable to proceed with the work until the month of 
August, the month that closing orders were finally 
decided upon by the School Committee. 

Although the School Committee had severely reduced 
this department’s budget, and with no provision in the 
reduced budget for this consolidation, it was necessary 
for this department to expend approximately $72,000 to 
complete the work of transfer. 

As of the close of this year, the status of these 20 
closed buildings is undecided. 

Notwithstanding a confused state due to the consoli- 
dation of schools, this division was able to continue to 
some degree its program of painting.

CONCLUSION. 
The year 1953 was the most unusual in the history of 
the department. 
The ‘‘Majority Group” of the Boston School Com- 
mittee, whether knowingly or not, placed so many 
obstacles in the way of the department that its orderly 
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functioning was seriously disrupted. This action pre- 
cluded the accomplishment of much work which had 
been planned to bring many of the school buildings up. 
to acceptable standards as they relate to the sealing of 
exterior walls to eliminate the passage of water, exterior 
and interior painting, modernization of plumbing, heat- 
ing and electrical systems and facilities. 

On July 27, 1953, the School Committee, again the 
‘“Majority Group,’ voted to close twenty (20) school 
buildings without furnishing the Department of School 
Buildings with any specific instructions as to what 
should be done to protect the property and in some 
instances did not inform this department as to whether 
or not certain of the buildings were to be reopened. 

At the request of the Chairman of the Board of Com- 
missioners of School Buildings, a joint meeting with the 
School Committee was held at the Department of School 
Buildings Headquarters on August 6, 1953. This 
meeting consumed several hours of pro and con dis- 
cussion. The final outcome of this meeting was that 
the School Committee after study would furnish 
‘“‘specific requisitions”? for everything to be done. To 
date many formal requisitions have been received from 
Dr. Dennis C. Haley, Superintendent of Public Schools, 
but these were for the transfer of furniture and other 
items from closed schools to other locations. However, 
no specific requisitions have been received as to what 
action is to be taken on the vacant buildings. 

With all of these obstacles placed in the way of the 
Department of School Buildings, the’ department did 
accomplish much needed work other than referred to 
above, although it was very late in the year when 
contracts were executed. 

During the year the Department of School Buildings 
did receive the utmost cooperation from others, and I 
desire at this time to extend most sincere thanks to his 
Honor, Mayor John B. Hynes; Dr. Dennis C. Haley, 
Superintendent of Public Schools; the ‘‘ Minority 
Group” of the Boston School Committee; the Boston 
Finance Commission; and the Board of Commissioners 
of School Buildings.

PREFACE 


A BOSTON LEGEND* 


A year of Boston’s history is lost. We are told by 
Frederick H. Fay, who wrote the chapter on “‘Planning 
for a City,” in the official Memorial History marking 
the city’s 1980 Tercentenary, that in the 250th Anni- 
versary History of 1880 there is no mention of an 
extraordinary prophecy made in 1844. 

With no discourtesy intended to the 1880 historian, 
Justin Winsor, librarian of Harvard College, this does 
seem a strange omission in his massive four-volume 
account of Boston’s past, which presumably laid all 
the years between 1630 and 1880 to rest for all time. 
So, in 1930, Fay ventured to record the missing incident 
of 1844. He introduced, in all too brief a manner, the 
exceptional man who made, in that year, a strange and 
remarkable prophecy about Boston. 

The little that was said, belatedly, in 1930 about this 
man is too little to give us a picture of him; but it is 
enough to intrigue our imagination. We can see him, 
if we will, this tall, lean, native of Fife, Scotland, leaning 
on the rail of a salt-caked vessel as she eases in port, 
perhaps at the foot of State street, on the morning tide, 
of a day in 18438. He hears the topsails snapping, the 
hawsers creaking round the groaning piles, and the 
bos’n roaring to all hands to look spry. There is a 
clatter of carts on cobblestones, zinging of iron rims on 
the anvils, and barrels thumping on the wooden pier. 
There are smells of molasses, fish, and tar. 

This was the busy port of Boston in 18438. Ocean- 
going steamships had come of age only within the past 
five years, since the spectacular voyage of The Great 
Western. The boom days of the ‘‘Clipper Ship,” the 
“China Trade,” and the whining cotton mills were still 
ahead. ‘The first locomotive-drawn train in America 
had chugged from Albany to Schenectady only a dozen 
years before. And in that very May, Morse, who was 
born in Charlestown, had tapped his famous telegram 
in code from Washington to Baltimore. There was no 
thunderhead of Civil War on the horizon, although an

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ominous cloud arising out of the smoke of Alamo in 
1835 hung in the Mexican southwest. Tyler was in 
the White House, and peace, relative peace, was in the 
world. 

Excitedly, foot on land once more, this now-forgotten 
visitor makes his way among sailors and barrels, carts, 
and barking dogs, scurrying porters, rattling drays, up 
State street, past the old State House, and on up to 
the steep of Beacon Hill. He gazes out, half winded, 
half exhilarated by land air and sees the hurry-scurry 
of burgeoning Boston, a city of 97,000 people. He sees 
the pattern of the peninsula and its: environs extend 
beyond his gaze. 

Water, marshes, and tidal flats ooze on every side, 
except where the narrow strip of Boston Neck widens 
again to meet the upland rise of Roxbury and Brookline. 
To the south, the north, and the east lie similar penin- 
sulas, hill crowned above their marshy shores. Beneath 
them flow the waters of the Charles, Neponset, Mystic, 
and their intervening bays. 

The man-made milldam and its cresting road, now 
Beacon street, linking Charles street, at the foot of the 
Common just below him, and Sewall’s Point in distant 
Brookline, has impounded for intended power the tidal 
waters of the Charles’ Back Bay for more than thirty 
years; but the unused bay has become, as he sees it, 

a watery waste =. Nis. generating miasma 
and disease,”’ instead of power. 

The filling of South Cove, underway for ten years, 
has greatly changed that shoreline. Beacon Hill has 
been cut to half its height, its top now tumbled onto 
Charlesbank side; Trimountaine and The Beacon are 
no more. Four bridges lie across the Charles, to Cam- 
bridge and to Charlestown, and two to Dorchester 
Heights, annexed forty years earlier as South Boston. 

Above the water and the marshes rise the ancient 
landmarks of the harbor pilots; treeless now, but still 
unpeopled and unbuilt, they contemplate the harbor; 
Breed’s Hill, Noddle’s Hill, Dorchester Heights, Fort 
Hill, Copp’s Hill, and the rest. Between them roll 
Great Cove, West Cove, North Cove, and Back Bay. 
Ten years before, Noddle’s Island, later to become Hast 
Boston, held one lonely farm, now 600 people dwell 
there. Turning, there is the low-lying Chelsea, the 
already packed living space of Charlestown, and the 
rolling reaches of Somerville and Cambridge. 
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Many had seen this panorama before this stranger 
from Scotland stood on his vantage point that morning 
of 1848. But this man saw in his sweep more than 
Boston, he saw more than streets, and marshes, and 
bays. He saw a city maturing —a metropolis in 
growth — he saw the future metropolitan Boston. 

His name was Robert Fleming Gourlay, who wrote, 
so far as known, the first conscious and comprehensive 
plan for the City of Boston. As the months of his stay 
in Boston went by, he wandered, observed, studied, 
and wrote. With -his far-seeing eyes, he took in the 
people, the buildings, the commerce, the streets, and 
the shores. He climbed the thinly populated hills. 
He made maps, sketches, notes, and plans. 

Robert Gourlay wrote with unmistakable precision: 
“The capital of Massachusetts and New England 
already stands pre-eminent on the roll of time as the 
Cradle of Liberty; but now that steamship navigation 
and railways are established, it bids fair to become one 
of the largest cities on earth. Boston must speedily be 
the grand landing place from Europe and with railways 
eradiating to every point on the American continent, 
calculations may proceed with certainty.” 

He continued, “‘ During the last twenty years, Boston 
has doubled its population, but now the ratio of increase 
must be greater far. Fifty years hence it will contain 
500,000 souls; and within a century a million at least. 
It is important that these assertions should be received 
with confidence; and I shall endeavor to show that there 
is nothing on earth more certain.”’ 

Almost as though he were like a man from legend, 
Gourlay proceeded to lay out routes and tunnels for 
suburban railways, approximately where the Cambridge— 
Dorchester, the North Station—Essex Street, the Boyl- 
ston Street and the Beacon Street subways, built 10 to 70 
years later, still roar today. It was 1854 before the first 
horse car trundled the tracks on a Boston street. 

His strongest certainty was that because “the penin- 
sula is already crowded, and here a want of forethought 
has caused confusion past remedy; (but) there is a field 
beyond, which may be planned out and built on with 
every advantage,’’ the filling of the Back Bay and other 
marshy wastelands were bound to come. 

“‘Someone besides me,”’ he wrote, ‘‘will see that the 
watery waste (Back Bay) may become the finest site in 
the world for a new town.”

Beginning nearly ten years later, the fill-in of Back 
Bay in time added 570 to Boston’s original 783 acres. 
By 1880, through further fill-in of the ‘‘watery wastes,” 
there were 1,829 acres of usable land within Boston’s 
original boundaries. 

The need for planning street systems for undeveloped 
areas and for drastic action to widen, remake and con- 
struct major through streets in the already developed 
central city commanded much of Gourlay’s most careful 
study. He harassed the Mayor and the Council with 
such messages as this: ‘‘ Already Washington Street is 
crowded to excess and every day we witness inconvenience 
from the noise and collision of carriages, what would it be 
were there a million residents and tens of thousands of 
visitors?’’ [Italics supplied.| A century later we can 
plainly see. 

Gourlay urged widening Congress and Exchange 
streets on the direct route, between the railway sta- 
tions; Harrison avenue to a 70-foot width; a new 70- 
foot street to be cut out, between Federal and State 
streets, and countless more. It was 50 years later, in 
1894, before the first Boston Board of Street Survey 
was formed. 

This man, Robert Gourlay, with an extraordinary ac- 
curacy saw the Boston of the future, and its far-flung 
towns, lakes, forests, hills, valleys, and roads united 
in a great metropolitan system. He considered trans- 
portation; portside and hinterland, center and sur- 
roundings, work place and dwelling place; function and 
need of forests, farm and city; Boston the gateway of 
commerce, the keypoint of livelihood, for all of New 
England. 

He urged that ‘‘the Cradle of Liberty . . . be- 
come the Cradle of Arts and Sciences,”’ promoting good 
housing, commercial opportunities, health, beauty, clean- 
liness, and “‘in all parts, people at work planning build- 
ings, villages and cities . . . that they may forma 
city, surpassing all others either in ancient or modern 
times.”’ His dedication was to the people: ‘‘Let all be 
educated and have equal opportunity.”’ 

Almost eloquently, Gourlay wrote of his dreams for 


Boston. He said, ‘*. . . the many should plan out 
for the many, and the many should stimulate the many 
to do the best for all. . . . But, what am I told, in 
Boston? . . . ‘Qh!’ it is said, ‘nobody cares for 


such matters here; no two people, here, will agree about 
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improving the streets; all, here, are intent on securing 
the almighty dollar ; show them how to get that; and, 
ad 

But immediately he softened his distress by writing, 
“But, this is not the whole truth; the people of Boston 
are not so very selfish, or tardy to move . . . are 
not buildings every day becoming more and more ele- 
gant?—are not pressed brick taking the place of clap- 
boards?—and is not the beautiful granite substituted for 
brick? But, most hopeful of all, is the attention paid to 
the schools—training up the rising generation to orderly 
habits, and the best principles. Look to the school 
houses so handsome, so well planned, so costly.” 

More about Robert Fleming Gourlay, the curious can 
discover for themselves. After a year, he left Marlboro 
House in Boston as suddenly and as little noticed as he 
had arrived, and he left America forever. His brief, but 
precise, legacy of maps and plans collected dust. His 
suggestions, recommendations, ideas were missed, or 
disregarded, even by antiquarian scholars from Harvard. 

Yet, step by step, the development of Boston has un- 
folded in remarkable identity to many of the prophetic 
plans he wrote, but not because he had written them. 

What kind of man is this who deals with the far-off 
future with such astounding accuracy? Why are his 
extraordinary prophecies lost to the people? Was his 
voice but a stray wind from the sea, and when the rolling 
tide turned, did it turn away also, restlessly roaming? 

When a year is lost, may it be found again?

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Extensive construction work continues to present a 
traffic problem in the city, and almost daily special de- 
tours are needed to facilitate the movement of vehicles 
in the downtown section. 

The progress of the work being done by the Common- 
wealth, however, is substantial and, therefore, the incon- 
veniences caused to the public are met with under- 
standing and patience. 

City authorities appreciate the recently adopted policy 
of the State Department of Public Works and the Metro- 
politan District Commission by which our engineers are 
kept informed in detail regarding the progress of work 
and plans for extensions within the city limits. This 
has enabled the city to meet its particular problems more 
satisfactorily and in some cases has enabled city engineers 
to make suggestions beneficial to the public interest. 

It should be noted here also that the Police Depart- 
ment deserves special praise for the way in which emer- 
gency traffic conditions are met with promptness and 
efficiency, and, further, it should be recorded here that 
the enforcement of our regulations by the Police Depart- 
ment deserves special commendation. 

It should be realized that we do not have a towing law 
in Boston, and that fines for traffic violations are so low 
that the results of police enforcement are not always 
apparent. In many places where cars are parked in 
violation of traffic laws the public does not realize that 
the vehicles have been tagged and that the owners prefer 
to pay the small fines rather than to seek an off-street 
parking space. Three hundred and twenty-three thou- 
sand cars were tagged in 1953, 11,550 more than in 1952. 
An average parking fine of $1.49 was paid by 32,952 
parking violators in court. 

In January a forward step in meeting the traffic 
problems of our city was taken when his Honor the 
Mayor appointed a Citizens’ Traffic Committee. Mem- 
bership on that committee consists of representatives of 
various industries, including taxicab operators, trucking 
interests, banks, real estate agencies, retail stores, and 
transit companies. The names and affiliations of mem- 
bers will be found elsewhere in this report. The com- 
mittee met regularly for the purpose of making special 
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regulations for the enhancement of the free flow of 
traffic and, working in close harmony with the Traffic 
Commission, gained a comprehensive understanding of 
our problems which will, in the near future, result in 
beneficial new regulations and legislation. 

The faithful attendance of members at the Boston 
Traffic Commission meetings and the cooperative efforts 
of the various members have resulted in many accom- 
plishments which, while not spectacular, are testimonials 
to the efficiency of our present organization. 

The coordination of activities of the Public Works 
Department, Park Department, Street Laying-Out 
Department, and Police Department with the work of 
the Traffic Commission has expedited many projects 
which have proved beneficial to the public. Such proj- 
ects as cutting back corners at intersections, street 
widenings, installation of additional islands, and other 
such activities are being done annually without any 
special publicity, and the over-all benefits from such 
activities have been substantial. 

Some of the activities of our commission during the 
year 1958 are as follows: 

1. ‘Twenty-one meetings of the commission were held during 
1953. 

2. Asa result of a survey of accident reports, traffic hights 
in the downtown section are now kept in operation until 1 A.M., 
where formerly they were placed on a flashing basis at 12 
midnight. 

3. Representatives of the Traffic Commission visited the 
City of Philadelphia to observe the all-day parking ban which 
had been widely publicized as effective in that city. The plan 
was not adopted for the City of Boston, due to the fact that 
while Philadelphia has a sufficient number of off-street parking 
spaces in the downtown section, it was found that Boston did 
not have a sufficient number of spaces to accommodate vehicles 
in its downtown area. 

4. Emergency regulations to facilitate snow removal were 
adopted in January, 1953. 

5. An appropriation of $100,000 for signal hght installation 
for 20 locations was received in February of 1953. Nineteen 
signals were placed in operation during 1953; 16 of which were 
from the 1952 appropriation and 3 from the 1953 appropriation. 

6. The Board of Recreation of the City of Boston acquired 
authority by transfer from the School Committee for establish- 
ing play streets, subject to the approval of the Boston Traffic 
Commission (chapter 45, section 17A). 

7. The Chairman of the Traffic Commission participated in 
a TV panel in connection with the American Transit Associa- 
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tion Convention in Boston, and, likewise, made reports on 
traffic conditions on various radio stations during the year. 

8. In March the Broadway Bridge was closed, requiring 
extensive detours for a period of approximately eight months. 

9. The Second Annual Memorial Mass for deceased members 
of the department was held in April. 

10. Unit I (downtown) of the traffic lighting system failed 
in April and as a result of this traffic lights in the downtown 
section were out of service for two days. This pointed out the 
need for modernization of our downtown system and his Honor 
the Mayor authorized the Traffic Commission to make plans for 
such modernization as is necessary, indicating that an appro- 
priation would be forthcoming when plans are ready for adop- 
tion. 

11. <A new schedule of fines for traffic violations was estab- 
lished by state legislation in April, as follows: 


Downtown area: Ist offence—$1 00 
2d offence— 2 00 
3d offence— 2 00 
4th offence— 2 00 
5th offence— 2 00 
6th, or subsequent offence—set by 
the Justices of the Municipal 
Court with no fine exceeding $15. 


Outside area: Ist offence—Warning 
2d offence—$1 00 
3d offence— 1 00 
4th offence— 1 00 
5th offence— 1 00 
6th, or subsequent offence—$2 00 


12. The Sullivan Square Overpass was opened to traffic in 
June, thus relieving the substantial congestion which for years 
had plagued that area of the city. 

13. The first group of employees of our department com- 
pleted the newly established driver-training course in October. 

14. The Dover Street Bridge was damaged by fire in Octo- 
ber, requiring extensive detour arrangements in conjunction 
with the nearby Broadway Bridge detours. The closing of the 
Broadway Bridge and the Dover Street Bridge simultaneously 
affected traffic in the South End of the city for several months. 

15. In November a parking ban during the hours from 
8 a.m. to 9.30 A.M. was inaugurated as result of recommenda- 
tions by the Citizens’ Traffic Committee. Eight hundred and 
eighty-seven signs were erected enunciating the new regula- 
tions in the downtown section and the regulations were praised 
as an immediate success by the general public. 

16. The closing of the River Street Bridge in Hyde Park 
for repairs, was a factor which adversely affected the local 
traffic to a noticeable degree.

17. The opening of the Forest Hills Overpass relieved con- 
ditions in that area, where detours had been in effect for a 
period of months. 

18. Speed signs, the first in the City of Boston, were erected 
in Centre street, West Roxbury, as a result of surveys made 
by the Traffic Commission and subsequent recommendations 
approved by the State Department of Public Works. 

19. Legislation setting forth new regulations for night park- 
ing were set up by the Commonwealth, adopted on a trial basis 
for a portion of East Boston, and submitted to the State De- 
partment of Public Works for approval. Enactment of the 
regulations did not take place in 1953, due to the fact that the 
necessary approval of the State Department of Public Works 
was not received within the year. 

20. Parking meter revenues for the year totaled $611,- 
681.02, a reduction of approximately one third of 1 per cent 
from the year 1952. The cause of this is principally the loss 
of parking meter locations resulting from the construction 
work of the Central Artery through the downtown section of 
the city. 

21. Fatalities from accidents involved in motor vehicles in 
the City of Boston, totaled 64 for the year 1953, as against 65 


for the year 1952. 
Civil Defense 


A representative of the Boston Traffic Commission 
has attended all pertinent civil defense meetings and 
the department has participated in all pertinent drills 
during 1953. Consulting service in traffic engineering 
has been made available to the Civil Defense Depart- 
ment when required. 

The sign shop prepared and installed 125 ‘“‘Shelter”’ 
signs indicating buildings which have been designated 
as emergency shelters by the Boston Building Depart- 
ment. It likewise provided the M. T. A. with 75 signs 
to be installed in strategic locations throughout their 
transportation system. Existing signs were renewed 
from time to time as weather and wear and tear reduced 
their effectiveness. 

The sign shop also provided display signs for public 
relations purposes when requested by the Civil Defense 
Department. 

The general policy of placing all personnel and all 
equipment at the disposal of the Department of Public 
Works for assignment in a national emergency was con- 
tinued, and all male personnel employed have been 
given the civil defense oath, and have been instructed 
in their emergency duties.

NEW GENERAL REGULATIONS AND CHANGES 
ADAPTED DURING 1953

Article VII, Section 3 (Exclusion of Vehicles in Market 
District), is amended by adding the following: 

On Saturdays, and the day immediately preceding a legal 
holiday, vehicles are excluded from the following street, 
between the hours of 8 A.M. and 11 P.M.:

From Union street to Blackstone street.

Article VI is amended by adding the following new section: 


SECTION 22. SPECIAL SPEED REGULATIONS 
In accordance with the provisions of section 18 of chapter 
90 of the General Laws (Ter. Ed.), as amended by section 2 
of chapter 564 of the Acts of 1948, special speed regulations 
have been established in the following streets:

Article IV, Section 3 (Prohibition of Parking), is amended 
by adding the following new subsection: 


(5) No driver shall stop, stand or park any vehicle in any 
street in the section of downtown Boston hereinafter described 
and bounded, during the hours from 8 a.m. to 9.30 A.M. on 
any day, provided that this regulation shall not apply to 
passenger vehicles stopped temporarily during the actual 
receiving or discharging of passengers nor to commercial 
vehicles stopped for not more than one (1) hour continuously 
while actually loading or unloading materials.

street, thence crossing Cambridge street to Bowdoin square,

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Traffic Signal Division 


In spite of the program for installing many new 
traffic signals each year at hazardous locations, the 
demand for new signals never seems to abate. It 
appears that additional hazardous conditions are con- 
stantly being created by the increase in the engine 
power of automobiles and the resurfacing of many 
miles of roadways resulting in increased speeds. Con- 
sequently, in order to cope with this situation, preferen- 
tial consideration is usually given to the installation of 
new signals at the major intersections on principal 
arteries which are being resurfaced. This also includes 
the installation of underground conduit during the 
resurfacing for proposed future signals at other less 
hazardous intersections which may later warrant the 
installation of signals. 


During 1953 this program was carried out on the 
following major arteries which were resurfaced: 


Belgrade avenue, West Roxbury 
Cambridge street, Boston Proper 
Morton street, Dorchester 

South Huntington avenue, Roxbury 
Washington street, West Roxbury 


Considerable attention is given to the improvement 
of existing signals in order to maintain maximum 
operating efficiency. The signals are checked con- 
stantly by our signal inspectors, who make minor 
adjustments and repairs, report any serious trouble to 
the signal maintenance division and who make observa- 
tions and recommendations for improving the efficiency 
of the signals. The latter includes additional traffic 
regulations, roadway painting, new signal posts and 
housings, turning arrows, push-button controllers, ete. 

During 1953 we ordered our first group of three-dial 
controllers for installation in the early part of 1954. 
This type of controller, which has only recently been 
developed and perfected, permits three distinct timing 
programs, any of which may be automatically selected 
by a time switch at predetermined times, to fit the 
trafic demand. Obviously, this is a great improvement 
in traffic signal efficiency. It is our intention to order 
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this type of controller exclusively for all future pre- 
timed signal installations and for replacement of obsolete 
controllers.

Inspection Division 


Trafic congestion in 1953 was intensified by several 
unusual projects. These included new construction or 
resurfacing of the following: Broadway Bridge; Dana 
Avenue Bridge; River Street Bridge; Forest Hills Over- 
pass; Metropolitan District Commission Water Project; 
Pierce Square; Washington Street, West Roxbury; Bab- 
son Street Bridge; West Fourth Street Bridge, and 
various Chapter 90 Street Construction projects. 

The Broadway Bridge situation was complicated by a 
fire on the West Fourth Street Bridge at the same time 
as the Broadway Bridge construction. 

In the case of the River Street and Dana Avenue 
Bridge construction it was necessary to arrange a detour 
approximately 13 miles long to connect a 300-foot dis- 
tance between the residential and business districts of 
Hyde Park. 
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Fitzgerald Highway construction compressed still 
more cars into smaller roadway areas in the critical 
downtown section, necessitating frequent and drastic 
reversions of the existing traffic pattern. 


The construction of approximately 125 new streets 
and the resurfacing of about 75 others required con- 
tinuous supervision. 

In July there was inaugurated in conjunction with 
the Public Works Department a new program to control 
indiscriminate operations and street openings which 
had greatly impeded traffic. This program resulted in 
cooperative efforts between the Boston Traffic Com- 
mission and the Public Works Department and elimi- 
nated much of the hindrance to the flow of vehicular 
traffic, because the Boston Trafic Commission now has 
advance notice of contemplated congestion and can 
take steps to obviate it by instituting new routes and 
detours and posting proper signs. There were 663 such 
applications investigated and approved. The adminis- 
tration of this program was assigned to the Inspection 
Division. 

Under the proposed reorganization plan for city 
departments, the Public Works Commissioner will have 
supervision of coasting areas subject to the Mayor’s 
approval. The Boston Traffic Commission is required 
to furnish signs to the police divisions each winter for 
the regulation of these coasting streets. Two hundred 
and sixty-nine such signs were furnished in 1953 and 
only 76 were recovered in the spring. Plowing, vandal- 
ism, neglect and mishandling combined to effect this 
high mortality rate. To cure this situation it is sug- 
gested that arrangements be made for the Boston 
Traffic Commission to attach coasting signs of a per- 
manent type to poles in winter time and remove them 
in the spring. 

Orders for signs to control traffic flow in 1953 for 
detours in construction areas were approximately 2,000 
in number. 


An analysis of the functions of this division indicates 
that it is becoming less concerned with inspecting 
than with originating new traffic patterns. An in- 
creasing number of situations are regularly arising which 
require at once (a) an appraisal of the difficulty; (6) a 
determination of the means for correcting it; and (c) the 
application of the necessary means to relieve it. 
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Decisions must be made usually on the shortest kind 
of notice. An error in judgment at such times may 
have serious results adverse to publie safety and con- 
venience, but these emergency detours are taken for 
granted. However, persons with the knowledge and 
experience of traffic patterns and their effects daily 
play a large part in the success of traffic movements 
around large areas where construction work is or has 
been in process for a long period of time.

The Planning Section of the Boston Traffie Com- 
mission during 1953 made extensive field surveys and 
numerous layout drawings for roadway changes, which 
involved the narrowing of sidewalks, cutting back 
corners at intersections, and the installation of various 
traffic islands in the roadways. New installations of all 
traffic signal ights; and changes in the timing of previ- 
ously installed traffic lights; and the necessary revisions, 
are all planned and _ blueprinted by this division. 
Details of channelizing of traffic at congested inter- 
sections, diagram-making for stop-sign determinations, 
and detailed layouts of all parking meters throughout 
the city are designed by this division along with the 
blueprints of our complete roadway painting program.

Parking Meters Division 


During the year 1953 additional parking meters 
were added in the Egleston Square district of Roxbury 
and in the new City of Boston parking area in Roslindale 
square, West Roxbury. However, these new _ in- 
stallations were offset by the removal of many more 
parking meters in areas bounding the new John F. 
Fitzgerald Highway which is still under construction.

Signa Shen and Spray-Painting ing Diuision 


Throughout the city 2,702 new signs of varied types 
as shown in the chart below were installed by this 
department while 4,338 signs either damaged or corroded 
from the weather were replaced. Eight thousand 
seven hundred and forty-seven sign plates were washed, 
primed and sprayed in the maintenance of over 26,000 
traffic signs throughout the city.

The Boston Traffic Commission annually maintains 
a roadway-painting program which begins in April 
and continues until November. One hundred and 
seventy-nine clear days during this period allowed 
paint crews to complete 223.5 linear miles of roadway 
painting which includes crosswalks, center lines, lane 
lines, parking meter lines, ‘‘Slow”’ signs, ‘‘Stop”’ signs, 
and “Stop” lines, loading zones, safety zones, curbs, 
and other type painting. Two thousand nine hundred 
and forty-nine gallons of paint were consumed to keep 
Boston’s roadways clearly marked.

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Safely Education Division 


Safety on the streets of our city, for the benefit of 
both the driving public and pedestrians, has always 
maintained top priority among the various functions of 
the Boston Traffic Commission. Our roadway painting 
program, installations of traffic signals and traffic signs, 
the many surveys made by our investigators and 
engineers of particular traffic problems, are all accom- 
plished with the mutual ultimate goal in mind — public 
safety and convenience. 


As a result of the combined efforts of all divisions of 
the Traffic Commission, the City of Boston gained 
national recognition in a pedestrian protection contest 
sponsored by the American Automobile Association 
involving most cities and towns throughout the country. 
Formal presentation of the bronze plaque will be made 
to the Mayor, by Registrar of Motor Vehicles Rudolph 
King, and representatives of the American Automobile 
Association, at a later date in 1954. 


The national average of motor vehicle fatalities among 
cities with a population of from 750,000 to 1,000,000 for 
1953 was 10.4 fatalities for each 100,000 population. 


The City of Boston’s average for 1953 was 8.0 per 
100,000 population with 64 fatal accidents in a resident 
population of 817,000 (state census 1953). 


A summary and analysis of motor vehicle accidents 
which occurred in the City of Boston during the year 
1953, and which involved personal injuries or fatalities, 
and in accordance with accident reports, submitted to 
the Traffic Commission by the Boston Police Depart- 
ment, follows. 


A total of 64 persons were killed in motor vehicle 
accidents in 1953 as compared to 65 killed in. 1952. 
Forty-eight or 75 per cent of this total were pedestrians, 
of whom 42 were adults and 6 were children; 11 were 
occupants; and 5 were operators. 


Among those killed were two boys, six and eight years 
old, stealing a ride on a Metropolitan Transit Authority 
bus; taxicabs killed 2 pedestrians; and heavy trucks 
were responsible for 10 pedestrians killed. Hit and run 
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drivers caused 10 fatalities and 6 of these drivers were 
subsequently apprehended by Boston Police investiga- 
tors and later prosecuted. Sixteen fatalities (25 per 
cent) involved vehicles with Massachusetts registrations 
outside the City of Boston, while 3 involved out-of-state 
ears. Drunken drivers caused 6 fatalities and 5 of the 
6 drivers involved were under 25 years of age. 

Fifty-three of the persons killed were adults as against 
11 minors. Of the 53 adults killed, 42 were pedestrians, 
S were occupants, and 3 were operators. Of the 11 
minors killed, 6 were pedestrians, 3 were occupants, and 
2 were operators. 

Of 2,627 accidents reported by the Police Department 
3,529 persons were injured. 

The ratio of injuries per accident was 1.34 to 1. 

The ratio of injuries to deaths was 55 to 1. 


RADAR SPEED SURVEYS 


The subject of the proper safe speed of motor vehicles 
on the streets and highways of the City of Boston has 
been a matter of controversy on the part of individuals 
responsible for traffic control for many years. Since 
1951, the use of the Radar Speed Meter has become 
more and more prominent in determining this factor. 
The Safety Education Division of the Boston Traffic 
Commission during 1953, with the use of the Radar 
Speed Meter, made such surveys in the following streets: 


Walk Hill street, West Roxbury 
Bennington street, East Boston 
Geneva avenue, Dorchester 
Talbot avenue, Dorchester 


Due to resurfacing of these streets, alleged increased 
speeds resulted in increased accidents including some 
fatalities. 

As the result of the above surveys in which 9,732 
observations of the speeds of motor vehicles were made, 
the proper warning signs were posted at strategic loca- 
tions that motorists and pedestrians might be warned 
as to the existing dangers.

PARKING, a major problem in every large city today, 
again in 1953 proved a dilemma in the city’s desperate 
efforts to accommodate the demands of the motoring 
public. Hundreds of available metered parking spaces 
were necessarily removed in areas adjacent to the con- 
struction of the Central Artery superstructure. This 
last, however, was augmented by the opening of the new 
600-car parking facility opened in Post Office square. 

As construction progresses on the Fitzgerald Express- 
way the need for additional parking facilities, especially 
in areas close to the ON and Orr Ramps, becomes more 
and more apparent. Since it is assumed that 85 per cent 
of the estimated 80,000 daily users of this limited access 
expressway, or 68,000 vehicles, will be literally unloaded 
in the inner cordon of our city; unless available space 
can be found to park such vehicles, then the very purpose 
of the construction of the high-speed elevated express- 
way, the most expensive highway in the world, shall 
have been defeated. Plans for parking many thousands 
of cars are already on the drawing boards of the Real 
Property Department of the City of Boston.* 

Several lists of existing public garages and parking 
lots in the downtown area are here presented, along 
with capacities of Metropolitan Transit Authority 
fringe parking lots, as a readily accessible public record 
for reference by the many agencies currently interested 
in this subject.*

Various members of the committee have held 
numerous conferences with members of the Legislature and 
officials of the City of Boston, the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission, the Metropolitan Transit Authority, and the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public Works. The committee has 
had the wholehearted cooperation and help of the Traffic 
Commissioner, Mr. William Arthur Reilly, and his staff, as 
well as that of the Police Commissioner, Mr. Thomas F. 
Sullivan, and his staff. 

Our attention has been directed primarily at the congestion 
in the downtown section of the city because all studies indicate 
that this is the critical area. We have also considered the 
principal ways by which the citizens of Boston and the sur- 
rounding communities reach it. However, consideration of 
the outlying sections would have required more time than was 
available to us. 

It has been a pleasure to serve on fee committee. The 
undersigned members will feel sufficiently rewarded for their 
time if this report contributes to reducing the congestion which 
has a strangle hold on Boston economy.

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Your committee represents many diverse community in- 
terests, but we find ourselves in complete agreement that no 
single course of action can by itself lick the problem. We 
hold the considered opinion that the basic solution lies in a 
program of 100,000 additional off-street parking facilities, 
both within the downtown area and at or connected with mass 
transportation terminals. Other avenues of solution le in 
highway improvements, better enforcement of existing parking 
regulations, new parking regulations, pedestrian control, and 
various legislative and administrative measures. 

Our report contains 36 specific recommendations, of which 
23, requiring little or no expenditures, can be taken immediately 
to provide speedy relief through better utilization of existing 
facilities. 

We have carefully considered Boston’s traffic problems during 
the past six months. We have consulted with the heads of 
many city and state departments; we have heard the considered 
views of many informed students of the traffic problem; and 
we have studied the actions of other communities and the 
recommendations of traffic engineers. 

There can be no doubt that Boston’s problem is acutely 
serious in terms of direct and indirect loss amounting to tens 
of millions of dollars annually to individuals and business 
firms. Even more important, the registration of motor vehicles 
is rising about 5 per cent each year. Intolerable as existing 
conditions are, the future looks worse unless concerted action 
is taken. 

In recent years, many excellent plans have been made at 
city and state levels. However, since the initial impetus was 
given to the Master Highway Plan of 1948, we are not aware 
of any attempts, up to the formation of this committee, to 
bring together the thinking of the many public agencies and 
business interests, which is necessary to obtain coordinated 
action. 

We wish to emphasize the indisputable fact that the traffic 
problem of downtown Boston is the problem of Metropolitan 
Boston. If the downtown district is allowed to deteriorate 
and stagnate, the economic damage will be felt by all com- 
munities which it serves. 

So complex is the problem and so sharply conflicting are 
the interests of different groups that no step toward improve- 
ment can be put into effect without inconvenience or injury 
to some groups. If the opposition of these groups is going to 
be permitted to block any improvements which are designed 
for the public benefit, then the objective of solution of Boston’s 
traffic problem is unattainable. This has been the situation 
too often in the past. We believe strongly that the traffic 
problem has become so acute that no single group or public 
agency should any longer be permitted to veto suggestions 
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for solving the problem which are supported by a majority 
of the interested parties and which are designed for the greatest 
good of the greatest number. 

Inertia and aversion to change have been equally potent 
enemies of improvement in Boston’s traffic conditions. Hence 
we urge that the groups represented in this study press actively 
for adoption of these recommendations and that the public 
agencies give sympathetic consideration to them. 

Prior experience with many traffic innovations has proved 
that initial opposition to them was unjustified and that in 
actual operation they proved successful. Certain recommenda- 
tions in this report are capable of experimental trial periods. 
We urge that none of these recommendations be discarded 
until they have been given a fair trial. 

In order to focus attention on our specific findings and rec- 
ommendations, we summarize them below, divided into five 
main headings. 


I. Pusitic TRANSPORTATION AND FRINGE PARKING 


1. Because the problem is concerned primarily with mass 
movement, and accommodation of people downtown, we recom- 
mend the fullest possible exploitation of the excellent passenger 
transportation services into and out of downtown Boston 
operated by the M.T.A., bus lines, and the commuting lines of 
the railroads, by greatly increasing fringe parking facilities at 
both M.T.A. terminals and railroad stations. We believe that 
the facilities at these locations must be relied upon to furnish 
the major part of the ultimate goal of total accommodations 
for 100,000 cars. | 

We mention as an example the increased services provided 
to South Shore communities by the New Haven Railroad 
through the addition of 73 commuting trains and expansion 
of parking facilities at its stations. The vast new parking space 
for commuters at its Route 128 station is an especially striking 
development. 

We urge the M.T.A. Trustees and other transportation 
officials to enlarge their programs and expedite their work of 
planning and installing these facilities in order that their con- 
tribution toward the specified goal may be accomplished as 
speedily as possible. 

2. Most of these spaces can and should be installed at 
existing stations, but the program should not stop there. Until 
rapid transit facilities can be extended to the areas of potential 
demand, we recommend that fringe parking facilities also be 
provided adjacent to major highways in the suburban area and 
fast express shuttle bus service be established between them 
and rapid transit terminals. 

3. In the light of commuters’ acceptance of the new Route 
128 station of the New Haven Railroad, we recommend that 
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the Governor bring together the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission, the Massachusetts Turnpike Authority, and other 
abutters to the Boston & Albany Railroad Station at River- 
side, to consider establishment of a similar parking facility 
there. 


IJ. Downrown OFF-STREET PARKING 


Because there are, and will be in the foreseeable future, 
legitimate motor vehicle uses in transporting persons through 
and out of the downtown district, adequate off-street parking 
facilities must be provided within the district, in order to leave 
the streets free as possible to meet the needs of moving traffic. 

We note the progress and execution of the program of the 
Board of Real Estate Commissioners for downtown off-street 
parking facilities under the statutory $10,000,000-loan authori- 
zation. 

1. We recommend that the Board accelerate the project 
for a new parking facility at St. James avenue and Berkeley 
street in the Back Bay. 

2. It is increasingly apparent that the present scope of the 
off-street parking program for downtown Boston is considerably 
less ambitious than the facilities being provided by the Central 
Artery, which alone is expected to handle 130,000 cars per day 
by 1970. Therefore, we recommend that a downtown off-street 
parking program be substantially increased. We further recom- 
mend that the Mayor and the Board consult with the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, the Metropolitan District Commission, 
and the M.T.A. and other transit lines, and set up revised goals 
for off-street parking facilities. 

3. To make future projects more attractive to private 
bidders, we recommend that the Board ask for amendment of 
the statute so as to permit sales of gasoline, oil, and accessories 
within the premises leased by the Board to operators of the 
facilities. 

4. We recommend that the Board ask for new legislation 
broadening its scope so as to permit it to utilize all available 
space on the state-owned right of way of the Central Artery 
not needed for highway purposes, suitable for additional park- 
ing facilities. 

5. We recommend the most careful consideration of the 
possibility for creating parking spaces by decking over, or 
tunneling under, the tracks at South Station. This location 
would afford space for parking many thousands of cars with 
access by ramp directly onto the Central Artery, without adding 
any congestion to streets of the downtown district. 

6. To avoid continuing delay and to obtain early action, 
we recommend that the plans for the Boston Common garage 
be re-examined to see if they can be so revised as to provide an 
adequate number of parking spaces at reasonable cost under 
the existing or amended statutes. - 
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III. CrntTrRaAL ARTERY AND HIGHWAYS 


Vitally important to Boston traffic is improving the flow 
into and out of the downtown area where most automobile 
traffic originates or terminates. A key factor is completion of 
the Central Artery. We understand that work on the Central 
Artery, from the Mystic River Bridge to Haymarket square, is 
proceeding on schedule under existing contracts. But we do 
recommend that the Public Works Department of Massa- 
chusetts consider whether any part of the structure can be- 
opened prior to what we now understand is the target date for 
completion of the whole project, September, 1954. For ex- 
ample: Some immediate relief might be provided if either the 
portion from the bridge to the ramps at North Station or that 
section leading across the Boston & Maine tracks to Storrow 
Drive could be used before completion of the section to Hay- 
market square. | 

We recommend that eviction proceedings be instituted im- 
mediately, if necessary, to assure prompt vacancy and demoli- 
tion of the remaining obstacles to completing the section from 
Haymarket to Fort Hill square. 

We urge the earliest possible decision on the route of, and 
establishing a timetable for, building the portion of the Central 
Artery running from Fort Hill square to the vicinity of South- 
ampton street. Some variation of the suggestion to tunnel 
from the vicinity of High and Congress streets to Kneeland 
street appears to us to offer the least harmful compromise 
between the somewhat conflicting factors of ideal access to 
the area of maximum traffic demand, of minimum land takings, 
of least harm to the smallest number of businesses, and of 
minimum construction costs. 

The roadbed of the Midland Division of the New Haven 
Railroad appears to offer an inexpensive route that could be 
constructed quickly for funneling traffic from the downtown 
area to the southwest. It has some limitations of width 
which can be corrected much more economically than by 
constructing a new road. We recommend that the Governor 
call a meeting of city, county, and state officials to reach 
agreement on how best to use this logical route. 

We note with enthusiasm the plans of the Metropolitan 
District Commission to widen the Old Colony Boulevard, 
which should provide immediate relief to traffic proceeding in 
a southeasterly direction and tie in well with the plans recently 
announced by the State Department of Public Works for the 
Southeast Expressway. We also note with enthusiasm many 
other plans, including those for easing congestion along 
Soldiers Field road and the Revere Beach Parkway. We are 
concerned that the area to the west of downtown Boston 
contains many bottlenecks before traffic reaches the very 
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heavily traveled Routes 9 and 20. While we are confident 
that the existing agencies of the state, the Metropolitan 
District, and city have had competent advice in arriving at 
the various road programs, our committee has had difficulty 
in comprehending the extent of the programs contemplated 
by these departments as well as the county road programs 
developed under chapter 90. We consider that close co- 
ordination of state, county, and Metropolitan District bodies 
with agencies of the city seems very important. 

Therefore, we recommend that the Governor call an early 
meeting of the heads of the various agencies of the city, 
county, Metropolitan District, and state concerned with 
traffic to set forth on one combined plan the exact extent of 
road programs now under way and the scheduled dates of 
their completion in order to provide all the citizens of the 
community a clear picture of how adequately plans are being 
made to take care of their welfare. 


IV. RECOMMENDATIONS REQUIRING LEGISLATION 
1. For improved enforcement of existing parking regulations, 
so as to reduce the congestion, the hazards, and the inequities 
caused by the existing nonobservance of these regulations, we 
recommend: 


(a) That the Mayor petition for enactment of a “towing 
law,’ which would give to the Boston Traffic Commission 
the rule-making authority to empower the Police Depart- 
ment to remove illegally parked cars. 

(b) That a higher schedule of fines for chronic violators 
of the parking regulations be adopted, either by action of 
the justices of the Boston Municipal Court as provided in 
chapter 249, Acts of 1953, or by amendment of that chapter. 


2. To reduce the ever-present hazard of death and injury 
we recommend that the Mayor enlist the support of officials 
of other cities and towns in seeking enactment of a law author- 
izing city and town governments to adopt rules or ordinances 
regulating pedestrian traffic. 

3. We recommend that the M.T.A. Trustees petition the 
Legislature for repeal of chapter 364, Acts of 1950, which bars 
construction of a fringe parking facility at Cedar Grove Station 
in Dorchester. 


(Norr.—Other recommendations involving legislation under the 
heading “Downtown Off-Street Parking”: amendment of the statute so 
as to permit sales of gasoline, oil, and accessories within the premises 
of off-street parking facilities leased to operators by the Board of Real 
Estate Commissioners; and new legislation permitting the same Board to 
utilize space on the state-owned right of way of the Central Artery, not 
needed for highway purposes, for additional parking facilities.) 
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V. RECOMMENDATIONS REQUIRING ADMINISTRATIVE ACTION 


1. That the complete support of all public agencies and 
business and civic groups be enlisted for an intensive drive 
by the Boston Police Department to obtain strict compliance 
with existing parking regulations, especially those prohibiting 
parking on heavily-traveled downtown streets. 

2. That the Boston Traffic Commission adopt the following 
amendments of its traffic regulations: 


(a) Prohibition of the backing of trucks against the 
curbs of these streets: Beach Street, from Atlantic avenue to 
Albany street, 4 to 6 p.m.; Broad Street, from Milk street to 
Atlantic avenue, 7 A.M. to 6 p.m.; Merchants Row, from 
South Market street to State street, 7 a.m. to 6 p.m.; South 
Street, from Summer street to Kneeland street, 4 to 6 P.M.; 
and Washington Street North, from Haymarket square to 
Keaney square, 4 to 6 P.M. 

(b) Prohibition of the parking of passenger cars on all 
streets in the downtown district from 8 to 9.30 A.M. 

(c) Increase the scale of parking meter fees in the down- 
town district, to promote more frequent use by more shoppers. 


3. That the Mayor and appropriate city officials confer 
with downtown hotel interests for the purpose of eliminating 
the congestion now existing at their entrances; and also that 
they confer with federal, state, county, and city officials for 
the purpose of bringing the parking of motor vehicles on official 
business into conformity with existing regulations applying 
to private operators. 

4. That the city government provide an alternate and more 
suitable playground for the Sullivan Square, Charlestown, 
playground, in order to release the latter for acquisition and 
use as an M.T.A. fringe parking facility. 

5. That the Governor be requested to arrange a conference 
between M.T.A. Trustees and appropriate state officials for 
the purpose of speedy removal of all legal and administrative 
obstacles to enlargement of the M.T.A. fringe parking facility 
at Day square, East Boston. 

6. That the Mayor direct the Board of Street Commissioners 
to construct a public way so as to provide better access between 
the projected enlargement of the M. T.A. fringe parking facility 
at Forest Hills Station and main arteries of travel. 

7. That the City Planning Board report to the Mayor on 
the feasibility of an effort to obtain an amendment of the Boston 
zoning law to require owners of newly constructed commercial 
buildings to provide loading bays and off-street parking facili- 
ties wherever possible, in conjunction with the structures. 

8. That the Police Department, with the assistance of the 
Boston Traffic Commission and taxicab owners, revise the 
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locations of taxicab stands in the downtown district, after 
suitable study of changed conditions which have occurred since 
their original designation. 

9. That the Mayor invite appropriate state and metro- 
politan officials to confer with him and U. 8. Army Engineers 
on the entire subject of drawbridge openings on main arteries 
in Boston and the Metropolitan District, for the purpose of 
revising existing local regulations so as to eliminate non- 
emergency openings during peak traffic hours, between 8 and 
10 a.m. and 4 to 6 p.m. 

10. That the Boston Traffic Commission expedite the flow 
of traffic in the downtown district by providing more modern 
and flexible timing devices on its signal light systems. 

11. That the Boston Traffic Commission investigate the 
entire one-way street system in downtown Boston for the pur- 
pose of anticipating the changes in traffic flow certain to occur 
as a result of the opening of the Central Artery and other high- 
way improvements. 

12. That the Mayor petition the Metropolitan District 
Commission to permit use of Veterans of Foreign Wars Park- 
way as an all-purpose roadway from La Grange street, West 
Roxbury, to the Boston-Dedham line. 

13. That the Boston Traffic Commission conduct a new 
cordon count of the number of persons entering and leaving 
the downtown district by various modes of transportation, and 
also conduct a survey of all off-street parking capacities and 
their use in the downtown district and at terminal parking 
facilities of the M.T.A. and railroads within the commuting 
area, in order that a better factual knowledge may be obtained 
of the present dimensions of the problem and its significant 
trends. 

14. That the Boston School Department establish a com- 
prehensive program of driver training in its system. 

15. That the Mayor appoint a special committee that will 
make use of the experience and resources of existing business 
organizations and public agencies to conduct a large-scale 
program giving continuous publicity to the many attractions 
and special events that are available only in the downtown 
district. 

16. That a successor to this committee be appointed as a 
permanent advisory group to the Mayor, the Boston Traffic 
Commission, and the Boston Police Department, on the con- 
tinuous problems relating to traffic and transportation in Boston. 
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[CHap. 263.| 


AN ACT ESTABLISHING THE BOSTON TRAFFIC COMMISSION AND 
DEFINING ITS POWERS AND DUTIES. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTIon 1. There is hereby established in the city of 
Boston, hereinafter referred to as the city, a commission to 
consist of a commissioner and four associate commissioners 
and to be known as the Boston Traffic Commission, herein- 
after referred to as the commission. The commissioner, who 
shall be chairman of the commission, shall be appointed by 
the mayor of the city, shall serve for a term of four years 
and until the qualification of his successor, shall be subject 
to the confirmation of the civil service commission under 
chapter four hundred and eighty-six of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and nine, as amended, shall receive such compen- 
sation as shall be established by the mayor and city council 
of the city and may be removed by the mayor in accordance 
with section fourteen of said chapter four hundred and eighty- 
six. The police commissioner, commissioner of public works, 
the chairman of the park commissioners and the chairman of 
the board of street commissioners, all of the city, shall be, 
ex officiis, the associate commissioners and shall receive no 
compensation for their services as such associate commis- 
sioners; but all the expenses of the commission incurred for 
the purposes of this act shall be paid by the city. For said 
purposes the commission may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws and 
the rules and regulations made thereunder, employ engineers, 
experts, assistants and other officers and employees. All 
statutes and ordinances applicable generally to the depart- 
ments of the city shall apply to the commission, except the 
provisions of section five of said chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six. 

Sect. 2. The commission shall have exclusive authority, 
except as otherwise herein provided, to adopt, amend, alter 
and repeal rules and regulations, not inconsistent with general 
law as modified by this act, relative to vehicular street traffic 
in the city, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, 
highways, roads and parkways, under the control of the city, 
including rules and regulations designating any way or part 
thereof under said control as a through way under and subject 
to the provisions of section nine of chapter eighty-nine of the 
General Laws, as amended, and may prescribe penalties not 
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exceeding fifty dollars for the violation of any rule or regulation 
adopted hereunder. No such rule or regulation, except such 
special rules and regulations as are declared by vote of the com- 
mission to be urgently required by considerations of public 
safety or convenience or such as are of a temporary nature 
and are to be effective for a period of not more than two 
weeks, shall take effect until published for two successive 
weeks in the City Record. Upon petition of twenty-five 
registered voters of the city relative to any rule or regulation 
adopted or proposed to be adopted under this section, the 
commission shall hold a public hearing thereon within thirty 
days after the filing with the commission of such petition, 
and final action thereon shall be determined only by vote of 
a majority of the entire membership of the commission. 


The commission shall have power to erect, make and main- 
tain, or cause to be erected, made and maintained, traffic 
signs, signals, markings and other devices for the control of 
such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the 
public as to rules and regulations adopted hereunder, sub- 
ject, however, to section two of chapter eighty-five, and to 
section eight and nine of said chapter eighty-nine, of the 
General Laws, as amended. Nothing in this act shall be 
construed to authorize the commission to adopt any rule or 
regulation excluding the cars of a street railway company 
from any way or part thereof in which it has a location, or 
to modify or limit any power or authority of the metro- 
politan district commission, of the state department of public 
works or of the state department of public utilities, or any 
power now vested in the said police commissioner to regulate 
street uses under licenses or permits granted by said com- 
missioner. 


Sect. 3. All existing rules and regulations of the board of 
street commissioners, the board of park commissioners, the 
police commissioner, or any other public board, commission 
or Official of the city, relating to the control of vehicular traffic, 
shall remain in full force and effect until amended, revised or 
repealed by the commission under this act, and any amend- 
ment, revision or repeal of such a rule or regulation or the 
adoption of any new rule or regulation by the commission 
shall not affect any act done, any right accrued, any penalty 
incurred, or any suit, prosecution or proceeding pending at 
the time of said amendment, revision, repeal or adoption. 


Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance, 
during the current year, by vote of the city council of the 
city subject to the provisions of its charter, but not other- 
wise; provided, that for the purposes of such acceptance only, 
this act shall take effect upon its passage.

AN ACT PROVIDING FACILITIES FOR THE PARKING OF MOTOR 
VEHICLES NEAR THE STATE HOUSE BY MEMBERS AND OF- 
FICERS OF THE GENERAL COURT. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SecTion 1. The traffic commission of the city of Boston is 
hereby directed to provide in its regulations prohibiting or 
restricting the parking and standing of motor vehicles on 
public ways in said city that they shall not, so far as they 
relate to the easterly side of Hancock street between Mount 
Vernon and Derne streets, the southerly side of Derne street 
between Hancock and Bowdoin streets, and the westerly side 
of Bowdoin street between Mount Vernon and Beacon streets, 
apply to motor vehicles owned or used by members and officers 
of the general court. 

Secr. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

An AcT EMPOWERING THE BOSTON TRAFFIC COMMISSION TO 
COLLECT FEES FOR THE ISSUANCE OF LOADING ZONE PER- 
MITS, SO CALLED. 


Be wt enacted, etc., as follows: 


Chapter two hundred and sixty-three of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and twenty-nine is hereby amended by inserting after 
section two the following new section: —Sxrcrion 2A. Upon 
the issuance by the commission of a permit for a loading zone, 
so called, under the provisions of the preceding section, it shall 
collect a fee computed at the rate of fifty cents for each foot 
of curbing abutting on said zone, but in no event less than ten 
dollars. Such permit shall expire one year from the date of its 
issue, and may be revoked by the commission for a violation 
of any provisions of the rules and regulations relating to such 
zones and made under authority of this act.

An ACT AUTHORIZING THE INSTALLATION AND OPERATION OF 
PARKING METERS IN CITIES AND TOWNS. 
Be it enacted,*etc., as follows: 


SECTION 1. errr: 40 of the General Laws is Bae 
amended by adding after section 22 the following section:— 
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SecTION 22A. Any city or town, for the purpose of enforcing 
its ordinances, by-laws and orders, rules and regulations 
relating to the parking of vehicles on ways within its control 
and subject to the provisions of section two of chapter eighty- 
five, may appropriate money for the acquisition, installation, 
maintenance and operation of parking meters, or by vote 
of the city council or of the town may authorize a board or 
officer to enter into agreement for such acquisition, installation 
or maintenance of parking meters; provided, that the city 
of Boston, for the purpose of enforcing the rules and regulations 
adopted by the Boston Traffic Commission under chapter two 
hundred and sixty-three of the acts of nineteen hundred 
and twenty-nine, may appropriate money for the acquisition, 
installation, maintenance and operation of parking meters, 
or, by vote of the city council of said city, subject to the 
provisions of its charter, may authorize the Boston Traffic 
Commission to enter into agreements for the acquisition, 
installation or maintenance of parking meters. An agree-_ 
ment for the acquisition or installation of parking meters 
may provide that payments thereunder shall be made over 
a period not exceeding five years without appropriation, 
from fees received for the use of such parking meters not- 
withstanding the provisions of section fifty-three of chapter 
forty-four. Such fees shall be established and charged at 
such rates that the revenue therefrom shall not exceed in 
the aggregate the necessary expenses incurred by such city 
or town for the acquisition, installation, maintenance and 
operation of parking meters and the regulation of parking 
and other traffic activities incident thereto. 


Sect. 2. Section 2 of chapter 85 of the General Laws, 
as appearing in the Tercentenary Edition, is hereby amended 
by adding after the word ‘‘device”’ in line 7 and in line 13, 
in each instance, the words:—or parking meters,—so that 
the second and third sentences will read as follows:—No 
such signs, lights, markings, signal systems or devices or parking 
meters shall be erected or maintained on any state highway 
by any authority other than said department except with 
its written approval as to location, shape, size and color thereof 
and except during such time as said approval is in effect. 
No rule, regulation, order, ordinance or by-law of a city or 
town hereafter made or promulgated relative to or in con- 
nection with such signs, lights, markings, signal systems or 
devices or parking meters on any way within its control shall 
take effect until approved in writing by said department or 
be effective after said approval is revoked.

AN ACT RELATIVE TO CERTAIN PARADES, PROCESSIONS, AND 
ORGANIZED FORMATIONS IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. Section 2 of chapter 263 of the acts of 1929, 
as amended by section | of chapter 362 of the acts of 1949, 
is hereby further amended by striking out the first sentence 
and inserting in place thereof the following sentences:— 
For the purpose of conserving the public convenience in the 
use of the streets, ways, highways, roads and parkways 
under the control of the city, the commission shall have ex- 
clusive authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules, 
which shall be reasonable and not repugnant to law, regu- 
lating the time, place and manner of parades, processions, 
and other organized formations of persons or vehicles, other 
than funeral processions and picket lines, in or upon.all or 
any such streets, ways, highways, roads and parkways, and 
prescribing that no person shall take part in any parade, 
procession or other organized formation of persons or ve- 
hicles, other than a funeral procession or a picket line, in or 
upon any such street, way, highway, road or parkway unless 
the commission has granted a permit for such parade, pro- 
cession or formation; provided, however, that no rule pre- 
scribing a permit shall be valid unless it also requires the 
issuance of the permit in all cases except where the time, 
place and manner are not in conformity with rules adopted 
hereunder and except where the permit would conflict as to 
time or place with a permit previously issued; and provided, 
further, that, notwithstanding anything to the contrary in 
chapter two hundred and twenty-two of the acts of nineteen 
hundred and forty-nine, no fee shall be charged for any such 
permit. ‘The commission shall also have exclusive authority, 
except as otherwise herein provided, to adopt, amend, alter 
and repeal rules and regulations, not inconsistent with gen- 
eral law as modified by this act, relative to vehicular street 
traffic in the city, and to the movement, stopping or stand- 
ing of vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, 
ways, highways, roads and parkways, under the control of 
the city, including rules and regulations designating any 
way or part thereof under said control as a through way 
under and subject to the provisions of section nine of chapter 
eighty-nine of the General Laws, as amended. ‘The com- 
mission may prescribe penalties not exceeding fifty dollars 
for the violation of any rule or regulation adopted under 
this section. 
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Sect. 2. On and after the effective date of this act, 
the board of street. commissioners of the city of Boston shall 
have no jurisdiction over parades, processions, and other 
organized formations of persons or vehicles in said city.

CONCERNING FEES FOR LOADING ZONE PERMITS. 


Section 22 of chapter 41 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, 
as most recently amended by chapter 1 of the ordinances of 
1950, is hereby further amended by adding after clause 26 the 
following new clause: 

27. The fee for a permit for a loading zone, so called, issued 
under the provisions of section 2 of chapter 263 of the Acts of 
1929 shall be computed at the rate of one dollar for each foot 
of curbing abutting on said zone, but in no event less than 
twenty dollars.

In compliance with the requirements of the Revised 
Ordinances, I have the honor to submit the annual 
report of the Weights and Measures Department for the 
year 1953. 

In this report I have incorporated an outline of the 
laws under which it functions and an explanation of 
the department’s activities and accomplishments. 


GENERAL DuTIEs. 

The general duties of the sealer and the deputies. are 
set forth in the General Laws of Massachusetts, chapters 
94, 98, and 101. Briefly they state the requirements 
regarding the sealing, adjusting, or condemning of all 
weighing or measuring devices that are used for the 
buying or selling of goods, wares or merchandise, for 
public weighing or for hire or reward. Sealers are also 
authorized to enforce the laws pertaining to the giving 
of false weight or measure; the laws relative to the 
licensing of hawkers, pedlers, and transient vendors; 
the examination of coal as to quality, and the weighing 
of coal offered for sale; the inspection of containers, 
the size, shape, and dimensions, of which are established 
by law; the investigation of complaints and the prose- 
cution of violations when the evidence warrants such 
action. 
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ORGANIZATION. 


Headquarters of the department are located at Room 
105, City Hall Annex, Boston 8, Mass. The office is 
open from 9 to 5 daily, Monday through Friday. The 
telephone number is LA 8-5100, Extension 186 or 187. 
The present force of the department consists of a sealer, 
a chief deputy sealer, 14 deputy sealers, a coal inspector, 
and a clerk. 


ENFORCEMENT OF THE HAWKER AND PEDLER LAWS. 


The department is charged with the enforcement of 
all laws relative to the above class of dealers. Licenses 
and permits are issued by the office of the Health 
Commissioner of the City of Boston and the Director 
of Standards, at Room 194, State House, Boston.

REWEIGHING OPERATIONS. 


Regardless of the excellent condition that weighing 
and measuring devices are left in after testing and 
sealing by the department, and the effort of the members 
of the department in educating owners and users of the 
equipment in their duty to the purchasing public, the 
proof that conditions are as they should be — that 
equity does prevail in all transactions —- may only be 
found by frequent inspection of the method of use of 
the equipment after sealing. 


The purpose of reweighing is to see that full weight 
or measure is being received; that allowances are being 
made for wrappers and containers; that marking require- 
ments are being observed and, in general, whether or 
not there is any misrepresentation of the quantity 
delivered. That the department realizes the value of 
proper supervision in this branch of the work becomes 
apparent from the examination of the following table 
outlining the work performed:

CoMPLAINTS AND PROSECUTIONS. 


During the year 46 complaints were filed with the 
department, each one of which was carefully investigated 
and a formal report of the results obtained submitted

CONCLUSION. 


Most everyone is familiar with the work of the Police 
Department that is maintained to protect our civil 
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rights, the Fire Department that protects our property, 
and the Health Department that protects the health 
of the residents of our city. 

The work of this department is not so well known; 
our job is to protect the pocketbook of the public, the 
source of supply that pays for all of the above-mentioned 
services by our city. 

As I have stated before in this report the actual cost 
of operation of the department was $89,831.36. If the 
department could deduct the amount collected. as fees 
for work performed, license fees collected by the City 
Collector, and the amount collected as fines, the total 
would amount to $33,894.35. Subtracting this amount 
from the cost of operation we then find the actual cost 
to the taxpayers to be $55,937.01. The last Federal 
Census gave approximately 800,000 persons as the 
population of our city. If we divide the net cost of the 
department by the population we arrive at a figure of 
7 cents per person to operate this department for 1953. 

If by our work of adjusting equipment and the 
removal from service of equipment that would, if 
allowed to continue in service, result in short weight or 
measure to consumers, and because of our efforts con- 
sumers receive five pounds of coal in the delivery of a 
ton, one quart additional in the sale of each 10 gallons 
of gasolene, or one ounce in the sale of a 6-pound roast, 
the department will have returned to the purchaser 
the cost of maintaining the department for 1953. Every 
additional purchase made by each consumer during 
the year will have resulted in additional savings. 

The results accomplished during the past year have 
been due to the coordinated efforts on the part of the 
employees in carrying out the duties assigned them, 
to the cooperation of the merchants and the public in 
general, his Honor Mayor Hynes, the Director of 
Standards and his inspectors, and to all other agencies 
who in any way extended aid to the department during 
the past year, the Sealer extends his sincere thanks.

ORGANIZATION AND OPERATION OF THE Boston Boarp or RECREATION 


The seven members of the Board serve without remuneration, but are 
empowered by the Act to employ such persons in such positions as may be 
necessary to carry out the duties of the Board. 

These duties and powers are as follows: 

To appoint a Superintendent. 

To hire necessary employees. 

To study recreation needs of the city and formulate plans for ade- 
quately distributed, coordinated, and diversified recreational services. 

To encourage establishment of voluntary committees to advise and 
cooperate with the Board with respect to the operation and super- 
vision of neighborhood play areas. 

To submit recommendations to any licensing authority. 

To consult from time to time with any city department or agency 
empowered to provide recreational services or having jurisdiction 
over premises and facilities which may be used for recreation in relation 
to recreational services or premises and facilities provided by such 
departments and in relation to recreational services formulated by 
the Board. 

To receive from such city departments or agencies from time to 
time the management of such recreational services or the use of the 
premises and facilities under the control of said departments or agencies, 
arene with such personnel as might be transferred. 

oapreoe and conduct recreational activities and supervise recre- 
ational premises and facilities delegated or made available to it by 
other city departments. 

To cooperate with and promote by advice, suggestion, and otherwise 
such voluntary or amateur organizations for recreation, entertainment, 
or mutual improvement as shall meet its approval. 

To acquire and utilize recreational supplies and equipment and 
other supplies and equipment necessary for the conduct of its work. 

To report annually to the Mayor its activities during the preceding 
year, making such recommendations for the development of play- 
grounds and recreational facilities, including additions thereto, as it 
may deem advisable. 
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WINTER SPORTS 


SKATING 


An unusually warm winter — attended by a con- 
siderable amount of snow — gave Boston children in 
1953 very few days of skating. From our records, it is 
determined that there were 31 skating days last winter 
in at least some of the park areas in the city. Some of 
the districts close to the water’s edge probably had less 
than 31 days, but the inland districts, at least, enjoyed 
this number of skating days. 

An instance of extensive skating, however, was found 
outside of Boston on a pond of the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission, sheltered by high trees from the heat 
of the sun. 

In looking to the future, therefore, the Boston Board 
of Recreation has kept alive in its thinking the following 
possibility : 


A floor of refrigerating pipes for artificially freezing 
ice — to cover an area as big as a football field — 
ean still be had if the city is prepared to spend 
$100,000 or more. 

The Board substantially repeats its recommendations 
of last year, that: 

1. All ice surfaces be kept cleared of snow by 
proper manual or mechanized equipment furnished to 
participants or operated by Park Department per- 
sonnel. 

2. Fields be flooded to an adequate depth in order 
to provide a proper chance to freeze for an adequate 
surface and thickness of ice. ) 

3. Hockey rinks be built, particularly for school- 
boy hockey, on the following areas: White Stadium, 
Columbus Field in South Boston, one end of the play 
field in the Fens, Chandler’s Pond in Brighton, and 
Smith Pond in Hyde Park. 

4. Music and bonfires be provided at the edges of 
the ponds. 


OutTpooR BASKETBALL 


We are informed that in 1947 there were 50 sets of 
basketball hoops purchased for outdoor basketball, and 
these were installed in the various playgrounds through- 
out the city. We feel that, wherever it is possible, 
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outdoor basketball standards should be erected and 
lights for their use after dark provided. This, we feel, 
can be done relatively inexpensively. 


SKIING AND SNOW SPORTS 


There is a toboggan chute at the George Wright Golf 
Course, and the natural slopes there and in Franklin 
Park and Olmsted Park, Jamaica Plain, are available 
when there is snow for tobogganing and skiing. ‘The 
MDC maintains a ski slope in the Blue Hills, and at 
Mt. Hood in Melrose there are skiing facilities which, 
we think, in view of the limited time in which such an 
area may be used and of the cost involved, are adequate 
for the needs of the city. 

Consideration has been given to the advisability of 
using, as a feature of the winter recreational program, 
artificial winter surfacing equipment. 

The Blizzard Snow System (a Larchmont product, 
Larchmont Farms, Lexington, Mass.) is designed to 
cover a ski area in the same manner as one would irrigate 
the area. It consists of two lines of tubing with special 
couplings up the side of the hill. These are called the 
main lines. From the main lines are run laterals on 
and across the slope. On the laterals are placed the 
rotating snow nozzles which produce and distribute the 
snow. 

Since certain pressures have to,be maintained and 
since each ski slope differs, it is necessary that an ‘‘on- 
the-job survey”’ be obtained. This will determine the 
cost of the installation. 

As many improvements in the nozzles are being de- 
veloped each year, the nozzles are not sold. They are 
leased at a reasonable price. At the end of each season 
all nozzles are returned to the company for recondition- 
ing and servicing free of charge — the ski area to pay 
the transportation. This is done so that the system’s 
operation will be efficient. ‘The company also reserves 
the right to make improvements in the nozzles at no 
cost to the operators and deliver the improved nozzles. 

A coloring injector may be purchased, at extra cost, 
and also the coloring ingredients. 


FEATURES OF SNOW—MakInG MECHANISM 


Heaters — protect nozzles from freezing, complete within its 
own chamber. 

Rotary Distributing Head — gives uniform coverage; can be 
controlled from main line master valves for wet or dry snow. 
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Mixing Chamber — speeds up moving of laterals.

Guarantee 
The Larchmont Company guarantees that at 27 degrees or 
under one line of five nozzles will cover 2,000 square feet of area 
with 1 inch of snow per hour. 


Surveying Service 
The company offers surveying service by its corps of engineers 
for any group interested in the snow-making system. Charges 
for the survey will be deducted from price if machine is pur- 


chased.

MUvNICIPAL OPERATING PERSONNEL 


The following personnel would be necessary to operate 
the snow-making machine:

The manpower needed to operate the snow machine 
should be city personnel, as this is the cheapest method. 
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The Larchmont Engineering Company will instruct the 
personnel on the operation of the equipment should it be 
purchased.

There are many reasons why this Board thinks a snow 
machine should not be purchased by the City of Boston 
at this time. 


1. The initial cost of the equipment and machinery 
is very high. 

2. The labor to change areas and to run the ma- 
chines is high. 

3. The weather plays a very important part in the 
success of the machine. It is absolutely necessary that 
the temperature be below 27 degrees. If the tempera- 
ture is above 27 degrees or even slightly lower and 
rising, the sprinklers will not disperse snow. 

4. The air pressure and water pressure have to be 
exactly right or snow is not produced. Perfect opera- 
tion is difficult. 

5. The orifices, even with heaters, often freeze, 
thus causing delays, and snow production is lost. 

6. The wind is an important factor, too. If too 
strong, it scatters the snow over the surrounding 
countryside and not over the desired slope. 

7. The generator, when running, is noisy; and the 
local community may complain about the noise of the 
generator, particularly since the best time to use the 
machine is during the night when it is colder. 


RECOMMENDATION 


The Board of Recreation does not recommend the 
purchase of a Blizzard Snow System by the City of 
Boston at the present time. The Board is mindful of the 
decline of coasting, even on natural areas. However, the 
Board does recommend that the Park Department rent a 
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Blizzard Snow Machine for the 1953-54 winter season for 
demonstration in a popular location as a means of reviv- 
ing healthful winter sports. 

The Superintendent of Recreation investigated the use 
of the ammonium chloride system of snow preservation 
which is presently in use in New Hampshire. He con- 
ferred with the following gentlemen who are working 
with ammonium chloride and are familiar with its use 
for recreational purposes — Mr. Henry Moore, of the 
Boston Herald, editor on skiing; Mr. Leslie Wood, 
Garrison Hill Ski Area, New Hampshire, who is working 
with Professor J. Serberlich, research chemist at the 
University of New Hampshire; and Mr. Johnson, of the 
Solvay Chemical Company of Boston. 

Basically, what the chemical does is to raise the melt- 
ing point of the snow or ice from 17 to 20 degrees. This 
means that instead of the snow melting at the normal 
33 degrees, it doesn’t melt until it reaches 49 degrees. 
The proper method of applying the chemical is to put on 
a smooth, even coat in a manner similar to salting an 
icy road. Another important consideration concerning 
this system is that the snow must have a good base and 
be somewhat packed. A good base exists when the 
ground under the snow has a certain depth of frozen 
ground, thus preventing undermining the packed snow 
by melting from the ground up. Packed snow is snow 
that is patted down as much as possible before the ap- 
plication of the chemical to obtain the best results. 


The above-mentioned gentlemen did agree that the 
climatic conditions of Boston differ vastly from those in 
New Hampshire and Europe where this process has been 
proven successful. However, the Solvay Chemical 
Company of Boston will put the chemical to a test here 
in Boston as soon as the proper conditions prevail, and 
the Superintendent of Recreation will be invited to at- 
tend the test of its actual use in Boston. 


SHADED SKATING RINK RECOMMENDED 


On Boston Common, in the hollow between the hill 
and the Parkman Bandstand, or on the bare expanse of 
Columbus Field in South Boston, or at the lovely Fens 
Stadium off Huntington avenue, the Recreation Board 
recommends to the Park Department the erection of the 
first shaded winter-long public skating rink. 
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Natural shaded ice will last continuously from De- 
cember 15 to March 17. Such ice can supply good 
skating to the public even during warm spells when the 
thermometer climbs above 60 degrees — provided the 
snow is kept shoveled off. 

Under shaded conditions, warm air contacts only the 
surface of the ice, watering the surface and leaving hard, 
fast ice beneath for the skaters’ blades. 

It is the penetration of the sun’s rays, radiating 
through the ice and melting its entire thickness at once, 
that softens ice to useless slush. 

The center of the oval, shown on the opposite page, 
is not meant to retain hard and serviceable ice. It is 
exposed to the sun. Only the shaded land around the 
rink stays hard. 

The public, as commercial rinks have shown, prefers 
to skate around the edge of a rink. Also a lane of good 
ice 40 feet wide around the edge is the utmost that plows 
can rid of snow after a heavy fall. Any greater effort — 
of plowing would result in a ridge of snow around the 
edge of a pond as big as a row of hunting lodges — too 
much to push off. 

The lower 4 feet of the section of fence on the south 
side should be hinged horizontally so that it may be 
opened and swung outward to permit removal of snow 
by the plow. 

On Boston Common, for appearance’s sake, rows of 
poles, planted 10 feet apart to sustain the high fence, 
should have pairs of horizontal boards clapped to their 
heads, reaching from one pole to the next, to form slots 
up through which vertical pickets (2 inches by 8 inches) 
would be thrust in autumn and removed again in spring. 
All would be painted green. 

For hockey rinks, on Columbus Field for example, 
only one fence brought to a height of 35 feet would be 
used, casting a single, wider shadow the width of the

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rink. It could be as long as desired to shade the desired 
number of rinks, laid end to end, for high school-boy 
hockey. 

The rink shown in the diagram is estimated to cost 
$25,000. This is less than the $100,000 needed to get a 
similar ice surface by piped refrigeration. And such 
pipes leave an ugly appearance in summer. Artificially 
frozen ice — just like shaded ice —is no good, unless 
the snow is plowed off as soon as it falls. Snow removal 
is the main problem in both eases. 

The area should be flooded at the first of the season 
to at least the depth of 13 feet, so that, in a normal 
winter, the ice can freeze at least 14 feet thick, enough 
to last well into the month of March. 

If the Common is used, the charm of music is available 
from the Parkman Bandstand. 


SUMMER PLAY 


On February 19, 1953, the Legislature amended chap- 
ter 45 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth relative 
to play streets as follows: 


“AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE USE OF WAYS IN THE 
Ciry oF Boston FOR PLAYGROUND PURPOSES 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Chapter 45 of the General Laws is hereby amended by 
striking out section 17A, inserted by chapter 220 of the acts 
of 1938, and inserting in place thereof the following section: 

Section 17A. For the purpose of promoting recreation, 
play or sport, the city of Boston, by an order adopted by its 
board of recreation and approved by its traffic commission, 
any other city by ordinance and any town by by-law may 
provide for the closing to vehicular traffic, during periods of 
time specified in such order, ordinance or by-law, of any 
public way or part thereof within the limits of such city or 
town, except a state highway or a parkway or boulevard, 
having due regard in every instance to the rights of abutting 
owners and the general public in the use of such way or part 
thereof. [Approved February 19, 1953.|” 


Since the effective date of the act, this Board has, in 
cooperation with the Traffic Commission, designated all 
play streets in use in the City of Boston. 

The Board of Recreation, with the cooperation of the 
Police Department, the Traffic Commission, and private 
agencies, has used its power concerning closing streets 
for recreational purposes to the extent that the requests 
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for closing said streets have come from various recreation 
organizations in the community. In the past several 
months, 12 streets were closed by the Board of Recre- 
ation for recreational purposes. 

A survey of Boston play areas as to Silial area allo- 
cated for recreation is greatly needed; and this, used in 
conjunction with the population as set up by national 
recreation standards, would determine those areas most 
in need of play space. The Board of Recreation has the 
Aner to conduct such a survey but lacks the necessary 
unds. 


RECREATION IN HOUSING PROJECTS 


Housing projects are a heavy concentration of popula- 
tion dwelling in uniform structures. In 1948, the people 
living in housing projects throughout Boston enjoyed 
a recreation program that they took part in developing 
under a professional recreation leader. Housing per- 
sonnel and residents at that time recall that year as 
being the best and last time recreation was enjoyed in 
public housing in the East Boston, Charlestown, Lenox 
Street, Mission Hill, Heath Street, Orchard Park, Old 
Harbor, and Old Colony Projects. 

What has happened since in the housing projects has 
been a downward trend in the morale of the people and 
an upward surge in vandalism, delinquency, crime, and 
broken homes. The results of the staff of 1948 show the 
great possibilities that can be accomplished through 
qualified supervision in densely populated sections. 

As for play space for children, the United States 
Housing Authority recommends 75 to 440 square feet 
per child and 8 to 5 acres per 100 to 500 children. 

The Mission Hill Project has many organizations and 
volunteer workers interested and willing to assist. The 
basic work is being accomplished, but all this hard work 
and good intentions will soon deteriorate, due to people 
moving out, fading interest, overworked volunteers, 
etc., unless a full-time recreation leader is placed there 
to carry on the good work already in progress. 

The Board of Recreation in 1951 and 1952 has rec- 
ommended recreation in housing, and now in 1953 it 
recommends: 

1. That in future housing projects, either public 
or private, adequate recreation area be allotted for 
both indoor and outdoor activities.

2. That public officials, including federal, state, 
and local officials, be enlightened as to the necessity of 
recreation and the resulting danger to the individual 
and society from the lack of it. 

3. That the federal and state governments allocate 
the necessary funds for recreation in public housing. 

4. That fully qualified recreation personnel se- 
lected through Civil Service be employed. 

5. That the Boston Housing Authority utilize 
present laws, both state and federal, in obtaining 
recreation facilities in projects. 


The Board’s attitude on this subject is best seen by 
its letter to the Chairman of the Boston Housing 
Authority dated April 27, 1953. 


DEAR MR. CHAIRMAN: 


The Board of Recreation is appalled at the lack of rec- 
reational facilities provided by the Boston Housing 
Authority in its projects. Surely, the Housing Authority 
is cognizant of the necessity for providing adequate rec- 
reational facilities for large numbers of children, adults 
and oldsters concentrated in a narrow housing area. 

It is known that whenever a large number of families 
are concentrated in a small area, it is essential that rec- 
reational facilities for pre-school children, teen-agers, 
adolescents, and adults (including those over 60) be pro- 
vided. 

The Board of Recreation recommends, therefore, that 
in the future, whenever a new housing project is being 
planned by the Boston Housing Authority, adequate 
facilities be provided for the recreation of all age groups. 

May we also suggest that for future projects, extensive 
in area, provisions be made for centralized schools, libraries, 
and recreation areas necessary both from the standpoint 
of safety and education.

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NEW KIND OF RAFT FOR SAILING PROGRAM 


Following the successful use of a portion of its Charles 
River Basin sailing fleet on Jamaica Pond in 1952, the 
Park Department in 1953 constructed and launched a 
raft as a landing for future sailing activities by young- 
sters here. 

During this past 1953 summer, no sailboats were 
brought to Jamaica Pond, in deference to the anticipated 
purchase of new sailboats for 1954, to be used in con- 
junction with the new float. 

The new raft has the benefit of a triangular shape — 
much less subject to torsion and weaving than a rec- 
tangular shape — and for buoyancy is packed solid with 
styrofoam, a very light polystyrene. 


EQUIPMENT 


In our 1950, 1951, and 1952 reports, a foremost recom- 
mendation that swing frames on our play areas should 
be more thoroughly supplied with swings can be noted. 
In 1952 improvement was made; however, in 1953 a 
lack of swings was noted, especially in housing areas, 
’ with a limited use of swings in other play areas. 

Also, where the surface permits, a safety outline 
should be painted around all swings to avoid accidents. 
A periodic inspection of all swings should be made and 
proper action should be taken in regard to swings in 
need of repair and those which are unsafe. 

Broken glass on a vast majority of the play areas has 
been a tremendous safety hazard to children and equip- 
ment. The majority of this glass is from bottles, 
mainly the containers of alcoholic beverages left on the 
areas during the night. An order preventing the taking 
of glass in any form onto play areas, which should be 
rigidly enforced by the Police Department, would be a 
great asset to the safety of the children and would pro- 
long the use of equipment. 

In the past, a number of play fields have been built 
without consideration of the people using the play fields 
or the spectators. In the future, a duly qualified recre- 
ation person should be consulted prior to making definite 
plans for building play fields and areas. The spectator 
seats on some of our large play fields are in very poor 
condition and should be either replaced or repaired.

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PARK DEPARTMENT RESOURCEFULNESS 


Within one foot of Boston’s busiest thoroughfare — 
on Cross street, between Haymarket square and the 
entrance of the Sumner Tunnel — behind a high brick 
wall, unknown to the thousands of passing motorists, 
lies the forlorn Cutillo Playground, so lacking in attrac- 
tiveness as to have been scarcely used for many years 
by the children of the high, surrounding residential 
buildings that help to screen it from sight. 

For the first time in any city of the country — so far 
as the Board of Recreation can discover — the Park 
Board has brought this dull, asphalt, half-acre play- 
ground back into life and usefulness by the following 
ingenious but simple device. It has caused the smooth 
asphalt surface to be lifted up into a hill as high as one’s 
head in one section of the playground. Down this hill 
a variety of youngsters have found every sort of vehicle 
to coast on —from conventional roller skates to im- 
pressive crates mounted on wheels. 

Coasting on sleds is happily anticipated during the 
winter’s snowy season. 

The Park Department here has combined three simple 
and major elements into a unique result: first, the 
natural form of a hill; second, the technological adjunct 
of a smooth asphalt surface; meeting, third, a civilization 
on wheels.

The most unique public recreation program Boston 
has ever experienced was carried on during the summer 
of 1953 on Castle Island, under the auspices of the 
Board of Park Commissioners — a recreation program 
for mentally retarded children. 

Ideally located in Boston Harbor, Castle Island, which 
since World War I has been actually attached to the 
mainland, was suggested as a possible location when a 
committee of the Special Education Chapter of the 
Home and School Association met with the Board of 
Recreation at the beginning of the summer to discuss a 
suitable spot for some fifty of these exceptional children 
to enjoy the pleasant summer weather sheltered from 
public view. Upon agreement that Castle Island would 
be a perfect site, the committee then consulted with the 
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Park Department as to the availability of the Island. 
After approval, plans were begun for the first program 
of its kind throughout the country — another first for 
Boston. 

Castle Island is enclosed by an old fortress built in 
the 1630’s of wood and finished in stone in 1801. This 
summer, the Place d’Armes, which had been pounded of 
old by the feet of ‘‘redcoats,” welcomed the faltering 
feet of His exceptional ones. ‘The breeze freshened by 
the waters of the restless sea fanned their hot faces and 
cooled their tired bodies. Wildflowers whose ancestors 
once lay bruised ’neath the dancing feet of the governor’s 
lady and her gay companions yielded to the pressure of 
these unpretentious children. Within the walls of the 
fortress, too, the former quarters of dragoons and can- 
noneers received these children into quiet shade. The 
laughter of happy children rose in benediction on the 
scene. Recreation equipment suited to the particular 
needs of the children was erected by the Park Depart- 
ment on historic Castle Island — this was its finest 
hour. 


At the conclusion of the summer season, the Park 
Department and the Committee of the Boston Home 
and School Association set up a continuing indoor 
program for the fall and winter months for the use of 
the swimming pool and gym facilities at Curtis Hall 
Recreation Center, Jamaica Plain. On certain days, 
between the hours of 9 a.m. and 12.45 p.m., from October 
15, 1953, to May 15, 1954, a special program is being 
conducted for these tots under the able instruction of 
Helen Freeman and Mary DeCosta. These ladies have 
had special training in dealing with retarded children 
and are experts in this field. The city has been most 
fortunate in obtaining persons such as they to handle 
the program. At the Museum of Natural Science, 
recently, Miss Freeman was presented a Certificate of 
Citation for her outstanding work with these children. 

In a report to the officers of the Home and School 
Association, Chairman Kelley of the Board of Park 
Commissioners stated that this program is considered 
the outstanding achievement in public recreation in 
Boston during 1953, and that the cooperation from the 
officers and members of the Home and School Associ- 
ation was the main factor in its success. 
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OTHER NEw PAarK PLAYGROUNDS AND IMPROVEMENTS

JUNIOR BASEBALL 


During the past few years there has been a gradual 
rise in the general public interest in junior baseball. 
In using the name junior, we refer to the boy between 
the ages of 8 and 12. Little League should be compli- 
mented for the great interest it has shown and the 
expense it has cut from the recreation budget by supply- 
ing everything necessary for its games, with the ex- 
ception of the playing field. 

In future years interest in junior baseball will in- 
crease with the realization that the population of this 
age group will increase up to 1,960. We should prepare 
for this and assist and encourage the playing of baseball 
by these boys. 


There is at present a noted lack of junior baseball 
fields throughout the city, especially in the densely 
populated sections. It must be remembered that these 
fields can serve a dual purpose, for the dimensions of a 
junior field are similar to a senior softball diamond 
with the exception of the pitching mound which can 
very easily be adjusted. 
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With an increase in the number of junior fields, there 
also will be an increase in the interest in junior baseball 
by veterans, church, social, civic, and other community 
organizations, in addition to industry, on a volunteer 
basis, thus eliminating further expense to the city and 
providing more recreation for these youngsters. 


FIREPLACES AND PICNICKERS 


We regret that, notwithstanding the tremendous use 
by the public of those fireplaces which have been in- 
stalled, the Park Department has not added to the 
number. 

In our last report, we suggested that at Franklin 
Park ten more fireplaces be constructed along Circuit 
Drive with an adequate number of signs directing 
campers to the locations; that two more fireplaces be 
built on the outer harbor side of Castle Island; that four 
more fireplaces be built at World War Memorial Park; 
four at Cummings Park, Woburn; six at Olmsted Park; 
three at Dorchester Park; two at Almont Park; two at 
Smith Playground; and one at Franklin Field. 

Cost cannot be an objection, since these structures are 
of easy construction and inexpensive. 

The accompanying plan of one widely used in Maine 
and New Hampshire, areas particularly sensitive to 
good outdoor recreation, is reprinted with the hope that 
more of these be made available to our people. It is the 
one sure-fire way to bring families together in a common 
recreational pursuit—an objective greatly to be 
desired: 
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LIGHTED PLAY AREAS 


In our 1951 and 1952 reports we advocated lighted 
playgrounds for use after dark. We continue to regret 
that no progress has been made during 1953 and we still 
cannot see any reason why Boston should trail the 
country in number and use of playgrounds lighted for 
use after dark. Such lighting need not be an expensive 
proposition, for modern lighting facilities have simplified 
the problem. Lighted tennis courts are common in 
many cities. Certainly, those engaged in commercial 
recreation have shown the advantages of such lighting. 

A lighted playground could easily increase participa- 
tion by 50 per cent and prevent loitering and vandalism 
after dark. Playgrounds that are large enough to serve 
the older boys and girls and adults of the neighborhood 
should be kept open at night, and experience in other 
cities shows that this period can be the busiest one of 
the whole day. Parents can bring their children with 
them and the whole family play. Some of this activity 
ceases when darkness comes, but many older people will 
stay for volleyball, softball, horseshoe pitching, bocci, 
folk dancing, and other suitable activities if the play- 
ground is well lighted. Here is a chance for Boston to 
break the do-nothing-wait-and-see-what-happens tend- 
ency of older youths by offering them a lighted play 
space after dark. 


Let THere Be LIGatT 


As an example of effective lighting for night tennis, 
basketball, volleyball, and badminton, the General 
Electric Company generously, and without cost to the 
taxpayer, analyzed with our Superintendent the Carter 
Playground on Columbus avenue, Roxbury. The plan 
on page 22 of last year’s report shows how these lights 
will be placed. The General Electric Company esti- 
mates the cost for the plan shown as:

It 1s recommended that this plan be put into effect as 
an experiment. 
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Overcrowded Boston must either buy twice as much 
play space for its children at the cost of millions and 
millions of dollars, or use its present playgrounds twice 
as much — by economical lighting at night. 


DEPARTMENT OF ADULT EDUCATION 


EXTENDED Usg DIvISION 
ScHoot CENTERS YouTH RECREATION AND GUIDANCE 


During the school year the Department of Adult 
Education conducts 14 school centers, two evenings 
per week, 7 to 10 p.m. 

The school centers are for informal adult education 
and youth recreation. Through clubs, classes, and hall 
programs, each school center has become a center for 
recreation and guidance of youth. During the past year 
particular effort was made to secure attendance at the 
school centers by members of teen-age groups. In 
some cases the groups were asked ‘* What form of recre- 
ation do you wish to participate in?”’ The answer was 
varied. Several groups answered ‘‘We would like to 
learn ballroom dancing.’’ In several centers such 
classes were set up and well attended by the teen-agers. 
Each teen-ager was allowed to bring a partner for the 
dancing lesson. This has been an outstanding accom- 
plishment in controlling aimless street-corner groups 
of teen-agers.

HOME AND SCHOOL GARDENS — 1953 


During the summer of 1953, 17 school gardens, not 
including the Woburn Project, were operated by the 
Boston Public Schools. The number of children who 
participated was 765. 

There were 2,210 home gardens supervised under the 
direction of 7 supervisors and 25 garden assistants. The 
total area under cultivation (school gardens and Woburn 
Project) was 495,560 square feet (approximately 12 
acres). 
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The value of the products of the school gardens, 
including the Woburn Project, at retail prices was 
$18,890.67. The Boston school children won many 
prizes at the exhibition of the products of the children’s 
gardens held by the Massachusetts Horticultural So- 
ciety, August 26 and 27, at Horticultural Hall.

At the October Harvest Exhibition of the Massachu- 
setts Horticultural Society, a 100-square foot vegetable 
display set up by some of the personnel and children 
from the Woburn Project was awarded first prize and the 
Society’s gold medal in competition with adult profes- 
sional gardeners. ‘This is the highest award made by 
the Massachusetts Horticultural Society. 


AN ORCHID TO THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


A playground was conducted for the handicapped 
children of Boston at the Edmund P. Tileston School- 
yard by the Department of Physical Education of the 
Boston Public Schools during the summer of 1953. 

Most of the children were pupils at the Industrial 
School for Crippled Children during the school year. 

The program of recreational activities, music appre- 
ciation, storytelling, and visual education was con- 
ducted under the supervision of a registered nurse, 
occupational therapist, and three recreational leaders. 

The children were transported to and from the play 
area in taxicabs. 
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COMMUNITY RECREATION SERVICE 


The Community Recreation Service of Boston is 
presently under the direction of Mr. Alvin Kenney. 
This organization is primarily interested in promoting 
new and conventional recreational activities and pro- 
grams for people of all ages and for agencies which are 
already established in the field of recreation. It has a 
staff of leaders in drama, boys’ and men’s programs, 
girls’ and women’s programs, and elderly adults. Three 
thousand costumes are available to social agencies for 
use in their dramatic productions. Recreation leaders 
training institutes are conducted for both public and 
private agencies in Metropolitan Boston area. ‘The 
Community Recreation Service provides consultant 
service, speaker service, and technical advice on recrea- 
tion planning, publishes annual directory of Recreational 
Resources and a Recreation Leaders Guide, and also 
makes picnic kits available to groups. 

Community Recreation Service acts as headquarters 
for several recreation groups in Metropolitan Boston, 
including boys’ and girls’ workers, public recreation 
executives, amateur basketball, softball, swimming. 

There are 27 general training institutes consisting of 
instruction in dramatics, social recreation, playground 
games, music, arts and crafts, magic, nature study, boys’ 
and men’s games, sports, and sailing. In 1952 it is 
estimated that 22,000 people were provided with rec- 
reational opportunities. 

Training institutes were held in Boston, Brookline, 
Framingham, Malden, Medford, Woburn, and Nor- 
wood, and, in addition, for agencies such as Camp Fire 
Girls, Red Cross, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, settlements, 
community centers, Y. W. C. A., Jewish Welfare, who 
recruited their participants from the entire metropolitan 
area. Demonstrations are also conducted on recreational 
activities for leaders and groups. 

Championship tournaments are sponsored and man- 
aged annually in softball, track, basketball, table 
tennis, dramatics, also programs and exhibits for adults. 

Community Recreation Service sponsors the Boston 
Children’s Theatre which produces five children’s plays 
annually for a total of 14 performances, playing to 12,500 
children of Metropolitan Boston, ages 6 to 14.  Chil- 
dren’s parts are played by children and adult parts are 
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played by amateur adult actors. Children’s acting 
classes are conducted each theatrical season for 100 
children, 8 to 16 years of age. Some of these children 
graduate into the Boston Children’s Theatre cast. 

The Boston Children’s Stagemobile produces plays 
on Metropolitan Boston playgrounds under the auspices 
of public recreation departments, Parent-Teachers Asso- 
ciations, and service clubs and veterans organizations 
during July and August. 

A 60-Plus Activities Show is conducted each year for 
older people, where hobbies and talents of over 300 
exhibitors are shown to over 1,000 spectators. 

Mr. Kenney has been most helpful to public recreation 
in Boston, especially through consultant service and 
technical advice on recreation planning. 


USE OF THE RANDIDGE FUND 


The purpose of the Randidge Fund as set forth in the 
terms of the gift to the City of Boston is very clear: 


hi the City Treasurer to pay the income thereof, 


from time to time, as shall be designated by the Mayor of the 
City, for the sole purpose of affording to the children of the 
poor of the City of all religious denominations the pleasure 
of one or more excursions during the months of July and 
August in each year. 


In 1952 this fund was ‘ied for trips to historic Salem 
with remarkable results. In these days of destruction 
by youngsters of public and private property, it was 
comforting to note that every place visited by large 
numbers of children taken at random from the play- 
grounds of our poorest sections reported not only no 
damage or trouble but rapt attention by the youngsters. 
As a matter of fact, one historic agency reported that 
their behavior was markedly better than that of an 
exclusive private school group. Among the places 
visited were the House of the Seven Gables, the Witch 
House, Essex Institute, Peabody Museum, and Pioneer 
Village. 

This proves that it is possible to interest youngsters 
in useful things. It was a very wise expenditure of the 
trust fund. We recommend that it be continued, it 
being hoped that someone can be found in the Park 
Department who can organize these trips, so meaningful 
and important, combining as they do the finest American 
tradition of history, education, and recreation, 
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RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT 


The Boston School Committee voted at its meeting 
on February 1, 1954, to have its Board of Superin- 
tendents explore the possibilities of setting up courses 
of instruction under School Department auspices for 
Boston police officers in conformity with our recom- 
mendation as published in our Annual Report for 1951, 
which we hereby reprint as worthy of every citizen’s 
attention. 

We recommend a thoughtful consideration by the 
Police Department of the dynamic article by Dr. Martha 
M. Eliot, chief of the Children’s Bureau of the Depart- 
ment of Labor, and published in the Boston Herald. 
We attempt no “‘gilding of the lily” but reprint it as it 
appeared. 

‘‘Some Midwest and West Coast policemen have been 
going to school to learn how to give first aid to juvenile 
delinquents. 

“They have been enrolled at a Delinquency Control 
Institute, only one of its kind in the country, which is 
being conducted at the University of Southern California 
to help policemen in their contacts with children and 
other young people. 

‘‘ Juvenile authorities the country over agree that the 
policeman on the beat, the truant officer, or the juvenile 
officer can be the key figure in establishing the way a 
child feels about law and order. The policeman is often 
the child’s first personal contact with the law. 

‘““At the University of Southern California those in 
charge of the institute feel that the policeman is in the 
position of a first-aid worker at the scene of a wreck. 
If he blunders or gives first aid indiscriminately, a 
simple fracture may be complicated by shock. If his 
first aid is intelligent, he may save a life — or, in this 
case, prevent delinquency. 

“The California institute, begun soon after the end of 
World War II, is designed to give organized training for 
police officers to help them understand the causes, treat- 
ment, control, and prevention of juvenile delinquency. 

‘“‘Enthusiastic reports have come to the institute from 
law enforcement agencies which have sent representa- 
tives. 

“One such report: ‘It certainly builds confidence in 
the juvenile officer. I have statements from parents 
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before and after our officer completed your course, 
indicating a renewed interest and confidence in the officer 
because of his understanding of the particular problem.’ 

“The Delinquency Control Institute was no accident. 
It grew out of careful planning, begun in California 
during the middle of World War II, when several groups 
decided that the trial and error system of educating 
police officers and particularly juvenile officers was 
socially costly. 

‘The average ‘rookie’ joining the police force doesn’t 
have to know a thing about children in order to qualify 
for his job. This average man is in his early twenties, 
He must be in good physical condition. He must be of 
or above average height. He usually has at least a high 
school education. He is probably either married and 
has a family or is planning to be married. He has 
passed a policeman’s examination. 

‘‘But when a police officer is selected by his local law 
enforcement agency to attend the Delinquency Control 
Institute, he comes away from his courses knowing more 
about what he should be doing for children and how it 
should be done. 

‘He knows how to approach young children and how 
to interview them. He has a better understanding of 
why children do the things they do in certain situations. 

‘He knows that delinquency is not entirely the simple 
problem he may have thought it was; that it doesn’t 
have one single cause or one single cure. 

“He knows that there are many other agencies in the 
community who provide services for children, delinquent 
or otherwise, to whom he can refer children coming to 
attention for help. And this police officer can share the 
knowledge he has gained with other members of the 
police force, which, in turn, will result in better handling 
of children in his community. 

‘While it is not the only approach to the problem of 
creating wider knowledge of dealing with juvenile 
delinquency, the California institute certainly has been 
demonstrated as one very sound way to face the problem. 

‘You as parents should be interested in the attitudes 
of the police in your own community and encourage 
them in getting the training they need to handle children. 

“The example you set in taking a constructive 
attitude toward the police will help your children see 
the policeman as a source of help, rather than a threat. 
When this is done, the policeman’s job itself will be 
easier.”

JOSEPH LEE STAMP 


There has been great interest shown in having a 
commemorative postage stamp issued to honor the late 
Joseph Lee, father of the American Playground and 
distinguished citizen of Boston. One well-known recre- 
ation society in Michigan wrote to every member of 
Congress from Michigan and secured their assurance 
that they would vote for such a stamp. It turns out, 
however, that these issues of special stamps are direc- 
tives of the Postmaster General, and we are plagued 
with the fact that we cannot produce an appropriate 
anniversary upon which to hang the issuance of the 
commemorative. 

We mean to continue our efforts, however, and use 
every means we can find to persuade the Postmaster 
General that recreation is deserving of better treatment 
than that of a stepchild. 
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RULES OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
1954-1955. 


Rute 1. Unless otherwise ordered from time to 
time, and except on holidays, the regular meeting of the 
city council shall be held on every Monday at two o’clock 
P.M. Special meetings may be called by the president 
at his discretion, and by the city clerk for the purpose 
only of drawing jurors. No special meeting of the city 
council, except to draw jurors, shall be called, except 
with the consent of all the members, upon less notice 
than twenty-four hours from the time the notices are 
mailed or dispatched by special messenger. 


QUORUM. 


Rue 2. <A quorum of the city council shall consist 
of five members. If, at the time any meeting is called 
to order, or if, during a meeting, on a vote on the 
adoption of a motion or order, a roll call shows less 
than a quorum present, the president may declare a 
recess of not more than ten minutes, after which time, 
if a quorum is not present, the meeting shall be ad- 
journed. If, on the question of lack of a quorum a 
roll call shows less than a quorum present, the pres- 
ident shall declare the meeting adjourned. 


PRESIDENT. 


Rute 3. The president of the council shall take 
the chair at the hour to which the council shall have 
adjourned and shall call the members to order, and a 
quorum being present, shall proceed with the regular 
order of business. In the absence of the president the 
senior member by age present shall preside as tem- 
porary president, or until. a presiding officer is chosen. 
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Rute 4. The president shall preserve decorum and 
order, may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal. Any member may appeal from 
the decision of the chair, but no appeal shall be con- 
sidered unless properly seconded. No other business, 
except a motion to adjourn or to lay on the table, shall 
be in order until the question on appeal has been decided. 


The question shall be put as follows: 


“Shall the decision of the chair stand as the judgment of 
the council?”’ The vote shall be by a roll call, and it 
shall be decided in the affirmative unless a majority of 
the votes are to the contrary. 


The president may, at any time, during debate or 
otherwise, declare a recess for not more than ten 
minutes, and such action shall not be subject to appeal, 
nor shall any motions apply thereto. 


Rute 5. The president shall propound all motions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except that, 
in naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be put first. 


Rute 6. The president shall, at the request of any } 
member, make a division of a question when the sense 
will admit of it. 


Rute 7. The president shall, without debate, decide 
all questions relating to priority of business to be acted 
upon. 


Rue 8. The president shall declare all votes; but 
if any member doubts a vote, the president shall cause 
a rising vote to be taken, and, when two members so 
request, shall cause the vote to be taken or verified by 
yeas and nays. 


Rute 9. The president shall appoint all committees, 
fill all vacancies therein, and designate the rank of the 
members thereof. 


Rute 10. When the president of the council or the 
president pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution shall 
not continue beyond an adjournment. 
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MOorIons. 
Rute 11. Every motion shall be reduced to writing 
if the president shall so direct. 


Rute 12. A motion to strike out and insert shall be 
deemed indivisible; but a motion to strike out being lost 
shall not preclude amendment, or a motion to strike out 
and insert. 


Rute 13. No motion or proposition of a subject 
different from that under consideration shall be admitted 
under color of amendment. 

Any motion, order or resolution which in the opinion 
of the presiding officer does not have a direct bear- 
ing on the business of the council shall be referred 
without debate to the committee on rules and shall 
not be further considered by the council except upon 
report by that committee. There shall be no appeal 
from the decision of the chair hereunder, and this rule 
shall not be subject to suspension. No motions shall 
apply, nor shall unanimous consent to speak on the 
matter so referred be in order. 

The committee on rules may report that any motion, 
order or resolution so referred to it is out of order 
because not having a direct bearing on the business of 
the council, and its report shall be a final disposition 
of the matter, subject to an appeal which shall be 
governed by the same provisions as those governing 
appeals from rulings of the presiding officer. 


Rute 14. When a petition, order or resolution relates 
to a subject which may properly be examined and 
reported upon by an existing committee of the city 
council, such order or resolution shall, upon presentation, 
be referred to such committee. When a motion is made 
to refer any subject, and different committees are pro- 
posed, the motions shall be put in the following order: 


1. To astanding committee of the council. 
2. Toa special committee of the council. 


Any member offering a motion, order or resolution, 
which is referred to a committee, shall be given a hear- 
ing on the same by the committee before a report is 
made thereon, provided he so requests at the time of 
offering the order or before final action by the committee. 

If, after thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a standing vote 
of three members of the city council. 
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If, within thirty days, a matter referred to a committee 
other than a committee of all the members is not 
reported upon, it may be recalled by a majority vote 
of all the members. 

If, after sixty days, a matter referred to a committee 
is not reported upon, any member may recall such 
matter from the committee, and such matter shall not 
again be committed to any committee other than the 
executive committee. 

The provisions of this rule shall not apply to matters 
referred to the rules committee under Rule 13, and 
such matters shall not be considered except upon 
report by that committee. 

Rute 15. After a motion has been put by the presi- 
dent it shall not be withdrawn except by unanimous 
consent. ; 

Rue 16. When a question is under debate the fol- 
lowing motions only shall be entertained, and shall have 
precedence in the order in which they stand arranged: 


1. To adjourn. 


2. To lay on the table. 

3. The previous question. 

4. To close debate at a specified time. 
5. To postpone to a day certain. 

6. To commit. 

7. To amend. 

8. 


To postpone indefinitely. 


Rue 17. A motion to adjourn shall be in order at 
any time, except on an immediate repetition or pending 
a verification of a vote; and that motion, the motion 
to lay on the table, the motion to take from the table, and 
the motion for the previous question, shall be decided 
without debate. 

READINGS. 


Rute 18. Every ordinance, order and resolution, 
unless reported upon by a committee or rejected, shall 
have two several readings, both of which may take 
place at the same session unless objection is made, pro- 
vided, however, that all orders for the expenditure of 
moneys, unless reported upon by a committee of the 
council, shall he over for one week before final action 
thereon. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first reading, the document may be read by 
its title only. All orders releasing rights or easements 
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in or restrictions on land, all orders for the sale of land 
other than school lands, all appropriations for the 
purchase of land other than for school purposes, and 
all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote 
of two-thirds of all the members of the city council, 
and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings 
and votes to be had not less than fourteen days after 
the first, except in cases in which a shorter period is 
authorized by law. Any order rescinding an order for 
any of the foregoing purposes shall require the same 
number of readings and of votes as was required for 
the passage of the original order. 


RECONSIDERATION. 

Rute 19. When a vote has been taken any member 
may move a reconsideration thereof at the same meeting. 
Debate on motions to reconsider shall be limited to 
twenty minutes, and no member shall occupy more 
than four minutes, but on a vote upon any subsidiary 
or incidental question, debate shall be limited to ten 
minutes, and no member shall occupy more than two 
minutes. 


Rute 20. When a motion to reconsider has been 
decided, that decision shall not be reconsidered, and no 
question shall be twice reconsidered unless it has been 
amended after the reconsideration; nor shall any recon- 
sideration be had upon the following motions: 


To adjourn. 

The previous question. 

To lay on the table. 

To take from the table. 

To close debate at a specified time. 


A motion to reconsider may be laid on the table or 
postponed indefinitely, and the effect of such action in 
either case shall be to defeat the motion to reconsider. 


Conpuct oF MEMBERS. 


RULE 21. Every member when about to speak shall 
rise, address the chair, and wait until he is recognized, 
and, in speaking, shall refrain from mentioning any 
other member by name, shall confine himself to the 
question, shall not use unbecoming, abusive, or un- 
parliamentary language, and shall avoid personalities. 
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Any member who, in debate or otherwise, indulges in 
personalities or makes charges reflecting upon the 
character of another member, shall make an apology 
in open session at the meeting at which the offence is 
committed or at the next succeeding regular meeting, 
and, failing to do so, shall be named by the president or 
held in contempt and suspended from further partici- 
pation in debate until said apology is made. 

Rute 22. No member shall speak more than once 
on a question when another member who has not 
spoken claims the floor, and no member speaking shall, 
without his consent, be interrupted by another, except 
upon a point of order. 


RuLE 23. No member shall be permitted to vote on 
any question, or to serve on any committee, where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 


Rute 24. Every member who shall be present when 
a question is put, unless he is excluded by interest, 
shall give his vote in the affirmative or negative or shall 
respond ‘‘present,’’ unless the council for special reason 
shall excuse him from voting. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


Rute 25. The following standing committees of 
the council, and all other committees, unless specially 
directed by the council, shall be appointed by the 
president: 

1. A committee, to be known as the Executive Com- 
mittee, to consist of all the members of the council. 

2. A committee on Appropriations and Finance, to 
consist of five members of the council, to whom shall be 
referred such appropriation orders as may be submitted 
to the council from time to time, and all applications 
for expenditure which involve a loan. 

3. A committee on Claims, to consist of five members 
of the council, to whom shall be referred all claims against 
the city arising from the act or neglect of any of its 
departments. They shall report annually an account of 
the claims awarded or approved by them, and the amount 
of money awarded or paid in settlements thereof. 

4. A committee on Confirmations, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all appointments which are required to be confirmed 
by the council. 
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5. A committee on Hospitals, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters concerning hospitals. 

6. A committee on Inspection of Prisons, to consist 
of five members of the council. 

7. A committee on Legislative Matters, to consist of 
five members of the council, who shall, unless otherwise 
ordered, appear before the committees of the General 
Court and represent the interest of the city; provided, 
said committee shall not appear unless authorized by 
vote of the city council and shall not, unless directed 
so to do by the city council, oppose any legislation peti- 
tioned for by the preceding city council. 

8. A committee on Licenses, to consist of five mem- 
bers of the council, to whom shall be referred all peti- 
tions for licenses and permits. 

9. A committee on Ordinances, to consist of five 
members of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
ordinances or orders concerning ordinances. 


10. A committee on Public Housing, to consist of 
five members of the council, to whom shall be referred 
all matters concerning public housing. 

11. A committee on Public Lands, to consist of five 
members-of the council, to whom shall be referred all 
matters relating to public lands. 

12. A committee on Public Services and Recreation, 
to consist of five members of the council, to whom shall 
be referred all matters concerning public safety, public 
welfare, public works, parks, playgrounds and recreation. 

13. A committee on Rules, to consist of five members 
of the council, to consider all matters concerning the 
rules, and to whom shall be referred all resolutions 
expressing opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Rute 26. Atevery regular meeting of the council the 
order of business shall be as follows: 


1. Communications from his honor the mayor. 

2. Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances. 

3. Reports of city officers, etc. 

4. Unfinished business of preceding meetings. 

5. Reports of committees. 

6. Motions, orders and resolutions. 
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SPECTATORS. 

RuLE 27. No person, except a member of the 
council, shall, at any time, be permitted to occupy 
the seat, in the council chamber, of any member of 
the council. The city messenger shall enforce this rule. 


RuLeE 28. No person, excepting officials connected 
with the city council, and duly assigned reporters of 
the daily newspapers, shall be allowed in the ante- 
rooms or upon the floor of the council chamber while 
the council is in session. Spectators will be allowed in 
the gallery of the council chamber when the council 
is in session, and no one will be admitted to said gallery 
alter the seats are occupied. No demonstrations of 
approval or disapproval from the spectators shall be 
permitted, and if such demonstrations are made the 
gallery will be cleared. The city messenger shall enforce 
this rule. 


BURIAL GROUNDS. 


RuLE 29. No permission for the use of land for the 
purpose of burial shall be granted until a public hearing 
shall have been given by the executive committee of the 
city council on the application for such permission, after 
due notice has been given abuttors. 


COMMITTEE MEETINGS. 


Rute 30. No meeting of any committee shall, with- 
out the consent of all the members thereof, be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours from the time 
the elerk shall have mailed the notices or dispatched 
them by special messenger, provided, however, that 
meetings of the executive committee may be held in the 
recess period of any meeting of the council without such 
consent or notice. No committee, unless authorized by 
an order of the city council, shall incur any expense. 
No committee meetings shall be called later than one 
hour immediately preceding the time set for any regular 
meeting of the city council, nor shall any committee 
remain in session later than the hour named for any such 
regular meeting. 


The clerk of committees shall mail notices of all 
committee meetings to all the members of the council. 
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Form or VOTES. 

RvuLE 31. In all votes the form of expression shall be 
“Ordered” for everything by way of command, and the 
form shall be ‘‘Resolved” for everything expressing 
opinions, principles, facts or purposes. 


TRANSFERS. 

RuLE 32. Every application for an appropriation 
to be provided for by transfer shall be referred to the 
executive committee, unless otherwise ordered, and no 
such appropriation shall be made until the said com- 
mittee has reported thereon. 


UsrE oF Rooms on Councit FLoorR. 


Rue 33. No person except members and officers of 
the city council and regularly assigned city hall reporters 
shall be admitted at any time to the president’s room, 
the personal offices of the councillors, executive com- 
mittee room or council chamber, except when invited 
on official business or accompanied by a member of 
the council. 


CONFIRMATION OF APPOINTMENTS. 
Rute 34. The question of confirming appointments 
by the mayor shall be decided by a yes and no ballot, 
unless otherwise ordered. 


AMENDMENT AND SUSPENSION. 

Rute 35. The foregoing rules shall not be altered, 
amended, suspended or repealed at any time, except by 
the votes of two-thirds of all the members of the city 
council,

ABOLISHING A CERTAIN OFFICE IN THE 
CITY MESSENGER DEPARTMENT AND A

In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-four. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


Section 1. Section 1 of Chapter 11 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out, in 
the first sentence, the words ‘‘the second assistant city 
messenger.” 

Secr. 2. Section 1 of Chapter 13 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out, in 
the first sentence, the word ‘“‘four”’ and inserting in place 
thereof the word ‘‘three.”’ 

Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon the 
approval by the Mayor of the order passed by the City 
Council on January 11, 1954, providing for two addi- 
tional temporary clerks and/or stenographers in the 
Clerk of Committees Department.

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ORDINANCES OF 1954, CHAPTER 2 


REORGANIZING CERTAIN BOARDS AND 
DEPARTMENTS OF THE CITY. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-four. 


Be 1t ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 4 of chapter 1 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking 
out, in clause Fifth, the words ‘‘park department” and 
inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘parks and recrea- 
tion department” and by striking out, in clause Twelfth, 
the words ‘‘street commissioners” and inserting in place 
thereof the words ‘‘commissioner of public works”’’; 
and section 6 of said chapter 1 is hereby amended by 
striking out, in the last sentence, the words ‘‘superin- 
tendent of public buildings’? and inserting in place 
thereof the words ‘‘assistant commissioner of real 
property ’”’. 

SECTION 2. Chapter 2 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 1, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 3, and section 2 of 
chapter 8, of the Ordinances of 1953, and inserting 
in place thereof the following section :— 

Section 1. The mayor shall appoint heads of 
departments and members of municipal boards and 
fill vacancies therein in the manner provided by law. 
He shall, in the municipal year in which the term of 
the incumbent expires, appoint the following officers, 
to serve for the terms hereinafter specified: 
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For the term of three years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: four overseers 
of the public welfare: 

For the term of four years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: the fire com- 
missioner, the corporation counsel, and the penal institu- 
tions commissioner. 

For the term of five years, beginning with the first 
day of April in the year of appointment, one assessor. 

For the term of five years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: one trustee of 
the Boston city hospital and one trustee of the Boston 
public library. 

SECTION 3. Section 2 of said chapter 2 is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the last sentence, the 
words ‘‘city treasurer” and inserting in place thereof 
the word ‘‘collector-treasurer’’. 


SECTION 4. Said chapter 2 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 5 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 


Section 5. The mayor may, upon payment to the 
collector-treasurer of the amount due on the mortgage of 
an estate mortgaged to the city, discharge or release the 
mortgage, or assign the same without recourse to the 
city, and may execute and deliver in behalf of the city 
any and all legal instruments necessary to effectuate 
such discharge, release or assignment. 

SECTION 5. Section 8 of said chapter 2 is hereby 
amended by striking out the words ‘‘city treasurer” 
and inserting in place thereof the word ‘‘collector- 
treasurer’. 

SECTION 6. Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out sections 2, 
3 and 4 and inserting in place thereof the following 
three sections :— 

Section 2. The collector-treasurer and the city auditor, 
before, and the city clerk, within five days after, enter- 
ing upon the duties of their respective offices and 
annually thereafter and at such other times as the 
mayor shall determine, shall give bond to the city, in the 
case of the collector-treasurer, in the penal sum of five 
hundred thousand dollars, in the case of the city auditor, 
in the penal sum of one hundred thousand dollars, and 
in the case of the city clerk, in the penal sum of five 
thousand dollars. 
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Every bond given under this section shall be upon 
the condition that the person named therein as principal 
and all his subordinates shall, while he continues in 
office, by reappointment, re-election or otherwise, faith- 
fully discharge their duties and trusts, and safely hold 
and lawfully dispose of and account for all money and 
other property belonging to the city or county which 
may come into his possession or that of his subordinates; 
and that he shall deliver, according to law, to his suc- 
cessor in office or such other person as may be author- 
ized to receive the same all money and other property 
in his possession or that of his subordinates belonging 
to the city or county. Every bond given under this 
section shall be executed by a surety company author- 
ized to transact business in Massachusetts as surety, 
shall be approved by the mayor, and shall be filed 
with the city auditor except that the bond of the city 
auditor shall be filed with the collector-treasurer. 

Section 3. Every person intrusted with the collection, 
custody or disbursement of public moneys who is not 
required by statute or other ordinance to give bond shall, 
if the officer appointing him so requires, give before 
entering upon the duties of his office or position and 
annually thereafter and at such other times as such 
officer shall determine, a bond running to the city or, 
if such officer is bonded to the city upon the condition 
set forth in section two, to such officer, in such penal 
sum not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, with such 
surety, and upon such condition as such officer shall 
prescribe. Every bond given under this section running 
to the city shall be filed with the city auditor. 

Section 4. The premium for the surety upon any 
bond given under section two or section three of this 
chapter or section four of chapter thirty-six shall be 
allowed and paid as an expense of the department of 
which the principal on the bond is an officer or employee. 

SECTION 7. The first paragraph of section 5 of said 
chapter 3, as most recently amended by sections 3 and 4 
of chapter 8 of the Ordinances of 1953, is hereby further 
amended as follows :— 

By striking out clause (8) and inserting in place thereof 
the following clause:— (8) The corporation counsel, 
thirteen thousand five hundred dollars. 

By striking out clause (11) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (11) The health com- 
missioner, eleven thousand dollars. 
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By striking out clause (14) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (14) The commissioner 
of parks and recreation, eleven thousand dollars. 

By striking out clause (18) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (18) The commissioner 
of public works, thirteen thousand five hundred dollars. 

By striking out clause (19) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (19) The commissioner 
of real property, ninety-five hundred dollars; and the 
assistant commissioner of real property, eighty-five 
hundred dollars. 

By striking out clause (25) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (25) The collector- 
treasurer, twelve thousand dollars. 

By striking out clause (26) and inserting in place 
thereof the following clause:— (26) The veterans bene- 
fits and services commissioner, eighty-five hundred 
dollars. 

And by striking out clauses (7), (12), (17), (20), 
(22) and (27). 

SECTION 8. Said section 5 of said chapter 3 is 
hereby further amended by striking out the last two 
paragraphs, as appearing in section 1 of chapter 6 of the 
Ordinances of 1952, and inserting in place thereof the 
following two paragraphs :— 

Each member of the board of appeal in the building 
department shall receive for every day or part thereof 
of actual service twenty-five dollars; but in no event 
shall any member of said board receive in any one year 
more than thirty-five hundred dollars in the aggregate 
for services rendered by him under the building code 
and the zoning law. Each member of the board of 
examiners in the building department, and the ap- 
pointive member of the board of examiners of gasfitters 
in said department, shall receive for every day or part 
thereof of actual service fifteen dollars, but in no event 
more than fifteen hundred dollars in any one year. 

The deputy assessors shall be compensated as if they 
held an office allocated to Grade No. 30 of the compensa- 
tion plan from time to time in effect for the county; and 
the assistant assessors shall be compensated as if they 
held an office allocated to Grade No. 15 of said compen- 
sation plan; and the auctioneer in the real property 
department shall be compensated as if he held a position 
allocated to Grade No. 30 of said compensation plan. 
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SECTION 9. Said chapter 3 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 10 and inserting in 
place thereof the following section :— 

Section 10. Except as otherwise ordered by the 
mayor under section nine of chapter two of these ordi- 
nances, the collector-treasurer shall daily have an office 
open for the receipt and disbursement of money from 
nine o’clock in the forenoon until two o’clock in the 
afternoon and every other officer in charge of a depart- 
ment shall daily have an office open for the transaction 
of public business for not less than eight hours; provided, 
however, that every public office in the city shall remain 
closed on all Sundays and legal holidays and may remain 
closed on all Saturdays, except that the health com- 
missioner shall have an office open for the issuance of 
burial permits and permits for the removal of dead 
bodies from ten o’clock in the forenoon until twelve 
o’clock noon on every day in the year. 

SECTION 10. Section 15 of said chapter 3 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words ‘‘and the 
superintendent of public buildings’”’. 

SECTION 11. Section 18 of said chapter 3 is 
hereby amended by striking out, wherever appearing 
in said section, the words ‘‘city collector”? and inserting 
in place thereof, in each instance, the word ‘‘collector- 
treasurer”; and section 22 of said chapter 3, as amended 
by section 8 of chapter 8 of the Ordinances of 1953, 
is hereby further amended by striking out the words 
‘city treasurer’’ and inserting in place thereof the word 
““collector-treasurer’’. 

SECTION 12. Section 24 of said chapter 3 is hereby 
amended by adding at the end thereof the following 
sentence:— Every board within a department not sub- 
ject to the supervision or control of the officer in charge 
of the department shall make an annual report con- 
taining a statement of its acts and doings and such 
other matters as may be required by law or as it or the 
mayor may deem to be of public interest, which report 
shall be annexed by the officer in charge of the depart- 
ment as an appendix to his annual report. 

SECTION 13. Chapter 3A of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, as inserted by section 9 of chapter § 
of the Ordinances of 1953, is hereby amended by striking 
out, in the first sentence of section 1, the words ‘‘city 
treasurer” and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘collector-treasurer’’. 
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SECTION 14. Sections 2 and 3 of chapter 5 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947 are hereby amended by 
striking out, wherever appearing in said sections, the 
words ‘‘the city collector” and ‘‘the collector’ and 
inserting in place thereof, in each instance, the words 
‘“‘the collector-treasurer’’. 

SECTION. 15. Section 1 of chapter 6 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking 
out the words ‘‘the city auditor, who” and inserting in 
place thereof the words ‘“‘a city auditor who shall be 
appointed by the mayor, and hold office, subject to the 
civil service laws and rules and who”’, and by striking 
out, wherever appearing in said section, the words ‘‘the 
city treasurer’? and ‘‘the treasurer’’ and inserting in 
place thereof, in each instance, the words ‘‘the collector- 
treasurer’’, and by striking out the words “‘sinking-funds 
commissioners”’ and inserting in place thereof the words 
‘“eommissioners of sinking funds’’. 


SECTION 16. Section 2 of said chapter 6 is hereby 
amended by striking out, wherever appearing in said 
section, the word ‘‘treasurer’’ and inserting in place 
thereof, in each instance, the word “‘ collector-treasurer’”’.

‘“‘city treasurer’’ and inserting in place thereof, in each 
instance, the word ‘‘collector-treasurer’”’. 

SECTION 19. Section 8 of said chapter 6 is hereby 
amended by striking out all after the words ‘‘in the 
sinking funds” and inserting in place thereof the words 
‘“‘which statement shall be arranged so far as practicable 
to conform to the accounts of the collector-treasurer.”’ 

SECTION 20. Section 1 of chapter 9 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by adding at the 
end the following sentence:—The building commissioner 
shall also have the powers and perform the duties con- 
ferred or imposed by statute on the wire commissioner 
and on the fire commissioner as successor to the wire 
commissioner, and shall carry out the provisions and 
requirements of law relating to wires and inspection of 
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wires and the installation and use of electrical con- 
ductors and appliances in buildings in the city. 

SECTION 21. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 2 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 

Section 2. There shall be in the building department 
a board, known as the Board of Appeal, consisting of 
five members appointed by the mayor as follows:— one 
member from two candidates nominated, one by The 
Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston 
Society of Civil Engineers, one member from two candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of 
Boston and Vicinity, one member from two candidates 
nominated, one by the Boston Real Estate Board and 
one by the Massachusetts Real Estate Association, one 
member from three candidates nominated, one by The 
Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association of the City of 
Boston and one by the Associated General Contractors 
of Massachusetts, Inc., and one member selected at 
large by the mayor. AIl members of the board of appeal 
shall be residents of, or engaged in business in, Boston. 
The members of the board of appeal in office when this 
ordinance takes effect shall serve, in the case of the 
member appointed upon nomination of The Boston 
Society of Architects or the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, for a term expiring five years, in the case of 
the member appointed upon nomination of the Building 
Trades Council of Boston and Vicinity, for a term ex- 
piring one year, in the case of the member appointed 
upon nomination of the Boston Real Estate Board or

As the term of any such 
member, or of any subsequent member, expires, his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed in like manner as such member 
for a term of five years. Vacancies in the board shall 
be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. 
No member of the board shall act in any case in which 
he has a personal interest; and when a member is so dis- 
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qualified or absent or when there is a vacancy in the 
office of a member, the remaining members shall desig- 
nate a substitute. 

The board of appeal shall not be subject to the super- 
vision or control of the building commissioner; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the board of appeal 
shall not communicate with the mayor, or make any 
annual or other report, except through the building 
commissioner. 

SECTION 22. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 4 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 

Section 4. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Examiners, con- 
sisting of three members appointed by the mayor, of 
whom one shall be an architect or engineer with at least 
five years’ experience in the city, one a contractor or 
person well qualified in the supervision of construction 
work with at least five years’ experience in the city, and 
one a lawyer or other person with proper legal qualifica- 
tions. The members of the board of examiners in office 
when this ordinance takes effect shall serve according to 
the provisions of their respective appointments for terms 
expiring one, two and three years, respectively, from 
May 1, 1953. As the term of any such member, or of 
any subsequent member, expires, his successor shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term of three years. 
Vacancies in the board shall be filled by the mayor for 
the unexpired term. 

The board of examiners shall not be subject to the 
supervision or control of the building commissioner; but 
unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the board of 
examiners shali not communicate with the mayor, or 
make any annual or other report, except through the 
building commissioner. 

SECTION 28. Section 5 of said chapter 9 is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the last sentence, the words 
“city collector’’ and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘‘collector-treasurer’”’. 

SECTION 24. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 6 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 

Section 6. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Examiners of Gas- 
fitters, consisting of the building commissioner and the 
health commissioner, ex officiis, and a member appointed 
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by the mayor. The appointive member shall be a 
licensed master gasfitter who shall have been con- 
tinuously engaged in business as a master gasfitter 
during the five years next preceding his appointment. 
The appointive member of the board of examiners of 
gasfitters in office when this ordinance takes effect shall 
serve for a term expiring on May 1, 1954. As the term 
of such appointive member, or of any subsequent ap- 
pointive member, expires, his successor shall be ap- 
pointed by the mayor for a term of one year. Any 
vacancy in the office of the appointive member shall be 
filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. 


The board of examiners of gasfitters shall not be sub- 
ject to the supervision or control of the building com- 
missioner except as he acts as a member of said board; 
but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the board of 
examiners of gasfitters shall not communicate with the 
mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the building commissioner. 

SECTION 25. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by adding at the end the following caption and 
section :— 

Public Safety Commission. 

Section 8. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Public Safety Commission, 
consisting of the director of administrative services, the 
building commissioner, the fire commissioner, the health 
commissioner and the chairman of the Boston traffic 
commission, ex officiis. It shall be the duty of said com- 
mission to coordinate the work of the building, fire and 
health departments to the end that there may be efficient 
and concerted action by said departments. Said com- 
mission shall meet at least once each month, at the call of 
the director of administrative services, for the purpose of 
discharging said duty. 

There shall be in the public safety commission a 
committee, known as the Committee on Licenses, con- 
sisting of the building commissioner, the fire commis- 
sioner and the chairman of the Boston traffic commission, 
ex officiis. Said committee shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the board of 
street commissioners by chapter 148 of the General Laws, 
as amended, by chapter 577 of the acts of 1913, as 
amended, by chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as 
amended, and by chapter 349 of the acts of 1953.

Neither the public safety commission nor the com- 
mittee on licenses shall be subject to the supervision 
or control of the building commissioner except as he 
acts as a member thereof; but unless otherwise ordered 
by the mayor, neither said commission nor said com- 
mittee shall communicate with the mayor, or make any 
annual or other report, except through the building 
commissioner. 

SECTION 26. The board of appeal, the board of 
examiners and the board of examiners of gasfitters are 
hereby placed in the building department but not under 
the supervision or control of the building commissioner; 
and the respective powers, duties, appropriations and 
personnel of said boards are hereby transferred with 
them except that, unless otherwise ordered by the 
mayor, none of said boards shall communicate with the 
mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the building commissioner. 

SECTION 27. Chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1952

Sect. 6. There shall be in the city planning depart- 
ment the board of zoning adjustment provided for by 
section 20 of chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as amended. 
Said board shall exercise the powers and perform the 
duties provided by statute. Said board shall not be 
subject to the supervision or control of the city planning 
board; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the 
board of zoning adjustment shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the city planning board. 

SECTION 28. The board of zoning adjustment is 
hereby placed in the city planning department but not 
under the supervision or control of the city planning 
board; and the powers, duties, appropriations and per- 
sonnel of the board of zoning adjustment are hereby 
transferred with it except that, unless otherwise ordered 
by the mayor, said board shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the city planning board. 

SECTION 29. Chapter 14 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the collecting de- 
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partment, including the office of city collector, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers, duties and appropriations of 
said department are hereby transferred to the treasury 
department as reorganized by sections 64 and 65 of 
this ordinance. 

SECTION 30. Section 7 of chapter 16 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the electrical 
inspection division of the fire department, including the 
office of the deputy in charge of said division, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers, duties and appropriations of 
said division and of the fire commissioner as successor to 
the wire commissioner are hereby transferred to the 
building department. 

SECTION 31. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by striking out chapter 17, as 
amended by chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1950, and 
inserting in place thereof the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 17. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Health Department, which shall be under 
the charge of an officer, known as the Health Commis- 
sioner, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected. 
The health commissioner may appoint, subject to the 
approval of the mayor, an assistant health commissioner, 
who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of his duties 
and shall hold office until his successor is appointed and 
qualified. ‘The assistant health commissioner shall per- 
form such duties as may be assigned to him from time to 
time by the health commissioner. 

Section 2. There shall be in the health department a 
health division under the direct charge of the health com- 
missioner, a registry division under the charge of a city 
registrar appointed by the health commissioner, and a 
weights and measures division under the charge of a 
sealer appointed by the mayor. The health commissioner 
may appoint, subject to the approval of the mayor, not 
exceeding three assistant city registrars for the registry 
division; and the mayor may appoint a chief deputy 
sealer and not exceeding seventeen deputy sealers for the 
weights and measures division. 
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Health Division. 


Section 8. There shall be in the health division the 
following sections:— section of general services, section 
of medical services, section of environmental sanita- 
tion, and section of local health service. Hach section 
shall be in charge of a director appointed by the health 
commissioner: The health commissioner may from 
time to time determine the bureaus, if any, within each 
of said sections, and shall appoint the heads of such 
bureaus. In appointing the director of a section or the 
head of a bureau, the health commissioner shall certify 
that in his opinion the person appointed is an expert 
in the work which will devolve upon him, that he is a 
person specially fitted by education, training or expe- 
rience to perform the duties of the position, and that 
the appointment is made solely in the interest of the 
city, such certificate to be filed with the city clerk and 
to be open to public inspection. 

Section 4. The health commissioner shall have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the board of health of the city or upon the 
chairman thereof; shall have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed on the office of health 
commissioner by section 2 of chapter 1 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1927; shall include in his annual report a 
review of the sanitary condition of the city; shall keep 
on hand, so far as practicable, a sufficient quantity of 
vaccine virus and antitoxin, and supply the same free 
of charge to the physicians in the several departments; 
shall appoint one or more medical inspectors and 
require them to vaccinate and revaccinate all inhabit- 
ants of the city who apply for vaccination, and to give 
certificates of vaccination required for admission to the 
public schools; and shall appoint a superintendent of 
peddlers and require him to see that every hawker 
and peddler conforms to law. | 


Regisiry Division. 

Section 5. The city registrar shall have custody of 
all records, books and papers belonging to the city, 
relating to births, marriages and deaths, shall have the 
powers and perform the duties from time to time con- 
ferred or imposed on clerks of towns in Massachusetts 
by chapter 46, and by section 16 of chapter 66, of the 
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General Laws, and may pay, out of any funds received 
by him, the fees due to persons making returns under 
the requirements of law. 

Section 6. The official seal which the city shall 
provide for use by the city registrar and assistant city 
registrars shall be in the form prescribed by section 4 
of chapter 34 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 as 
appearing in chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1902. 

Section 7. The certificate or attestation of an as- 
sistant city registrar shall have the same force and 
effect as that of the city registrar. 

Section 8. The city registrar shall file annually with 
the health commissioner a statement of the number 
of births, marriages and deaths recorded in his office 
during the previous year; and said commissioner shall 
include such statement in his annual report. Unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the city registrar shall 
not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through the health commissioner. 


Weights and Measures Division. 


Section 9. The sealer shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or 
imposed by general laws applicable to Boston on 
sealers appointed under section 34 of chapter 98 of 
the General Laws, shall have direction of the deputy 
sealers, shall keep records showing the work done and 
the fees earned, in the weights and measures division, 
and shall daily pay over to the collector-treasurer all fees 
received by him or the deputy sealers, who shall per- 
form the work respectively assigned to them by the 
sealer and shall daily pay over to him all fees received 
by them. Unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the 
sealer shall not communicate with the mayor, or make 
any annual or other report, except through the health 
commissioner. 


SECTION 32. Chapter 18 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out 
section 1 and inserting in place thereof the following 
section :— 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Hospital Department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board of five trustees who shall 
have charge of the city hospital, the sanatorium and 
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the Long Island hospital (including the viaduct be- 
tween Long Island and Moon Island and the approaches 
to said viaduct) and of the care and maintenance 
thereof, shall make all needful improvements in the 
lands and grounds connected therewith, shall have 
charge of all real estate held for purposes connected 
with said institutions, and shall pay or cause to be 
paid to the collector-treasurer the income thereof. Said 
trustees shall also investigate all questions relating to 
the commitment of the insane. 

SECTION 33. Section 2 of said chapter 18 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words ‘“‘city 
collector’? and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘‘collector-treasurer ’’. 

SECTION 34. Section 3 of said chapter 18 is 
hereby amended by striking out, in the last sentence, 
the words ‘‘city collector’’ and inserting in place thereof 
the word ‘‘collector-treasurer’’. 

SECTION 35. Chapter 19 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the institutions 
department, including the office of the commissioner 
of institutions, is hereby abolished; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of said department in relation 
to the commitment of the insane and to Long Island and 
the institution thereon belonging to the city, including 
the viaduct between Long Island and Moon Island 
and the approaches to said viaduct, are hereby trans- 
ferred to the hospital department; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of the institutions depart- 
ment in relation to all other matters are hereby trans- 
ferred to the department renamed the welfare depart- 
ment by sections 44 and 68 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 36. Chapter 22 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out the 
caption ‘“PARK DEPARTMENT” and inserting in place 
thereof the caption ‘‘PARKS AND RECREATION DEPART- 
MENT”, | 

SECTION 37. Section 1 of said chapter 22 is 
hereby amended by striking out section 1 and inserting 
in place thereof the following section :— 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Parks and Recreation Department, which 
shall be under the charge of a board, known as the 
Parks and Recreation Commission, consisting of an 
officer, known as the Commissioner of Parks and Rec- 
reation, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
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the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
who shall be chairman of the board, shall devote his 
whole time to the work, and shall serve in the stead of 
the chairman of the park commissioners as an associate 
commissioner of the Boston traffic commission, and 
four other officers, known as Associate Commissioners 
of Parks and Recreation, appointed by the mayor. 
The associate commissioners first appointed shall serve, 
according to the provisions of their respective appoint- 
ments, for terms commencing upon their respective 
dates of appointment and expiring, in the case of one, 
one year, in the case of another, two years, in the case 
of another, three years, and in the case of the other, 
four years, from May 1, 1954. As the term of any 
such associate commissioner, or of any subsequent as- 
sociate commissioner, expires, his successor shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term of four years. Any 
vacancy in the office of an associate commissioner shall 
be filled by the mayor for the unexpired term. The 
associate commissioners shall serve without pay. 

SECTION 38. Said chapter 22 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 2 and inserting in 
place thereof the following section :— 

Section 2. The commissioner of parks and recrea- 
tion shall exclusively have the powers, and perform 
the duties, of a department head with respect to the 
making of contracts and the appointment, suspension, 
discharge, compensation and indemnification of sub- 
ordinates for the department; but otherwise the board 
shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on boards of park 
commissioners of cities in Massachusetts by general 
laws applicable to Boston and, except as aforesaid, shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties conferred 
or imposed by law on the board of park commissioners 
and board of recreation in existence immediately prior 
to the taking effect of this ordinance. The board shall 
further have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on it by law. 

SECTION 39. Section 3 of said chapter 22 is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the first sentence, the words 
“park department” and inserting in place thereof the 
words “‘ parks and recreation department’’; and section 4 
of said chapter 22 is hereby amended by striking out

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thereof the words ‘‘and shall designate the persons to 
furnish the same.’’; and section 5 of said chapter 22 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words “‘street com- 
missioners’? and inserting in place thereof the words 
‘‘commissioner of public works’’. 

SECTION 40. Section 8 of said chapter 22 is hereby 
amended by striking out the words “‘park department’’ 
and inserting in place thereof the words “‘ parks and rec- 
reation department”. 

SECTION 41. Section 10 of said chapter 22 is hereby 
amended by striking out the words ‘“‘city treasurer” 
and inserting in place thereof the word ‘‘collector- 
treasurer’’. 

SECTION 42. The park department, including the 
board of park commissioners, in existence immediately 
prior to the taking effect of this ordinance is hereby 
abolished; and the powers, duties and appropriations of 
said board with respect to the making of contracts and 
the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation 
and indemnification of subordinates are hereby trans- 
ferred to the commissioner of parks and recreation 
created by section 37 of this ordinance; and all other 
powers, duties and appropriations of said park depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the parks and recreation 
department created by said section 37. 

SECTION 43. Chapter 25 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, as amended by chapter 1 of the second 
series of the Ordinances of 1947 and by section 5 of 
chapter 3 of the Ordinances of 1952, is hereby repealed; 
and the public buildings department, including the 
office of superintendent of public buildings, is hereby 
abolished; and the powers, duties and appropriations of 
the superintendent of public buildings with respect to 
the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation 
and indemnification of subordinates are hereby trans- 
ferred to the commissioner of real property created by 
section 58 of this ordinance; and all other powers, duties 
and appropriations of the public buildings department 
are hereby transferred to the assistant commissioner of 
real property created by said section 58. 

SECTION 44. Chapter 26 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the public welfare 
department is hereby renamed the welfare department. 

SECTION 45. Section 1 of chapter 27 of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by 
striking out the words ‘‘The department of public 
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works shall be under the charge of the commissioner 
of public works, who shall be a civil engineer of recog- 
nized standing in his profession;’’ and inserting in 
place thereof the words ‘There shall be in the city a 
department, known as the Public Works Department, 
which shall be under the charge of an officer, known 
as the Commissioner of Public Works, who shall be a 
civil engineer of recognized standing in his profession 
appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next bien- 
nial municipal election at which a mayor is elected;”’’. 

SECTION 46. Said chapter 27 is hereby amended 
by striking out section 2 and inserting in place thereof 
the following section :— 

Section 2. The commissioner of public works shall 
have the jurisdiction vested by statute in the board 
of street commissioners in relation to the planting 
and removal of trees in the public ways and to the 
use of public ways for any temporary obstruction or 
projection in, under or over the same; but such juris- 
diction shall only be exercised with the written approval 
of the mayor in each instance. ‘The commissioner 
shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed by statute on the board of street 
commissioners in relation to the use of parts of public 
ways for the storage and sale of merchandise. 

SECTION 47. Section 6 of said chapter 27 is 
hereby amended by striking out, in the last sentence, 
the words ‘‘city collector’’ and inserting in place thereof 
the word ‘‘collector-treasurer”’.

Section 13. The commissioner shall issue such a 
permit to a building mover actually engaged in the 
business, for the purpose of moving a building through 
the streets, on condition the terms of which shall be 
those stated in section nine of this chapter; provided, 
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that an application for such permit, describing the 
locations from and to which, and the route over which, 
the building is to be moved, the length, width and height 
of the building, and the principal material of its exterior 
and roof, and accompanied by the written consent - 
of the building commissioner to the placing of the 
building on the lot proposed, shall be first made to the 
commissioner. Whenever it appears that the moving 
of a building will encumber the tracks of any railroad 
corporation, a public hearing shall be given by the 
commissioner upon the subject before such permit 
is issued. 

Section 14 of said chapter 27 is 
hereby amended by striking out, wherever appearing 
in said section, the words ‘‘street commissioners” 
and inserting in place thereof, in each instance, the 
words ‘‘public improvement commission”’; and section

wherever appearing in said section, the words ‘“‘street 
commissioners’”’ and inserting in place thereof, in each 
instance, the words ‘‘ public improvement commission’’. 

SECTION 52. Section 20 of said chapter 27 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words ‘“‘street com- 
missioners”? and inserting in place thereof the words 
‘“nublic improvement commission”’. 

SECTION 58. Section 238 of said chapter 27 is 
hereby amended by striking out, in the first sentence, the 
words ‘‘city collector’’ and inserting in place thereof the 
word ‘‘collector-treasurer ’’. 

SECTION 54. Section 28 of said chapter 27 is 
hereby amended by striking out, wherever appearing in 
clause 5, the words ‘“‘the city collector” and ‘‘the 
collector’? and inserting in place thereof, in each in- 
stance, the word ‘‘the collector-treasurer’’. 

SECTION 55. Said chapter 27 is hereby amended 
by striking out section 29 and inserting in place thereof 
the following section :— 

Section 29. Eixcept as otherwise provided by statute, 
the commissioner of public works shall have full charge 
of all engineering work of every nature and description 
connected with all public works and all public improve- 
ments, and shall make such surveys, plans, estimates, 
statements and descriptions, and take such levels, as 
any officer of the city may need in the discharge of his 
duties, and shall have the custody of all surveys and 
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plans relating to the laying out, relocating, altering, 
widening, constructing, making specific repairs on, and 
discontinuing public ways and alleys. 

SECTION 56. Section 33 of said chapter 27 is hereby 
amended by striking out the first sentence and inserting 
in place thereof the following sentence:—The commis- 
sioner shall divide the public works department from 
time to time into a survey division and such other divi- 
sions as the commissioner shall adjudge necessary for 
the proper conduct of the department. 

SECTION 57. Said chapter 27 is hereby further 
amended by striking out sections 35 and 36 and inserting 
in place thereof the following sections :— 

Section 385. The commissioner shall, in his annual 
report, include a statement of the repairs and expendi- 
tures on each street and each bridge under his charge, of 
the number of times each draw of a bridge has been 
opened for the passage of vessels, of the number of 
vessels laden with cargo that have passed through each 
draw, of the number of water takers and the purposes 
for which the water is taken, of the number and kind of 
water meters installed during the previous year, of the 
number and kind of water meters in use, of the number 
of cases where the water has been shut off, and of the 
number and amount of abatements which have been 
made during the preceding year on water rates. 

Section 36. There shall be in the public works depart- 
ment a board, known as the Public Improvement Com- 
mission, consisting of the commissioner of public works, 
the commissioner of real property and the chairman of 
the Boston traffic commission, ex officiis. The public 
improvement commission shall not be subject to the 
supervision or control of the commissioner of public 
works except as he acts as a member of said commission; 
but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the public 
improvement commission shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the commissioner of public works. The public 
improvement commission shall have all powers and per- 
form all duties conferred or imposed by statute on the 
board of street commissioners except (a) those conferred 
or imposed on the committee on licenses in the public 
safety commission by section eight of chapter nine of 
these ordinances, (b) those conferred or imposed on the 
commissioner of public works by section two of this 
chapter and section forty of chapter forty of these ordi- 
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nances, and (c) those conferred or imposed on the real 
property board by section one of chapter twenty-seven A 
of these ordinances. 

SECTION 58. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by inserting after chapter 27 . 
the following new chapter :— 


CHAPTER 274A. 


REAL PROPERTY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. ‘There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Real Property Department, which shall 
be under the charge of a board, known as the Real 
Property Board, consisting of an officer, known as the 
Commissioner of Real Property, appointed by the 
mayor, who shall be chairman of the board and shall 
serve in the stead of the chairman of the board of street 
commissioners aS an associate commissioner of the 
Boston traffic commission, an officer, known as the 
Assistant Commissioner of Real Property, appointed 
by the mayor, and three other officers, known as Asso- 
ciate Commissioners of Real Property, who shall be 
the chairman of the city planning board, ex officio, 
and two other persons appointed by the mayor. The 
commissioner of real property and the assistant com- 
missioner of real property shall each be appointed for 
a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected and shall devote their whole time 
to the work. The associate commissioners first ap- 
pointed shall serve, according to the provisions of their 
respective appointments, for terms commencing upon 
their respective dates of appointment and expiring, in 
the case of one associate commissioner, one year, and 
in the case of the other associate commissioner, two 
years, from May 1, 1954. As the term of any such 
associate commissioner, or of any subsequent appoin- 
tive associate commissioner, expires, his successor shall 
be appointed by the mayor for a term of two years. 
Any vacancy in the office of an appointive associate 
commissioner shall be filled by the mayor for the un- 
expired term. The associate commissioners of real 
property shall receive no compensation for their services 
as such associate commissioners. 

The real property board shall have.the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the board 
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of real estate commissioners by chapter 484 of the acts 
of 1943, as amended, and by chapter 474 of the acts of 
1946, as amended. The real property board shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by statute on the board of street commissioners 
in relation to the abatement of taxes. The real property 
board shall divide the real property department from 
time to time into such divisions as said board shall 
adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the depart- 
ment. 

Section 2. The mayor shall appoint from the real 
property board a committee consisting of the chairman 
and two other members to be known as the Committee 
on Foreclosed Real Estate. Said committee shall have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the committee on foreclosed real estate 
established under section 4 of chapter 434 of the acts 
of 19438. 

Section 3. ‘The commissioner of real property shall 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed on the chairman of the board of real estate 
commissioners by chapter 434 of the acts of 1943, as 
amended, and shall exclusively have the powers, and 
perform the duties, of a department head with respect 
to the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation 
and indemnification of subordinates for the real property 
department (and the several officers thereof), including 
an auctioneer, who shall have the powers and perform 
the duties prescribed for the auctioneer in the office of the 
board of real estate commissioners by section 2A of 
chapter 652 of the acts of 1945 as amended by section 3 
of chapter 633 of the acts of 1951, and including also 
a superintendent of markets, who, subject to the super- 
vision and control of the assistant commissioner of real 
property, shall have the charge and control of Faneuil- 
hall market and Faneuil-hall market limits; shall 
preserve order therein; shall make such changes, and 
place or allow to be placed in said market such pipes, 
drains, and other appliances, as he may deem proper; 
and shall take and forthwith destroy any article of 
food which in his opinion is diseased, unwholesome, 
or tainted, and is kept for sale within such market limits. 
Said superintendent may assign stands within such 
market limits for the sale of provisions and other 
articles, and may, at the expense of the owner thereof, 
remove from one place or stand to another within such 
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limits, or to, and to be kept in, a proper storage place 
until the expense is paid, any merchandise, vehicle or 
animal, not under the charge of any person, or not 
immediately so removed on the direction of said 
superintendent or his deputies. 

Section 4. The assistant commissioner of real 
property shall have the care, custody and management 
of, shall make all repairs in and upon, and shall keep in 
repair the furniture of, all buildings and parts of build- 
ings belonging to or hired by the city, not wholly in 
charge of one department, or for which no other pro- 
vision is made by statute or ordinance, whether the same 
are used for city or county purposes, and may, with the 
approval of the mayor, hire such buildings or rooms as 
may be required for such purposes; shall have the care 
and control of the city hall and the city hall annex; shall 
have the care and custody of the flags belonging to the 
city hall and to the old state house; shall display the 
national flag upon the city hall on every day, except 
Sundays, weather permitting; shall have charge of all 
city property in the armories provided by the city for 
the militia; and shall cause to be included in the annual 
report of the real property board a statement of the 
kind and amount of city property in such armories, of 
all buildings belonging to or used by the city, and of the 
land and appurtenances thereof, of the condition of such 
buildings and land, and the nature and amount of the 
expenditures that have been made during the preceding 
year relative thereto. 

Section 5. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care, custody and management of 
Faneuil hall, shall, weather permitting, every day except 
Sundays, display the national flag upon the building in 
which said hall is located, shall, upon vote of the city 
council approved by the mayor, permit the use of said 
hall, and shall be paid therefor in advance, for opening, 
heating, lighting, and closing said hall, unless such vote 
shall otherwise provide, in the daytime a fee of fifteen 
dollars and in the evening or on Sunday a fee of twenty- 
five dollars, and shall hold all persons signing the appli- 
cation for such permit jointly and severally liable for 
all damage done to said hall at or in connection with the 
meeting for which such permit is granted. 

Section 6. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall lease, from time to time, by instruments 
approved as to form by the corporation counsel and

approved in writing by the mayor, the stalls, cellars, 
and second floor in Faneuil-hall market for terms of 
three years from October 1, 1953, and at the expiration 
of such leases for further terms of three years, at the 
rents established by the city council and upon such 
other terms and conditions as may be approved by the 
corporation counsel and the mayor. 

Section 7. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care, custody and management of the 
Dillaway house, so called, in the Roxbury district of 
the city, may establish rules and regulations for the use 
and preservation of said house as a historical relic of the 
revolutionary war, and may, upon vote of the city 
council approved by the mayor, let or lease the whole 

or any part of said house to a historical society or other 
association organized for historical purposes. 

Section 8. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall designate, in the places named in orders of 
the city council, a suitable room to be used for a ward- 
room for the ward in which it is situated. If any such 
room cannot be so used at any time, said assistant 
commissioner shall provide accommodation elsewhere 
for any public meeting in such ward for which he shall 
issue a permit. 

Section 9. ‘The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care and custody of, shall determine 
the use of, and provide for opening, closing, lighting, 
and heating the ward-rooms; shall frame and keep in 
some conspicuous place therein a copy of this and the 
following section, and as soon as a list or a revised list 
of voters in a ward is prepared by the election commis- 
sioners shall keep posted or hung up a copy thereof in 
the ward-room of the ward in such a manner as to be 
readily accessible to the public, and such copies shall 
be altered, revised or removed only under the direction 
of the election commissioners or said assistant commis- 
sioner. 

Section 10. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty, when a written application (containing a copy of 
the call for a meeting notifying all persons who may be 
present that it will be subject to the provisions of this 
section) is made to him by not less than five legal voters 
of a ward for the use of a ward-room for the purpose of 
holding such meeting, and when he is paid such sum of 
money as will in his opinion be sufficient to defray the 
expense of opening, lighting, heating, and closing the 
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ward-room during the time specified in the permit, may 
issue a permit for the use of such ward-room, which 
permit may at any time be revoked by the mayor. 
Said assistant commissioner shall specify in the permit 
the time and purpose of the meeting, and that the meet- 
ing will be subject to the following provisions, viz.: 
Only legal voters in the ward in which such meeting is 
held, and to whom no objection is made by the majority 
of such applicants as are present or by the presiding 
officer of such meeting, shall mark or vote, or remain at 
such meeting, and the members of the police force 
present shall keep the peace at such meeting, obey the 
lawful orders of, and remove such persons as shall be 
designated by, the majority of such applicants as are 
present, or after the election of a presiding officer of the. 
meeting, such persons as shall be designated by such 
presiding officer. Said assistant commissioner shall 
request the police commissioner to detail police sufficient 
to enforce such provisions. 


SECTION 59. Chapter 28 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the real estate 
department, including the board of real estate com- 
missioners, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of the real estate department, the 
board of real estate commissioners, the committee on 
foreclosed real estate, and the chairman of said board 
are hereby respectively transferred to the real property 
department, the real property board, the committee on 
foreclosed real estate, and the commissioner of real 
property created by section 58 of this ordinance. 


SECTION 60. Chapter 29 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the registry department, 
including the office of city registrar, is hereby abolished; 
and the powers, duties and appropriations of the city 
registrar with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnifica- 
tion of subordinates are hereby transferred to the 
health commissioner; and all other powers, duties and 
appropriations of the registry department are hereby 
transferred to the registry division created in the health 
department by section 31 of this ordinance. 


SECTION 61. Chapter 31 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the sinking funds de- 
partment, including the board of commissioners of sink- 
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ing funds, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of said department are hereby trans- 
ferred to the board of commissioners of sinking funds 
created in the treasury department by section 64 of this 
ordinance. } 

SECTION 62. Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, as amended by chapter 7 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1950, is hereby repealed; and the street laying 
out department, including the board of street commis- 
sioners, is hereby abolished; and the powers and duties 
conferred or imposed on the board of street commis- 
sioners by chapter 148 of the General Laws, as amended, 
by chapter 577 of the acts of 1918, as amended, by 
chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as amended, and by 
chapter 349 of the acts of 1958, and the appropriations 
of the street laying out department pertaining to all 
such powers and duties, are hereby transferred to the 
committee on licenses created in the public safety com- 
mission by section 25 of this ordinance; and the powers 
and duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board 
of street commissioners in relation to the abatement of 
taxes, and the appropriations of the street laying out 
department pertaining to such powers and duties, are 
hereby transferred to the real property department 
created by section 58 of this ordinance; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of the street laying out de- 
partment in relation to all engineering work and the 
custody of all surveys and plans pertaining to the laying 
out, relocating, altering, widening, constructing, making 
specific repairs on, and discontinuing public ways and 
alleys, and the powers and duties of the board of street 
commissioners in relation to the designation of streets 
for coasting, the planting and removal of trees in the pub- 
lic ways, the use of public ways for any temporary 
obstruction or projection in, under, or over the same, and 
the use of parts of public ways for the storage and sale of 
merchandise, and the appropriations of the street laying 
out department pertaining to all such powers and duties, 
are hereby transferred to the public works department; 
and all other powers and duties of the board of street 
commissioners, and all other appropriations of the street 
laying out department, are hereby transferred to the 
public improvement commission created in the public 
works department by section 57 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 63. Chapter 35 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed. 
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SECTION 64. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby amended by striking out chapter 36, as amended 
by chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1948, and inserting in 
place thereof the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 36. 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Treasury Department, which shall be 
under the charge of an officer, known as the Collector- 
Treasurer, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
who shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on him by law, shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties conferred 
or imposed by law on the offices of city collector and city 
treasurer in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance (including the powers and duties 
conferred or imposed by section 7 of chapter 434 of the 
acts of 1943), and shall further have the powers and per- 
form the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
on collectors of taxes and treasurers of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
collector-treasurer shall divide the treasury department 
from time to time into such divisions as he shall adjudge 
necessary for the proper conduct of the department. 

Section 2. The collector-treasurer may, with the 
written approval of the mayor in each instance, appoint 
three assistant collector-treasurers, each of whom shall 
be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties and 
shall perform under the direction of the collector- 
treasurer such duties as shall from time to time be 
assigned to him by the collector-treasurer. Any assist- 
ant collector-treasurer may, at such times as he shall 
have been so authorized by written designation signed 
by the collector-treasurer, approved by the mayor and 
filed with the city clerk and such authorization shall not 
have been revoked in like manner, exercise the powers 
and perform the duties of collector-treasurer in relation 
to such matters as may be specified in such designation. 

Section 3. The collector-treasurer may appoint such 
deputy collectors (including a chief deputy collector) as 
the service may be found to require, who shall have like 
power as the collector-treasurer to receive any tax, 
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assessment, account, debt or claim payable to the city or 
county and to serve any bill, demand, notice or other 
paper of the collector-treasurer and make affidavit of the 
manner of such service, and, in addition thereto, shall 
have power to give notice of, serve and execute any 
warrant committed to him by the collector-treasurer 
under section 34 of chapter 60 of the General Laws, and 
in the service and execution thereof shall have all the 
powers and duties of a collector of taxes. 

Section 4. The collector-treasurer shall require from 
each of his subordinates, before each enters upon the 
duties of his office or position and annually thereafter 
and at such other times as the collector-treasurer shall 
determine, for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
trusts and the safe custody and lawful disposition of all 
money and other property belonging to the city or county 
which may come into his possession, a bond running to 
the collector-treasurer with a surety company author- 
ized to transact business in Massachusetts as surety in 
the penal sum, in the case of an assistant collector- 
treasurer, of two hundred thousand dollars, and in the 
case of every other permanent employee, of not less 
than five, nor more than fifty, thousand dollars as the 
collector-treasurer shall in each case prescribe. 

Section 5. The collector-treasurer shall collect and 
receive all taxes and assessments payable to the city or 
county, whether committed to him or outstanding at 
the time of his appointment. He shall also collect and 
receive all accounts, debts and claims payable to the 
city or county, and in the collection thereof shall have 
all the remedies provided by sections 35, 36 and 93 of 
chapter 60 of the General Laws. He shall further collect 
and receive, except where other provision is made, all 
other money to be paid to, or for the use of, the city 
or the county. He shall have custody of all leases from 
the city. He shall, whenever a water rate is paid, 
immediately notify the commissioner of public works 
of such payment. 

Section 6. The collector-treasurer shall receive, receipt 
for, and have the care and custody of, the current funds 
of the city from the time the same shall come into his 
possession, and also of all money, property, and securities 
which may come into his possession by virtue of any 
statute or ordinance, or as a gift, devise, bequest, or 
deposit; may deposit any portion of such current funds 
in such savings banks or trust companies organized 
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under the laws of Massachusetts and doing business in 
Boston or such national banks doing business in Boston 
or such national bank or trust company in the city of 
New York, and on such conditions and rates of interest, 
as he shall deem best, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, provided, however, that no such deposit shall be 
made except in conformity with law; shall, with the 
mayor and the city auditor, sign all bonds and certificates 
of indebtedness issued by the city; shall preserve all 
bids for loans, and papers relating thereto; and shall, if 
elected, serve as treasurer of the board of commissioners 
of sinking funds. If the collector-treasurer is elected 
treasurer of said board, his bond as collector-treasurer 
shall apply to and include his duties as treasurer of said 
board. The collector-treasurer shall not be eligible for 
appointment to said board. 

Section 7. The collector-treasurer shall pay over to 
the board of commissioners of sinking funds all money 
received by him from assessments laid or to be laid on 
account of betterments from public improvements the 
expenses of which were paid for by the proceeds of loans, 
and all sums received from the sale or lease of city 
property purchased out of the proceeds of loans, except 
where provision to the contrary is made by statute or 
ordinance, to be by them eredited to the sinking funds 
established for such loans, or in case of serial loans to 
be held by them toward paying the installments as they 
falldue. The collector-treasurer shall also pay all drafts, 
checks and other orders directed to him by the city 
auditor, in accordance with these ordinances, for the 
payment of bills and demands against the city; shall on 
presentation pay every execution against the city, when 
approved by the corporation counsel, even if the appro- 
priation to which the execution is chargeable is not 
sufficient to meet it; shall pay on presentation when 
due all bonds issued by the city and the interest on the 
same; shall cancel all bonds and coupons and daily 
deliver to the city auditor the bonds and executions paid 
during the day; shall at the close of business on the 
last day of each month deliver to the city auditor the 
coupons paid during such month and a statement of the 
total amount paid for interest during such month; and 
shall use and apply as the city council may direct all 
property, money and securities in his care and custody 
at the close of each financial year for the application of 
which no other provision has been made. 
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Section 8. The collector-treasurer shall, on or before 
the tenth day of each month, render to the mayor a 
statement of the receipts and payments of the treasury 
department for the preceding month and a summary of 
the like items for the current financial year up to the 
close of the preceding month. 


Section 9. The collector-treasurer may make pay- 
ments to school teachers, school building custodians, 
policemen, witnesses, jurors, and persons employed in 
and about the various departments and institutions of 
the city and of the county, in such of the public buildings 
in the different sections of the city, or upon such public 
works, as he may designate, and as will best facilitate 
such payments and prevent the loss of time by the 
persons receiving them. 

Section 10. The collector-treasurer, unless the donors 
have otherwise directed, shall receive all properties given, 
devised or bequeathed to, or deposited with, the city 
for any specific purpose, and shall use the same, or the 
income thereof, as designated in the gift, devise, bequest 
or deposit. If the income only is to be used, he shall 
hold the properties as permanent funds. He shall invest 
and keep invested the said permanent funds in bonds, 
notes or certificates of indebtedness of the United States 
or of the commonwealth or of any city or town within 
the commonwealth. For the purpose of investment and 
reinvestment he shall have power from time to time in 
his discretion to sell or exchange any of the securities of 
which any of the said permanent funds consist; but all 
purchases, exchanges and sales shall be with the written 
approval of the mayor. 


Section 11. ‘The collector-treasurer shall use the in- 
come of the police charitable fund for the relief of persons 
in necessitous circumstances who shall be found by the 
police commissioner to have been honorably discharged 
from the police force by reason of sickness, age or other 
disability, or to be the widows or orphans of police 
officers who have died while in the service of the city; 
and may monthly pay to such persons the amount of 
such income determined and allowed by the police com- 
missioner, with the approval of the mayor, on a monthly 
payroll sent to the city auditor. 

Section 12. 'There shall be in the treasury department 
a board, known as the Board of Commissioners of Sink- 
ing Funds, consisting of six commissioners appointed 
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by the mayor. The commissioners first appointed 
shall serve, according to the provisions of their respective 
appointments, for terms commencing upon their re- 
spective dates of appointment and expiring, in the case 
of two commissioners, one year, in the case of two other 
commissioners, two years, and in the case of two other 
commissioners, three years, from May 1, 1954. As 
the term of any such commissioner, or of any subsequent 
commissioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
by the mayor for a term of three years. Vacancies 
in the board shall be filled by the mayor for the unex- 
pired term. The members of the board of commissioners 
of sinking funds shall serve without compensation. 

The board of commissioners of sinking funds shall not 
be subject to the supervision or control of the collector- 
treasurer; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
said board shall not communicate with the mayor, or 
make any annual or other report, except through the 
collector-treasurer. 

The board of commissioners of sinking funds shall 
have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on it by law, shall also have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the board of commissioners of sinking funds 
in existence immediately prior to the taking effect of 
this ordinance, and shall further have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or im- 
posed on sinking fund commissioners of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
board of commissioners of sinking funds shall, when a 
debt of the city becomes due, pay over to the collector- 
treasurer so much of the funds held as a sinking fund 
for such debt as may be required for the payment of 
such debt. 


SECTION 65. The treasury department is hereby 
reorganized by abolishing the office of city treasurer 
and substituting therefor the office of collector-treasurer 
provided for by section 64 of this ordinance; and the 
powers, duties and appropriations of the city treasurer 
are hereby transferred to the collector-treasurer substi- 
tuted for him. 

SECTION 66. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 


hereby further amended by striking out chapter 37 
and inserting in place thereof the following chapter:— 
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CHAPTER 37. 
VETERANS SERVICES DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Veterans Services Department, which 
shall be under the charge of an officer, known as the 
Veterans Benefits and Services Commissioner, who shall 
be a veteran as defined in section 1 of chapter 115 of 
the General Laws, shall be appointed by the mayor for 
a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected, and shall have the powers and per- 
form the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
by statute upon the soldiers’ relief commissioner of 
Boston, veterans’ agents appointed under section 3 of 
said chapter 115, and directors of veterans’ services 
appointed under section 10 of said chapter 115. 

Section 2. The veterans benefits and services com- 
missioner may divide the veterans services department

The supervisor of veterans graves and registration shall 
not be subject to the supervision or control of the 
veterans benefits and services commissioner; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, such supervisor shall 
not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through such commissioner. 

SECTION 67. The department of veterans services, 
including the offices of director of veterans services and 
commissioner of soldiers relief, is hereby abolished; and 
the powers, duties and appropriations of said depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the veterans services

office of supervisor of veterans graves and registration

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Welfare Department, which shall be 
under the charge of the overseers of the public welfare 
who shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on them by law; shall 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by statute on the directors of the house of in- 
dustry, the board of directors for public institutions, the 
commissioners of public institutions, the institutions 
commissioner, the institutions registrar, the trustees for 
children, the pauper institutions trustees, the Boston 
infirmary trustees and the commissioner of institutions 
except in relation to matters within the jurisdiction of 
the penal institutions commissioner, matters concerning 
the insane, and matters pertaining to Long Island and 
the institution thereon belonging to the city, including 
the viaduct between Long Island and Moon Island and 
the approaches to said viaduct; shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or 
imposed on boards of public welfare of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston; shall 
have charge of the Charity building and temporary 
home on Chardon street, and the Lodge for Wayfarers 
on Hawkins street, and may make and enforce all such 
rules and regulations as they may deem expedient in 
relation thereto. 

Section 2. Such person as the overseers of the public 
welfare may from time to time designate, after giving 
bond to the city in the penal sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
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trusts and the safe custody and lawful disbursement of 
all public money intrusted to him, which bond shall be 
executed by a surety company authorized to transact 
business in Massachusetts as surety, approved by the 
mayor, filed with the city auditor, and renewed annually 
and at such other times as the mayor shall determine, 
shall act as an authorized official of the city to disburse 
all relief, aid and assistance of every name and nature 
furnished by, or under the supervision of, the overseers; 
and all moneys appropriated for the purpose of furnish- 
ing such relief, aid and assistance and all moneys re- 
ceived by the city for such purposes shall, upon requisi- 
tion made by the overseers with the approval of the city 
auditor and the mayor, be paid by the collector-treasurer 
to such authorized official for disbursement as aforesaid. 

SECTION 69. Chapter 38 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the weights and 
measures department, including the office of sealer of 
weights and measures, is hereby abolished; and the 
powers, duties and appropriations of the sealer of

SECTION 86. Every person holding an office or 
position subject to the civil service laws and rules shall,

of either, not abolished, by this ordinance; and every 
such person shall, upon such reappointment, retain all 
rights to retirement with pension that shall have accrued 
or would thereafter accrue to him; and his services 
shall be deemed to have been continuous to the same 
extent as if such abolition had not taken place.

REORGANIZING THE ASSESSING 
DEPARTMENT. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-four. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 2 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as amended, is hereby further 
amended by striking out the words “‘ For the term of five 
years, beginning with the first day of April in the year of 
appointment, one assessor.”’ 

SECTION 2. The first paragraph of section 5 of 
chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, as amended, 
is hereby further amended by striking out clause (2), as 
appearing in section 3 of chapter 8 of the Ordinances of 
1953, and inserting in place thereof the following 
clause :— 

(2) The assessor of taxes, twelve thousand dollars; 
the two associate assessors of taxes, four thousand dol- 
lars each; the chairman of the board of review in the 
assessing department, ninety-five hundred dollars; and 
the other two members of said board, eighty-five hundred 
dollars each. 

SECTION 3. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by striking out chapter 5, as 
amended, and inserting in place thereof the following 
chapter :-— 

CHAPTER 5. 
ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Assessing Department, which shall be 
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under the charge of an officer, known as the Assessor of 
Taxes, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected. The 
assessor of taxes shall exclusively for the assessing de- 
partment and the boards therein have the powers, and 
perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law on the 
board of assessors in existence immediately prior to. the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect to the acqui- 
sition and disposal of property, the making of contracts, 
and the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensa- 
tion and indemnification of subordinates.

There shall ‘be in the assessing depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Assessors, consist- 
ing of the assessor of taxes, ex officio, who shall .be chair- 
man of the board, and two other officers, known as 
Associate Assessors of Taxes, each of whom shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term.expiring on the first 
Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected. Except 
as otherwise provided in sections one and three of this 
chapter, the board of assessors shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on 
the board of assessors in existence immediately prior to 
the taking effect of this ordinance; and except as so 
provided, the board of assessors provided for by this 
section shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of 
cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to 
Boston. The board of assessors provided for by this 
section shall not be subject to the supervision or control 
of the assessor of taxes except as he acts as chairman of 
said board; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
said board shall not communicate with the mayor, or 
make any annual or other report, except through the 
assessor of taxes. 

Section 3. There shall also be in the assessing 
department a board, known as the Board of Review, 
consisting of three members appointed by the mayor

for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected, one of whom shall from time 
to time be designated by the mayor as chairman 
of said board. ‘The board of review shall have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by statute on the board of assessors in existence im- 
mediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance 
with respect to the abatement of taxes other than poll 
and motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have 
the powers and perform the duties from time to time 
conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with 
respect to abatement of taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes. The board of review shall 
not be subject to the supervision or control of the as- 
sessor of taxes; but, unless otherwise ordered by the 
mayor, said board shall not communicate with the 
mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the assessor of taxes. 


Section 4. Every application for abatement filed 
with the board of assessors with respect to a poll or. 
motor vehicle excise tax shall be deemed to be filed 
with the assessor of taxes and shall be forthwith trans- 
mitted to him by said board; and every such application 
filed with said board with respect to a tax other than 
a poll or motor vehicle excise tax shall be deemed to 
be filed with the board of review and shall be forthwith 
transmitted to said board by the board of assessors. 


Section 5. The board of review shall be deemed to 
come within the terms ‘‘assessors’”’ and ‘‘board of 
assessors’’ as used in any application for the abatement 
of, or in any appeal from a refusal (by. failure to act 
or otherwise) to abate, or in any statute relating to 
the abatement: of, or in any statute relating to an 
appeal from a refusal (by failure to act or otherwise) 
to abate, a tax other than a poll or motor vehicle excise 
tax. 


SECTION 4. The board of assessors in existence 
immediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance 
is hereby abolished; and the powers and duties of said 
board with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnifica- 
tion of subordinates, and the powers and duties of

not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such person 
shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights to re- 
tirement with pension that shall have accrued or would 
thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be deemed 
to have been continuous to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. As used in this section, 
the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be construed as defined in 
section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as amended by 
section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 

SECTION 8. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
office or position subject to the civil service laws and rules 
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shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, be 
without a similar office or position or be reduced in rank 
or compensation. 


SECTION 9. This ordinance shall take effect on 
the thirtieth day of June in the current year.

Section 42. No owner or tenant of an estate abutting 
on a sidewalk shall place or suffer to remain for more than 
three hours between sunrise and sunset, any snow upon 
such sidewalk, or any ice upon such sidewalk unless such 
ice is made even and covered with sand, sawdust, or 
ashes, to prevent slipping; nor shall any person remove 
any ice or snow from privately owned property other 
than residential property and place it upon any sidewalk 
or roadway of any street.

In Crty Councit, March 29, 1954. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses payable during the financial 
year beginning with the first day of January, 1954, for performing the 
duties and exercising the powers devolved by statute or ordinance, or by 
vote of the City Council during the year, upon the City of Boston, or 
County of Suffolk, or the departments or officers thereof, the respective 
sums of money specified i in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out 
be, and the same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments 
and for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated. 


Ordered, That the appropriation for Water Service, current expenses, 
and the payment to the state, under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
Acts of 1895, and acts in addition or amendment thereto, and for the 
interest and debt requirements or for loans issued for water purposes, be 
met by the income of said works and any excess over income from taxes; 
that the appropriation for the Sumner Traffic Tunnel be met by the income 
from tolls and any excess over income from taxes, in accordance with 
the provisions of section 11, chapter 297, of the Acts of 1929, as amended 
by chapter 74 of the Acts of 1935; that appropriations for the maintenance 
and operation of parking meters ‘and the regulation of parking and other 
traffic activities incident thereto, be met by the income from parking meter 
fees; that the other appropriations hereinafter specified be met out of the 
money remaining in the treasury at the close of business on December 31, 
1953, exclusive of the money raised by loan or needed to carry out the re- 
quirements of any statute, gift, trust or special appropriation; by the in- 
come of the financial year beginning January 1, 1954; by taxes on the polls 
and estates in the City of Boston; and by "the proceeds of any duly 
authorized loans. 


Ordered, That all sums of money which form no part of the income of 
the city, but shall be paid for services rendered or work done by any 
department or division for any other department or division, or for any 
person or corporation other than the City of Boston, be paid into the 
general treasury, and that all contributions made to any appropriation 
be expended for the objects and purposes directed by the several con- 
tributors thereof. 


Ordered, That all taxes raised to meet the appropriations of the city, 
and all taxes assessed for meeting the city’s proportion of the state tax 
for the year 1954, or for any other taxes or assessments payable to the 
Commonwealth, shall be due and payable on July 1, 1954. Interest shall 
be charged at the rate of 4 per cent per annum and computed from October 
1, 1954, on all real estate and personal property taxes remaining unpaid 
after November 1, 1954, and assessed and payable in the year 1954, 
before said November 1, 1954, until such taxes are paid. All interest 
sate shall have become due on taxes shall be added to and be part of 
such taxes. 


Ordered, That except as the appropriation for any purpose or item shall 
be increased by additional appropriations or transfers lawfully made, no 
money shall be expended by any department for any of the purposes or 
items designated in the tables and schedules hereinafter set out in excess 
of the amount set down as appropriated for such specific purpose or item.

As it appeared prior to |827 


The City Seal was adopted by ‘‘An Ordinance to 
Establish the City Seal,” passed January 2, 1823, which 
provides ‘‘That the design hereto annexed, as sketched 
by John R. Penniman, giving a view of the City, be the 
device of the City Seal; that the motto be as follows, 
to wit: ‘Sicut patribus sit Deus nobis’; and that the 
inscription be as follows: —‘Bostonia condita, A.D. 
1630. Civitatis regimine donata, A.D. 1822.’” The 
motto is taken from 1 Kings, viii, 57: ‘‘God be with 
us as He was with our fathers.” 


The seal as it first appeared is shown above. 


The seal as it was afterwards changed, and has ever 
since continued to be used, was first shown on page 221 
of the volume of laws and ordinances, commonly known 
as the ‘‘First Revision,’’ published in 1827, and is 
established as the City Seal at the present time by 
Revised Ordinances of 1914, Chapter 1, Section 5, 
which provides that ‘“‘The seal of the City shall be 
circular in form; shall bear a view of the City; the 
motto ‘Sicur Patrrisus Sir Drus Nosis,’ and the 
inscription, ‘Bostonta ConpiTa, A.D. 1630. CrIviTaTis 
REGIMINE Donata A.D. 1822,’ as herewith shown.” 


The seal as changed in 1827 is shown on the opposite 
page. 
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ORIGIN AND GROWTH OF BOSTON. 


Tue Royal, Patent incorporating the Governor and 
Company of Massachusetts Bay in New England passed 
the seals March * 4, 1628-29. At a General Court, or 
Meeting of the Company, on August * 29 of that year it 
was voted ‘‘that the Government and patent should be 
settled in New England.’”’ To that end Governor Win- 
throp led the Puritan Exodus in 1630. Soon after his 
arrival at Salem on June * 12, 1630, he proceeded with a 
large following to Charlestown, where a plantation had 
been established the summer before. The Assistants 
held three Courts at Charlestown in the interval, August 
* 23 to September * 28, inclusive. At their meeting 
on September * 7, they ‘‘ordered that Trimountaine 
shall be called Boston; Mattapan, Dorchester; and the 
towne upon Charles River, Waterton.’’? Thus Shawmut 
of the Indians was named Boston, probably out of grati- 
tude to the Merchants of Boston in Lincolnshire, who 
had subscribed generously to the stock of the Company. 

In the latter part of August, Governor Winthrop 
with the patent chose Boston as his abiding place. 
The first ‘‘Court”’ held in Boston was a ‘‘ General Court”’ 
on October * 19, ‘‘for establishing of the government.” 
On October * 3, 1632, Boston was formally declared 
to be ‘‘the fittest place for publique meetings of any 
place in the Bay.” 

Boston was the first town in Massachusetts to become 
a city. It was incorporated February 23, 1822, by 
St. 1821, c. 110, adopted by the voters March 4, 1822. 
. This act was revised by St. 1854, c. 448; amended by 
St. 1885, c. 266, again by St. 1909, c. 486, and again by 
St. 1948, c. 452 as amended by St. 1951, c. 376. 

The neck of land called Boston, still called Boston 
Proper, contained perhaps 700 acres of land, judging 
from the 783 acres shown by the official survey of 1794. 
(In the interval 1630-37, Boston acquired jurisdiction 
over most of the territory now included in Chelsea, 
Winthrop, Revere, East Boston, Brookline, Quincy, 
Braintree, Randolph and Holbrook, besides certain 
islands in the harbor.) From 1637 till May 138, 1640, 
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when ‘‘Mount Woollaston’” was set off as Braintree, 
Boston exercised jurisdiction over a territory of at least 
40,000 acres. Within its present limits there are 30,598 
acres, including flats and water. 

Since 1640, grants of land have been made to Boston 
by the General Court as follows: (1) October * 16, 1660, 
1,000 acres “‘for the use of a free schoole, layd out in 
the wildernesse or North of the Merimake River” (in 
Haverhill), in 1664. (2) June * 27, 1735, in abatement 
of Province Tax, three townships, each six miles square, 
or 69,120 acres in all. These townships later became 
the Towns of Charlemont, Colrain, and Pittsfield. 
Boston sold its interest in them on June * 30, 1737, for 
£3,660. (3) June 26, 1794, a township of land in 
Maine (23,040 acres) ‘‘to build a public hospital.’’ This 
tract was sold by the City April 6, 1833, for $4,200. 

Muddy River was set off as the Town of Brookline 
on November * 13, 1705, and Rumney Marsh was set 
off as the Town of Chelsea January * 8, 1739. 

The principal annexations of territory included within 
the present limits of the City of Boston have been made 
as follows: 

(1) Noddle’s Island, by order of Court of Assistants, March 
* 9, 1636-37. (2) South Boston set off from Dorchester March 
§, 1804, by St. 1803, c. 111. (3) Washington Village set off 
trom Dorchester May 21, 1855, by St. 1855, c. 468. (4) Rox- 
oury January 6, 1868, by St. 1867, c. 359, accepted September 
9, 1867. Roxbury received its name by order of the Court of 
Assistants October * 8, 1630. It was incorporated as a city 
March 12, 1846, by St. 1846, c. 95, accepted March 25, 1846. 
(5) Dorchester January 3, 1870, by St. 1869, c. 349, accepted 
June 22, 1869. It received its name September * 7, 1630, by 
order of the Court of Assistants. (6) Brighton January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 303, accepted October 7, 1873. Set off from 
Cambridge as the Town of Brighton February 24, 1807, by St. 
1806, c. 65. (7) Charlestown January 5, 1874, by St. 1873, c. 
286, accepted October 7, 1873. Settled July * 4, 1629. It was 
incorporated a City February 22, 1847, by St. 1847, c. 29, 
accepted March 10, 1847. (8) West Roxbury January 5, 1874, 
by St. 1873, c. 314, accepted October 7, 1873. It was set off 
from Roxbury and incorporated a Town May 24, 1851, by St. 
1851, c. 250. (9) Hyde Park January 1, 1912, by St. 1911, c. 
469, and 583, accepted November 7, 1911. Incorporated a 
Town April 22, 1868.

As a public document THr MunicrpaAL REGISTER is 
as old as the City of Boston itself, the first volume 
having been published in 1821, a year before the govern- 
ment of Boston changed from Town to City. Up to 
1840 the title of the volume was: The Rules and Orders 
of the Common Council. From 1821 to 1829 the docu- 
ment contained, merely a register of the City Council 
and a list of the officers. 

In 1829 the City Charter was published as a part of 
the volume, and in 18380 the Acts relating to Boston, 
also the ordinances, were added. In 1832 the size of 
the volume was increased by the addition of an index 
to the contents. The volume published in 1822 con- 
tained fifteen pages and for the year 1840 there were 
eighty-eight pages, including three pages of index. 

The title THz MunicipaL REGISTER was adopted in 
1841 when the publication became more ambitious, 
incorporating in its pages the Rules and Orders of the 
Common Council, joint rules, ordinances of the City, 
statutes of the Commonwealth relating to the City, a 
list of the public schools, the City Government of 1841, 
the committees and departments (consisting at that 
time of the treasury, law, police, health, public land 
and buildings, lamps and bridges, fire, and public 
charitable institutions), and a list of the ward officers. 

From 1842 to 1864 it also contained a list of the 
members of preceding City Governments, a necrological 
record of those members, the latest ordinances and the 
special statutes relating to the City. In 1851 a list of 
the annual orators was added, and in 1853 a map of 
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the City and the Rules of the Board of Aldermen. In 
1876, statistics of registration and voting were included, 
carried from 1879 to 1924 in tabulated form. 

From 1889 to 1896, inclusive, THe MUNICIPAL 
REGISTER also contained a compilation of the Charter 
with the revision of 1854 and the amendments of 1885 
and thereafter. The Amended Charter of 1909 (15 
pages) was added in 1910, and the various changes 
since that year have been indicated by footnotes. 

In 1924 the important amendments to the Charter 
enacted in that year (10 pages) were included. 

The 1925 volume contained, as the latest addition, 
descriptions of the ward boundaries as fixed for the 22 
new wards (formerly 26) in December, 1924. 

This volume contains the City Charter as amended 
by Stat. 1948, Chap. 452, and Stat. 1951, Chap. 376, 
commonly known as Plan A, including subsequent 
changes.

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CURRENTLY OPERATIVE PROVISIONS 
OF 
CHAPTER 452 OF THE ACTS OF 1948 
AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 376 OF THE ACTS OF 1951, 
~ INCLUDING SUBSEQUENT CHANGES. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. The following words as used in this act shall, unless the 
context otherwise requires, have the following meanings: 


“City”, the city of Boston. 


‘Board of election commissioners’’, the board of election commissioners 
of the city of Boston. 


“Regular municipal election’’, the biennial election held for electing 
officers of the city as provided in this act. 


‘Preliminary election’’, the election held for the purpose of nominating 
candidates whose names shall appear on the official ballot at a municipal 
election. 


“‘Proportional representation”’, any proportional representation method 
of election authorized by chapter fifty-four A of the General Laws. 


“Present form of city government”, the form of city government in 
effect in the city when it first adopts one of the three optional plans of 
government provided in this act. 


Sect. 2. The city, in the manner hereinafter prescribed, may adopt 
from time to time at any regular municipal election any one of the optional 
plans of government provided in this act and shall thereafter be governed 
by the provisions of the plan so adopted until said provisions are super- 

, seded by the adoption of another plan under this act. The inhabitants of 
the city shall continue to be a municipal corporation under the name 
existing at the time of the adoption of any plan provided in this act, and 
shall have, exercise and enjoy all the rights, immunities, powers and 
privileges, and be subject to all the duties, liabilities and obligations 
provided for in this act, or otherwise pertaining to or incumbent upon 
said city as a municipal corporation. 


None of the legislative powers of the city shall be abridged or impaired 
by this act; but all such legislative powers shall be possessed and exercised 
by such body as shall be the legislative body of the city under this act. 

Whenever one of the plans provided for in this act shall be adopted, all 
ordinances, resolutions, orders or other regulations of the city or of any 
authorized body or official thereof, existing at the time when the city 
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adopts such plan, and not inconsistent with the provisions of the plan 
adopted, shall continue in full force and effect until repealed, modified, 
suspended or superseded, and all acts and parts of acts relating to the 
city, so far as inconsistent with the plan adopted shall be inoperative.

Secr. 6. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
it shall continue in force for a period of at least four years from the be- 
ginning of the terms of office of the officials elected thereunder; and no 
petition proposing another of said plans shall be filed until after three 
years from the beginning of said terms of office.

Sect. 8. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the terms of office of all elective officers in office, and the position of city 
manager if there be one, shall terminate at ten o’clock in the forenoon 
on the first Monday of January following the first municipal election 
held in accordance with the provisions of the plan so adopted. 


Sect. 9. Whenever one of the plans provided in this act shall be adopted, 
the fiscal year of the city shall begin on January first and shall end on 
December thirty-first next following; and the municipal year thereof shall 
begin on the first Monday in January and shall continue until the first 
Monday of the January next following. 


Puan A. GOVERNMENT BY Mayor, City CounciL, AND ScHoot Com- 
MITTEE, ELECTED AT LARGE WITH PRELIMINARY ELECTIONS. 


(Plan A was adopted by the voters of the City of Boston at the Municipal 
Election held November 8, 1949, Yes, 146,162, No, 73,882.) 


Sect. 10. The form of government provided in sections eleven to twenty, 
inclusive, and the method of nominating and electing officials thereunder 
provided in sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, shall constitute and 
be known as Plan A under this act. When Plan A is adopted, said sec- 
tions eleven to twenty, inclusive, and fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, 
shall become and be operative, subject to the provisions of section four. 


Sect. 11. There shall be in the city a mayor who shall be the chief 
executive officer of the city, a city council of nine members which shall 
be the legislative body of the city, and a school committee of five mem- 
bers which shall have the powers and duties conferred and imposed by 
law. 


Sect. 11A. Every person elected mayor and every person elected or 
chosen city councillor or school committeeman shall, before entering upon 
the duties of his office, take, and subscribe in a book to be kept by the 
city clerk for the purpose, the oath of allegiance and oath of office pre- 
scribed in the constitution of this commonwealth and an oath to support 
the constitution of the United States. Such oaths shall be administered, 
to a person elected mayor, by a justice of the supreme judicial court, a 
judge of a court of record commissioned to hold such court within the 
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city or a justice of the peace, and to a person elected or chosen city coun- 
cillor or school committeeman, by the mayor or any of the persons au- 
thorized to administer said oaths to a person elected mayor. 


Sect. 11B. Whenever the mayor is absent from the city or unable from 
any cause to perform his duties, and whenever there is a vacancy in the 
office of mayor from any cause, the president of the city council, while 
such absence, inability or vacancy continues, shall perform the duties of 
mayor. If there is no president of the city council or if he also is absent. 
from the city or unable from any cause to perform such duties, they shal} 
be performed, until there is a mayor or president of the city council or 
the mayor or president of the city council returns or is able to attend 
to said duties, by such member of the city council as that body by a vote 
which, for the purposes of section seventeen D, shal] be deemed to be a 
vote electing an official, may elect, and until such election by the city 
clerk. The person upon whom such duties shal] devolve shall be called 
‘acting mayor” and he shall possess the powers of mayor only in matters 
not admitting of delay, but shall have no power to make permanent 
appointments. 


Sect. 12. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every second regular municipal election after a regular 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected, a mayor shall be elected 
at large to hold office for the four municipal years following the municipal 
year in which he is elected and thereafter until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 


Sect. 18. If a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor within sixteen 
weeks prior to a regular municipal election other than a regular municipal 
election at which a mayor is elected, or within sixteen months after a 
regular municipal election, or if there is a failure to elect a mayor or a 
person elected mayor resigns or dies before taking office, the city council 
shall forthwith adopt an order calling a special municipal election for the 
purpose of electing at large a mayor for the unexpired term, which election 
shall be held on such Tuesday, not less than one hundred and twenty days 
nor more than one hundred and forty days after the adoption of such 
vorder, as the city council shall] in such order fix. If a vacancy occurs in 
the office of the mayor at any other time, a mayor shall be elected at large 
at the next regular municipal election to hold office for a term expiring at 
ten o’clock in the forenoon on the first Monday of the fourth January 
following his election. A person elected mayor under either of the fore- 
going provisions shall take and subscribe the oaths required by section 
eleven A as soon as conveniently may be after the issuance to him of his 
certificate of election. Such person shall hold office from the time of 
taking and subscribing such oaths until the expiration of his term and 
thereafter until his successor is elected and qualified. The provisions of 
this section shall not apply if a vacancy occurs in the office of mayor in 
the period beginning on the date of a regular municipal election at which 
a new mayor is elected and ending at the time he takes office. 
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Sect. 138A. The mayor shall be paid an annual] salary of twenty 
thousand dollars or such other sum as may from time to time be fixed by 
ordinance. The mayor shal] not receive for his services any other com- 
pensation or emolument whatever; nor shall he hold any other office of 
emolument under the city government. 

Secr. 14. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shal] 
be elected at large nine city councillors, each to hold office for the two 
municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 

Secr. 15.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the city council from any 
cause, the city clerk shall forthwith notify the city council thereof; and 
within fifteen days after such notification, the remaining city councillors 
shal] choose, as city councillor for the unexpired term, whichever of the 
defeated candidates for the office of city councillor at the regular municipal 
election at which city councillors were elected for the term in which the 
vacancy occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If at a regular 
municipal election there is a failure to elect a city councillor or if a person 
elected city councillor at such an election resigns or dies before taking 
office, the city clerk shall, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
remaining city councillors-elect take office, notify the city council of such 
failure to elect, resignation or death; and within fifteen days after such 
notification, the members thereof shall choose, as city councillor for the 
unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of city 
councillor at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received 
the highest number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated 
candidate eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly 
qualified to vote for a candidate for the office of city councillor. If in 
any of the aforesaid events a choice is not made as hereinbefore provided 
within fifteen days after the notification of the city council by the city 
clerk, the choice shal] be made by the mayor, or, if there is no mayor, by 
the city councillor senior in length of service, or, if there be more than 
one such, by the city councillor senior both in age and length of service. 
For the purposes of section seventeen D, votes of the city council under 
this section shall be deemed to be votes electing officials. 

Sect. 16. Every city councillor shall be paid an annual salary of five 
thousand dollars; and no other sum shall be paid from the city treasury 
for or on account of any personal expenses directly or indirectly incurred 
by or in behalf of any city councillor. 

Sect. 17. The city council shall be the judge of the election and 
qualifications of its members; shal] elect from its members by vote of a 
majority of all the members a president who when present shal] preside at 
the meetings thereof; and shal] from time to time establish rules for its

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proceedings. ‘The member eldest in years shall preside until the president 
is chosen, and in case of the absence of the president, until a presiding 
officer is chosen. 


Secr. 17A. The mayor may, whenever in his judgment the good of 
the city requires it, summon a meeting or meetings of the city council 
although said council stands adjourned to a more distant day, and shall 
cause suitable written notice of such meeting or meetings to be given to 
the city councillors. . 


Secr. 17B. The city council may, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, from time to time establish such offices, other than that of clerk, 
as it may deem necessary for the conduct of its affairs and at such salaries 
as it may determine, and abolish such offices or alter such salaries; and 
without such approval may fill the offices thus established and remove 
the incumbents at pleasure. The city clerk shall act as clerk of the 
city council. 


Sect. 17C. All elections by the city council under any provision of 
law, including the choosing of a city councillor under section fifteen, shall 
be made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present answering to his 
name when it is called by the clerk or other proper officer, and stating 
the name of the person for whom he votes, or declining to vote, as the 
case may be; and the clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote. No such election shall be valid unless it is made as aforesaid. 


Sect. 17D. Every order, ordinance, resolution and vote of the city 
council (except special municipal election orders adopted under section 
thirteen, votes relating to the internal affairs of said council, resolutions 
not affecting legal rights, votes electing officials, and votes confirming 
appointments by the mayor) shall be presented to the mayor for his 
approval. If he approves it, he shall sign it; and thereupon it shall be in 
force. If he disapproves it, he shall, by filing it with the city clerk with 
his objections thereto in writing, return it to the city council which shall 
enter the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, reso- 
lution and vote authorizing a loan or appropriating money or accepting 
a statute involving the expenditure of money, which is so returned to the 
city council, shall be void, and no further action shall be taken thereon; 

but the city council shall proceed forthwith to reconsider every other 
i order, ordinance, resolution and vote so returned, and if, after such recon- 
sideration, two thirds of all the city councillors vote to pass it notwith- 
standing the disapproval of the mayor, it shall then be in force; but no 
such vote shall be taken before the seventh day after the city council has 
entered the objections at large on its records. Every order, ordinance, 
resolution or vote required by this section to be presented to the mayor 
which, within fifteen days after such presentation, is neither signed by 
him nor filed with his written objections as hereinbefore provided, shall 
be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presentation. 


Every order, ordinance, resolution or vote required by this section 
to be presented to the mayor shall be approved as a whole or disapproved 
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as a whole; except that, if the same authorizes a loan or appropriates 
money, the mayor may approve some of the items in whole or in part 
and disapprove other of the items in whole or in part; and such items or 
parts of items as he approves shall, upon his signing the same, be in force 
and such items or parts of items as he disapproves by filing with the city 
clerk his written objections thereto shall be void, and such items or parts 
of items as he neither signs nor so disapproves within fifteen days after 
the order, ordinance, resolution or vote shall have been presented to him 
- shall be in force on and after the sixteenth day following such presen- 
tation. 

Sect. 17E. The mayor from time to time may make to the city council 
in the form of an ordinance or loan order filed with the city clerk such 
recommendations other than for school purposes as he may deem to 
be for the welfare of the city. The city council shall consider each ordi- 
nance or loan order so presented and shall either adopt or reject the same 
within sixty days after the date when it is filed as aforesaid. If such 
ordinance or loan order is not rejected within said sixty days, it shall be 
in force as if adopted by the city council unless previously withdrawn by 
the mayor. Nothing herein shall prevent the mayor from again presenting 
an ordinance or loan order which has been rejected or withdrawn. The 
city council may originate an ordinance or loan order and may reduce or 
reject any item in any loan and, subject to the approval of the mayor, 
may amend an ordinance. All sales of land other than school lands, all 
appropriations for the purchase of land other than for school purposes, 
and all loans voted by the city council shall require a vote of two thirds of 
all the city councillors and shall be passed only after two separate readings 
and by two separate votes, the second of said readings and votes to be 
had not less than fourteen days after the first, except that in the case of 
loan orders for temporary loans in anticipation of taxes the second of 
said readings and votes may be had not less than twenty-four hours after 
the first. No amendment increasing the amount of land to be sold or the 
amount to be paid for the purchase of land, or the amount of loans, or 
altering the disposition of purchase money or of the proceeds of loans 
shall be made at the time of the second reading and vote. If a petition 
signed by three city councillors requesting that action be taken forthwith 
upon a loan order presented by the mayor is filed in the office of the city 
clerk not earlier than fourteen days after the presentation of such loan 
order, action shall be taken by the yeas and nays on the question of the 
adoption of such loan order at the next meeting of the council, or, if one 
vote has already been taken thereon, at the next meeting after the expira- 
tion of the required interval after such vote; provided, that such action 
thereon has not sooner been taken or such loan order has not been with- 
drawn by the mayor. 

Sect. 17F. The city council at any time may request from the mayor 
specific information on any municipal matter within its jurisdiction, and 
may request his presence to answer written questions relating thereto 
at a meeting to be held not earlier than one week from the date of the 
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receipt of said questions, in which case the mayor shal] personally, or 
through a head of a department or a member of a board, attend such 
meeting and publicly answer all such questions. The person so attending 
shall not be obliged to answer questions relating to any other matter. 
The mayor at any time may attend and address the city council in person 
or through the head of a department, or a member of a board, upon such 
subject as he may desire. 

Sect. 17G. Except as otherwise provided in chapter four hundred and 
eighty-six of the acts of nineteen hundred and nine, neither the city council 
nor any member, committee, officer or employee thereof shall directly or 
indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk take part in the 
employment of labor, the making of contracts, or the purchase of materials, 
supplies or rea] estate; nor in the construction, alteration, or repair of 
any public works, buildings, or other property; nor in the care, custody, 
or management of the same; nor in the conduct of the executive or ad- 
ministrative business of the city or county; nor in the appointment or 
removal of any city or county employee; nor in the expenditure of public 
money except such as may be necessary for the contingent and incidental — 
expenses of the city council. Any person violating any provision of this 
section shal] be punished by imprisonment for not more than one year, 
or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or both. 


Sect. 17H. No city councillor nor any person elected city councillor 
shall, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, be appointed to, 
or hold, any office or position which is under the city government or the 
salary of which is payable out of the city treasury except the office of city 
councillor and any office held ex officio by virtue of being a member, or 
president, of the city council; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shal] prevent a city councillor or any person elected city council- 
lor from, during the term for which he is elected or chosen, being appointed 
by the governor, with or without the advice and consent of the council, 
to, and holding, any such office or position if before entering upon the’ 
duties of such office or position he resigns as city councillor or city councillor 
elect. 

Sect. 18. At the next regular municipal election following the adoption 
of Plan A and at every regular municipal election thereafter, there shal] 
be elected at large five schoo] committeemen, each to hold office for the 
two municipal years following the municipal year in which he is elected. 


Secr. 19.* If at any time a vacancy occurs in the school committee 
from any cause, the mayor, the president of the city council and the 
remaining school committeemen, meeting in joint convention, shall, 
within fifteen days after the vacancy arises, choose, as schoo] committee- 
man for the unexpired term, whichever of the defeated candidates for the 
office of schoo] committeeman at the regular municipal election at which 
schoo] committeemen were elected for the term in which the vacancy

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occurs, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest number 
of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate eligible 
and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified to vote 
for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. If at a regular mu- 
nicipal election there is a failure to elect a school committeeman or if a 
person elected school committeeman at such an election resigns or dies 
before taking office, within fifteen days after the remaining school com- 
mitteemen-elect take office, such school committeemen and the then 
mayor and the then president of the city council shall meet in joint con- 
vention and choose, as school committeeman for the unexpired term, 
whichever of the defeated candidates for the office of school committeeman 
at such election, who are eligible and willing to serve, received the highest 
number of votes at such election, or, if there is no such defeated candidate 
eligible and willing to serve, a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for the office of school committeeman. 


Sect. 20. The members of the school committee shall meet and 
organize on the first Monday of January following their election. The 
school committee shall be the judge of the election and qualifications of its 
members. The members of the school committee shall serve without 
compensation.

NOMINATION AND ELECTION Provisions UNpgeR Pian A AND 
Puan D., 


Sect. 53. Every municipal officer required by sections twelve, thirteen, 
fourteen and eighteen to be elected at large shall be elected at a biennial 
municipal election, or, in the case of a mayor for an unexpired term, at a 
special municipal election, after, in either case, nomination at a pre- 
liminary municipal election, except as otherwise provided in section fifty- 
seven C. In sections fifty-three to sixty-five, inclusive, the term ‘‘regular 
election” shall be construed to refer to the biennial municipal election or 
the special municipal election, as the case may be, and the term “‘pre- 
liminary election” to the preliminary municipal election held for the pur- 
pose of nominating candidates for election at such regular election. Every 
preliminary election shall, unless dispensed with under said section fifty- 
seven C, be held on the sixth Tuesday preceding the regular election. 


Sect. 54. Any person who is a registered voter of the city duly qualified 
to vote for a candidate for an elective municipal office therein may be a 
candidate for nomination to such office; provided, that a petition for the 
nomination of such person is obtained, signed and filed as provided in 
sections fifty-five, fifty-five A, and fifty-six, and signatures of petitioners 
thereon, to the number required by section fifty-six, certified as provided 
in section fifty-seven by the board of election commissioners, in sections 
fifty-five to sixty-five, inclusive, called the election commission. 


Sect. 55. A nomination petition shall be issued only to a person sub-

Sect. 55A. <A nomination petition shall be issued by the election com- 
mission not later than twelve o’clock noon on the second day (Saturdays, 
Sundays and legal holidays excluded) after the subscription of a statement 
of candidacy, except that no such petition shall be issued before the 
eleventh Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. A nomination 
petition shal] not relate to more than one candidate nor to more than one 
office. A nomination petition may state the elective public offices which 
the candidate holds or has held under the government of the common- 
wealth, the county of Suffolk or the city of Boston or in the congress as a 
representative or senator from the commonwealth; provided, that such 
statement shall not exceed eight words and shall, with respect to each 
such office, consist solely of the title, as hereinafter given, of such office, 
preceded, if the candidate is the then incumbent thereof, by the word 
“‘Present”’, otherwise, by the word ‘‘Former”’, and followed, if, but only 
if, the office is that of city councillor, by the words ‘‘at Large” or “‘for 
Ward (here insert ward number in numerals, which shall be counted as one 
word)”, as the case may be. For the purposes of such statement, the 
titles of the elective public offices which may be stated shall be deemed 
to be as follows: — city councillor, school committeeman, mayor, district 
attorney, sheriff, register of deeds, register of probate, county clerk of 
superior (criminal) court, county clerk of superior (civil) court, county 
clerk of supreme judicial court, state representative, state senator, gov- 
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ernor’s councillor, attorney general, state auditor, state treasurer, state 
secretary, lieutenant governor, governor, congressman, and United States 
senator. 

If the candidate is a veteran as defined in section twenty-one of chapter 
thirty-one of the General Laws, his nomination petition may contain the

Every nomination petition sheet shall, before issuance, be prepared by 
the election commission by printing or inserting thereon the matter re- 
quired by the first two paragraphs of the foregoing form. Not more than 
three hundred nomination petition sheets shall be issued to any candidate 
for nomination to the office of mayor under Plan A; not more than one 
hundred and fifty such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
nation to the office of city councillor under Plan A or D; and not more 
than two hundred such sheets shall be issued to any candidate for nomi- 
.. nation to the office of school committeeman under Plan A or D. No 
nomination petition sheet shall be received or be valid unless prepared and 
issued by the election commission; nor shall any such sheet be received or 
be valid unless the written acceptance of the candidate thereby nomi- 
nated is endorsed thereon, anything in section three A of chapter fifty 
of the General Laws to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sect. 56. The nomination petition shall be signed, in the case of a 
candidate for mayor, by at least three thousand registered voters of the 
city qualified to vote for such candidate at the preliminary election, in the 
case of a candidate for city councillor, by at least fifteen hundred registered 
voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate at such election, 
and, in the case of a candidate for school committeeman, by at least two 
thousand registered voters of the city qualified to vote for such candidate 
at such election. 
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Every voter signing a nomination petition shall sign in person, with his 
name as registered, and shall state his residence on January first preceding, 
or his residence when registered if subsequent thereto, and the place 
where he is then living, with the street and number, if any; but any voter 
who is prevented by physical disability from writing may authorize 
some person to write his name and residence in his presence. No voter 
may sign as petitioner more than one nomination petition for the office 
of mayor; nor more than nine nomination petitions for the office of city 
councillor, nor more than five nomination petitions for the office of school 
committeeman. If the name of any voter appears as petitioner on more 
nomination petitions for an office than prescribed in this section, his name 
shall, in determining the number of petitioners, be counted, in the case 
of the office of mayor, only on the nomination petition sheet bearing his 
name first filed with the election commission, in the case of the office of 
city councillor, only on the nine nomination petition sheets bearing his 
name first filed with said commission, and, in the case of the office of 
school committeeman, only on the five nomination petition sheets bearing 
his name first filed with said commission. If the name of any voter 
appears as petitioner on the same nomination petition more than once, 
it shall be deemed to appear but once. The signature of any petitioner 
which is not certified by the circulator of the sheet as provided in the 
form set forth in section fifty-five A shall not be counted in determining 
the number of petitioners. 

The separate sheets of a nomination petition may be filed all at one 
time or in lots of one or more from time to time, but shall all be filed with 
the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the 
eighth Tuesday preceding the preliminary election. Every nomination 
petition sheet shall be filed by a responsible person, who shall sign such 
sheet and, if he is other than the candidate, add to his signature his place 
of residence, giving street and number, if any; and the election commission 
shall require satisfactory identification of such person. 

The names of candidates appearing on nomination petitions shall, when 
filed, be a matter of public record; but no nomination petition shall be 
open to public inspection until the signatures on all nomination petitions 
for the same office have been certified. 

Sect. 57. Upon the filing of each nomination petition sheet the election 
commission shall check each name to be certified by it on such sheet and 
shall certify thereon the number of signatures so checked which are the 
names of registered voters of the city qualified to sign the same; provided, 
however, that said commission shall not certify, in connection with a 
single nomination petition, a greater number of names than required by 
section fifty-six with one tenth of such number added thereto. Names 
not certified in the first instance shall not thereafter be certified on the 
same nomination petition.

If a candidate so withdraws his name from 
nomination or is found to be ineligible or dies, the vacancy may be filled 
by a committee of not less than five persons or a majority thereof, if such 
committee be named and so authorized in the nomination petition; pro- 
vided, however, that all certificates of substitution, except any certificate 
of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor under Plan A, shall be 
filed with the election commission at or before five o’clock in the afternoon 
on the twenty-seventh day preceding the preliminary election. 

The certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A shall be filed with the election commission (a) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary 
election if he dies on or before the second Friday preceding such election, 
(b) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the preliminary election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election, (c) at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding the regular 
election if he dies after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election 
and on or before the second Friday preceding the regular election, and 
(d) at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Friday following 
the regular election if he dies after the second Friday preceding such 
election and before the closing of the polls at such election; provided, 
.. however, that no certificate of substitution for such a deceased candidate 
shall be filed after the closing of the polls at the preliminary election unless 
such candidate, if living, would be deemed under either section fifty- 
seven C or sixty-one to have been nominated for the office of mayor 
under Plan A. 

If a certificate of substitution for a deceased candidate for mayor 
under Plan A is filed at or before five o’clock in the afternoon on the first 
Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, the ballots for use at such 
election shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the sub- 
stitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased; 
and the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not pre- 
viously printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of 
the substitute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, 
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and, if previously printed shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If such a certificate is filed after five o’clock in the after- 
noon on the first Tuesday preceding the preliminary election, all ballots 
and voting machine ballot labels for use at such election shall bear the 
name, residence and ward of the deceased but shall be deemed as a matter 
of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in the place 
of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and a vote for the de- 
ceased at such election shall be counted as a vote for the substitute. If 
such a certificate is filed at or before five o’clock in the aternoon on the 
first Tuesday preceding the regular election, the ballots for use at such 
election other than absent voting ballots shall be printed with the name, 
residence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence 
and ward of the deceased; and the absent voting ballots for use at such 
election, if not previously printed, shall be printed with the name, resi- 
dence and ward of the substitute in the place of the name, residence and 
ward of the deceased and, if previously printed, shall be deemed as a 
matter of law to bear the name, residence and ward of the substitute in 
the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased so that a vote 
thereon for the deceased shall be counted as a vote for the substitute; and 
the voting machine ballot labels for use at such election, if not previously 
printed, shall be printed with the name, residence and ward of the substi- 
tute in the place of the name, residence and ward of the deceased, and, 
if previously printed, shall have a slip containing the name, residence 
and ward of the substitute pasted over the name, residence and ward of 
the deceased. If a candidate for mayor under Plan A in whose nomina- 
tion petition a committee of not !ess than five persons or a majority thereof 
is authorized to fill a vacancy dies after the second Friday preceding the 
regular election and a certificate of substitution is not filed at or before 
five o’clock in the afternoon on the first Tuesday preceding such election, 
such election, so far, but only so far, as it is for the purpose of electing a 
person for the office of mayor, shall be postponed for four weeks and 
no vote cast for any candidate for mayor at the originally scheduled 
election shall be counted. 

Every certificate of substitution shall state:—(1) the name of the sub- 
stitute, (2) his residence, with street and number, if any, and ward, (3) the 
office for which he is to be a candidate, (4) the name of the original candi- 
date, (5) the fact of his death, withdrawal or ineligibility, and (6) the 
proceedings had for making the substitution. The chairman and secre- 
tary of the committee shall sign and make oath to the truth of the cer- 
tificate; and it shall be accompanied by the written acceptance of the 
candidate substituted. A certificate of substitution shall be open to 
objection in the same manner, so far as practicable, as a nomination 
petition. 

Sect. 57C. On the first day, other than a legal holiday or Saturday

and shal] draw the positions of all candidates for city councillor, if any are 
to be drawn, before drawing the position of any candidate for school 
committeeman. The election commission shall number consecutively, 
regardless of office, al] candidates drawn, — the candidate first drawn 
being assigned the number 1 and the candidate last drawn being assigned 
the last number assigned.. No position shal] be drawn for, nor shall any 
number be assigned to, any candidate deemed under section fifty-seven C 
to have been nominated; nor shall any number be assigned to any blank 
space provided under section sixty-four or to any sticker candidate, so 
called; and no vote by sticker, which term shal] not be construed to in- 
clude the slip provided for by section fifty-seven B, shal] be counted if 
any candidate number appears thereon. The numbers assigned under 
this paragraph shal] be separate and distinct from the alphabetical or 
numerical code of any voting machine. On the ballots and voting 
machine ballot labels for use at every preliminary election, there shall, as 
an aid to the voter, be printed in numerals, before the name of each candi- 
date and with type the same size as the name, the number assigned to the 
candidate by the election commission under this paragraph. 

Sect. 60. The election officers shall, immediately upon the closing 
of the polls at preliminary elections, count the ballots and ascertain the 
number of votes cast in the several voting places for each candidate, and 
forthwith make return thereof upon the total vote sheets or, if voting 
machines are used, the general or precinct record sheets, as the case may 
be, to the election commission which shall forthwith canvass said returns 
and, subject to the provisions of the first sentence of section one hundred 
and thirty-seven of chapter fifty-four of the General Laws, determine and 
declare the result thereof, publish said result in one or more newspapers 
in the city, and post the same in a conspicuous place in the city hall. 

Sect. 61. The two persons receiving at a preliminary election under 
Plan A the highest number of votes for nomination for the office of mayor 
shall be deemed to have been nominated for said office; and the eighteen 
persons receiving at such an election under Plan A or D the highest num- 
ber of votes for nomination for the office of city councillor shal] be deemed 
to have been nominated for said office; and the ten persons receiving at 
such an election under Plan Aor D the highest number of votes for 
nomination for the office of school committeeman shall be deemed to have 
been nominated for said office. If a preliminary election under Plan A 
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or D results in a tie vote among candidates for nomination receiving the 
lowest number of votes, which, but for said tie vote, would entitle a person 
receiving the same to be deemed to have been nominated, all persons 
participating in said tie vote shall be deemed to have been nominated, 
although in consequence there be printed on the official ballot to be used 
at the regular election names to a number exceeding twice the number to 
be elected. 

Sect. 62. The name of every person deemed under section fifty-seven 
C or section sixty-one to have been nominated, together with his residence 
and ward and the title and term of the office for which he is a candidate, 
and the statement, if any, contained in his nomination petition concerning 
the elective public offices held by him, shall, in addition to the directions 
provided for by section fifty-nine, be printed on the official ballots to be 
used at the regular elections; and said persons shall be the sole candidates 
whose names may be printed on such ballots. As soon as conveniently 
may be after the sixth Tuesday preceding every regular election, the elec- 
tion commission shall draw by lot the position of said names on said 
ballots; and said names shall be printed on such ballots in the order so 
drawn. Each candidate shall have an opportunity to be present at such 
drawing in person or by one representative. 

Sect. 63. No ballot used at any preliminary or regular election shall 
have printed thereon any party or political designation or mark, and 
there shall not be appended to the name of any candidate any such party 
or political designation or mark or anything showing how he was nomi- 
nated or indicating his views or opinions. 

Sect. 64. On every ballot to be used at a preliminary or regular 
election, there shall be left, at the end of the list of candidates for each 
office, blank spaces equal to the number for which 4 voter may vote for 
such office, in which blank spaces the voter may insert the name of any 
person not printed on the ballot for whom he desires to vote for such 
office. 

Sect. 65. At every preliminary election, and every regular election 
under Plan D, each voter shall be entitled to vote for not more than six 
candidates for the office of city councillor and not more than three candi- 
dates for the office of school committeeman. On the ballots for use at

CHAPTER 486 OF THE ACTS OF 1909 
AS AMENDED 


THe Mayor anp City CounNcIit. 
* * * * * * * x * * 


Sect. 3.* All appropriations, other than for school purposes, to be 
met from taxes, revenue or any source other than loans, shall originate 
with the mayor, who, not later than the first Monday in February of eacli 
year, shall submit to the city council the annual budget of the current 
expenses of the city and county for the current fiscal year, and may 
submit thereafter such supplementary appropriation orders, as he may 
deem necessary. The city council may reduce or reject any item, but, 
except upon the recommendation of the mayor, shall not increase any 
item in, nor the total of, a budget, nor add any item thereto, nor shall it 
originate a budget. Not later than the first Monday in April the city 
council shall take definite action on the annual budget by adopting, 
reducing or rejecting it, and in the event of their failure so to do the items 
and the appropriation orders in the budget as recommended by the mayor 
shall be in effect as if formally adopted by the city council and approved 
by the mayor. It shall be the duty of the city and county officials, when 
requested by the mayor, to submit forthwith in such detail as he may 
require estimates for the next fiscal year of the expenditures of the depart- 
ment or office under their charge, which estimates shall be transmitted to 
the city council. 

Secr. 3A.f In the period after the expiration of any fiscal year, and 
before the regular appropriations have been made by the city council and 
the school committee, city and county officers who are authorized to 
make expenditures, and the school committee, may incur liabilities in 
carrying on the work of the several departments and offices entrusted to 
them, and payments therefor shall be made from the treasury from any 
available funds therein and charged against the next annual appropri- 
ation, or special appropriation, if any is made; provided, that the liabilities 
' incurred during such interval for regular employees do not exceed in 
any one month the average monthly expenditure of the last three months 
of the preceding fiscal year, and that the total liabilities incurred during 
said interval do not exceed in any one month the sums spent for similar

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purposes during any one month of the preceding fiscal year; and provided, 
further, that said officers who are authorized to make expenditures may 
expend in any one month for any new officer or board lawfully created 
an amount not exceeding one twelfth of the estimated cost for the current 
fiscal year; and provided, further, that until a regular or special appro- 
priation has been made for snow removal, expenditures may be made for 
that purpose to an amount not exceeding the average of the annual ex- 
penditures for snow removal in the five preceding fiscal years. Notwith- 
standing the foregoing limitations upon the authority of city officers to 
incur liabilities during said interval, such officers may incur liabilities to 
such extent as may be necessary for the purpose of compensating first 
assistant assessors for their regular duties. 


Sect. 3B.* After an appropriation of money has been duly made by 
the city of Boston for any specific purpose, or for the needs and expendi- 
tures of any city department or county office, no transfer of any part of 
the money thus appropriated shall be made except in accordance with 
and after the written recommendation of the mayor to the city council, 
approved by a yea and nay vote of two thirds of all the members of the 
city council; provided, that the city auditor, with the approval in each 
instance of the mayor, may make transfers, other than for personal service, 
from any item to any other item within the appropriations for a depart- 
ment, division of a department or county office. After December tenth in 
each year the city auditor may, with the approval of the mayor in each 
instance, apply any income and taxes not disposed of and make transfers 
from any appropriation to any other appropriation for the purpose only 
of closing the accounts of the fiscal year. 


(See Stat. 1942, Chap. 4, Sect. 3, reading as follows: 

“During the continuance of the existing state of war between the United 
States and any foreign country, notwithstanding the provisions of section

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Secr. 5.* The city council with the approval of the mayor may from 
time to time make by-laws or ordinances for any or all of the following 
purposes :—(a) to create a new department or agency; (b) to abolish, in 
whole or in part, any department or agency; (c) to reorganize, in whole 
or in part, any department or department head or any agency or agency 
head; (d) to confer or impose on any department or agency any power 
or duty of the city not appertaining at the time of the making of the 
by-law or ordinance to any department or agency; (e) to transfer any or 
all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any division of any depart- 
ment or agency to another division of the same department or agency; 
(f) to transfer any or all of the powers, duties and appropriations of any 
department or division thereof or of any agency or division thereof either 
to another department or division thereof or to another agency or division 
thereof; and (g) to increase, reduce, establish or abolish the salary of any 
department or agency head. [Every department or agency head created 
by, or resulting from a reorganization effected by, a by-law or ordinance 
made under this section shall, unless ex officio, be appointed by the mayor 
without confirmation by the city council for a term expiring on the first 
Monday of the January following the next biennial municipal election at 
which a mayor is elected or, in the case of a person serving without com- 
pensation or of a person serving on the board of appeal, the board of 
examiners, the board of examiners of gasfitters or other like board, for 
such other term as the by law or ordinance may prescribe. Every person 
holding an office or position subject to the civil service laws and rules 
shall, if the office or position is abolished by a by-law or ordinance made 
under this section and the by-law or ordinance so provides, be reappointed 
without civil service examination or registration to a similar office or 
position with similar status in any new department or agency, or division 
of either, thereby created or in any department or agency, or division 
of either, not thereby abolished; and every such person shall upon such 
reappointment, retain all rights to retirement with pension that shall 
have accrued or would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as if such abolition 
had not taken place. As used in this section, the term “‘agency”’ shall 
be construed to mean any office in charge of a board or officer not subject 
to the direction of a department head.

No contract for lighting the public streets, parks, or alleys, 
or for the collection, removal, or disposal of refuse, extending over a - 
period of more than one year from the date thereof, shall be valid without 
the approval of the mayor and the city council after a public hearing 
held by the city council, of which at least seven days’ notice shall have 
been given in the City Record.

Sect. 8. Neither the city council, nor any member or committee, 
officer, or employee thereof shall, except as otherwise provided in this 
act, directly or indirectly on behalf of the city or of the county of Suffolk 
take part in the employment of labor, the making of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, supplies or real estate; nor in the construction, 
alteration, or repair of any public works, buildings, or other property; 
nor in the care, custody, and management of the same; nor in the conduct 
of the executive or administrative business of the city or county; nor in 
the appointment or removal of any municipal or county employee; nor in 
the expenditure of public money except such as may be necessary for the 
contingent and incidental expenses of the city council. . . 


It shall be unlawful for the mayor or for a member of the city council 
or for any officer or employee of the city or of the county of Suffolk or for 
a member of the finance commission directly or indirectly to make a con- 
tract with the city or with the county of Suffolk, or to receive any com- 
mission, discount, bonus, gift, contribution or reward from or any share 
in the profits of any person or corporation making or performing such 
contract, unless such mayor, member of the city council, officer, or em- 
ployee or member of the finance commission immediately upon learning 
of the existence of such contract or that such contract is proposed, shall 
notify in writing the mayor, city council, and finance commission of such 
contract and of the nature of his interest in such contract and shall abstain 
from doing any official act on behalf of the city in reference thereto. In 


- case of such interest on the part of an officer whose duty it is to make such 


contract on behalf of the city, the contract may be made by any other 
officer of the city duly authorized thereto by the mayor, or if the mayor 
has such interest by the city clerk: provided, however, that when a con- 
tractor with the city or county is a corporation or voluntary association, 
the ownership of less than five per cent of the stock or shares actually 
issued shall not be considered as being an interest in the contract within 
the meaning of this act, and such ownership shall not affect the validity 
of the contract, unless the owner of such stock or shares is also an officer 
or agent of the corporation or association, or solicits or takes part in the 
making of the contract. 

A violation of any provision of this section shall render the contract in 
respect to which such violation occurs voidable at the option of the city or 
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county. Any person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year, or both. 


THe EXecutTivE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 9. All heads of departments and members of municipal boards, 
including the board of street commissioners, as their present terms of 
office expire (but excluding the school committee and those officials by 
law appointed by the governor), shall be appointed by the mayor without 
confirmation by the city council. They shall be recognized experts in 
such work as may devolve upon the incumbents of said offices, or persons 
specially fitted by education, training or experience to perform the same, 
and (except the election commissioners, who shall remain subject to the 
provisions of existing laws) shall be appointed without regard to party 
affiliation or to residence at the time of appointment except as hereinafter 
provided.

Secr. 12. A vacancy in any office to which the provisions of section 
nine of this act apply, shall be filled by the mayor under the provisions of 
said section and pending a permanent appointment he shall designate 
some other head of a department or member of a board to discharge the 
duties of the office temporarily. 

Sect. 13.* Members of boards shall be appointed for the terms estab- 
lished by law or by ordinance. Heads of departments shall be appointed 
for terms of four years beginning with the first day of May of the year in 
which they are appointed and shall continue thereafter to hold office 
during the pleasure of the mayor. 

_Secr. 14. The mayor may remove any head of a department or member 
of a board (other than the election commissioners, who shall remain subject 
to the provisions of existing laws) by filing a written statement with the 
city clerk setting forth in detail the specific reasons for such removal, a 
copy of which shall be delivered or mailed to the person thus removed, who 
may make a reply in writing, which, if he desires, may be filed with the 
city clerk; but such reply shall not affect the action taken unless the mayor 
so determines. The provisions of this section shall not apply to the school 
committee or to any official by law appointed by the governor. 

Sect. 15. The positions of assistants and secretary authorized by 
section twenty of chapter four hundred and forty-nine of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and ninety-five except those in the election depart- 
ment are hereby abolished, and except as aforesaid the said section is 
hereby repealed. 

The civil service laws shall not apply to the appointment of the mayor’s 
secretaries, nor of the stenographers, clerks, telephone operators and 
messengers connected with his office, and the mayor may remove such 
appointees without a hearing and without making a statement of the 
cause for their removal.

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Sect. 16. No official of said city, except in case of extreme emergency 
involving the health or safety of the people or their property, shall expend 
intentionally in any fiscal year any sum in excess of the appropriations 
duly made in accordance with law, nor involve the city in any contract for 
the future payment of money in excess of such appropriation, except as 
provided in section six of this act. Any official who shall violate the 
provisions of this section shall be punished by imprisonment for not 
more than one year, or by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars, 
or both. 

Secr. 16A.* Anything in section three A or section sixteen to the 
contrary notwithstanding, city and county officers who are authorized 
to make expenditures, and the school committee, may, during any fiscal 
year, at the time of, or after, contracting for the performance or delivery 
during the remainder of such year of any work, services or supplies of a 
constantly recurrent nature, contract, without an appropriation, upon 
hike or more favorable terms and conditions, for the performance or de-

Secr. 17. Within sixty days after the passage of this act the governor 
with the advice and.consent of the council shall appoint a finance com- 
mission to consist of five persons, inhabitants of and qualified voters in 
the city of Boston, who shall have been such for at least three years prior 
to the date of their appointment, one for the term of five years, one for 
four years, one for three years, one for two years, and one for one year, 
and thereafter as the terms of office expire in each year one member for a 
term of five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be filled for the 
unexpired term by the governor with the advice and consent of the council. 
The members of said commission may be removed by the governor with 
the advice and consent of the council for such cause as he shall deem 
sufficient. The chairman shal] be designated by the governor. His 
annual salary shall be five thousand dollars, which shall] be paid in monthly 
instalments by the city of Boston. The other members shall serve without 
pay. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of the finance commission from time to 
time to investigate any and all matters relating to appropriations, loans, 
expenditures, accounts, and methods of administration affecting the city 
of Boston or the county of Suffolk, or any department thereof, that may 
appear to the commission to require investigation, and to report thereon 
from time to time to the mayor, the city council, the governor, or the 
general court. The commission shall make an annual report in January 
of each year to the general court.

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Sect. 19. Whenever any pay roll, bill, or other claim against the city 
is presented to the mayor, city auditor, or the city treasurer, he shall, if 
the same seems to him to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or 
otherwise contrary to the city’s interest, refer it to the finance commission, 
which shall immediately investigate the facts and report thereon; and 
pending said report payment shall be withheld. 

Sect. 20.* The said commission is authorized to employ such experts, 
counsel, and other assistants, and to incur such other expenses as it may 
deem necessary, and the same shall be paid by said city upon requisition 
by the commission, not exceeding in the aggregate in any year the sum of 
fifty-five thousand dollars, or such additional sums as may be appropri- 
ated for the purpose by the city council and approved by the mayor. A 
sum sufficient to cover the salary of the chairman of the commission and 
the further sum of at least fifty-five thousand dollars to meet the expenses 
as aforesaid each year shall be appropriated by said city. The com- 
mission shall have the same right to incur expenses in anticipation of its 
appropriation as if it were a regular department of said city. 

Sect. 21. For the purpose of enabling the said commission to perform 
the duties and carry out the objects herein contemplated, and to enable 
the mayor, the city council, the governor or the general court to receive 
the reports and findings of said commission as a basis for such laws, or- 
dinances, or administrative orders as may be deemed meet, the commission 
shall have all the powers and duties enumerated in chapter five hundred 
and sixty-two of the acts of the year nineteen hundred and eight and 
therein conferred upon the commission designated in said act; but counsel 
for any witness at any public hearing may ask him any pertinent question 
and may offer pertinent evidence through other witnesses subject to 
cross-examination by the commission and its counsel. 


Tue Ciry CLERK. 


Sect. 22. The present city clerk shall hold office for the term for 
which he has been elected, and thereafter until his successor is chosen and 
qualified. In the year nineteen hundred and eleven, and every third 
year thereafter, a city clerk shall be elected by a majority of the members 
of the city council, to hold office until the first Monday in February in the 
third year following his election, and thereafter until his successor has 
been duly chosen and qualified, unless sooner removed by due process of 
law. . 

THe City AvupIrTor. 

Secr. 23. All accounts rendered to or kept in the departments of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shall be subject to the inspection and 
revision of the city auditor, and shall be rendered and kept in such form 
as he shall prescribe. The auditor may require any person presenting for 
settlement an account or claim against the city or county to make oath

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before him in such form as he may prescribe as to the accuracy of such 
account or claim. The wilful making of a false oath shall be perjury 
and punishable as such. The auditor may disallow and refuse to pay, in 
whole or in part, any claim on the ground that it is fraudulent or unlawful 
and in that case he shal] file a written statement of his reasons for the 
refusal. 

Sect. 24. Whenever, in response to an advertisement by any officer or 
board of the city or county, a bid for a contract to do work or furnish 
materials is sent or delivered to said officer or board, a duplicate of the 
same shall be furnished by the bidder to the auditor, to be kept by him 
and not opened until after the original bids are opened. After the original 
bids are opened, the auditor shall open and examine the bids submitted 
to him, and shal] compare the same with the original bids. In case any 
of the bids submitted to the auditor differ from the corresponding original 
bids, those submitted to the auditor shall be treated as the original bids. 
The contract sha]] not be awarded until after both sets of bids are opened. 

Secr. 25. The auditor shall furnish monthly to each head of depart- 
ment a statement of the unexpended balance of the appropriation for that 
department, and he shal] furnish to the mayor and city council a statement 
of the unexpended balances of all the departments. He shall furnish 
quarterly to the city council an itemized statement showing the amount 
of money expended by the mayor and the city council for contingent 
expenses, 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 


Sect. 26.* AJ] loans issued by the city after the passage of this act 
shall be made payable in annual instalments in the manner authorized by 
section thirteen of chapter twenty-seven of the Revised Laws as amended 
by section one of chapter three hundred and forty-one of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and eight. No sinking fund shall be established 
for said loan. All bonds shall be offered for sale in such a manner that the 
premiums, if any are received, shall be applied in accordance with the 
provisions of chapter three hundred and seventy-nine of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and ten. No city or county money shall be 
deposited in any bank or trust company of which any member of the 
board of sinking fund commissioners of said city is an officer, director, or 
agent. Nothing herein shall apply to transit bonds of the city of Boston 
issued under the provisions of the several acts authorizing the construction 
of tunnels and subways in said city by the Boston Transit Commission, 
and said bonds may be issued as heretofore and secured by sinking fund. 


Secor. 27., Every officer and board in charge of a department of the 
city of Boston or county of Suffolk shal], on or before the sixth day of

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February in each year, prepare and furnish to the city auditor a list of 
the officials and employees under said officer or board and paid by the 
city or county on the first day of such February. Such list shall give the 
name, residence by street and ward, designation, compensation, and date 
of election or appointment of each of said officials and employees and the 
date when each first entered the employ of the city or county. It shall 
be the duty of the city auditor to verify said lists by the pay rolls and to 
keep a copy of said lists open for public inspection, and to prepare and 
publish in the City Record on or before the tenth day of April in each 
year a comparative table containing the number of such officials and 
employees holding office or employed in each such department or board 
and paid by the city or county on the compilation date in each of the ten 
years next preceding such publication. The term “compilation date,’ 
as herein used, shal] be construed to mean, with respect to the year nine- 
teen hundred and fifty-one or any prior year, the first day of January, 
and with respect to the year nineteen hundred and fifty-two or any subse- 
quent year, the first day of February. 


Sect. 28. The jurisdiction now exercised by the board of aldermen 
concerning the naming of streets, the planting and removal of trees in the 
public ways, the issue of permits or licenses for coasting, the storage of 
gasoline, oil, and other inflammable substances or explosive compounds 
and the use of the public ways for any permanent or temporary obstruction 
or projection in, under, or over the same, including the location of con- 
duits, poles, and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illumi- 
nating purposes, is hereby vested in theboard of street commissioners, to 
be exercised by said board with the approval in writing of the mayor; and 
the mayor and city council shall have authority to fix by ordinance the 
terms by way of cash payment, rent, or otherwise, upon which permits or 
licenses for the storage of gasoline or oil, or other inflammable substances 
or explosive compounds, and the construction or use of coal holes, vaults, 
bay windows, and marquises, in, under, or over the public ways shall be 
issued. 

Sect. 29.* Within ninety days after the passage of this act and there- 
after there shall be published at least once a week and distributed and sold 
under the direction of the mayor and on terms to be fixed by the city 
council and approved by the mayor a paper to be known as the “City 
Record.” All advertising with reference to the sale of property for non- 
payment of taxes shall appear exclusively in the City Record. All other 
‘advertising, whether required by law or not, with reference to the pur- 
chase or taking of land, contracts for work, materials or supplies, and the 
sale of bonds, shall appear in said paper, and in such newspaper or news- 
papers as the mayor, in his discretion, may order; a list of all contracts of 
one thousand dollars or more, as awarded, with the names of bidders, and 
the amount of the bids; appointments by the mayor; and changes in the

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number and compensation of employees in each department, shall be 
published in the City Record. Failure to publish in such newspaper or 
newspapers as the mayor may order shall not invalidate any purchase, 
contract or sale made or action taken by the city. The proceedings of the 
city council and school committee together with all communications from 
the mayor, shall be published in the City Record; provided, that the sub- 
stance of debates by and among the members of the city council shall not 
be so published or published elsewhere at the expense of said city. | 


Secr. 30.* Every officer or board in charge of a department in said 
city and every officer, board or official of the county of Suffolk having 
power to incur obligations on behalf of said county in cases where said 
obligations are to be paid for wholly from the treasury of said city, when 
authorized to erect a new building or to make structural changes in an 
existing building, shall make contracts therefor, not exceeding five, each 
contract to be subject to the approval of the mayor; and when about to 
do any work or to make any purchase, the estimated cost of which alone, 
or in conjunction with other similar work or purchase which might properly 
be included in the same contract, amounts to or exceeds one thousand 
dollars, shall, unless the mayor gives written authority to do otherwise, 
invite proposals therefor by advertisements in the City Record. Such 
advertisements shall state the time and place for opening the proposals in 
answer to said advertisement, and shall reserve the right to the officer, 
board or official to reject any or all proposals. No authority to dispense 
with advertising shall be given by the mayor unless the said officer, board 
or official furnishes him with a signed statement which shall be published 
in the City Record giving in detail the reasons for not inviting bids by 
advertisement. 


Sect. 31. At the request of any department, and with the approval of 
the mayor the board of street commissioners, in the name of the city, may 
take in fee for any municipal purpose any land within the limits of the 
city, not already appropriated to public use. Whenever the price pro- 
posed to be paid for a lot of land for any municipal purpose is more than 
twenty-five per cent higher than its average assessed valuation during the 
previous three years, said land shall not be taken by purchase but shall 
be taken by right of eminent domain and paid for in the manner provided 
* for the taking of and the payment of damages for land for highways in 
said city. No land shall be taken until an appropriation by loan or other- 
wise for the general purpose for which land is needed shall have been 
made by the mayor and city council by a two thirds vote of all its members; 
or in case of land for school purposes by the school committee and school- 
house department in accordance with law; nor shall a price be paid in 
excess of the appropriation, unless a larger sum is awarded by a court of 
competent jurisdiction. All proceedings in the taking of land shall be

Sect. 32.* Beginning in the year nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
the municipal election in said city shall take place biennially in every odd 
numbered year on the Tuesday after the first Monday in November.

The Administrative Services Department represents a consolidation of 
the activities formerly conducted by the Budget, Printing, and Supply 
Departments. It is under the charge of a board, known as the Admin- 
istrative Services Board, consisting of the Director of Administrative 
Services, the Supervisor of Personnel, the Purchasing Agent, and the City 
Auditor and the City Treasurer, ex officio. It is the duty of this board, and 
more especially of the Director of Administrative Services, to make, under 
the Mayor, studies and recommendations with respect to the organization, 
activities, policies, and procedures of all departments, boards, and officers 
so that the administration thereof shall be economical and efficient. 

The regular activities of the department are divided into three 
divisions — budget, personnel, and purchasing. The Director is the 
budget officer of the city and county and is responsible for the preparation 
of the annual and all supplementary budgets as well as all subsequent 
revisions of the items in any budget. The Supervisor of Personnel is in 
charge of all personnel records as well as the administration of all com- 
pensation plans established for city and county employees. He makes 
a continuing study of personne! problems, employment conditions, and 
economic changes affecting all departments and recommends to the Mayor 
and department officials programs and administrative policies designed 
to improve and co-ordinate the handling of personnel matters. The Pur- 
chasing Agent is responsible for the furnishing of all materials or supplies 
requisitioned by the several departments. He has charge of the printing 
plant and supplies the printing or binding requisitioned by departments 
to whom the City is required by law to furnish the same. He is the 
custodian of all surplus personal property of the city and may reallocate 
any such items among the several departments or, with the required 
approvals, sell or otherwise dispose of the same,

_ The Art Commission, formerly the Art Department, established in 
1898, is composed of five commissioners, appointed by the Mayor. 
Each year one of the following-named bodies, namely, the Museum of 
Fine Arts, the Trustees cf the Public Library of the City of Boston, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, the Boston Society of Architects 
and the Copley Society of Boston, submits a list of three persons to the 
Mayor; and the Mayor appoints one person as Art Commissioner from 
the list so submitted, to serve for five years. Whenever the term of a 
member of the commission expires, the Mayor appoints his successor 
from a list selected by the body which made the original selection, as 
aforesaid. 

No work of art can become the property of the City of Boston without 
the approval of the Art Commission, which may also be requested by the 
Mayor or the City Council to pass upon the design of any municipal 
building, bridge, approach, lamp. ornamental gate or fence, or other struc- 
ture to be erected upon Jand belonging to the City. No work of art, the

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property of the City of Boston, shall be removed except by order of the Art 
Commissioners and with the approval of the Mayor. Moreover, all con- 
tracts or orders for the execution of any painting, monument, statue, bust, 
bas-relief, or other sculpture for the City shall be made by said Commission, 
acting by a majority of its members, subject to the approval of the Mayor.

The Assessing Department is under the charge of an officer, known as 
the Assessor of Taxes, who shall exclusively for the assessing department 
and the boards therein have the powers, and perform the duties, conferred 
or imposed by law on the board of assessors in existence immediately 
prior to June 30, 1954, with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, suspension, 
discharge, compensation and indemnification of subordinates. The 
assessor of taxes shall also have the powers and perform the duties con- 
ferred or imposed by statute on said board of assessors in relation to 
poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have the powers 
and perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on asses- 
sors of cities in Massachusetts by general Jaws applicable to Boston in 
relation to poll and motor vehicle excise taxes.

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The Board of Assessors consists of the assessor of taxes, ex officio, 
who shall be chairman of the board, and two other officers, known as 
Associate Assessors of Taxes. Except as otherwise provided in the fore- 
going and following paragraphs, the board of assessors shall have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on the 
board of assessors in existence immediately prior to June 30, 1954, and 
except as so provided, the board of assessors shall also have the powers 
and perform the duties from time to time conferred or imposed on asses- 
sors of cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to Boston.

The board of review shall have the, powers 
and perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board of 
assessors in existence immediately prior to June 30, 1954, with respect ta 
the abatement of taxes other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, 
and shall further have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massachusetts by 
general laws applicable to Boston with respect to abatement of taxes 
other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. The board of review 
shall not be subject to the supervision or control of the assessor of taxes; 
but, unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, said board shall not com- 
municate with the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the assessor of taxes.

The office of Auditor was established by ordinance on August 2, 1824. 
Under provisions of Chapter 414 of the Acts of 1941, the office of City 
Auditor was placed under Civil Service on November 2, 1943, by a refer- 
endum vote of 60,139 to 12,409. 
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The office of Deputy City Auditor was established by ordinance on July 
11, 1934. 

Regular annual reports of receipts and expenditures have been pub- 
lished by the Auditor since 1825. Less complete reports were pub- 
lished by finance committees from 1811 to 1824, inclusive. Since June 1, 
1867, the Auditor has published monthly exhibits of all City, School, and 
County expenditures. 

The City Auditor is also Auditor of the County of Suffolk, Secretary of 
the Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds, a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the George Robert White Fund, and a member of the Boston

The duty of the Building Commissioner, under the provisions of 
Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1938, as amended (the Building Code), is to 
inspect all buildings and structures in the City of Boston except bridges, 
quays or wharves, buildings owned and occupied by the United States 
or the Commonwealth, railroad stations and structures used primarily for 
railway purposes, voting booths, tanks of certain specified capacities. 
tunnels constructed and maintained by the public authority, tents cover- 
ing an area of less than one hundred square feet, fences less than six feet 
in height, signs or billboards upon the ground and signs less than one 
square foot in area, and flagpoles less than twenty feet in length. 

The Code authorizes the Commissioner to issue permits to erect, 
enlarge, alter, substantially repair, move, demolish or change the occu- 
pancy of any building or structure; or to install, alter, or substantially 
repair plumbing, gas fitting, fire extinguishing apparatus and elevators; 
or to install steam boilers, furnaces, heaters or other heat producing 
apparatus the installation of which is regulated by the Code; or to install 
engines or dynamos. 
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The Zoning Act also is administered by the Building Commissioner. 
Under the provisions of this Act the city is divided into use districts, 
defined as Residential, Business, Industrial and Unrestricted. With 
minor exceptions, no building shall be erected or altered, nor shall any 
building or premises be used, for any purpose other than the use per- 
mitted in the district in which such building or premises is located. 
(Chapter 488, Acts of 1924, as amended — the Zoning Act.) 

The Commissioner also licenses gas fitters, both master and journeyman; 
registers master and journeyman plumbers; establishes the qualifica- 
tions of welders and licenses operators of elevators. 

In addition, Chapter 143 of the General Laws, in so far as applicable 
to Boston, is administered by the Building Commissioner under delegated 
authority from the State Commissioner of Public Safety. 

The primary purpose of the public safety regulations promulgated 
under this chapter is to establish a minimum code of safety for the entire 
state. Cities and towns may make further exactions in accordance with 
local building ordinances and not inconsistent with law, but in no case may 
the provisions of state law be avoided or minimized. 

The law falls with particular force on all places of assembly — 
restaurants, taverns, dance halls, meeting halls and all places of similar 
occupancy in which fifty or more persons may be accommodated. -Lodg- 
ing houses and apartment houses in which there are eight or more rooms 
above the second floor, or in which ten or more persons are accommodated 
above the second floor come also within the provisions of this Act. All 
such buildings must be certified by the Building Commissioner as to com- 
pliance with these particular regulations in addition to the Boston Cod 
requirements. 

On May 1, 1954, in accordance with Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, 
Section 30, the powers, duties, appropriations and personnel of the Elec- 
trical Inspection Division of the Fire Department were transferred to the 
Building Department. 

By Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Board of Appeal, the Board 
- of Examiners, the Board of Examiners of Gasfitters, the Public Safety 
Commission and the Committee on Licenses were included in the Build- 
ing Department, but none of said Boards, Commission or Committee is 
subject to the supervision or contro] of the Building Commissioner, but 
unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor none of said Boards, Commission 
or Committee shall communicate with the Mayor or make any annual or 
other report, except through the Building Commissioner.

The Board consists of five members appointed by the Mayor in the 
following manner: One member from two candidates, one to be nominated 
by the Boston Real Estate Board and one by the Massachusetts Real 
Estate Association; one member from two candidates, one nominated by 
the Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers; one member from three candidates, one to be nominated by 
the Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the Building Trades 
Employers’ Association of the City of Boston, and one by the Associated 
General Contractors of Massachusetts, Inc.; one member from two candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of Boston and Vicinity; 
and one member selected by the Mayor. The term of office is five years- 
Each member is paid $25 per diem for actual service, but not more than 
$3,500 in any one year for the aggregate services rendered by him under 
building code and zoning law. 

Any applicant for a permit from the Building Commissioner whose 
application has been refused in re building law or in re zoning law may 
appeal therefrom within ninety days, and a person who has been ordered 
to incur expense may within thirty days after receiving such order (or 
in the case of its being a hazardous condition in the opinion of the Building 
Commissioner within ten days) appeal to the Board of Appeal by giving 
notice in writing to the Commissioner. All cases of appeal are settled 
by the Board after a hearing, and a decision rendered on same open for

Chapter 41 of the General Laws, Sections 70, 71 and 72, provides that 
“every city and every town in the state having a population of more than 
10,000 shall, and towns having a population of less than 10,000 may, 
create a planning board which shall make careful studies of the resources, 
possibilities and needs of the town, particularly with respect to conditions 
injurious to the public health or otherwise in and about rented dwellings, 
and make plans for the development of the municipality, with special 
reference to proper housing of its inhabitants. 

In January, 1914, an ordinance was passed by the Boston City Council 
establishing ‘“‘The City Planning Board” consisting of five members, one 
of whom shall be a woman, for a term of five years, all to serve without 
compensation. 


ws 
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In April, 1940, an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council enlarging ‘‘The City Planning Board” from five to nine 
members, to include at least one engineer, one architect and one land- 
scape architect or city planner and a woman. The members of the Board 
shall serve for terms of five years, without compensation. 


In August 1952 an amendment to the above ordinance was passed by 
the City Council concerning the organization and enlargement of the powers 
and duties of the City Planning Board. 


The membership of the Board shall be made up as formerly with the 
exception that the engineer shall be a registered professional engineer, and 
members shall serve for terms of six years without compensation, but 
shall be reimbursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses in- 
curred in the performance of their duties. 

The Board shall make, and from time to time add to or amend, a master 
plan for the improvement and development of the city. 

Referral of capital improvements to the City Planning Board for report 
is mandatory. 

In addition all departments shall submit to the City Planning Board on 
or before October Ist in each year a list of al! capital improvements pro- 
posed to be made in carrying on the work of such departments in the six 
succeeding years. The City Planning Board shall forthwith prepare a 
capital improvement program and shall, not later than the second Monday 
of the succeeding January, submit such program with its report and 
recommendations pertaining thereto to the Mayor. 

Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 28 placed the Board of Zoning 
Adjustment in the City Planning Department but not under the super- 
vision or control of the City Planning Board.

The Board consists of the Chairman of the City Planning Board, ez 
officio, and eleven other members, and eleven alternates, appointed by 
the Mayor, as follows: —one member from two candidates, and one 
alternate from two other candidates, nominated by the Associated In- 
dustries of Massachusetts, one member from two candidates, and one 
alternate from two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Central 
Labor Union, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from 
two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two other 
candidates, nominated by the Boston Real Estate Board, one member from 
two candidates, and one alternate from two other candidates, nominated, 
both in the case of the member and in the case of the alternate, one by 
The Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston Society of Land- 
scape Architects, one member from two candidates, and one alternate 
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from two other candidates, nominated by the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the Massachusetts Motor Truck Associ- 
ation, Inc., one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the Massachusetts Real Estate Asso- 
ciation, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the Master Builders’ Association of 
Boston, one member from two candidates, and one alternate from two 
other candidates, nominated by the United Improvement Association, 
and one member, and one alternate, selected at large by the Mayor. All 
appointive members, and all alternates, shall be residents of or engaged 
in business in Boston. The term of office is five years. 

The members of the Board serve without compensation. Any petition 
for changing the zoning map must be accompanied by a fee of twenty- 
five dollars before being considered by the Board. 

Either upon petition or otherwise, the Board may, by a decision of not 
less than four-fifths of its members, rendered after a public hearing follow- 
ing advertisement and due notice to the owners of all property deemed by 
the Board to be affected, change the boundaries of districts by changing 
the zoning map on file at the state secretary’s office, to meet altered needs 
of a locality, to avoid undue concentration of population, to provide ade- 
quate light and air, to lessen congestion in streets, to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers, to facilitate the adequate provision of transporta- 
tion, water, sewerage, and other public requirements and to promote the 
health, safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants of the City of 
Boston. 

No decision of the Board of Appeal permitting the erection or altera- 
tion of a building to an extreme height greater than that otherwise author- 
ized under the provisions of the zoning law for the lot or building in ques- 
tion is effective until and unless confirmed by the decision of not less than 
two thirds of the members of the Board of Zoning Adjustment. 

If a change in the boundaries of districts is favorably decided upon or if 
a decision of the Board of Appeal is confirmed, any person aggrieved or 
any municipal officer or Board, may within fifteen days after the entry 
of such decision, appeal to the Superior Court sitting in equity, for the 
County of Suffolk.

The functions of the department are set forth in Chapter 8 of the 
Ordinances of 1950, which is as follows: 

Secrion 1. DEPARTMENT oF CiviL Derensp. ‘There is hereby 
established a department of civil defense (hereinafter called the “depart- 
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ment’). It shall be the function of the department to have charge of 
civil defense as defined in Section 1, Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and to 
perform civil defense functions as authorized or directed by said chapter 
or by any and all executive orders or general regulations promulgated 
thereunder, and to exercise any authority delegated to it by the governor 
under said Chapter 639. 


Sect. 2. Drrecror or Civin Derense. The department shall be 
under the direction of a director of civil defense (hereinafter called the 
‘‘director”’), who shall be appointed as prescribed by law. The director 
shall have direct responsibility for the organization, administration, 
and operation of the department subject to the direction and control of 
the appointing authority and shall receive such salary as may be fixed 
from time to time by the appointing authority. The director may, with- 
in the limits of the amount appropriated therefor, appoint such experts, 
clerks, and other assistants as the work of the department may require, 
and may remove them, and may make such expenditures as may be 
necessary to execute effectively the purposes of Chapter 639, Acts’ of 
1950. The director shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the city, services, 
equipment, supplies, materials, or funds by way of gift, grant, or loan 
for purposes of civil defense, offered by the federal government or any 
agency or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, subject to 
the terms of the offer and the rules and regulations, if any, of the agency 
making the offer. The director shall cause appropriate records to be kept 
of all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 


Sect. 3. Crvin DereNnsge Apvisory Counciu. There is hereby estab- 
lished a civil defense advisory council (hereinafter called the ‘‘council’’). 
Said council shall serve without pay and shall consist of the director 
of civil defense, such other department heads and such other persons 
as the authority appointing said director may deem necessary. Such 
member of said council as said appointing authority shall designate shall 
serve as chairman of said council. Said council shall serve subject to the 
direction and control of the appointing authority and shall advise said 
appointing authority and the director on matters pertaining to civil 
defense. 


Secr. 4. Poxice Arp To OTHER CITIES AND Towns IN EVENT OF 
Riots AND OTHER VIOLENCE THEREIN. The police department is hereby 
authorized to go to aid another city or town at the request of said city 
or town in the suppression of riots or other forms of violence therein. 


Sect. 5. TERMINATION OF ORDINANCE. This ordinance shall remain 
in force during the effective period of Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, and 
any act in amendment or continuation thereof or substitution therefor. 

Sect. 6. Derrnirron. All references to Chapter 639, Acts of 1950, 
as now in force shall be applicable to any act or acts in amendment or 
continuation of or substitution for said Chapter 639.

One Election Commissioner is appointed by the Mayor each year, term 
beginning April 1. The two leading political parties must be equally 
represented on the Board and the Chairman is designated annually by the 
Mayor. 

The Board of Registrars of Voters was appointed in May, 1874, and 
was succeeded July 1, 1895, by the Board of Election Commissioners. 

This department exercises all the powers and duties formerly conferred 
upon the Board of Registrars of Voters (including the preparation of the 
jury list), except the power and duty of giving notice of elections and 
fixing the days and hours for holding the same.

The Boston Fire Department was organized in 1837. It is in charge 
of 1 Commissioner, 1 Executive Secretary, 1 Chief of Department, 3 
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Assistant Chiefs of Department, 14 Deputy Chiefs, 50 District Chiefs, 3 
Chaplains, 1 Superintendent of Fire Alarm, 1 Superintendent of Mainte- 
nance, 1 Medical Examiner, 1 Engineer of Motor Vehicles, 99 Captains, 
250 Lieutenants, 1,749 Engineers, Apparatus Operators, Masters, Aides, 
Hosemen, Laddermen, 35 Clerks, 29 Fire Alarm Operators, and 135 
Mechanics, Painters, Linemen, Repairers, Electricians, Workmen, and 
other employees. 

Total officers, engineers, privates and employees, 2,373, of whom 14 
are serving in the armed forces of the United States. 

There are 55 fire stations, a fire alarm branch with 73 employees, oper- 
ating 1,917 signal boxes. Annual reports have been published since 1838. 

Yearly salaries of deputy chiefs, $7,300; district chiefs, $6,140—$6,660;

The first Board of Health in Boston was established in 1799, under the 
special statute of February 138, 1799. It was abolished by the first 
City Charter and from 1822 to 1873 its functions were exercised through 
the City Council. The last Board of Health was established by an ordi- 
nance of December 2, 1872. It published annual reports, beginning 
with 1873. By Chap. 1, Ord. 1914, 2d Series, the department was placed 
in charge of one executive, the Health Commissioner, who appoints the 
deputy commissioners. Chap. 1, Ord. 1915, provided that the quarantine 
service should pass from the control of the Health Department when the 
property was leased to the United States, in effect June 1, 1915.

all other powers and duties, as well as the Out-Patient Department, were 
transferred to the Health Commissioner by Chap. 1 of the Ordinances 
of 1927, as amended February 16, 1931.

The duties of the department are set forth in the General Laws, Chap- 
ters 94, 98 and 101, with amendments and additions thereto. 


The Sealer is required to give public notice annually by advertisement 
to all persons having places of business in the city and using weighing 
and measuring devices for the purpose of buying or selling of goods, wares 
or merchandise, to bring them into this office to be tested and sealed. 
After giving the said notice, he shall visit the places of business not com- 
plying and shall test, adjust, seal or condemn in accordance with the 
results of tests made, the weighing and measuring devices of said persons. 
In addition the department is charged with the enforcement of all laws 
relative to the licensing of hawkers, peddlers and transient vendors, the 
giving of false or insufficient weight or measure, the reweighing of coal, 
the examination of coal for quality and the inspection of certain con- 
tainers as to size, shape and dimensions. The department must in- 
vestigate all complaints registered with the department and, when the 
evidence warrants, shall prosecute violations of the law.

The office of ‘Attorney and Solicitor’? was established in 1827; the 
office of City Solicitor in 1846 and that of Corporation Counsel in 1881. 
The office of City Solicitor was abolished and the department placed 
under the sole charge of the Corporation Counsel in 1904. 
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The Law Department consists of a Corporation Counsel, twenty-nine 
assistant corporation counsel, a workmen’s compensation agent and 
workmen’s compensation medical director, and forty-seven other employees 
including the staff of the Investigating, Tax Title, Collection and Work- 
men’s Compensation divisions of the Law Department. 

The Law Department has general charge of the legal work of the city, 
represents the city in all litigation to which it is a party, prosecutes certain 
criminal proceedings, does the conveyancing work for the various munic- 
ipal departments, performs the legal work incidental to tax title fore- 
closures, prepares and approves all municipal contracts and bonds, 
furnishes legal opinions to the Mayor and the City Council and to the 
various department heads and city officials, including the School Com- 
mittee, on matters relating to the discharge of their‘ official duties, pre- 
pares petitions for and drafts of legislation in which the city has an 
interest and appears and represents the city before the various committees 
of the legislature, and before other boards, commissions and adminis- 
trative agencies, including the Interstate Commerce Commission, Civil 
Aeronautics Board and other federa] agencies, the Appellate Tax Board, 
Industrial Accident Board, and the Department of Public Utilities.

The Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston, five in number, 
are appointed by the Mayor, one each year, for a term of five years. 
They were incorporated in 1878, and authorized to receive and hold real 
and personal estate to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000. This amount 
was changed to $10,000,000 in 1919, to $20,000,000 in 1931, and to 
$50,000,000 in 1953. The first Trustees were appointed under an ordi- 
nance of October 14, 1852.

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The old library building on Boylston street was ‘opened to the public 
in September, 1858, and closed finally in January, 1895. The Central 
Library Building in Copley square, costing $2,756,384, was first opened 
on March 11, 1895. 

The Library is maintained by an annual appropriation made to the 
Trustees by the City Government. 

The annual reports, the first of which appeared in 1852, have been 
continued without interruption. 


THE LIBRARY SYSTEM. 


The library system consists of the Central Library in Copley square, 
the Kirstein Business Branch in the Edward Kirstein Memorial Library 
Building at 20 City Hall avenue, the School Issue Department at 400 
Shawmut avenue, thirty-one Branch Libraries, one Reading Room, one 
Hospital Library Service at Boston City Hospital, and two Bookmobiles. 
In addition, through an agreement with Harvard University, the Baker 
Library of the Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration is a 
branch of the Boston Public Library. By similar arrangement, the 
Boston Medical Library at 8 Fenway serves as a medical branch. 

The component parts of the library system are the following:

GENERAL ADMINISTRATIVE OFFICES. 


The general administrative work of the Library is centered in the 
Director’s Office. It is responsible for the general administration of the 
entire library system as a whole. It cares further for all activities that 
are not handled directly by the Division of Home Reading and Community 
Services, the Division of Reference and Research Services, or the Division 
of Business Operations. 

There is also supervised from the Director’s Office the work of such 
subsidiary offices as the Personnel Office, the Information Office, the 
Office of Records, Files, Statistics, the Exhibits Office, and the general 
publishing activities of the library. 


THE DIVISION OF HOME READING AND COMMUNITY SERVICES. 


The greater part of the circulation of books to borrowers is centered in 
the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles. The purely library activities 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles are therefore considered as 
a unit which is designated as the Division of Home Reading and Com- 
munity Services. Within this division there are closed departments and 
public departments. The main grouping of the public departments is that 
of the Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles, and the Audio-Visual! 
Department, Central Charging Records, and the Open Shelf Depart- 
ment in the Central Library. In direct relationship with the work of the 
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Branch Libraries and the Bookmobiles is the Work with Adults, the Work 
with Young Adults, and the Work with Children. —

SPECIAL ACTIVITIES. 

In addition to the regular activities of the various departments, the 
Library carries on programs of free lectures and concerts which are given 
in its lecture hall several times each week from October through April each 
year. Exhibits in the Main Lobby, the Treasure Room, and in the 
Puvis de Chavannes, Sargent, and Wiggin Galleries in the Central Library 
Building afford opportunities for emphasizing the Library’s valuable 
resources. Storytelling in the Children’s Section, Open Shelf Department, 
and in many branch libraries by trained storytellers is a part of the 
Library’s program of work with children. Four publications are dis- 
tributed free throughout the system: Books Current, Spotlight on Books 
for Young Adults, and Books on Parade, each issued four times a year, and 
B. P. L. News, issued ten times a year. For The Boston Public Library 
Quarterly, issued in January, April, July and October, there is a subscrip- 
tion fee of $2.00 a year, 50 cents a single copy.

The Public Works Department was established on February 1, 1911, 
when the Street, Water, and Engineering Departments were combined 
under a single executive head, the Commissioner of Public Works. Under 
the City Ordinances the Commissioner has authority to create such di- 
visions of the department as he considers necessary. The department 
as at present organized is composed of the Bridge, Highway, Auto- 
motive, Sewer, Sanitary, Survey, and Water Divisions, each in charge of a 
Division Engineer or Chief Engineer. 


* For a term expiring on the first Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a Mayor is elected. 
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The Commissioner of Public Works must be a civil engineer of recog- 
nized standing in his profession. He is in charge of the construction and 
maintenance of all streets, sidewalks, and sewers; granting of permits to 
open, occupy, obstruct, and use portions of the streets and sidewalks; 
planting and removal of trees in public ways; street lighting, both gas and 
electric; installation, maintenance, and operation of all fixtures and appli- 
ances held by the City for its water supply; cleaning and flushing of streets, 
as well as snow removal from streets and designation of streets for coasting; 
collection and removal of ashes, garbage, and refuse; installation and 
maintenance of street signs, and assignment of street numbers for buildings 
and houses; construction, maintenance, and operation of City-owned 
bridges used as highways; and maintenance and operation of the Sumner 


Vehicular Tunnel under Boston Harbor connecting the City Proper with 
East Boston and points to the North. 


The ferry service which the City operated for many years across the 
harbor, between the City Proper and East Boston, was discontinued on 
December 31, 1952. 


By Section 57 of Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 the Public Improve- 
ment Commission was placed in the Public Works Department but not 
subject to the supervision or control of the Commissioner of Public Works 
except as he acts as a member of said Commission. The Public Improve- 
ment Commission has certain of the powers and duties of the former 
Board of Street Commissioners.

The Division Engineer is responsible for the care, control and mainte- 
nance of all department-owned motor vehicles, and for the operation and 
maintenance of four garages, and related property and eight pumps for 
dispensing gasoline for department use. 


A Mobile Patrol, organized for the protection of department property 
in all sections of the city, is also under the jurisdiction of the Division 
Engineer. 


The department’s fleet of 481 units of automotive equipment, under the 
supervision of this division, consists of 69 sedans and other vehicles used 
for transportation purposes and 312 trucks of various sizes, including 33 
snowfighters, 13 compressors, 6 catch-basin cleaners, 67 pickup trucks, 
145 dump trucks, 6 wreckers, 5 flushers, 4 derrick trucks, 19 emergency, 
and 14 miscellaneous trucks. There are 24 street sweepers, 11 gasoline 
road rollers, 6 snow and bucket loaders, 18 front bucket loaders, and other 
miscellaneous equipment; 445 of these units are registered under the motor 
vehicle law of the Commonwealth.

The Bridge Division was established June 2, 1954, under Section 33 of 
Chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947, 

The Division Engineer has charge of the design, construction, operation, 
and maintenance of the greater number of highway bridges within the 
limits of the City, the abolishment of grade crossings, the maintenance and 
operation of the Sumner Tunnel, and also has charge of special engineering 
work for other City departments. During the year 1953, 10,835,674 
motor vehicles passed through the Sumner Tunnel.

The Highway Division was established June 2, 1954, under Section 33 
of Chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 

The Division Engineer has charge of the construction and maintenance 
of all public streets, including snow removal, the issuing of permits to open, 
occupy and obstruct portions of streets, the care and upkeep of electric 
and gas lamps on public streets, alleys, parks, and public grounds, and the 
numbering of buildings and the placing of all street signs. 

On December 31, 1953, this division had under its jurisdiction 731 miles 
of public streets throughout the City, and the number of street lamps in 
use on this date comprised 21,659 electric and 3,626 gas, making a total of 
25,285 lamps.

The Division Engineer has charge of the collection and removal of 
ashes, garbage, and refuse, and the cleaning and flushing of streets. Refuse 
collections are no longer made by City forces; all such work is now done 
under contract. 

While the department is not required to remove so-called commercial 
refuse from shops, stores, and other business establishments, it is permitted 
to make such removals upon payment by the producers of the charge 
prescribed under the authority of the City Ordinances. A charge of 20 
_cents a barrel or bundle (not larger than a flour barrel) has been established. 
The producers of the refuse make payment direct to the contractors in 
the various districts for this service. 
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Sewer Division.

The Division Engineer has charge of the maintenance and construction 
of all sewerage works. 


Assessments upon estates benefited by new sewers are levied by the 
Public Improvement Commission, which also awards damages for land 
takings made for sewer construction. The assessment upon the severa] 
estates for a new sewer is limited to $6 per linear foot, and it is a lien upon 
the property. An Act of the Legislature prohibits the assessment of the 
cost of surface drains. 


In the calendar year 1953, there were built by contractors and day 
labor 7.38 miles of sanitary sewers and surface drains, and 320 catch 
basins, making on January 1, 1954, a total of 1,302.75 miles of common 
and intercepting sewers and 23,972 catch patie in charge of the Sewer 
Division. 


The Boston Main Drainage System, comprising 24.12 miles of ‘inter- 
cepting sewers, with a pumping station at Old Harbor Point, and storage 
reservoirs and outlet into the harbor at Moon Island, in operation since 
1884, takes care of the sewage from City Proper, South Boston, and parts 
of Roxbury, West Roxbury, and Dorchester. 

The common sewer system has two electrically-operated automatic 
pumping stations. The station at Union Park and Albany streets was 
built in 1915 to relieve floodings in the South End district of Boston, by 
pumping and discharging the surplus storm water flow into the South Bay. 

The station at Summer street, opposite E street, was built in 1913, and 
takes care of the sewage from the Commonwealth Pier district, and the 
Army and Navy Bases. 

Charlestown and East Boston sewage discharges into the main North 
Metropolitan System of the State, which discharges into the harbor waters 
just south of Deer Island. 

Sewage from all of Brighton, a portion of the Back Bae and a small 
part of Roxbury, discharges into the South Metropolitan System, is lifted 
by pumping at the Ward Street Pumping Station, then flows through 
the main sewer, which also drains by gravity portions of West Roxbury 
and Dorchester and all of Hyde Park, finally outletting into Quincy Bay 
at Nut Island.

The Survey Division was established May 1, 1954, under Chapter 2 of 
the Ordinances of 1954, Section 56, which amended Section 33 of Chapter 
27 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947. 
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The Chief Engineer has charge of the making of surveys and the 
preparation of plans and estimates pertaining to the laying out, widening, 
making of specific repairs, relocating and discontinuance of highways, and 
the taking of real property for municipal purposes; the computation of 
assessments for betterments resulting from the construction of streets and 
sewers and of compensation to be awarded land owners resulting from 
such construction or land taking; and the plotting of undeveloped areas 
for streets and the opening of private ways. 


Water Division.

Under the control of the Division Engineer are the care and maintenance 
of all pipes and other fixtures and appliances for the purpose of the City’s 
water supply, and all water assessments and other charges necessary for the 
maintenance of the Division. 


The total length of supply and distributing water main on December 31, 
1955, was 1,017,857 miles; number of fire hydrants, 12,488, including 503 
high pressure, 394 private; numbers of meters now in service, 95,653. 


The first water document published by the City of Boston appeared 
in 1825. In addition to the annual reports of the Cochituate supply, 
from 1850, and of the Mystic supply, from 1866, there are numerous special 
reports. By Chapter 449, Acts of 1895, the Boston Water Board, the 
Water Income Department, and the Water Registrar were abolished and 
the Water Department created, a single commissioner being entrusted 
with all the powers previously exercised by the Boston Water Board 
and the Boston Water Registrar. 


A State commission, the Metropolitan Water Board, took possession 
in 1898 of all that part of the Boston water system lying westward of 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir, also the pumping station there, with adjacent 
lands. The sum paid to the City was $12,531,000. Payments to the 
State by the City for its supply of water have been regularly made since 
1898. Total available quantity of water in the six storage reservoirs 
of the Metropolitan system on January 1, 1954, 416,707,200,000 gallons, 
of which about 87 per cent was in the Quabbin Reservoir, about 65 miles 
west of Boston, an artificial lake, 25,216 acres in surface area and added 
to the system in 1948. There are also thirteen distribution reservoirs with 
capacity of 2,775,000,000 gallons, nine pumping stations being connected 
with these, in which stations 3,344,607,900 gallons of water were pumped 
during the year 1953. In the existing Metropolitan Water District are 
eleven cities besides Boston, and twelve towns, and a portion of Winchester, 
Boston takes about 59.5 per cent of the entire water supply of the District 


The daily average amount of water used in Boston in 1953 was 
113,490,100 gallons, or 139 gallons per capita. 
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HIGH PRESSURE FIRE SERVICE. 


. By the provisions of Chapter 312, Acts of 1911, the Commissioner of 
Public Works was authorized to install an efficient system of high pressure 
fire service for the business center of the City. The work completed, 
including the old salt-water fireboat line installed in 1898, comprises 
18.721 miles of pipe with 503 hydrants. Total expenditure for installation 
of system to December 31, 1953, was $2,599,379.45. Two pumping sta- 
tions are now in use.

The Public Improvement Commission is a board in the Public Works 
Department, but the Commission is not subject to the supervision and 
control of the Commissioner of Public Works, except as he acts as a member 
of said commission. The Commission has certain of the powers and 
duties of the former Board of Street Commissioners. 

The Commission has jurisdiction over the laying out, widening, reloca- 
tion, and discontinuance of highways; the taking of real property for munic- 
ipal purposes; the levying of betterments resulting from the construction 
of streets or sewers; the plotting of undeveloped areas for streets and the 
opening of private ways; the making of specific repairs in public streets; 
the naming of public streets and private ways; the issuing of permits for 
coal holes or vaults under a street; the ordering of owners to close and fill 
up excavations under the sidewalk; and the location of conduits, poles, 
and posts for telephone, telegraph, street railway, or illuminating purposes- 
Incidental to its powers to take lands and lay out streets, it has authority 
to award compensation to land owners for damages resulting from such 
taking or laying out. In certain instances its awards and its grants of 
licenses or permits must bear the approval of the Mayor.

An additional retirement system for city and county employees was 
provided by Chapter 658 of the Acts of 1945.

The new system, designated as the State-Boston Retirement System, 
went into effect October 1, 1946. Every employee appointed after that 
date becomes a member of the new system.

The Act establishing the commission became effective April 30, 1929, 
after approval by the Governor and acceptance by the Mayor and City 
Council. The commissioner is appointed by the Mayor, to serve four 
years and until the qualification of his successor, receives compensation 
established by the Mayor and City Council, and may be removed by the 
Mayor. The associate commissioners receive no compensation.

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_ The commissioners may employ, subject to the approval of the Mayor 

and to chapter thirty-one of the General Laws, engineers, experts, assist- 
ants and other officers and employees. The commission has exclusive 
authority to adopt, amend, alter and repeal rules and regulations relative 
to vehicular street traffic, and to the movement, stopping or standing of 
vehicles on, and their exclusion from, all or any streets, ways, highways, 
roads and parkways, under the control of the city. ‘The commission has 
the power to erect, make and maintain, or cause to be erected, made and 
maintained, traffic signs, signals, markings and other devices for the 
control of such traffic in the city and for informing and warning the public 
as to the rules and regulations adopted by the commission. 

The latest revision of the Traffic Regulations contains 752 one-way 
streets, 932 no-parking streets, and 188 stop streets. The commission 
maintains 315 traffic signals, including two (2) interconnected systems in 
downtown Boston, 22,970 traffic signs, and 86 traffic officers’ spotlights. 
Two hundred and twenty-four (224) miles of white lines painted in the 
roadway, including crosswalks, center lines, lanes, lines and stop lines, are 
maintained by the commission. Thirteen hundred and thirty-three (1,333) 
loading zones, requiring 34,000 feet of painted curb, are maintained. Fees 
amounting to $25,965 are collected for the establishment and maintenance 
of these loading zones. The commission also maintains 7,900 parking 
meters. It is anticipated that approximately $600,000 will be taken in a 
revenue during the year 1954. 

By the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 58, the Commissioner of 
Real Property became an Associate Commissioner of the Boston Traffic 
Commission in the stead of the Chairman of the Board of Street 
Commissioners.

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The Board of Commissioners of Sinking Funds: for the payment or 
tedemption of the City debt consists of six members, two of whom are 
appointed annually by the Mayor for a term of three years from May 1. 
The Board has published annual reports since 1871. The amended City 
Charter, Section 26, prohibits the further establishing of sinking funds, 
but an exception was afterwards made by the Legislature regarding loans 
for Rapid Transit purposes. It also prohibits the depositing of City or 
County money in any bank of which any member of the Board of Sinking 
Funds Commissioners is an officer, director or agent. 

Chapter 2 of the Ordinances of 1954 placed the Board of Commissioners 
of Sinking Funds in the Treasury Department but not subject to the 
supervision or control of the Collector-Treasurer.

The Veterans’ Services Department was established as a department of 
the City of Boston by the Ordinances of 1954, Chapter 2, Section 66, and 
is under the charge of a Commissioner who is appointed by the Mayor. 
This department performs the functions formerly performed by the 
Department of Veterans’ Services, which it replaces. The Commissioner 
exercises all powers and duties for the distribution of state and city benefits 
to veterans and their eligible dependents in the City of Boston, such as 
were formerly vested in the Mayor and Board of Aldermen. Under his 
direction assistance is rendered to veterans and their dependents of the 
Civil War, Indian War, Spanish-American War, Philippine Insurrection, 
China Relief Expedition, Mexican War, World War I, World War II, and 
for service with Armed Forces since June 25, 1950. 

An office is maintained at 14 State street to provide information, advice, 
and assistance to veterans of all wars, to enable them to procure the benefits 
-to which they are entitled relative to employment, vocational and educa- 
tional opportunities, hospitalization, medical care, pensions, and other 
veterans’ benefits.

The Overseers of the Poor in the Town of Boston, a corporation estab- 
ished in 1772 by act of the Legislature, were succeeded in 1864 by the 
corporation called ‘‘Overseers of the Poor in the City of Boston,” con- 
sisting of twelve residents of Boston, four of whom are appointed annually

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to serve for the term of three years from the first day of May. The 
Board issues annual reports. In 1921 the name was changed to Over- 
seers of the Public Welfare. , 

The Overseers of the Public Welfare are also incorporated as a Board 
of Trustees of John Boylston’s and other charitable funds. The total 
amount of the 18 permanent charity funds in the custody of the Over- 
seers on December 31, 1953, was $958,644.21, the annual income from 
which ($31,858.60 in 1953) is distributed in accordance with the terms of 
the donations. 

In charge of the Overseers are the Wayfarers’ Lodge on Hawkins street, 
opened in 1878, which gives free lodging to homeless men who are out of 
employment, and the Temporary Home on Chardon street for temporarily 
destitute women and children, opened in 1870.

The Bureau of Child Accounting comprises the following-named depart- 
ments: Educational Investigation and Measurement, Vocational Guidance, 
and Attendance (including Certificating Office); and the following divisions: 
Division of Employment; Division of Juvenile Adjustment. 


SUPERVISORS OF ATTENDANCE. 
(Stat. 1931, Chap. 394, Sect. 146.] 

These officers are appointed by the School Committee, and under their 
direction enforce the laws relating to absentees from school. There are 
32 supervisors of attendance besides the head supervisor and they may be 
seen at 9a. M. and 1.30 pP. M., on the days that the schools are in session 
at the school designated by the head supervisor. 


SCHOOL PHYSICIANS AND SCHOOL NURSES. 

Regular medical inspection of the schools was maintained from 1894 to 
1915, under the supervision of the Health Department. Beginning 
September 1, 1915, the School Committee took charge of this service. 
For all schools and districts there is 1 Director of School Hygiene in charge 
of 3 supervising school physicians, 1 medical inspector, 1 school physician 
assigned to the certificating office, 1 ophthalmologist, 1 otolog'st, 51 school 
physicians, 1 supervisor of nutrition, 14 school medical aids, and 1 sanitary 
engineer.

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Chapter 357, Acts of 1907, provided for the appointment by the Schoo! 
Committee of 1 supervising female nurse and as many district female 
nurses as are deemed necessary. For the 76 junior high and elementary 
school districts there is 1 supervising nurse in charge of 4 assistant supervis- 
ing nurses, 1 nurse assigned to the certificating office, 1 nurse assigned to 
the ophthalmologist, and 58 school nurses (including 4 high schools), and 
2 nurses assigned to the otologists. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 

In 1907, the School Committee was authorized to provide for the 
extension of physical education and recreation of pupils, including proper 
apparatus and facilities in the buildings, yards and playgrounds under their 
control. 


The School Committee appropriates, out of the tax levy, for this branch 
of education such amount as it deems necessary. The Committee has 
also the right to appropriate the unexpended balance of the previous year, 
plus the estimated income for the current year. The appropriation for 
1953 is $721,432.18. 

The Department of Physical Education comprises 1 director, 1 associate 
director, 2 assistant directors, 15 instructors of military science, 1 armorer, 
40 women and 24 men instructors of physical education, 14 teacher coaches 
of athletics, high schools, 35 teacher coaches of athletics, junior high 
schools, 60 assistant teacher coaches, 57 play teachers. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS PARTLY MAINTAINED BY STATE. 

By Chapter 471, Acts of 1911, and Chapter 106, Acts of 1912, the State 
especially encourages the establishing of Independent Industrial Schools, 
allowing financial aid for their maintenance proportionate to the amount 
raised by local taxation and expended for all public schools. Under this 
arrangement the School Committee is reimbursed by the State to the 
extent of one half the net maintenance cost of such industrial schools 
established in Boston thus far with the approval of the Massachusetts 
Department of Education. By Chapter 805, Acts of 1913, Continuation 
Schools, for employed children between fourteen and sixteen years of age, 
were included under the same plan of State aid. The schools thus main- 
tained are the Boston Trade High School (for Boys), day and evening 
classes, Trade High School for Girls, Compulsory Continuation School, 
also part-time co-operative-industrial courses in Brighton, Charlestown, 
Dorchester High School, East Boston, Hyde Park, Roxbury Memorial 
High School for Boys, and South Boston High, and practical arts courses 
in the evening elementary schools. 


For the agricultural course in the Jamaica Plain High School, the School 


Committee is reimbursed to the extent of two thirds of the cost of 
instruction. 
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INDUSTRIAL ARTS. 

There are co-operative courses in eight high schools, as follows: 
Brighton (automobile mechanics), Charlestown (electricity), Dorchester 
(woodwork and upholstery), East Boston (machine shop practice), Hyde 
Park (machine shop practice), Jamaica Plain (agriculture), Roxbury 
Memorial High School for Boys (printing), and South Boston (sheet 
metal and auto body). 

Mechanic arts courses in shopwork are given in the following high 
schools: Dorchester High School (Boys), East Boston High School, 
Hyde Park High School, Roslindale High School, Roxbury Memoria) 
High School (Boys), and South Boston High School. 

There are 158 shops, including 9 classrooms used for drafting, in ele- 
mentary and junior high schools, in which the following named subjects 
are taught: drafting, electricity, interior decoration, machine shop practice, 
printing, sheet metal, woodwork, and diversified shop subjects. 

Cardboard construction and elementary bookbinding in the fourth and 
fifth grades, although taught by classroom teachers, are supervised by the 
department. 

Gardening is conducted by the department as an after-school and summer 
activity; home gardening in 56, and school gardening in 16 elementary 
and junior high districts and on a five-acre plot of City of Boston property 
in Woburn. 

HOME ECONOMICS. 

In the Department of Home Economics there are 160 teachers,* an 
assistant director, and a director. 

There are 11 high schools offering courses in home economics: Brighton, 
Charlestown, Dorchester High, East Boston, Girls’ High, Hyde Park, 
Jamaica Plain,j Jeremiah E. Burke, Roslindale High,t Roxbury Memoria] 
(Girls), and South Boston. 

In the high schools of Boston there are 16 appointed teachers of dress- 
making; 1 part-time temporary teacher, 1 appointed teacher of millinery, 
assigned to academic subjects; 8 appointed teachers of household science 
(foods and household management), and 1 temporary teacher, teaching 
dressmaking and household science. Four of the appointed teachers of 
household science have part-time programs of dressmaking. There are 
21 standard clothing rooms, 9 food laboratories, and 7 home practice suites. 

In the junior high elementary schools there are 88 teachers of clothing, 
9 temporary teachers of clothing and foods, and 36 teachers of foods. 

There are 53 rooms equipped for instruction in foods; 18 of these foods 
laboratories have adjoining suites, and 104 classrooms are equipped for 
the teaching of clothing. 


EVENING HIGH, ELEMENTARY AND TRADE SCHOOLS. 
There are seven evening high schools: Brighton, Central (English High 
Schoolhouse), Dorchester, East Boston (Joseph H. Barnes Schoolhouse), 
* Includes the M. Gertrude Godvin School and four teachers assigned from Trade 
High School for Girls. 


+ Jamaica Plain and Roslindale— No Household Science. (Foods and Household 
Management). 
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Roslindale, Roxbury (Boston Clerical Schoolhouse), and South Boston. 
These schools, the sessions of which are held on Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings, from 7 to 10 o’clock, are conducted in the several high school- 
houses of the districts named. All but the Central High are commercial 
schools. 

There are ten evening elementary schools in session on Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings. 

There is one evening trade school, Boston Evening Trade School, with 
two branches located in the Brighton High and South Boston High School- 
houses. These schools are conducted on Tuesday and Thursday evenings, 
from 7 to 10 o’clock. 


DAY SCHOOL FOR IMMIGRANTS. 


There are two schools for immigrants where instruction in the English 
language is provided, classes being conducted daily (except Saturday) for 
three hours in the forenoon and two in the afternoon. Evening classes 
are also conducted for two and one-half hours on two evenings per week 
in the North End section of the city. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOL. 


Classes for boys and girls are held in the William Blackstone School, 
Blossom street, West End. 

All children fourteen to sixteen years of age employed under an employ- 
ment permit are required by law to attend the school four hours per week. 


USE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR EDUCATIONAL, SOCIAL, AND CIVIC 
PURPOSES. 


In 1912 the Schoo] Committee was authorized by statute to allow the 
use of buildings under their control by associations and individuals (other 
than school pupils) for educational, recreative, social, civic, philanthropic, 
and similar purposes at times when the schools were not in session. 
Under this arrangement there are now fourteen School Centers, each 
having a manager and largely attended on two evenings and one afternoon 
a week. More than 125 school buildings are also used by non-school 
center groups. 

The School Committee may annually appropriate for this purpose such 
amount as it deems necessary. The appropriation for 1953 is $128,140.73 
for salaries and supplies. Besides the renting of school halls for club 
meetings, entertainments, etc., basements and other accommodations in 
schoolhouses are used by the Election Department as polling places, 
lighting and custodian service being paid for by the Election Department. 


PENSION AND RETIREMENT FUND FOR TEACHERS, 


The School Committee, by a majority vote of all its members, may 
retire with a pension any member of the teaching or supervising staff 
of the public day schools who has reached the age of sixty years, also 
such other members as are incapacitated for further efficient service. 
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These pensions are paid to teachers who were retired before the estab- 
lishment of the Boston Retirement System, or who have not become 
members of the Boston Retirement System or State-Boston Retirement 
System. 

The School Committee is authorized to provide for these pensions by 
appropriating annually such amount as it deems necessary, which, to- 
gether with the unexpended balance of the previous year, the amount 
of reimbursement from the Commonwealth, and the appropriation of 
accrued interest in the Permanent School Pension Fund, will pay pensions 
for the year. 

On December 31, 1953, the Permanent School Pension Fund amounted 
to $963,895.92, and 298 retired teachers were receiving pensions therefrom. 

The Boston Teachers’ Retirement Fund Association, started in 1900, 
is paying $120 per year to 981 annuitants, the total amount of its fund on 
August 31, 19538, being $2,365,374.51 (total investments). At that date 
2,489 teachers were each contributing $18 per year to the fund.

At the City Election held November 5, 1929, on the referendum — 
‘Shall chapter 351, of the Acts of 1929, entitled ‘An Act to establish a 
board of commissioners of school buildings and a department of school 
buildings in the city of Boston’ be accepted?”’ there were 110,453 votes 
in favor, 57,276 against, and 50,632 blanks. 


By the provisions of the Act, the board ‘‘shall consist of three citizens 
of Boston who otherwise are neither officials nor employees of said city, 
one of whom shall be appointed by the mayor . . . without approval 
by the civil service commissioners, one by the school committee, and one 
shall be chosen by the two so appointed, or shall be appointed by the 
governor if the appointees of the mayor and school committee fail to 
choose a commissioner as aforesaid within thirty days after a second 
of such appointees has been appointed.” 
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According to section 2 of the Act, the Department of School Buildings 
is established, to be under the charge of a superintendent of construction 
who shall be elected by the board of commissioners, to serve at the pleasure 
of the board. | 

Upon the election of a superintendent of construction, the board of 
schoolhouse commissioners of the schoolhouse department and said 
department shall be abolished.

The City is divided into seventeen Police Divisions, in each of which is 
a station house, the quarters of a captain and a force of men. 

The Bureau of Criminal Investigation, a central detective agency of the 
Department, located in Headquarters building, and consisting of several 
subdivisions, is operated on a large scale and in an efficient manner. 
Members of this Bureau investigate felonies committed within the juris- 
diction of the City of Boston. In addition to its divisions for investiga- 
tion of reports of automobiles stolen, lost and stolen property, and homi- 
cides, squads are assigned to cover the following phases of police work 
and investigation: Banking, express thieves, general investigation, 
hotels, narcotics, pawnbrokers, including junk-shop keepers and dealers in 
second-hand articles, pickpockets, radical and shopping crimes. A night 
motor patrol squad performs duty throughout the city, to prevent, so far 
as possible, the commission of crime and, if acts of violence or other serious 
crimes have been committed, to arrest and prosecute the offenders. 
Criminal identification, fingerprints and photographs, missing persons, 
warrants and summonses are handled by this Bureau. The Bureau also 
handles cases of fugitives from justice and conducts hundreds of investi- 
gations during the course of a year for various police departments through- 
out the United States and foreign countries. Further, it cooperates 
in every way possible with outside police departments in the investigation 
of crime and prosecution of criminals. Supervision of the daily line-up 
of all prisoners arrested for serious offenses is conducted by this Bureau. 

The criminal identification division of this Department has continued 
to prove of great value and stands in favorable comparison with identi- 
fication units of the most advanced departments.

Advancements and changes are constantly being made to maintain 
efficiency of various divisions of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation. 
To bring about this efficiency of service, equipment of the Bureau is con- 
tinually being augmented by addition of modern identification apparatus. 

Files of the Bureau of Criminal Investigation contain records of assign- 
ments made in the Bureau and all records of arrests made throughout the 
Department. 

On file, also, are reports of all felonies committed within the city and all 
reports of investigation of these felonies. 

The Bureau of Operations supervises the development and mainte- 
nance of the system of operations of the Department, including two police 
broadcasting stations, “‘KCA860,” located at Police Headquarters and 
on the roof of the new Courthouse Building, Pemberton Square; the 
latter station being operated by remote control from the Bureau of Opera- 
tions at Police Headquarters. 


These broadcasting stations insure speedy response to a call for police 
assistance and render possible speedy dissemination of information and 
quick concentration of necessary police power at a point where needed. 


The Boston Police Department is completely equipped with modern 
two-way radio. There are 119 police cars, 4 police boats, and 29 combina- 
tion patrol wagons and ambulances, fully equipped with two-way radio 
telephone. Police automobiles with two-way radio are moving through 
all parts of the city day and night. Any part of the city may be reached 
by a police radio car in a very few moments after receipt of a radio message 
from either of the broadcasting stations. 


The radio has been a very important factor in the SrOLpE apprehension 
of law violators as well as increasing the number of arrests. In many 
instances, the offenders have been taken into custody while in the act of 
committing crime. 


The Traffic Division is located in the Police Building, 229 Milk street. 
Its commanding officer is responsible for proper regulation of traffic condi- 
tions and for safety of the public using the highways from 8 a.m. to 
12 o’clock midnight, within the intown and Back Bay sections of the city. 


The Property Clerk’s Office is charged with the care of all police buildings, 
lost, stolen and abandoned property, money or other property alleged to 
have been illegally obtained, and all articles and property taken from 
persons arrested for any cause. In its custody are also placed all seized 
liquor and gaming implements which come into possession of the Depart- 
ment. 

All orders for supplies, building maintenance, repair work, plumbing, 
steamfitting, etc., uniforms and equipment are issued by this office. 

The Commissioner appoints a Harbor Master and assistants from the 


police force. The following motor launches are used in this service: the 
“Michael H. Crowley,” a 60-foot craft, the ‘‘ William H. Pierce” and 
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the “William H. McShane,’’ both 38-foot crafts; and a Chris-Craft 16-foot 
speedboat named the ‘“‘ Warren C. Perkins.” 

The Police Department is responsible for the annual listing of all resi- 
dents within the city 20 years of age or over. 

On January 1, 1954, the police force numbered 2,846 consisting of 1 super- 
intendent, 2 deputy superintendents, 33 captains, 74 lieutenants, 203 
sergeants, 2,297 patrolmen, 11 policewomen, including 2 detectives. 

The police force also includes 9 lieutenant-detectives, 26 sergeant- 
detectives, 60 first-grade detectives, 27 second-grade detectives, 105 third- 
grade detectives. 

There are 23 men assigned to the signal service, whose director has 
charge of 570 signal boxes.

The Finance Commission is constituted under the Amended Charter of 
1909. It consists of five commissioners appointed by the Governor and 
confirmed by the Executive Council, the term of each being five years. 
The Chairman of the Commission is named by the Governor. The members 
of the Commission, other than the chairman, serve without pay. 

It is the duty of the Commission to investigate, at its discretion, all 
matters relating to appropriations, loans, expenditures, accounts and 
methods of administration affecting the City of Boston or the County 
of Suffolk, or any of their departments, and to report upon its investi- 
gations from time to time to the Mayor, the City Council, the Governor 
or the General Court. 

The Commission is required to make an annual report, in January, to 
the General Court. It is also the duty of the Commission to report to 
the Mayor, the City Auditor or the City Treasurer as to the validity or 
proper amount of any doubtful pay roll, bill or claim referred to it by them.

The Licensing Board for the City of Boston was established by Statutes 
of 1906, Chapter 291. It consists of three members appointed by the 
Governor, with the advice and consent of the Council. They must be 
citizens of Boston who have resided in Boston for at least two years pre- 
ceding the date of their appointment. The two principal political parties 
must be represented on the Board and the term of the members is fixed 
at six years after the first appointment, which was for six, four, and two 
years. The Board was created to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties conferred upon the Board of Police of the City of Boston rela- 
tive to intoxicating liquors (now called alcoholic beverages), innholders, 
common victuallers, billiard and pool tables, sippio tables, bowling alleys, 
intelligence offices, picnic groves, and skating rinks. By Chapter 169 
of the Acts of 1936 skating rinks are now licensed by the Licensing Division 
of the Mayor’s office. 

The fee fixed by Section 202 of Chapter 140 of the General Laws is 
not less than $2 for each class of license, with the exception of licenses 
for common victuallers and innholders. The fees for common victualler 
and innholder licenses were fixed by Section 2, Chapter 140, of the General 
Laws, at not more than $5 for each license. By statutory authority the 
City Council has fixed the fee of $15 for common victuallers and $25 
for innholders without alcoholic beverages; with alcoholic beverages, 
innholder’s fee is $5. 

By Statutes of 1909, Chap. 423, the Board was given the right to issue 
licenses to ‘‘Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water 
or fruit,”’ the fee for such licenses not to exceed $6. 
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The City Council has fixed the fee of $15 for common victuallers, 
$6 for Sunday dealers in ice cream, or confectionery, or soda water or 
fruit, and a fee of $3 for retail vendors of soft drinks. 


By Statutes of 1918, Chap. 259, the Board was granted the right to 
issue licenses to lodging houses. No fee was to be charged. By Statutes 
of 1921, Chap. 59, a fee of not more than $2 was allowed, if established 
by the City Council. In 1952 the City Council established the fee for 
lodging houses as follows: up to 9 rooms $5; 10 to 19 rooms, $10; 20 rooms 
and over $25. 


By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 392, the Board was given the right to license 
“retail vendors of soft drinks.’’ The fee for such license was not to 
exceed $1. By statutory authority the Citv Council has fixed the fee of 
$3 for such license. 


By Statutes of 1922, Chap. 485, the “‘ firearm” law was amended, giving 
the licensing of vendors of firearms to this Board. The law relates to 
the renting, selling or leasing of firearms, and the word firearms includes 
a pistol, revolver or other weapon from which a shot or bullet can be 
discharged, and of which the length of barrel not including any revolving, 
detachable or magazine breech does not exceed twelve inches, and a 
machine gun irrespective of the length of the barrel. It does not include 
antique firearms incapable of use, nor sales of firearms at wholesale. The 
fee for such license to be fixed by the Board not to exceed $15. 


By Statutes of 1926, Chap. 299, the Board was given the right to grant 
entertainment licenses in places where such entertainment was carried on 
in conjunction with sale for cash of food or drink six days of week but not 
on Sundays. No fee was to be charged to common victuallers and inn- 
holders carrying on such entertainment, but a fee of $5 could be charged to 
persons selling drinks who carried on an entertainment. Entertainments 
consist of dancing, music, cabaret, or amusements. 


By Chapter 284 of the Acts of 1933, the Board was given authority to 
grant victuallers’ licenses to clubs, societies, associations or other organiza- 
tions which dispense food and beverages on their premises, to their stock- 
holders or members and their guests and to none others. 

By Chapter 376 of the Acts of 1933, now Chapter 138 of the General 
Laws, the Board was given the authority to issue alcoholic beverage 
licenses to common victuallers, innholders, taverns, clubs and retail 
package stores, and to suspend or revoke the same after a hearing. 

Norte: Chapter 120 of the Acts of 1933, which gave the Board authority 
to issue non-alcoholic beverage licenses containing not more than 3.2 per 
cent of alcohol, was repealed when the new alcoholic law (Chap. 376) was 
enacted. Any 3.2 licensee could carry on his business until May 1, 1934; 
or could surrender his license and get a refund, or a credit on the fee paid 
for an alcoholic beverage license. 

By Chapter 183 of the Acts of 1946, the Board was given the authority 
to charge a fee, not exceeding one dollar, for the issuance of a duplicate of 
any license granted and issued by said Board. 
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By Statute of 1949, Chapter 361, the Board was given the right to 
license mechanical amusement devices and regulate the operation thereof. 

By Statutes of 1953, Chapter 622, in addition to the notice which the 
Licensing Board for the City of Boston is required by law to give to the 
public concerning applications for new licenses, under Sections 12, 15 or 
30A of Chapter 188 of the General Laws, and applications for transfer of 
location of said licenses, it shall also give notice of such applications to the 
state representatives of each representative district affected by the appli- 
cation, and also to such persons, groups, and organizations as have formally 
requested in writing that such notice be given them for license applications 
in a designated representative district.

The Franklin Foundation is incorporated under Chapter 569 of the 
Acts of 1908, a board of twelve citizens being named therein who control 
the Franklin Fund and having the standing of a City department with 
the object of maintaining the Franklin Technical Institute as an inde- 
pendent technical institute for adults. 

The Franklin Fund is the proceeds of a bequest of one thousand pounds 
to ‘the Inhabitants of the Town of Boston in Massachusetts’? made by 
Benjamin Franklin, in a codicil to his will dated June 23, 1789. The 
codicil provided that the fund “if accepted by the inhabitants of the 
Town of Boston” be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Selectmen, 
united with the Minister of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational, and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to make loans on certain 
conditions to ‘‘young married artificers under the age of twenty-five 
years.” 
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Dr. Franklin, who died April 17, 1790, calculated that, in one hundred 
years, the thousand pounds would grow to £131,000, ‘“‘of which,” he says, 
“‘T would have the managers then lay out at their discretion £100,000 
in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to the 
Inhabitants. The remaining £31,000, I would have continued to be let 
out on interest for another hundred years. At the end of this second 
term, if no unfortunate accident has prevented the operation, the sum 
will be £4,061,000, of which I leave £1,061,000 to the Town of Boston, 
and £3,000,000 to the disposition of the Government of the State, not 
presuming to carry my views farther.’”’” The Town accepted the donation 
at a Town Meeting held June 1, 1790. 

A futile suit brought by the Franklin heirs in 1891 prevented the division 
of the fund at the expiration of one hundred years; but on January 17, 
1894, by direction of the three ministers and the Board of Aldermen of 
the City, which board claimed to be the successors of the ‘‘Selectmen,”’ 
$329,300.48 (49° of the fund) was paid to the City Treasurer, for ‘‘the 
purchase of land and the erection thereon of the Franklin Technical In- 
stitute and for the equipment of the same.”’ Owing to a series of com- 
plications the money remained in the custody of the Treasurer. Mayor 
Collins, in 1902, caused a petition of the City to be filed in the Supreme 
Court, praying for instructions as to the authority of the persons then 
acting as Managers of the fund. The Court rendered an opinion Novem- 
ber 25, 1903 (184 Mass. 373, page 43), to the effect that the three ministers 
were Managers of the fund under Franklin’s will, but that the Aldermen 
did not succeed the “‘Selectmen”’ as Managers and had no powers with 
reference to it. The Court, under its general power to care for public 
charitable funds, appointed, on March 16, 1904, a Board of Managers to 
take the place of the ‘“‘Selectmen,’”’ and provided in the decree of the 
Court, that the Mayor of Boston should be one, ez officio. 

On December 2, 1905, the City Treasurer received from Mr. Andrew 
Carnegie $408,396.48, said sum being equal to the amount of the Franklin 
Fund in August, 1904, which Mr. Carnegie agreed to duplicate. Only 
the annual income from this fund is used. 

On November 17, 1927, $100,000 was received by the Foundation from 
the estate of the late James J. Storrow, the income to be used for main- 
tenance of Franklin Technical Institute. 

On January 31, 1907, the amount of the ‘‘accumulated”’ fund available 
for expenditure by the Managers was $438,741.89, and in that year the 
Franklin Technical Institute Building was erected at the corner of Apple- 
ton and Berkeley Streets. In 1908 the Franklin Fund Managers became 
the Franklin Foundation by special act of the legislature. It was opened 
in September, 1908, as a Technical Institute to train young men and 
women for positions of supervision in industry. In 1941 the name was 
legally changed to Franklin Technical Institute. It is maintained partly 
by tuition fees ($179,531.83 for the fiscal year 1953), and income from 
the above mentioned Funds (7. e., the Andrew Carnegie donation and 
the Storrow bequest). The building contains 12 classrooms, 5 draughting

rooms, and 6 shops and 13 Jaboratories. 760 adult students received 
instruction at evening sessions and 213 in day courses during the schoo] 
year 1953. There is also an auditorium with a seating capacity of 927. 
The building, with equipment, cost $438,528.80. The site, containing 
about 16,000 square feet, was purchased in 1906 for $100,000, a 20-year 
loan being issued to cover same. 

The Franklin Fund (Second Part) will become available in 1991.

The late George Robert White, who died in Boston, January 27, 1922, 
left the residue of his estate to the City of Boston to be held as a per- 
manent charitable trust fund, ‘‘the net income only to be used for creating 
works of public utility and beauty, for the use and enjoyment of the 
inhabitants of the City of Boston.” | 

The control and management of the fund is in the hands of a board of 
five trustees, consisting of the Mayor as Chairman, the President of the 
City Council, the City Auditor, the President of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and the President of the Bar Association of the City of Boston. 

At a meeting of the Trustees held on Tuesday, April 5, 1938, it was 
unanimously voted thatthe services of a paid Manager be engaged. In 
accordance with this vote the custody, care, control and management of 
all real estate constituting a part of the George Robert White Fund is 
now in the hands of a Manager; all legal matters are attended to by the 
Corporation Counsel; all financial disbursements and investments are 
in the hands of the City Treasurer; all collections and receipts are handled 
by the City Collector; and the examination of all bills and demands 
rendered against the Fund, together with the approval of all expenditures 
and the auditing of all accounts, rests with the City Auditor. 

Health Units have been provided at Baldwin Place and North Margin 
Street in the North End, at Paris and Emmons Streets, East Boston, at 
Dorchester and West Fourth Streets, South Boston, at Blue Hill Avenue 
and Savin Street, Roxbury, at High and Elm Streets, Charlestown, at 
Blossom and Parkman Streets, West End, at Whittier and Hampshire 
Streets, Roxbury, at Central Avenue, Hyde Park, and at Blue Hill Avenue 
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and Harvard Street, Dorchester, in the hope of being able, by proper 
instruction, to better the living and health conditions of the communities 
in the congested districts. 

A Prado has been established at Hanover and Unity streets in the 
North End, to provide an open air space for the residents of the North 
End. In 1935, the Trustees voted to change the name of the Prado to 
Paul Revere Mall. 

In the spring of 1936 the Trustees voted to establish a wading pool 
and locker building in the yard in the rear of the Whittier Street Health 
Unit, Roxbury. The wading pool and locker building have since been in 
full operation for the use and enjoyment of the inhabitants of the City. 

In the summer of 1936 the Trustees voted to have thirteen memoria[ 
bronze tablets fabricated and placed in the walls of the Paul Revere Mall 
in the North End. The inscriptions to be placed on these tablets in- 
volved considerable research work and as a consequence these tablets 
were not completed until the summer of 1940. This was done as an im- 
provement to the Mall. 

On January 27, 1940, the Trustees voted to purchase an equestrian 
statue of Paul Revere— made by Cyrus E. Dallin, sculptor — to be 
placed in the Paul Revere Mall in the North End, as an addition and 
further improvement in accordance with provision of the will. 

On September 22, 1940, the Trustees dedicated the thirteen bronze 
tablets and the statue of Paul Revere at the Paul Revere Mall in the 
North End. 

In the summer of 1941 the Trustees voted to establish a number of 
play spaces, fully equipped, in various sections of the City from the 
Income of the Fund, for the use and enjoyment of children under 12 years 
of age. It was voted to establish the first four play spaces at the following 


locations: 
Pitts and Hale Streets, in the West End. 


London and Decatur Streets, in East Boston. 
Troy and Rochester Streets, in the South End. 
King and Roxbury Streets, in Roxbury. 

This chain of play spaces consists of the most modern architecture: 
Wading pools, play-yard equipment, concrete seats, concrete sandboxes, 
etc., and is a great asset to the City. 

Starting in the spring of 1946 and ending in the fall of 1949 the Trustees 
of the Fund voted to establish the following projects from the Income of 
the Fund: 

Health Unit at Central avenue and Elm street, Hyde Park. 

Health Unit at Blue Hill avenue and Harvard street, Dorchester. 

Swimming Pool, Diving Pool and Locker Building, Doherty 
Heights, Charlestown. 

Schoolboy Stadium in Franklin Park. 

War Memorial Center in the Fens.

The Boston Housing Authority, established in accordance with the 
Housing Authority Law of the Commonwealth, consists of five members, 
who may be compensated at the rate of $25 per day for the Chairman, 
and $20 per day for a member other than the Chairman. As the terms 
of the members expire, successors are appointed by the same appointive 
power for terms of five years. 

The Authority is charged with investigation to determine the un- 
sanitary and sub-standard housing conditions existing within its juris- 
diction which cannot readily be remedied by private enterprise, and the 
clearance, replanning and reconstruction of such areas in accordance 
with the terms of Chapter 574 of the Acts of 1946. With the approval 
of the State Housing Board and the Mayor, it is empowered to enter 
into agreement with any agency of Government for assistance, financial 
or otherwise, to remedy such sub-standard conditions. 

Fourteen federally-aided developments consisting of 9,424 units in the 
-City are now operated by the Authority. All of them, with the exception 
of the Development in the Bay View section of South Boston, are operated 
for the housing of low-income families, preference being given to veterans 
and servicemen. This development in the Bay View section which was 
constructed by the Authority was subsequently sold to the Federal Gov- 
ernment to house war workers. It is operated by the Authority, under 
lease from the Federal Government, and tenancy is now restricted to 
veterans and servicemen with families. Old Harbor Village, South Boston, 
the only Development built by the Federal Government, is now leased to 
the Authority to house low-income tenants. 

Also acting under the provisions of Chapters 372 and 568 of the Acts of 
1946 as amended by Chapter 479 of the Acts of 1947, the Authority has 
provided 991 permanent one- and two-family homes, as well as 319 multiple 
dwellings for veterans of World War II. These are rented to veterans at. 
reasonable rents provided that no later than one year after the termination 
of the emergency period, unless a postponement to a later date has been 
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approved by the State Housing Board, such dwelling units shall be offered 
for sale at their fair market value and disposed of as rapidly as is consistent 
with sound business judgment. 

The City of Boston has appropriated $20,000,000 for the purpose of 
carrying out this program. 

The basic Massachusetts Housing Authority Law was amended in 
1948 by Chapter 200. This legislation provides for State aid to local 
authorities in building homes for families of low income by means of 
State guarantee of the principal and interest on local housing authority 
notes or bonds issued for this purpose and annual subsidy by the State 
not to exceed 23 per cent of total development costs, for 40 years. 
Fifty-nine million dollars have been earmarked for the City of Boston 
under this program which it is estimated will provide some 4,183 apart- 
ments. Veterans of World War II, and other veterans with families of 
low income, receive preference in this program in that order. 

Under this legislation, 3,177 dwelling units have been built and occu- 
pied. There are 504 units under construction and 502 in the planning stage. 

The Housing Act of 1949 also provides for loans and capital grants 
to assist cities and towns in clearance of slum areas and the redevelop- 
ment of such areas in accordance with a general plan to be adopted by 
the City of Boston. The Authority is the local agency charged with the 
duties of carrying out the provisions of the act in Boston.

The Commission was established by Special Act of the Legislature, 
for the care, custody and control of the Suffolk County Court House, 
and is required to appoint a Custodian and such other officers as it may 
deem necessary for the proper operation of the building, and to determine 
their term or terms of service. 

The Commission succeeded to the authority given to the Sheriff of 
Suffolk County over the Suffolk County Court House, in Chapter 525 
of the Acts of 1922, and took over the management and control of the 
Court House upon its completion during 1939, by the Special Commis- 
sion created under Chapter 474 of the Acts of 1935 for providing additional 
accommodations and facilities for the Suffolk County Court House. 
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A thirty per cent contribution by the Commonwealth to the annual 
costs and charges of maintenance and operation of the Court House began 
in the calendar year 1939 when the additional Court House enlargements 
and improvements, made under authority of Chapter 474 of the Acts of 
1935, were ‘‘substantially completed”’ and in ‘‘actual use,’’ and the re- 
maining seventy per cent is paid by the City of Boston. While the 
Commonwealth now pays thirty per cent of the operating costs of the 
Court House, it has taken no part in its operations, other than the exercise 
of its authority in the make-up of the Commission in charge.

Chapter 489 of the Acts of 1906, establishing a court to be known as 
the Boston Juvenile Court for the ‘‘Care, Custody and Discipline of 
Juvenile Offenders,” provides for the transfer to said court of the juris- 
dictions, authority and powers hitherto vested in the Municipal Court of 
Boston, under Chapter 334 of the Acts of 1908. The Act took effect 
September 1, 1906. 

The jurisdiction of the Court has been increased from time to time so 
that, at the present time, the Court has concurrent jurisdiction with the 
Boston Municipal Court over adults who commit the offences of Con- 
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tributing to the Delinquency of Children under the'age of 17 and against 
parents for neglect of minor children, and against parents for failing to 
have children attend school. | 

The Justice, Special Justices and Clerk of this Court are appointed by 
the Governor.

In he interim between the death of Mayor Davis, on November 22, 1845, and the 
election on December 11, 1845, of his successor, Josiah Quincy, Jr., Benson Leavitt, Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor. 

There were three ballotings for the election of Mayor for 1854, between December 12, 
1853, and January 9, 1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed by 
Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 

In 1873 Mayor Pierce resigned his office on November 29, on his election to the Congress 
of the United States. During the remainder of the municipal year Leonard R. Cutter, 
Chairman of the Board of Aldermen, served ez officio as Acting Mayor. 

Mayor Collins died on September 14, 1905. Daniel A. Whelton, Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, acted as Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year, viz., 
September 15, 1905, to January 1, 1906. 

Mayor Tobin, having been elected Governor, resigned January 4,1945. By Chapter 4 
of the Acts of 1945, the President of the City Council was given all the powers of the 
Mayor and served from January 25, 1945, for the remainder of the year. 

Under the provisions of Chapter 580 of the Acts of 1947, City Clerk John B. Hynes 
served, under the title of Temporary Mayor, with full powers as Mayor, for the period 
from June 26 to November 28, 1947, during the absence of Mayor Curley.

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ORDINANCES OF 1954, CHAPTER 6. 


CONCERNING ASSISTANT COLLECTOR- 
TREASURERS. 


In the Year Nineteen Hundred and Fifty-four. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

SECTION 1. Chapter 36 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as appearing in section 64 of chapter 2 of the 
Ordinances of 1954, is hereby amended by striking out 
section 2 and inserting in place thereof the following 
section: — Section 2. There shall be in the treasury 
department a treasury division and a collecting divi- 
sion; and the collector-treasurer shall, with the written 
approval of the mayor in each instance, appoint for 
each division a first assistant collector-treasurer and a 
second assistant collector-treasurer, each of whom shall 
be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties. The 
first assistant collector-treasurer for each division, and 
in the event of his absence or disability or of vacancy 
in his office the second assistant collector-treasurer for 
such division, shall have charge under the collector- 
treasurer of such division. Each of said assistant 
collector-treasurers shall perform under the direction 
of the collector-treasurer such other duties as_ shall 
from time to time be assigned to him by the collector- 
treasurer, and may, at such times as he shall have been 
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so authorized by written designation signed by the 
collector-treasurer, approved by the mayor and filed 
with the city clerk and such authorization shall not 
have been revoked in lke manner, exercise the powers 
and perform the duties of collector-treasurer in relation 
to such matters as may be specified in such designation; 
provided, that a second assistant collector-treasurer may 
be authorized to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties of the collector-treasurer only when there is 
absence or disability or vacancy in office in the case of 
the collector-treasurer, the first assistant collector- 
treasurer for the treasury division and the first assist- 
ant collector-treasurer for the collecting division. 


Sect. 2. Section | of said chapter 36, as so appear- 
ing, is hereby amended by striking out the last sentence. 


Sect. 3. Every person holding an office or position 
subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if the 
office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or regis- 
tration to a similar office or position with similar status 
in a new department or agency, or division of either, 
created, or a department or agency, or division of 
either, not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such 
person shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights 
to retirement with pension that shall have accrued or 
would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall 
be deemed to have been continuous to the same extent 
as if such abolition had not taken place. As used in 
this section, the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be construed as 
defined in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953. 


Srecr. 4. This ordinance shall be deemed to be made 
under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, as 
amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or: special law or otherwise, an 
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office or position subject to the civil service laws and 
rules shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, 
be without a similar office or position or be reduced in 
rank or compensation. 


Sect. 5. This ordinance shall take effect on the 
Wednesday next following its approval by the mayor.

FANEUIL HALL, JULY 5, 1954

Across the nation, from sea to shining sea, on this: 
beautiful week end, the Fourth of July represents to 
many people little more than a welcome opportunity 
to enjoy a much-needed vacation at the beach, moun- 
tains, and ball parks. It is, of course, right and 
proper that we utilize these days for relaxation and 
for the enjoyment of the fruits of our labors in the 
uniquely free nation of these United States under 
God. 

It is more than tradition, however, which calls 
us together in this sacred hall in Boston, Massa- 
chusetts, for the Fourth of July, 1954. In our time 
it has become increasingly important that we devote 
a portion of time to review the real meaning and 
startling significance of this holiday. ‘Too often in 
the past, I fear, we have been inclined to forget or 
to disregard the precious jewel of freedom which 
we enjoy in this great and wonderful country. ‘Today 
there are events throughout the entire world and. 
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within the borders of our own nation which force us 
to review the wisdom and foresight of our founding 
fathers. 

From many lands a tiny trickle of emaciated, 
hungry, homeless refugees have been fleeing to the 
haven of the United States of America. From these 
people — Latvians, Estonians, Russians, Poles, Czechs, 
Rumanians — from such as these, we, who have 
taken our freedom for granted, are discovering anew 
the real meaning and value of freedom. 

It was not difficult for our Revolutionary fore- 
fathers to recognize the real and present danger to 
the security and freedom of this nation. The enemy 
fought in the open, in clear and distinct view, and 
could be seen and identified. 

Today the enemy is subversive, underground, 
concealed, and his weapons are the weapons of a cold 
war: lies, distortions, and the organization of con- 
fusion for the purposes of conquest. Our enemy 
today is taught that the way to capture a fortress is 
from within; he seeks to create splits in our ranks 
and dissension among our people. And although 
the enemy is akin to the barbaric hordes during the 
era of the Roman Empire, he utilizes the most modern 
techniques of science, psychology, and cybernetics. 

It is a typical trait of the enemy that in every 
nation, including our own, a vast network has been 
established to aid in the accomplishment of the over- 
throw of the free peoples. It is impossible to deny 
that in our country today there exists the most highly 
organized and skillfully operated espionage and sabo- 
tage apparatus that has ever existed in the history 
of our country. It is, of course, nothing new in 
history that in each period of crisis there were those 
who turned traitor and became Tories, quislings, 
and collaborationists. 

It is new, however, and the fact should cause us 
some concern, that for each of the trained agents of 
the Kremlin in this country, today numbering more 
than 25,000, there are ten others — fellow travelers 
who stand ready to defend and to serve the enemies 
of our nation and who would sell out our birthright 
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of freedom for the dictatorship of a foreign power. 
There are fellow travelers in Boston today who 
would have us believe that freedom is being sup- 
pressed, not behind the iron curtain, but in the 
United States; that there is no danger to our nation 
from the communist criminal conspiracy, but that a 
real threat lies in the attempts of growing numbers 
of Americans to combat the Red menace; they would 
have us believe that freedom of speech includes the 
right to conspire to teach and advocate the violent 
overthrow and destruction of the United States 
Government; and there are those in Boston today 
who state that, for reasons of expediency, the 
United States should recognize, deal, collaborate, 
and trade with the most ruthless and bloody dic- 
tatorship in world history. Moreover, the collabo- 
rationists, quislings, Tories, and fellow travelers of 
today are armed with new and fearsome weapons. 
The world has faced the threat of barbaric hordes 
in the past, but never before has it been menaced 
by the educated barbarian. 

Let us consider the very simple and fundamental 
blessing of food, for example. In the free nations 
it is the desire and aim of the peoples to see that 
food is provided for all the people in sufficient 
quantities and variety for the health and well-being 
of all. In the United States today there exists a 
vast organization of free enterprises, competing and 
striving constantly to provide a greater and better 
variety of food at lower cost to the public. 

But the communist criminal conspiracy has found 
that food can be used as a means of control and in- 
timidation. This is particularly so in the iron cur- 
tain countries and in. the slave labor system of the 
Soviet orbit, whereby thousands upon thousands of 
enslaved peoples are imprisoned behind barbed wire, 
with little or no hope for the future. Yet it has 
been observed that these slave laborers work as 
though their lives depended upon it. 

In all of history it has been proven that a slave 
economy cannot compete with a free economy of 
individual enterprise, because the slave lacks the 
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incentive to produce. Why is it, then, that behind 
the iron curtain has been undeniable progress in the 
building and development of vast mining, electronic, 
and industrial expansion? It was pointed out to us 
that it is a dubious tribute to the NKVD that the 
communists have discovered how to make slave 
labor pay. As a substitute for any real incentive, 
the criminal conspiracy has utilized the most primi- 
tive incentive of all —self-preservation. The food 
rations of the slave laborers are fixed at a point just 
above or at the starvation level. Furthermore, the 
rations are geared to cruel and unusually severe 
work norms. Failure to meet the work norms 
means a cut in rations. Less food means _ less 
strength; less strength, less work; less work, less 
food; thus, unless the laborer maintains the level of 
production, he finds himself on a descending 
spiral — the bottom of which is death.* In this way 
the God-given blessing of food is utilized as a weapon 
and as a means of control. ' 

Another example of the utilization of a legitimate 
and useful science is that of cybernetics. As a pure 
science, cybernetics has a most valuable function. 
It has to do with the improvement and development 
of electronic circuits and of the flow of information 
and communication, such as in telephone lines, con- 
duits, and cables, or in the simultaneous transmission 
of many messages on a single coaxial cable. 

But to the communist criminal the science of 
cybernetics can also be twisted and subverted to a 
frightening degree. Since (according to the com- 
munist) man is but a machine; since he is not a sacred 
being with a soul which is God’s, but is only a some- 
what higher form of chemical and material ingredi- 
ents; and since human nerve centers and nerve 
routes correspond to electronic circuits, the science of 
cybernetics can be applied not simply to machines 
‘ but to human beings. To the communists, there- 
fore, cybernetics is the pragmatic technique of scien- 
tifically devised propaganda, involving the manipula- 
tion and control of information. Human_ beings,

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the communist propagandist is taught, respond in 
Pavlovian patterns to word symbols and_ phrases, 
even as dogs respond to sound symbols, such as 
the ringing of a bell. 

Therefore, one simply needs to manipulate and 
control the flow of information, by simply pouring 
into the channels of communication, such as the 
radio, the press, literature and music, only those word 
symbols and phrases which will cause the people to 
respond in certain desired patterns. Furthermore, 
information which would tend to create an undesired 
reaction is withheld from the people. Thus a nation 
or groups of nations, according to the communist 
concept of the use of cybernetics, may be controlled 
like puppets. 

Another weapon used by the communist con- 
spiracy and the fellow travelers is that of logocide — 
the destruction of the meaning of words. ‘Thus, 
“academic freedom”’ is interpreted to mean the con- 


cealment of truth and information; ‘‘freedom of 
speech”’ is twisted to mean the refusal to speak openly 
and honestly; ‘‘people’s democracy’ is the term 


used to describe a fascist dictatorship; and “‘liberal- 
ism”’ is used to describe complete conformity to the 
communist party line. 

Similarly, ‘progressive education’? is used to 
describe academic anarchy. Walter Lippmann has 
said: ‘There is an enormous vacuum where until a 
few decades ago there was a substance of education. 
And with what is that vacuum filled? It is filled with 
the elective, eclectic, the specialized, the accidental 
and incidental improvisations and spontaneous curi- 
osities of teachers and intellectual discipline. Yet 
the graduates of these modern schools are expected 
to form a civilized community. We have estab- 
lished a system of education in which we insist that 
while everyone must be educated, yet there is nothing 
in particular that an educated man must know.” 

Perhaps the major facet of the “progress”? in 
“progressive education”? has been the systematic 
elimination of spiritual and patriotic values from 
school and college curricula. Thus, in the state of 
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Connecticut recently, a public protest was registered 
when a good woman of the community endeavored 
to present the school with a plaque reading “In God 
We Trust.” It took two years of struggle for her 
to win that battle. In Long Island schools some 
school boards fought a simple statement of faith 
and acknowledgment of God as the Father of man- 
kind. In New Jersey the Gideon Society was suc- 
cessfully prevented from distributing copies of the 
Holy Bible outside of the school buildings — although 
distribution of communist literature would, of course, 
be defended on the grounds of free speech. 

In some New York communities school children 
have been prohibited from presenting simple Christ- 
mas pageants. To our founding fathers, in whose 
eyes the very cornerstone of American democracy 
and independence rested upon belief in God and 
dependence upon Him for strength and guidance, 
these developments of ‘‘modern’’ society would in- 
deed seem incredible. Perhaps, however, they 
would also find in them a clue as to why commu- 
nism, which denies the existence of God, has been 
able to find some recruits and allies, within the bor- 
ders of this free nation. 

Is this matter, therefore, a subject of concern to 
us who are gathered in this hallowed hall today? 
Are we winning the battle against the communist 
criminal conspiracy today? I believe that for the 
answer to that question we need only to “take a 
look at the record.’’ And what is the record of the 
Soviet Imperialists? 

They began their conquest for world power 
about 37 years ago—a short period of time in 
world history — with only 40,000 hard-core, com- 
mando-troop communists. And in 37 years 
they have grown and expanded until they have 
seized and established absolute and bloody control 
over 800,000,000 of the world’s population. 

In the same period of time they have been taking 
over the territory of the world at the rate of 1,000 
square miles a day, day in and day out. 
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And let us remember one thing, ladies and gentle- 
men — to this very moment, we, the free peoples of 
the world, have not won back one single inch of that 
territory which we have lost. And as we very well 
know from the headlines this very day, we are in 
serious danger of losing even more of that world 
which we have already lost. 


The fact, therefore, is that we are not winning 
today. We have not yet begun to roll back the Red 
tide. And not until all of us become more thoroughly 
committed to the principles for which this very 
meeting is being held shall we begin to win. 


If we recognize the danger and menace of the 
communist criminal conspiracy, however, I believe 
that we should also recognize their weaknesses. And 
they have one tremendous weakness. That weak- 
ness lies right behind the iron curtain itself, and the 
clue to that weakness comes from those very people 
I spoke of in my opening remarks — the refugees 
from behind the iron curtain. 

We know from them that despite every torture 
and device the Red fascists have been able to devise, 
despite the liquidations, the slave labor camps, the 
jails and prisons and the brain-washing in concen- 
tration camps, the communists have not been able 
to destroy the spark of freedom — the same spark of 
freedom, if you will, which first brought the bright 
flame of liberty alive in our nation. 

Last year a small number of these refugees met 
in Upper Manhattan in New York City. They met 
on a very peculiar day — on November the seventh, 
the day of the great victorious Red revolution. 

But they did not meet to celebrate that victory. 
They met for a very special purpose — to compose a 
message, which they called a ‘“‘manifesto.” But I 
believe this to be a little more than a manifesto. I 
believe it might properly be called a new Decla- 
ration of Independence —a Declaration of Inde- 
pendence for our day and our time. Let me read it 
to you: 
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On November 7, 36 years ago, the communist 
conspiracy to conquer the world seized power over 
the peoples of Russia. Today, 800,000,000 human 
beings are in slavery, and, everywhere the com- 
munist dictatorship rules, the unhappy citizens 
are compelled to celebrate the eclipse of their 
human rights. 

We, former political prisoners, victims of nazi 
and communist concentration camps, have pro- 
claimed November 7 the Day of the Unknown 
Political Prisoner. ‘Together with those through- 
out the world who love freedom, we have con- 
secrated November 7 to the honor of all those 
who have perished in the past, or still survive 
today, in concentration camps created to torture 
the human body and to enchain the spirit and 
mind of man. We resolve today and henceforth 
to honor the Unknown Political Prisoner and to 
awaken the conscience of all men everywhere — 
to inspire them to fight against slavery, persecu- 
tion, and unjust imprisonment, wherever it may 
be found. 

To the victims of communist dictatorship we 
say: As you march on November 7 in mock obedi- 
ence to your temporary Bolshevik masters, you 
can honor with us in your minds and hearts your 
suffering fellow countrymen, of whom the Un- 
known Political Prisoner is a symbol for all man- 
kind. In your hearts let your salute be for the 
oppressed, not the oppressors. ‘The power of 
your numbers is invincible, for you are the peo- 
ple. In this knowledge, march on November 7, 
the Day of the Unknown Political Prisoner, with 
the determination that each of you contributing 
his share makes that force which tyranny can- 
not withstand. 

As you raise your fist in mock salute to de- 
spised tyrants and their lackeys, repeat to your- 
self this solemn oath: “J swear that I will never 
betray the memory of those who have perished or still 
languish in concentration camps and prisons for 
their beliefs. I swear never to reconcile myself to 
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any tyranny over the mind of man. Let me be 
counted on the side of human rights and freedom. 
May God give me strength to do my share.” 


Ladies and gentlemen, my fellow Americans, I 
say to you that we as Americans should be proud 
and humble to join with these people who are fight- 
ing so desperately for the freedom and independence 
of their country even as we fought for the freedom 
of this nation. For theirs is the same fight as our 
fight; the battle for truth and for justice; a battle not 
of atomic bombs but of atomic ideals — the revolu- 
tionary concept that free men in a free nation can 
live in peace and in brotherhood for the welfare and 
benefit of all. Let us leave this hall today, therefore, 
rededicated to those great truths which we as Ameri- 
cans hold to be self-evident. Let us pledge to join 
with the little peoples in this vast struggle for liber- 
ation, so that this world, under God, may have a new 
birth of freedom.

As directed by you, I have verified the cash balances 
in the office of the collector-treasurer of the City of 
Boston as of June 30, 1954, together with the securities 
and savings bank deposits representing the investment 
of the trust and sinking funds. | 

The cash balance on June 30, 1954, as shown on the 
books of the treasury division, was verified by actual 
count of the cash in the office and by reconciliation of the 
bank balances with statements furnished by the banks 
of deposit. The cash vouchers were listed and proved, 
interest paid during the month of June being verified 
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by a letter from the city auditor certifying that the 
amount was correct. The cash in the hands of the

Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by inserting after section 25 the 
following caption and section: 


Inflammable Articles. 


Section 25A. No article fabricated from cellulose 
nitrate or other similarly inflammable substance shall 
be sold to any person under age sixteen; nor shall any 
such article be sold to any person over said age unless 
conspicuously marked with the words ‘HIGHLY 
INFLAMMABLE — KEEP AWAY FROM FLAME” 
in letters of boldface type not less than one eighth of 
an inch in height.

Be it ordained by the City Council of Boston, as follows: 

SEcTION 1. Chapter 9 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby amended by inserting after section 1 
the following new section :— 

Section 1A. The building commissioner shall assign 
a street number to each building on a street and shall 
require such number to be affixed to or inscribed on 
the building by the owner, and may determine the 
form, size and material of any such number and the 
place and mode of affixing or inscribing it. 

SecTIon 2. Chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 5 
and inserting in place thereof the following section :— 

Section 5. The commissioner shall place and main- 
tain in one or more suitable, conspicuous places, to be 
selected by him, on each street of the city, one or more 
signs containing the name of the street.

CONCERNING AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICEs. 


Chapter forty of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by inserting after section one hundred 
and one the following: 


AUTOMATIC AMUSEMENT DEVICES. 


SecTion 101A. (1) On and after May 1, 1948, no 
person managing or controlling any restaurant, cafe, 
tavern or other eating or drinking establishment or 
any inn, hotel, club or public lodging house or any 
store, terminal, public hall, bowling alley, place of 
amusement or other place to which members of the 
public may resort, shall keep or offer for operation 
therein or allow to be kept or offered for operation 
therein any automatic amusement device, unless and 
until such automatic amusement device has been 
licensed by such licensing authority as the mayor shall 
from time to time appoint. Such authority may, upon 
written application and upon such reasonable terms 
and conditions as the mayor may prescribe, grant a 
license for any or all automatic amusement devices 
and may, after written notice to the licensee, suspend 
or, after hearing, revoke the same. The licensing 
authority shall act upon every application for a license 
under this section within fifteen days after the filing 
of such application, shall not deny any application 
except for good cause, and upon the denial of any 
application shall forthwith endorse thereon the reason 
for such denial. No license shall be granted under this 
section for any automatic amusement device unless 
such device is of a type approved by the director of 
standards and necessaries of life under section two hun- 
dred eighty-three of chapter ninety-four of the General 
Laws. No license shall be granted under this section 
for any automatic amusement device to be kept or 
offered for operation upon premises within a radius of 
three hundred feet of a church or a school except after

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a public hearing of which notice shall be given by the 
licensing authority, at the expense of the applicant, to 
the minister, priest, rabbi or other person in charge of 
the church, or the headmaster, principal or other person 
in charge of the school, by registered mail sent at least 
five days (Saturdays, Sundays and holidays excluded) 
before the hearing. 

(2) The term ‘‘automatic amusement device” as 
used in this section shall be construed as meaning any 
mechanism whereby, upon the deposit therein of a coin 
or token, any apparatus is released or set in motion or 
put in a position where it may be set in motion for the 
purpose of furnishing music or other entertainment 
or for the purpose of playing any game involving, in 
whole or in part, the skill of the player, including, but 
not exclusively, such devices as are commonly known 
as juke boxes, music boxes, phonographs, pinball 
machines (including free play pinball machines), marble 
games, diggers, grab machines, baseball or football 
game machines, bowlers, roll-down machines, target 
machines and horse racing machines. 

(3) Licenses granted under this section, unless 
sooner revoked, shall expire on December thirty-first 
of each year. Every such license shall specify the 
street and number of the premises where the automatic 
amusement device is to be kept or offered for operation 
or give some particular description of such premises, 
shall name the person managing or controlling such 
premises, shall state the type of the automatic amuse- 
ment device to which it relates, and shall protect any 
automatic amusement device of the same type which 
as a substitute or replacement for the automatic amuse- 
ment device licensed may, during the term of the 
license, be kept or offered for operation on the premises 
specified while managed or controlled by the person 
named; but such license shall under no circumstances 
protect an automatic amusement device of a type other 
than the type stated in such license; and such license 
shall not protect the automatic amusement device if in 
any place other than the premises from time to time 
specified in such license or if such premises be managed 
or controlled by any person other than the person from 
time to time named in such license. No such license 
shall specify more than one premises at one time. 
Upon written application, the licensing authority may 
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from time to time amend any license granted under this 
section by changing the premises specified or by chang- 
ing the person named as managing or controlling the 
premises or by changing both; provided, however, that 
no premises within a radius of three hundred feet of a 
church or a school shall be specified by amendment 
except after a public hearing of which notice shall have 
been given as hereinbefore provided. 

(4) The annual fee for a license under this section 
for any automatic: amusement device other than a 
pinball machine (including a free play pinball machine), 
or for any renewal thereof, shall be twelve dollars. 
The annual fee for such a license for a pinball machine 
(including a free play pinball machine), or for any 
renewal thereof, shall be thirty dollars. The fee for 
any license issued after January thirty-first in any year 
shall be prorated on the basis of the number of months 
in which the license is to be in force compared with 
twelve months. The fee for every change of premises 
and the fee for every change of person shall be two 
dollars. 

(5) Automatic amusement devices licensed under 
this section shall be so installed on the premises described 
in the license as to be in open view at all times while in 
operation, and shall at all times be available for inspec- 
tion by the mayor and the police commissioner of the 
city of Boston or their authorized agents. 

(6) No person keeping or offering for operation or 
allowing to be kept or offered for operation any auto- 
matic amusement device licensed under this section 
shall permit a minor to operate the same; nor shall he 
use or permit the same to be used for the purpose of 
gambling. 

(7) Any violation of any provision of this section 
or of chapter one hundred and thirty-six of the General 
Laws by any person managing or controlling any 
premises where an automatic amusement device licensed 
under this section is kept or offered for operation shall 
be cause for the revocation of all licenses for automatic 
amusement devices kept or offered for operation on 
such premises. 

(8) The mayor may make rules regulating the use 
and operation of automatic amusement devices licensed 
under this section and may require, from time to time, 
the furnishing of reports concerning the ownership of 
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such devices or any interest therein, and any other 
information which he may deem pertinent concerning 
such devices and their use and operation. 

(9) If any of the provisions of this section shall be 
invalid, such invalidity shall not affect other provisions 
which can be given effect without the invalid provisions, 
and to this end the provisions of this section are hereby 
declared to be severable. [Approved April 14, 1948.

CONCERNING DeEposiT oF MUNICIPAL FUNDS.

The treasury department shall be under 
the charge of the city treasurer, who shall require from 
his subordinates, for the faithful performance of their 
respective duties and for the safe custody of the money 
and other property intrusted to them, bonds to himself 
as obligee, with sureties satisfactory to the mayor, with 
penal sums as follows, namely: from the cashier, not 
less than twenty thousand dollars; from the tellers and 
paymasters, not less than ten thousand dollars each, and 
from all other permanent employees, not less than five 
thousand dollars; shall receive, receipt for, and have the 
care and custody of, the current funds of the city from 
the time the same shall come into his possession, and 
also of all money, property, and securities which may 
come into his possession by virtue of any statute or 
ordinance, or as a gift, devise, bequest, or deposit; may 
deposit any portion of such current funds in such sav- 
ings banks or trust companies organized under the 
laws of Massachusetts and doing business in Boston or

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such national banks doing business in Boston or such 
national bank or trust company in the city of New 
York, and on such conditions and rates of interest, as 
he shall deem best, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, provided, however, that no such deposit shall

The director 
may, within the limits of the amount appropriated 
therefor, appoint such experts, clerks, and other

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assistants as the work of the department may require 
and may remove them, and may make such expendi- 
tures as may be necessary to execute effectively the 
purposes of chapter 639, Acts of 1950. The director 
shall also have authority to appoint district co-ordina- 
tors and may accept and may receive on behalf of the 
city, services, equipment, supplies, materials, or funds 
by way of gift, grant, or loan for purposes of civil 
defense, offered by the federal government or any agency 
or officer thereof or any person, firm or corporation, sub- 
ject to the terms of the offer and the rules and regula- 
tions, if any, of the agency making the offer. The 
director shall cause appropriate records to be kept of 
all matters relating to such gifts, grants, or loans. 


Sect. 3. Crvin DEFENSE ADvisoRY CouNncIL. There 
is hereby established a civil defense advisory council 
(hereinafter called the ‘‘council’’). Said council 
shall serve without pay and shall consist of the 
director of civil defense, such other department 
heads and such other persons as the authority appoint- 
ing said director may deem necessary.

CONCERNING THE ORGANIZATION, POWERS AND 
DuTIES OF THE City PLANNING BOARD. 


Chapter 12 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 
hereby amended by striking out sections 1, 2 and 3 and 
inserting in place thereof the five following sections :— 

SrecTion 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the city planning department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board, known as the city planning 
board, consisting of nine planning commissioners ap- 
pointed by the mayor, of whom at least one shall be 
a registered professional engineer, one a registered archi- 
tect, one a landscape architect or city planner, and one 
a woman. No planning commissioner shall hold any 
office or position under the city government, except 
the office of planning commissioner and offices held 
ex officio by virtue of being chairman of the city plan- 
ning board; nor shall a planning commissioner hold 
any office or position under any other public body 
politic and corporate or political subdivision of the 
commonwealth exercising powers within the limits of 
the city. 

On or before September 1, 1952, the mayor shall ap- 
point nine planning commissioners to hold office for 
terms commencing September 1, 1952, and expiring, 
in the case of three commissioners, two years, in the 
case of three other commissioners, four years, and in the 
case of three other commissioners, six years, respectively, 
from May 1, 1952. As the term of any planning com- 
missioner so appointed, or of any subsequent planning 
commissioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
by the mayor for a term of six years. Any vacancy in 
the office of a planning commissioner shall be filled 
by the mayor for the unexpired term. Notwithstanding 
the provisions of their respective appointments, the 
terms of the members of the city planning board in 
office when this section takes effect shall expire on 
September 1, 1952. 

The city planning board shall elect one of its members 
as chairman and another as vice chairman. Said board 
shall also elect a secretary who need not be a member of 
said board. The members of the city ‘planning board

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shall serve without compensation, but shall be reim- 
bursed for their traveling and other necessary expenses 
incurred in the performance of their duties. 

Sect. 2. Subject to the civil service laws and rules, 
so far as the same may be applicable, the city planning 
board shall appoint a director of city planning and such 
other officers and employees as said board may deem 
necessary or expedient, and may remove the same, and 
define their duties, and fix their compensation; provided, 
however, that no person shall be appointed director of 
city planning without the approval of the mayor. 

Sect. 3. The city planning board shall have the 
powers and perform the duties from time to time con- 
ferred or imposed upon planning boards created under 
section 70 of chapter 41 of the General Laws. The city 
planning board shall also from time to time make studies 
and reports on the resources, possibilities and needs of 
the city, and acting by a majority of all its members, 
shall make and from time to time add to or amend a 
master plan for the improvement and development of 
the city, showing, in addition to such other things as in 
the opinion of said board will promote the coordinated 
improvement and development of the city and the 
health, safety and welfare of its inhabitants, existing 
and recommended use and bulk districts and pierhead 
and bulkhead lines, existing and recommended use of 
land for public and private purposes, existing and recom- 
mended public and private ways and parkways, existing 
and recommended bridges, viaducts and tunnels, exist- 
ing and recommended transportation facilities, existing 
and recommended parks, playgrounds and recreational 
facilities, and existing and recommended sites of public 
buildings, works and projects, including housing and 
urban redevelopment projects and off-street parking 
facilities. 

Sect. 4. No board or officer of the city or county 
having power to incur, in carrying on the work of the 
department, office or undertaking entrusted to it or him, 
obligations payable from the treasury of the city shall 
request the mayor to originate any appropriation or 
loan order for any capital improvement unless within 
the preceding six months such board or officer has re- 
ferred such capital improvement to the city planning 
board and requested said board to report specifically 
upon such capital improvement and accompanies the 
request to the mayor with the report of said board 
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thereon or a certificate by the secretary of said board 
that said board was duly requested to report specifically 
on such capital improvement but has allowed two 
months to elapse without making such report. Referral 
of capital improvements to the city planning board 
under this section shall be deemed mandatory. 

Sect. 5. Every board and officer of the city and 
county having power to incur, in carrying on the work 
of the department, office or undertaking entrusted to it 
or him, obligations payable from the treasury of the 
city, shall submit to the city planning board on or before 
October first in each year, in such form as said board 
shall require, a list of all capital improvements proposed 
to be made in carrying on the work of such department, 
office or undertaking in the six succeeding years. The 
city planning board shall forthwith after October first 
in each year proceed to prepare, upon the basis of such 
lists and of its own studies, a capital improvement 
program for each of the six succeeding years, and shall, 
not later than the second Monday of the succeeding 
January, submit such programs, with its report and 
recommendations pertaining thereto, to the mayor, who, 
not later than the first Monday of the succeeding March, 
shall submit such programs, revised as he shall think 
proper, to the city council. Subject to such further 
revisions as the mayor shall from time to time consider 
advisable, the programs so submitted to the city council 
shall be deemed the capital improvement program of the 
city until the second Monday of the succeeding Janu- 
ary.

REGULATING THE TAKING OF SHELLFISH IN THE 
City or Boston. 

Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is 

hereby amended by inserting after section 22 the 


following: 
Taking of Shellfish. 
Sect. 22A. (1) Effective January 1, 1953, there 
shall be granted by the city council family use shellfish 
permits and commercial use shellfish permits. A family

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use shellfish permit may be granted upon written appli- 
cation by any inhabitant of the commonwealth; but a 
commercial use shellfish permit shall be granted only 
upon written application by an inhabitant of the city 
of Boston. No application for a family use, or for a 
commercial use, shellfish permit shall be denied except 
for good cause. Every family use, and every commercial 
use, Shellfish permit, shall be upon the condition that 
the holder thereof shall at all times conform to all appli- 
cable laws and shall not take shellfish from any area 
determined under section 74 of chapter 130 of the 
General Laws to be contaminated except in accordance 
with a permit granted under section 75 of said chapter 
130 and upon such other conditions as the city council 
shall think proper. Any family use, or commercial 
use, shellfish permit may at any time, after due notice 
and hearing, be revoked by the city council for any 
breach of condition or other good cause. No family 
use, or commercial use, shellfish permit shall be trans- 
ferable. Every family use, and every commercial use, 
shellfish permit, shall, unless sooner revoked, expire on 
the fifteenth day of whichever of the months of Jan- 
uary, May or September next succeeds the month in 
which such permit is granted. The fee for every family 
use shellfish permit, and for every renewal thereof, 
shall be one dollar; and the fee for every commercial 
use shellfish permit, and for every renewal thereof, 
shall be five dollars. 

(2) Any inhabitant of the commonwealth holding 
a family use shellfish permit granted under paragraph 
(1) of this section may, on and after January 1, 1953, 
take, for his own family use, shellfish from the following 
area in the city of Boston, to wit: the flats and coastal 
waters adjoining on the south such portion of the road

(A family use 
shellfish permit may be granted upon written applica- 
tion by any inhabitant of the commonwealth; but a 
commercial use shellfish permit shall be granted only 
upon written application by an inhabitant of the city 
of Boston except that, at such times as the city council 
shall deem the number of commercial use shellfish 
permits so granted to be insufficient for the proper 
working of the shellfish areas in the city, a commercial 
use shellfish permit may be granted upon written applica- 
tion by any inhabitant of the commonwealth.) No 
application for a family use, or for a commercial use, 
shellfish permit shall be denied except for good cause. 
Every family use, and every commercial use, shellfish 
permit, shall be upon the following conditions: (a) 
that the permit shall not be transferable; (b) that the 
permit shall expire in accordance with law and, prior 
to such expiration, may be terminated by revocation in 
accordance with law; (c) that the holder thereof shall 
at all times conform to all applicable statutes, ordi-

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September fifteenth take any shellfish from a beach 
area. Any family use, or commercial use, shellfish 
permit may at any time, after due notice and hearing, 
be revoked by the city council for any breach of condi- 
tion or other good cause.

Every 
family use, and every commercial use, shellfish permit, 
shall, unless sooner revoked, expire on the fifteenth day 
of whichever of the months of January, May or Sep- 
tember next succeeds the month in which such permit 
is granted.

of this code or other provision of law, or if after com- 
mencement of the work there is unreasonable delay in 
completing the work, or if there is other good cause for 
revocation of the permit. 

The second paragraph of subdivision (c) 
of Section 1417 of said Chapter 479, as appearing in 
Section 171 of Chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1943, is 
hereby amended by striking out the first two sentences 
and inserting in place thereof the following two sentences:

The director of administrative 
services shall exclusively have the powers, and perform 
the duties, of a department head with respect to the 
appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation and 
indemnification of subordinates for the administrative 
services department and the several officers thereof. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the administrative 
services board, and more especially of the director of 
administrative services, to make, under the mayor, 
studies and recommendations with respect to the organ- 
ization, activities, policies and procedures of all depart- 
ments, boards and officers so that the administration 
thereof shall be economical and efficient. The adminis- 
trative services board shall divide the administrative 
services department from time to time into such divisions 
as said board shall adjudge necessary for the proper 
conduct of the department. The director of administra- 
tive services shall, from time to time as written studies 
and recommendations are made by him or by the ad- 
ministrative services board, and at such times as the 
city council may order, file a copy thereof with the 
city clerk for transmission to the city council, and 
shall cause to be included in the annual report of said 
board, summaries of all such studies and recommenda- 
tions. 





* Collector-Treasurer, instead of city treasurer, by Ordinances of 
1954, chapter 2, section 13. 
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Section 8. The director of administrative services 
shall, under the direction of the mayor, prepare in 
segregated form the annual and all supplementary 
budgets to be submitted by the mayor to the city council, 
and shall report to the mayor on all subsequent revisions 
of the items in any budget. The director of adminis- 
trative services shall also prepare under the direction 
of the mayor all transfer orders to be submitted by the 
mayor to the city council under section 3B of chapter 
486 of the acts of 1909. The director of administrative 
services shall further prepare under the direction of the 
mayor the form of estimate sheets to be used by each 
officer, board and department, and each division of a 
department, for which the city appropriates money, 
and the form of monthly report of such officer, board 
and department, and each division thereof, showing 
expenditures to date of all appropriations by item. The 
director of administrative services shall, in addition, 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed on the budget commissioner by.any statute 
other than section 56 of chapter 35 of the General Laws. 


Section 4. The supervisor of personnel shall (a) estab- 
lish and maintain personnel records, as complete as 
practicable, for all persons in the service of the city, 
(6) make a continuing study of personnel problems, 
employment conditions and economic changes affecting 
the several departments of the city, (c) recommend, 
from time to time to the mayor and the several officers 
appointing subordinates, programs designed to provide 
opportunities for career service with the city and admin- 
istrative policies tending to improve and coordinate 
the handling of personnel matters, (d) supervise the 
administration of all compensation plans established 
for employees of the city and recommend such changes 
in those plans as from time to time shall seem to him 
necessary or advisable, and (e) have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the budget 
commissioner by section 56 of chapter 35 of the General 
Laws. The supervisor of personnel shall furnish the 
director of administrative services such assistance as 
said director shall require in connection with the per- 
formance by said director of his duties under section 
three of this chapter. 

Section 5. The purchasing agent shall, when satis- 
fied of the legality of any requisition in writing signed 
by the officer in charge of a department requiring 
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material or supplies of any kind, at once comply with 
such requisition and furnish the material or supplies 
requisitioned, shall require suitable evidence that the 
material or supplies furnished are accepted by the 
officer issuing the requisition, and shall keep suitable 
records of all requisitions received and materials and 
supplies furnished. 


Section 6. The purchasing agent shall have charge 
of the printing plant, shall, when satisfied of the legality 
of any requisition in writing signed by any officer to 
whom the city is required by law to furnish printing 
or binding, supply the printing or binding requisitioned, 
and shall, wherever practicable, standardize all such 
printing and binding. All printed matter done for the 
city shall, so far as it can legally do so, bear the imprint 
of the union label of the Allied Printing Trades Council 
of Boston. 

Section 7. The purchasing agent shall number and 
print as city documents copies of the mayor’s inaugural 
or annual address, the department reports and such 
other matter as may be ordered to be printed in the 
form of a city document by the city council or by the 
mayor. The number of copies of each document to be 
printed shall, unless specified by the city couneil, be 
determined by the mayor; provided, however, that the 
minimum shall be two hundred, of which number one 
hundred copies shall be bound in sets of volumes con- 
taining all such city documents with an alphabetical 
index. All city documents and sets of volumes shall 
be delivered to the city messenger and distributed in 
such manner as the city council may direct. Special 
publications shall, from time to time, be printed on 
order of the city council approved by the mayor, to 
which the provisions of this section except as to distri- 
bution, shall not apply. 

Section 8. There shall be in the administrative 
services department a board, known as the Art Com- 
mission, consisting of five commissioners appointed 
by the mayor as follows:— one from three candidates 
nominated by The Boston Society of Architects, one 
from three candidates nominated by the Copley Society 
of Boston, one from three candidates nominated by 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, one from 
three candidates nominated by the Museum of Fine 
Arts, and one from three candidates nominated by 
the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of Boston. 
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The members of the board of art commissioners in 
office immediately prior to the taking effect of this 
ordinance and hereinafter called the expiring board 
shall, without further nomination or appointment, 
become the initial commissioners of the art commission 
created by this ordinance and shall serve in the case 
of the member appointed upon nomination of The 
Boston Society of Architects, for a term expiring 
May 1, 1955, in the case of the member appointed 
upon nomination of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, for a term expiring May 1, 1954, in the 
case of the member appointed upon nomination of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, for a term expiring May 1, 1958, 
in the case of the member appointed upon nomination 
of the Trustees of the Public Library of the City of 
Boston, for a term expiring May 1, 1956, and in the 
case of the member appointed upon nomination of the 
Boston Art Club, for a term expiring upon the qualifi- 
cation of the commissioner first appointed upon nomi- 
nation of the Copley Society of Boston, who shall 
serve for a term expiring May 1, 1957. As the term 
of any initial commissioner other than the member 
of the expiring board appointed upon nomination 
of the Boston Art Club, or of any subsequent com- 
missioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
in like manner as such commissioner for a term of 
five years. Vacancies in the commission shall be 
filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. 
The members of the art commission shall serve without 
compensation. Any secretary elected by the commission 
outside of its own membership shall also serve without 
compensation. 


The art commission shall not be subject to the super- 
vision or control of the administrative services board 
or any member thereof; but unless otherwise ordered 
by the mayor, the art commission shall not communicate 
with the mayor except through the director of adminis- 
trative services and shall not make any annual or other 
report except through the administrative services board. 

The art commission shall have the powers and per- 
form the duties conferred or imposed by law on the 
board of art commissioners in existence immediately 
prio: to the taking effect of this ordinance. 

Section 10. Chapter 4 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby repealed; and the art department, includ- 
ing the board of art commissioners, is hereby abolished; 
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and the powers, duties and appropriations of said de- 
partment are hereby transferred to the art commission 
created in the administrative services department by 
section 9 of this ordinance. 


SrecTIon 11. Chapter 6 of the Revised Ordinances of 
1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 6 and 
inserting in place thereof the following section: 


Section 6. The auditor, at the close of each month, 
shall charge as an expenditure of a department the 
transaction, act, or neglect of which caused a claim or 
suit, the amount paid in settlement, or on execution, 
therefor, unless provision is made for such payment 
out of some other appropriation; shall charge the amount 
of every bill allowed by him for printing or binding

Chapter 34 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as amended by sections 6 and 7 of chapter 3 of 
the Ordinances of 1952, is hereby repealed; and the 
supply department, including the office of superintendent 
of supplies, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of the superintendent of supplies 
with respect to the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates are 
hereby transferred to the director of administrative 
services created by section 9 of this ordinance; and all 
other powers, duties and appropriations of said depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the purchasing agent 
created by said section 9. 

SECTION 15. Every person holding an office or posi- 
tion subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if 
the office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or regis- 
tration to a similar office or position with similar status 
in a department or agency created, or a department or 
agency not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such 
person shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights 
to retirement with pension that shall have accrued or 
would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be 
deemed to have been continuous to the same extent as 
if such abolition had not taken place.

REORGANIZING CERTAIN BOARDS AND DEPARTMENTS 
OF THE CITY. 


SECTION 1. Section 4 of chapter 1 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking 
out, in clause F2fth, the words ‘“‘park department”’ and 
inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘parks and recrea- 
tion department”’ and by striking out, in clause Twelfth, 
the words ‘‘street commissioners” and inserting in place 
thereof the words ‘‘commissioner of public works”; 
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and section 6 of said chapter 1 is hereby amended by 
striking out, in the last sentence, the words ‘‘superin- 
tendent of public buildings” and inserting in place 
thereof the words ‘‘assistant commissioner of real 
property ’’. 

SECTION 2. Chapter 2 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 1, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 3, and section 2 of

Section 1. The mayor shall appoint heads of 
departments and members of municipal boards and 
fill vacancies therein in the manner provided by law. 
He shall, in the municipal year in which the term of 
the incumbent expires, appoint the following officers, 
to serve for the terms hereinafter specified: 

For the term of three years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: four overseers 
of the public welfare. 

For the term of four years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: the fire com- 
missioner, the corporation counsel, and the penal institu- 
tions commissioner. 


* For the term of five years, beginning with the first 
day of April in the year of appointment, one assessor. 

For the term of five years, beginning with the first 
day of May in the year of appointment: one trustee of 
the Boston city hospital and one trustee of the Boston 
public library. 

SECTION 3. Section 2 of said chapter 2 is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the last sentence, the 
words ‘‘city treasurer’? and inserting in place thereof 
the word ‘‘collector-treasurer ’’. 

SECTION 4. Said chapter 2 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 5 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 

Section 5. The mayor may, upon payment to the 
collector-treasurer of the amount due on the mortgage of 
an estate mortgaged to the city, discharge or release the 
mortgage, or assign the same without recourse to the 
city, and may execute and deliver in behalf of the city 
any and all legal instruments necessary to effectuate 
such discharge, release or assignment.

The collector-treasurer and the city auditor, 
before, and the city clerk, within five days after, enter- 
ing upon the duties of their respective offices and 
annually thereafter and at such other times as the 
mayor shall determine, shall give bond to the city, in the 
case of the collector-treasurer, in the penal sum of five 
hundred thousand dollars, in the case of the city auditor, 
in the penal sum of one hundred thousand dollars, and 
in the case of the city clerk, in the penal sum of five 
thousand dollars.

Every bond given under this 
section shall be executed by a surety company author- 
ized to transact business in Massachusetts as surety, 
shall be approved by the mayor, and shall be filed 
with the city auditor except that the bond of the city 
auditor shall be filed with the collector-treasurer. 

Section 3. Every person intrusted with the collection, 
custody or disbursement of public moneys who is not 
required by statute or other ordinance to give bond shall, 
if the officer appointing him so requires, give before 
entering upon the duties of his office or position and 
annually thereafter and at such other times as such 
officer shall determine, a bond running to the city or, 
if such officer is bonded to the city upon the condition 
set forth in section two, to such officer, in such penal 
sum not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, with such

surety, and upon such condition as such officer shall 
prescribe. Every bond given under this section running 
to the city shall be filed with the city auditor. 


Section 4. The premium for the surety upon any 
bond given under section two or section three of this 
chapter or section four of chapter thirty-six shall be 
allowed and paid as an expense of the department of 
which the principal on the bond is an officer or employee.

Section 1 of chapter 9 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by adding at the 
end the following sentence:—The building commissioner 
shall also have the powers and perform the duties con- 
ferred or imposed by statute on the wire commissioner 
and on the fire commissioner as successor to the wire 
commissioner, and shall carry out the provisions and 
requirements of law relating to wires and inspection of 
wires and the installation and use of electrical con- 
ductors and appliances in buildings in the city. 

SECTION 21. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 2 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 

Section 2. There shall be in the building department 
a board, known as the Board of Appeal, consisting of 
five members appointed by the mayor as follows:— one 
member from two candidates nominated, one by The 
Boston Society of Architects and one by the Boston 
Society of Civil Engineers, one member from two candi- 
dates nominated by the Building Trades Council of 
Boston and Vicinity, one member from two candidates 
nominated, one by the Boston Real Estate Board and 
one by the Massachusetts Real Estate Association, one 
member from three candidates nominated, one by The 
Master Builders’ Association of Boston, one by the 
Building Trades Employers’ Association of the City of 
Boston and one by the Associated General Contractors 
of Massachusetts, Inc., and one member selected at 
large by the mayor. All members of the board of appeal 
shall be residents of, or engaged in business in, Boston. 
The members of the board of appeal in office when this 
ordinance takes effect shall serve, in the case of the 
member appointed upon nomination of The Boston 
Society of Architects or the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers, for a term expiring five years, in the case of 
the member appointed upon nomination of the Building 
Trades Council of Boston and Vicinity, for a term ex- 
piring one year, in the case of the member appointed 
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upon nomination of the Boston Real Estate Board or 
the Massachusetts Real Estate Association, for a term 
expiring two years, in the case of the member appointed 
upon nomination of The Master Builders’ Association 
of Boston, the Building Trades Employers’ Association 
of the City of Boston or the Associated General Con- 
tractors of Massachusetts, Inc., for a term expiring 
three years, and, in the case of the member selected at 
large by the mayor, for a term expiring four years, re- 
spectively, from May 1, 1953. As the term of any such 
member, or of any subsequent member, expires, his suc- 
cessor shall be appointed in like manner as such member 
for a term of five years. Vacancies in the board shall 
be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. 
No member of the board shall act in any case in which 
he has a personal interest; and when a member is so dis- 
qualified or absent or when there is a vacancy in the 
office of a member, the remaining members shall desig- 
nate a substitute. 


The board of appeal shall not be subject to the super- 
vision or control of the building commissioner; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the board of appeal 
shall not communicate with the mayor, or make any 
annual or other report, except through the building 
commissioner. 


SECTION 22. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by striking out section 4 and inserting in place 
thereof the following section :— 


Section 4. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Examiners, con- 
sisting of three members appointed by the mayor, of 
whom one shall be an architect or engineer with at least 
five years’ experience in the city, one a contractor or 
person well qualified in the supervision of construction 
work with at least five years’ experience in the city, and 
one a lawyer or other person with proper legal qualifica- 
tions. The members of the board of examiners in office 
when this ordinance takes effect shall serve according to 
the provisions of their respective appointments for terms 
expiring one, two and three years, respectively, from 
May 1, 1953. As the term of any such member, or of 
any subsequent member, expires, his successor shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term of three years. 
Vacancies in the board shall be filled by the mayor for 
the unexpired term.

Section 5 of said chapter 9 is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the last sentence, the words 
‘‘city collector’’ and inserting in place thereof the word 
‘‘collector-treasurer”’. 

SECTION 24. Said chapter 9 is hereby further

Section 6. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Examiners of Gas- 
fitters, consisting of the building commissioner and the 
health commissioner, ex officiis, and a member appointed 
by the mayor.

SECTION 25. Said chapter 9 is hereby further 
amended by adding at the end the following caption and 
section :— 

Public Safety Commission. 

Section 8. There shall also be in the building depart- 
ment a board, known as the Public Safety Commission, 
consisting of the director of administrative services, the 
building commissioner, the fire commissioner, the health 
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commissioner and the chairman of the Boston traffic 
commission, ex officiis. It shall be the duty of said com- 
mission to coordinate the work of the building, fire and 
health departments to the end that there may be efficient 
and concerted action by said departments. Said com- 
mission shall meet at least once each month, at the call of 
the director of administrative services, for the purpose of 
discharging said duty. 

There shall be in the public safety commission a 
committee, known as the Committee on Licenses, con- 
sisting of the building commissioner, the fire commis- 
sioner and the chairman of the Boston traffic commission, 
ex officiis. Said committee shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the board of 
street commissioners by chapter 148 of the General Laws, 
as amended, by chapter 577 of the acts of 1913, as 
amended, by chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as 
amended, and by chapter 349 of the acts of 1953. 

Neither the public safety commission nor the com- 
mittee on licenses shall be subject to the supervision 
or control of the building commissioner except as he 
acts as a member thereof; but unless otherwise ordered 
by the mayor, neither said commission nor said com- 
mittee shall communicate with the mayor, or make any 
annual or other report, except through the building 
commissioner. | 

SECTION 26. The board of appeal, the board of 
examiners and the board of examiners of gasfitters are 
hereby placed in the building department but not under 
the supervision or control of the building commissioner; 
and the respective powers, duties, appropriations and 
personnel of said boards are hereby transferred with 
them except that, unless otherwise ordered by the 
mayor, none of said boards shall communicate with the 
mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the building commissioner. 

SECTION 27. Chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1952 
is hereby amended by striking out in the second line the 
words ‘‘sections 1, 2 and 3” and inserting in place thereof

CHAPTER? 17. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Health Department, which shall be under 
the charge of an officer, known as the Health Commis- 
sioner, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected. 
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The health commissioner may appoint, subject to the — 
approval of the mayor, an assistant health commissioner, 
who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of his duties 
and shall hold office until his successor is appointed and 
qualified. The assistant health commissioner shall per- 
form such duties as may be assigned to him from time to 
time by the health commissioner. 

Section 2. There shall be in the health department a 
health division under the direct charge of the health com- 
missioner, a registry division under the charge of a city 
registrar appointed by the health commissioner, and a 
weights and measures division under the charge of a 
sealer appointed by the mayor. The health commissioner 
may appoint, subject to the approval of the mayor, not 
exceeding three assistant city registrars for the registry 
division; and the mayor may appoint a chief deputy 
sealer and not exceeding seventeen deputy sealers for the 
weights and measures division. 


Health Division. 

Section 3. There shall be in the health division the 
following sections:— section of general services, section 
of medical services, section of environmental sanita- 
tion, and section of local health service. Each section 
shall be in charge of a director appointed by the health 
commissioner. The health commissioner. may from 
time to time determine the bureaus, if any, within each 
of said sections, and shall appoint the heads of such 
bureaus. In appointing the director of a section or the 
head of a bureau, the health commissioner shall certify 
that in his opinion the person appointed is an expert 
in the work which will devolve upon him, that he is a 
person specially fitted by education, training or expe- 
rience to perform the duties of the position, and that 
the appointment is made solely in the interest of the 
city, such certificate to be filed with the city clerk and 
to be open to public inspection. 

Section 4. The health commissioner shall have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed by 
law on the board of health of the city or upon the 
chairman thereof; shall have the powers and perform 
the duties conferred or imposed on the office of health 
commissioner by section 2 of chapter 1 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1927; shall include in his annual report a 
review of the sanitary condition of the city; shall keep 
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on hand, so far as practicable, a sufficient quantity of 
vaccine virus and antitoxin, and supply the same free 
of charge to the physicians in the several departments; 
shall appoint one or more medical inspectors and 
require them to vaccinate and revaccinate all inhabit- 
ants of the city who apply for vaccination, and to give 
certificates of vaccination required for admission to the 
public schools; and shall appoint a superintendent of 
peddlers and require him to see that every hawker 
and peddler conforms to law. 


Registry Division. 

Section 5. The city registrar shall have custody of 
all records, books and papers belonging to the city, 
relating to births, marriages and deaths, shall have the 
powers and perform the duties from time to time con- 
ferred or imposed on clerks of towns in Massachusetts 
by chapter 46, and by section 16 of chapter 66, of the 
General Laws, and may pay, out of any funds received 
by him, the fees due to persons making returns under 
the requirements of law. 

Section 6. The official seal which the city shall 
provide for use by the city registrar and assistant city 
registrars shall be in the form prescribed by section 4 
of chapter 34 of the Revised Ordinances of 1898 as 
appearing in chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1902. 

Section 7. The certificate or attestation of an as- 
sistant city registrar shall have the same force and 
effect as that of the city registrar. 

Section 8. The city registrar shall file annually with 
the health commissioner a statement of the number 
of births, marriages and deaths recorded in his office 
during the previous year; and said commissioner shall 
include such statement in his annual report. Unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, the city registrar shall 
not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through the health commissioner. 


Weights and Measures Division. 


Section 9. The sealer shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or 
imposed by general laws applicable to Boston on 
sealers appointed under section 34 of chapter 98 of 
the General Laws, shall have direction of the deputy 
sealers, shall keep records showing the work done and 
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the fees earned, in the weights and measures division, 
and shall daily pay over to the collector-treasurer all fees 
received by him or the deputy sealers, who shall per- 
form the work respectively assigned to them by the 
sealer and shall daily pay over to him all fees received 
by them. Unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the 
sealer shall not communicate with the mayor, or make 
any annual or other report, except through the health 
commissioner. | 

SECTION 32. Chapter 18 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out 
section 1 and inserting in place thereof the following 
section :— 

Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Hospital Department, which shall be 
under the charge of a board of five trustees who shall 
have charge of the city hospital, the sanatorium’ and 
the Long Island hospital Gnecluding the viaduct be- 
tween Long Island and Moon Island and the approaches 
to said viaduct) and of the care and maintenance 
thereof, shall make all needful improvements in the 
lands and grounds connected therewith, shall have 
charge of all real estate held for purposes connected 
with said institutions, and shall pay or cause to be 
paid to the collector-treasurer the income thereof. Said 
trustees shall also investigate all questions relating to 
the commitment of the insane.

and the approaches to said viaduct, are hereby trans- 
ferred to the hospital department; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of the institutions depart-

as the Commissioner of Public Works, who shall be a 
civil engineer of recognized standing in his profession 
appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next bien- 
nial municipal election at which a mayor is elected;’’.

Section 2. The commissioner of public works shall 
have the jurisdiction vested by statute in the board 
of street commissioners in relation to the planting 
and removal of trees in the public ways and to the 
use of public ways for any temporary obstruction or 
projection in, under or over the same; but such juris- 
diction shall only be exercised with the written approval 
of the mayor in each instance. ‘The commissioner 
shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed by statute on the board of street 
commissioners in relation to the use of parts of public 
ways for the storage and sale of merchandise.

There shall be in the public works depart- 
ment a board, known as the Public Improvement Com- 
mission, consisting of the commissioner of public works, 
the commissioner of real property and the chairman of 
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the Boston traffic commission, ex officiis. The public 
improvement commission shall not be subject to the 
supervision or control of the commissioner of public 
works except as he acts as a member of said commission; 
but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, the public 
improvement commission shall not communicate with 
the mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the commissioner of public works. The public 
improvement commission shall have all powers and per- 
form all duties conferred or imposed by statute on the 
board of street commissioners except (a) those conferred 
- or imposed on the committee on licenses in the public 
safety commission by section eight of chapter nine of 
these ordinances, (b) those conferred or imposed on the 
commissioner of public works by section two of this 
chapter and section forty of chapter forty of these ordi- 
nances, and (c) those conferred or imposed on the real 
property board by section one of chapter twenty-seven A 
of these ordinances. 
SECTION 58. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by inserting after chapter 27 
the following new chapter :— 


CHAPTER 27A. 


REAL PROPERTY DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Real Property Department, which shall 
be under the charge of a board, known as the Real 
Property Board, consisting of an officer, known as the 
Commissioner of Real Property, appointed by the 
mayor, who shall be chairman of the board and shall 
serve in the stead of the chairman of the board of street 
commissioners aS an associate commissioner of the 
Boston traffic commission, an officer, known as the 
Assistant Commissioner of Real Property, appointed 
by the mayor, and three other officers, known as Asso- 
ciate Commissioners of Real Property, who shall be 
the chairman of the city planning board, ex officio, 
and two other persons appointed by the mayor. The 
commissioner of real property and the assistant com- 
missioner of real property shall each be appointed for 
a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected and shall devote their whole time 
to the work. The associate commissioners first ap- 
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pointed shall serve, according to the provisions of their 
respective appointments, for terms commencing upon 
their respective dates of appointment and expiring, in 
the case of one associate commissioner, one year, and 
in the case of the other associate commissioner, two 
years, from May 1, 1954. As the term of any such 
associate commissioner, or of any subsequent appoin- 
tive associate commissioner, expires, his successor shall 
be appointed by the mayor for a term of two years. 
Any vacancy in the office of an appointive associate 
commissioner shall be filled by the mayor for the un- 
expired term. The associate commissioners of real 
property shall receive no compensation for their services 
as such associate commissioners. 

The real property board shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed on the board 
of real estate commissioners by chapter 434 of the acts 
of 1943, as amended, and by chapter 474 of the acts of 
1946, as amended. The. real property board shall also 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by statute on the board of street commissioners 
in relation to the abatement of taxes. The real property 
board shall divide the real property department from 
time to time into such divisions as said board shall 
adjudge necessary for the proper conduct of the depart- 
ment. 

Section 2. The mayor shall appoint from the real 
property board a committee consisting of the chairman 
and two other members to be known as the Committee 
on Foreclosed Real Estate. Said committee shall have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the committee on foreclosed real estate 
established under section 4 of chapter 434 of the acts 
of 1943. 

Section 3. The commissioner of real property shall 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed on the chairman of the board of real estate 
commissioners by chapter 434 of the acts of 1943, as 
amended, and shall exclusively have the powers, and 
perform the duties, of a department head with respect 
to the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation 
and indemnification of subordinates for the real property 
department (and the several officers thereof), including 
an auctioneer, who shall have the powers and perform 
the duties prescribed for the auctioneer in the office of the 
board of real estate commissioners by section 2A of 
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chapter 652 of the acts of 1945 as amended by section 3 
of chapter 633 of the acts of 1951, and including also 
a superintendent of markets, who, subject to the super- 
vision and control of the assistant commissioner of real 
property, shall have the charge and control of Faneuil- 
hall market and Faneuil-hall market limits; shall 
preserve order therein; shall make such changes, and 
place or allow to be placed in said market such pipes, 
drains, and other appliances, as he may deem proper; 
and shall take and forthwith destroy any article of 
food which in his opinion is diseased, unwholesome, 
or tainted, and is kept for sale within such market limits. 
Said superintendent may assign stands within such 
market limits for the sale of provisions and other 
articles, and may, at the expense of the owner thereof, 
remove from one place or stand to another within such 
limits, or to, and to be kept in, a proper storage place 
until the expense is paid, any merchandise, vehicle or 
animal, not under the charge of any person, or not 
immediately so removed on the direction of said 
superintendent or his deputies. 

Section 4. The assistant commissioner of real 
property shall have the care, custody and management 
of, shall make all repairs in and upon, and shall keep in 
repair the furniture of, all buildings and parts of build- 
ings belonging to or hired by the city, not wholly in 
charge of one department, or for which no other pro- 
vision is made by statute or ordinance, whether the same 
are used for city or county purposes, and may, with the 
approval of the mayor, hire such buildings or rooms as 
may be required for such purposes; shall have the care 
and control of the city hall and the city hall annex; shall 
have the care and custody of the flags belonging to the 
city hall and to the old state house; shall display the 
national flag upon the city hall on every day, except 
Sundays, weather permitting; shall have charge of all 
city property in the armories provided by the city for 
the militia; and shall cause to be included in the annual 
report of the real property board a statement of the 
kind and amount of city property in such armories, of 
all buildings belonging to or used by the city, and of the 
land and appurtenances thereof, of the condition of such 
buildings and land, and the nature and amount of the 
expenditures that have been made during the preceding 
year relative thereto. 
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Section 5. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care, custody and management of 
Faneuil hall, shall, weather permitting, every day except 
Sundays, display the national flag upon the building in 
which said hall is located, shall, upon vote of the city 
council approved by the mayor, permit the use of said 
hall, and shall be paid therefor in advance, for opening, 
heating, lighting, and closing said hall, unless such vote 
shall otherwise provide, in the daytime a fee of fifteen 
dollars and in the evening or on Sunday a fee of twenty- 
five dollars, and shall hold all persons signing the appli- 
cation for such permit jointly and severally liable for 
all damage done to said hall at or in connection with the 
meeting for which such permit is granted. 

Section 6. ‘The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall lease, from time to time, by instruments 
approved as to form by the corporation counsel and 
approved in writing by the mayor, the stalls, cellars, 
and second floor in Faneuil-hall market for terms of 
three years from October 1, 1953, and at the expiration 
of such leases for further terms of three years, at the 
rents established by the city council and upon such 
other terms and conditions as may be approved by the 
corporation counsel and the mayor. 

Section 7. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care, custody and management of the 
Dillaway house, so called, in the Roxbury district of 
the city, may establish rules and regulations for the use 
and preservation of said house as a historical relic of the 
revolutionary war, and may, upon vote of the city 
council approved by the mayor, let or lease the whole 
or any part of said house to a historical society or other 
association organized for historical purposes. 

Section 8. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall designate, in the places named in orders of 
the city council, a suitable room to be used for a ward- 
room for the ward in which it is situated. If any such 
room cannot be so used at any time, said assistant 
commissioner shall provide accommodation elsewhere 
for any public meeting in such ward for which he shall 
issue a permit. 

Section 9. The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty shall have the care and custody of, shall determine 
the use of, and provide for opening, closing, lighting, 
and heating the ward-rooms; shall frame and keep in 
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some conspicuous place therein a copy of this and the 
following section, and as soon as a list or a revised list 
of voters in a ward is prepared by the election commis- 
sioners shall keep posted or hung up a copy thereof in 
the ward-room of the ward in such a manner as to be 
readily accessible to the public, and such copies shall 
be altered, revised or removed only under the direction 
of the election commissioners or said assistant commis- 
sioner. | 

Section 10. ‘The assistant commissioner of real prop- 
erty, when a written application (containing a copy of 
the call for a meeting notifying all persons who may be 
present that it will be subject to the provisions of this 
section) is made to him by not less than five legal voters 
of a ward for the use of a ward-room for the purpose of 
holding such meeting, and when he is paid such sum of 
money as will in his opinion be sufficient to defray the 
expense of opening, lighting, heating, and closing the 
ward-room during the time specified in the permit, may 
issue a permit for the use of such ward-room, which 
permit may at any time be revoked by the mayor. 
Said assistant commissioner shall specify in the permit 
the time and purpose of the meeting, and that the meet- 
ing will be subject to the following provisions, viz.: 
Only legal voters in the ward in which such meeting is 
held, and to whom no objection is made by the majority 
of such applicants as are present or by the presiding 
officer of such meeting, shall mark or vote, or remain at 
such meeting, and the members of the police force 
present shall keep the peace at such meeting, obey the 
lawful orders of, and remove such persons as shall be 
designated by, the majority of such applicants as are 
present, or after the election of a presiding officer of the 
meeting, such persons as shall be designated by such 
presiding officer. Said assistant commissioner shall 
request the police commissioner to detail police sufficient 
to enforce such provisions. 

SECTION 59. Chapter 28 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the real estate 
department, including the board of real estate com- 
missioners, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of the real estate department, the 
board of real estate commissioners, the committee on 
foreclosed real estate, and the chairman of said board 
are hereby respectively transferred to the real property 
department, the real property board, the committee on 
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foreclosed real estate, and the commissioner of real 
property created by section 58 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 60. Chapter 29 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the registry department, 
including the office of city registrar, is hereby abolished; 
and the powers, duties and appropriations of the city 
registrar with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnifica- 
tion of subordinates are hereby transferred to the 
health commissioner; and all other powers, duties and 
appropriations of the registry department are hereby 
transferred to the registry division created in the health 
department by section 31 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 61. Chapter 31 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the sinking funds de- 
partment, including the board of commissioners of sink- 
ing funds, is hereby abolished; and the powers, duties 
and appropriations of said department are hereby trans- 
ferred to the board of commissioners of sinking funds 
created in the treasury department by section 64 of this 
ordinance. 

SECTION 62. Chapter 33 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947, as amended by chapter 7 of the Ordi- 
nances of 1950, is hereby repealed; and the street laying 
out department, including the board of street commis- 
sioners, is hereby abolished; and the powers and duties 
conferred or imposed on the board of street commis- 
sioners by chapter 148 of the General Laws, as amended, 
by chapter 577 of the acts of 1918, as amended, by 
chapter 488 of the acts of 1924, as amended, and by 
chapter 349 of the acts of 1953, and the appropriations 
of the street laying out department pertaining to all 
such powers and duties, are hereby transferred to the 
committee on licenses created in the public safety com- 
mission by section 25 of this ordinance; and the powers 
and duties conferred or imposed by statute on the board 
of street commissioners in relation to the abatement of 
taxes, and the appropriations of the street laying out 
department pertaining to such powers and duties, are 
hereby transferred to the real property department 
created by section 58 of this ordinance; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of the street laying out de- 
partment in relation to all engineering work and the 
custody of all surveys and plans pertaining to the laying 
out, relocating, altering, widening, constructing, making 
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- specific repairs on, and discontinuing public ways and 
alleys, and the powers and duties of the board of street 
commissioners in relation to the designation of streets 
for coasting, the planting and removal of trees in the pub- 
lic ways, the use of public ways for any temporary 
obstruction or projection in, under, or over the same, and 
the use of parts of public ways for the storage and sale of 
merchandise, and the appropriations of the street laying 
out department pertaining to all such powers and duties, 
are hereby transferred to the public works department; 
and all other powers and duties of the board of street 
commissioners, and all other appropriations of the street 
laying out department, are hereby transferred to the 
public improvement commission created in the public 
works department by section 57 of this ordinance. 

SECTION 63. Chapter 35 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 64. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby amended by striking out chapter 36, as amended 
by chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1948, and inserting in 
place thereof the following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 36. 
TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 


* Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Treasury Department, which shall be 
under the charge of an officer, known as the Collector- 
Treasurer, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on 
the first Monday of the January following the next 
biennial municipal election at which a mayor is elected, 
who shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on him by law, shall 
also have the powers and perform the duties conferred 
or imposed by law on the offices of city collector and city 
treasurer in existence immediately prior to the taking 
effect of this ordinance (including the powers and duties 
conferred or imposed by section 7 of chapter 434 of the 
acts of 1943), and shall further have the powers and per- 
form the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
on collectors of taxes and treasurers of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
collector-treasurer shall divide the treasury department 
from time to time into such divisions as he shall adjudge 
necessary for the proper conduct of the department.

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* Section 2. The collector-treasurer may, with the 
written approval of the mayor in each instance, appoint 
three assistant collector-treasurers, each of whom shall 
be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties and 
Shall perform under the direction of the collector- 
treasurer such duties as shall from time to time be 
assigned to him by the collector-treasurer. Any assist- 
ant collector-treasurer may, at such times as he shall 
have been so authorized by written designation signed 
by the collector-treasurer, approved by the mayor and 
filed with the city clerk and such authorization shall not 
have been revoked in like manner, exercise the powers 
and perform the duties of collector-treasurer in relation 
to such matters as may be specified in such designation. 


Section 3. The collector-treasurer may appoint such 
deputy collectors (including a chief deputy collector) as 
the service may be found to require, who shall have like 
power as the collector-treasurer to receive any tax, 
assessment, account, debt or claim payable to the city or 
county and to serve any bill, demand, notice or other 
paper of the collector-treasurer and make affidavit of the 
manner of such service, and, in addition thereto, shall 
have power to give notice of, serve and execute any 
warrant committed to him by the collector-treasurer 
under section 34 of chapter 60 of the General Laws, and 
in the service and execution thereof shall have all the 
powers and duties of a collector of taxes. 


Section 4. The collector-treasurer shall require from 
each of his subordinates, before each enters upon the 
duties of his office or position and annually thereafter 
and at such other times as the collector-treasurer shall 
determine, for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
trusts and the safe custody and lawful disposition of all 
money and other property belonging to the city or county 
which may come into his possession, a bond running to 
the collector-treasurer with a surety company author- 
ized to transact business in Massachusetts as surety in 
the penal sum, in the case of an assistant collector- 
treasurer, of two hundred thousand dollars, and in the 
case of every other permanent employee, of not less 
than five, nor more than fifty, thousand dollars as the 
collector-treasurer shall in each case prescribe. 


Section 6. The collector-treasurer shall collect and 
receive all taxes and assessments payable to the city or

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county, whether committed to him or outstanding at 
the time of his appointment. He shall also collect and 
receive all accounts, debts and claims payable to the 
city or county, and in the collection thereof shall have 
all the remedies provided by sections 35, 36 and 93 of 
chapter 60 of the General Laws. He shall further collect 
and receive, except where other provision is made, all 
other money to be paid to, or for the use of, the city 
or the county. He shall have custody of all leases from 
the city. He shall, whenever a water rate is paid, 
immediately notify the commissioner of public works 
of such payment. 

Section 6. The collector-treasurer shall receive, receipt 
for, and have the care and custody of, the current funds 
of the city from the time the same shall come into his 
possession, and also of all money, property, and securities 
which may come into his possession by virtue of any 
statute or ordinance, or as a gift, devise, bequest, or 
deposit; may deposit any portion of such current funds 
in such savings banks or trust companies organized 
under the laws of Massachusetts and doing business in 
Boston or such national banks doing business in Boston 
or such national bank or trust company in the city of 
New York, and on such conditions and rates of interest, 
as he shall deem best, subject to the approval of the 
mayor, provided, however, that no such deposit shall be 
made except in conformity with law; shall, with the 
mayor and the city auditor, sign all bonds and certificates 
of indebtedness issued by the city; shall preserve all 
bids for loans, and papers relating thereto; and shall, if 
elected, serve as treasurer of the board of commissioners 
of sinking funds. If the collector-treasurer is elected 
treasurer of said board, his bond as collector-treasurer 
shall apply to and include his duties as treasurer of said 
board. The collector-treasurer shall not be eligible for 
appointment to said board. 

Section 7. The collector-treasurer shall pay over to 
the board of commissioners of sinking funds all money 
received by him from assessments laid or to be laid on 
account of betterments from public improvements the 
expenses of which were paid for by the proceeds of loans, 
and all sums received from the sale or lease of city 
property purchased out of the proceeds of loans, except 
where provision to the contrary is made by statute or 
ordinance, to be by them credited to the sinking funds 
established for such loans, or in case of serial loans to 
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be held by them toward paying the installments as they 
falldue. The collector-treasurer shall also pay all drafts, 
checks and other orders directed to him by the city 
auditor, in accordance with these ordinances, for the 
payment of bills and demands against the city; shall on 
presentation pay every execution against the city, when 
approved by the corporation counsel, even if the appro- 
priation to which the execution is chargeable is not 
sufficient to meet it; shall pay on presentation when 
due all bonds issued by the city and the interest on the 
same; shall cancel all bonds and coupons and daily 
deliver to the city auditor the bonds and executions paid 
during the day; shall at the close of business on the 
last day of each month deliver to the city auditor the 
coupons paid during such month and a statement of the 
total amount paid for interest during such month; and 
shall use and apply as the city council may direct all 
property, money and securities in his care and custody 
at the close of each financial year for the application of 
which no other provision has been made. 

Section 8. The collector-treasurer shall, on or before 
the tenth day of each month, render to the mayor a 
statement of the receipts and payments of the treasury 
department for the preceding month and a summary of 
the like items for the current financial year up to the 
close of the preceding month. 

Section 9. The collector-treasurer may make pay- 
ments to school teachers, school building custodians, 
policemen, witnesses, jurors, and persons employed in 
and about the various departments and institutions of 
the city and of the county, in such of the public buildings 
in the different sections of the city, or upon such public 
works, as he may designate, and as will best facilitate 
such payments and prevent the loss of time by the 
persons receiving them. 

Section 10. The collector-treasurer, unless the donors 
have otherwise directed, shall receive all properties given, 
devised or bequeathed to, or deposited with, the city 
for any specific purpose, and shall use the same, or the 
income thereof, as designated in the gift, devise, bequest 
or deposit. If the income only is to be used, he shall 
hold the properties as permanent funds. He shall invest 
and keep invested the said permanent funds in bonds, 
notes or certificates of indebtedness of the United States 
or of the commonwealth or of any city or town within 
the commonwealth. For the purpose of investment and 
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reinvestment he shall have power from time to time in 
his discretion to sell or exchange any of the securities of 
which any of the said permanent funds consist; but all 
purchases, exchanges and sales shall be with the written 
approval of the mayor. 

Section 11. The collector-treasurer shall use the in- 
come of the police charitable fund for the relief of persons 
in necessitous circumstances who shall be found by the 
police commissioner to have been honorably discharged 
from the police force by reason of sickness, age or other 
disability, or to be the widows or orphans of police 
officers who have died while in the service of the city; 
and may monthly pay to such persons the amount of 
such income determined and allowed by the police com- 
missioner, with the approval of the mayor, on a monthly 
payroll sent to the city auditor. | 

Section 12. There shall be in the treasury department 
a board, known as the Board of Commissioners of Sink- 
ing Funds, consisting of six commissioners appointed 
by the mayor. The commissioners first appointed 
shall serve, according to the provisions of their respective 
appointments, for terms commencing upon their re- 
spective dates of appointment and expiring, in the case 
of two commissioners, one year, in the case of two other 
commissioners, two years, and in the case of two other 
commissioners, three years, from May 1, 1954. As 
the term of any such commissioner, or of any subsequent 
commissioner, expires, his successor shall be appointed 
by the mayor for a term of three years. Vacancies 
in the board shall be filled by the mayor for the unex- 
pired term. The members of the board of commissioners 
of sinking funds shall serve without compensation. 

The board of commissioners of sinking funds shall not 
be subject to the supervision or control of the collector- 
treasurer; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
said board shall not communicate with the mayor, or 
make any annual or other report, except through the 
collector-treasurer. 

The board of commissioners of sinking funds shall 
have the powers and perform the duties from time to 
time conferred or imposed on it by law, shall also have 
the powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by law on the board of commissioners of sinking funds 
in existence immediately prior to the taking effect of 
this ordinance, and shall further have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or im- 
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posed on sinking fund commissioners of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston. The 
board of commissioners of sinking funds shall, when a 
debt of the city becomes due, pay over to the collector- 
treasurer so much of the funds held as a sinking fund 
for such debt as may be required for the payment of 
such debt. 

SECTION 65. The treasury department is hereby 
reorganized by abolishing the office of city treasurer 
and substituting therefor the office of collector-treasurer 
provided for by section 64 of this ordinance; and the 
powers, duties and appropriations of the city treasurer 
are hereby transferred to the collector-treasurer substi- 
tuted for him. 

SECTION 66. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by striking out chapter 37 
and inserting in place thereof the following chapter:— 


CHAPTER 837. 
VETERANS SERVICES DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Veterans Services Department, which 
shall be under the charge of an officer, known as the 
Veterans Benefits and Services Commissioner, who shall 
be a veteran as defined in section 1 of chapter 115 of 
the General Laws, shall be appointed by the mayor for 
a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected, and shall have the powers and per- 
form the duties from time to time conferred or imposed 
by statute upon the soldiers’ relief commissioner of 
Boston, veterans’ agents appointed under section 3 of 
said chapter 115, and directors of veterans’ services 
appointed under section 10 of said chapter 115. 

Section 2. ‘The veterans benefits and services com- 
missioner may divide the veterans services department 
from time to time into such divisions as he may deem 
necessary for the proper conduct of the department, and, 
with the written approval of the mayor in each in- 
stance, may appoint such deputy, and such assistant, 
veterans benefits and services commissioners as he may 
from time to time deem necessary; provided, however, 
that no person other than a veteran as defined in said 
section 1 shall be eligible for such appointment. 
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Section 3. There shall be in the veterans services 
department an officer, known as the Supervisor of 
Veterans Graves and Registration, appointed by the 
mayor, who shall have the powers and perform the 
duties from time to time conferred or imposed by gen- 
eral laws applicable to Boston on persons appointed 
under section 9 of chapter 115 of the General Laws. 
The supervisor of veterans graves and registration shall 
not be subject to the supervision or control of the 
veterans benefits and services commissioner; but unless 
otherwise ordered by the mayor, such supervisor shall 
not communicate with the mayor, or make any annual 
or other report, except through such commissioner. 

SECTION 67. The department of veterans services, 
including the offices of director of veterans services and 
commissioner of soldiers relief, is hereby abolished; and 
the powers, duties and appropriations of said depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the veterans services 
department created by section 66 of this ordinance. The 
office of supervisor of veterans graves and registration 
in existence immediately prior to the taking effect of this 
ordinance is hereby also abolished; and the powers, 
duties and appropriations of said office are hereby trans- 
ferred to the supervisor of veterans graves and registra- 
tion created in the veterans services department by 
section 66 of this ordinance. ) 

SECTION 68. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 
are hereby further amended by inserting after chapter 
37, aS amended by section 66 of this ordinance, the 
following chapter :— 


CHAPTER 387A. 
WELFARE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Welfare Department, which shall be 
under the charge of the overseers of the public welfare 
who shall have the powers and perform the duties from 
time to time conferred or imposed on them by law; shall 
have the powers and perform the duties conferred or 
imposed by statute on the directors of the house of in- 
dustry, the board of directors for public institutions, the 
commissioners of public institutions, the institutions 
commissioner, the institutions registrar, the trustees for 
children, the pauper institutions trustees, the Boston 
infirmary trustees and the commissioner of institutions 
except in relation to matters within the jurisdiction of 
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the penal institutions commissioner, matters concerning 
the insane, and matters pertaining to Long Island and 
the institution thereon belonging to the city, including 
the viaduct between Long Island and Moon Island and 
the approaches to said viaduct; shall have the powers and 
perform the duties from time to time conferred or 
imposed on boards of public welfare of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston; shall 
have charge of the Charity building and temporary 
home on Chardon street, and the Lodge for Wayfarers 
on Hawkins street, and may make and enforce all such 
rules and regulations as they may deem expedient in 
relation thereto. 

Section 2. Such person as the overseers of the public 
welfare may from time to time designate, after giving 
bond to the city in the penal sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars for the faithful discharge of his duties and 
trusts and the safe custody and lawful disbursement of 
all public money intrusted to him, which bond shall be 
executed by a surety company authorized to transact 
business in Massachusetts as surety, approved by the 
mayor, filed with the city auditor, and renewed annually 
and at such other times as the mayor shall determine, 
shall act as an authorized official of the city to disburse 
all relief, aid and assistance of every name and nature 
furnished by, or under the supervision of, the overseers; 
and all moneys appropriated for the purpose of furnish- 
ing such relief, aid and assistance and all moneys re- 
ceived by the city for such purposes shall, upon requisi- 
tion made by the overseers with the approval of the city 
auditor and the mayor, be paid by the collector-treasurer 
to such authorized official for disbursement as aforesaid. 

SECTION 69. Chapter 38 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances of 1947 is hereby repealed; and the weights and 
measures department, including the office of sealer of 
weights and measures, is hereby abolished; and the 
powers, duties and appropriations of the sealer of 
weights and measures with respect to the acquisition and 
disposal of property, the making of contracts, and the 
appointment, suspension, discharge, compensation and 
indemnification of subordinates are hereby transferred 
to the health commissioner; and all other powers, duties 
and appropriations of the weights and measures depart- 
ment are hereby transferred to the weights and measures 
division created in the health department by section 31 
of this ordinance. 

Section 29 of chapter 40 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking 
out the words ‘‘director of markets” and inserting in 
place thereof the words ‘‘superintendent of markets”’.

Section 82 of said chapter 40 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words ‘‘superin- 
tendent of public buildings” and inserting in place 
thereof the words ‘‘assistant commissioner of real 
property ’”’. 

SECTION 78. Section 83 of said chapter 40 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words ‘‘superin- 
tendent of public buildings” and inserting in place 
thereof the words ‘‘assistant commissioner of real 
property’’. 

SECTION 79. Section 10 of chapter 41 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1947, as amended by section 3 of 
chapter 4 of the Ordinances of 1953, is hereby further 
amended by striking out, in the last sentence, the words 
‘superintendent of public buildings”? and inserting in 
place thereof the words ‘‘assistant commissioner of real 
property’’. 

SECTION 80. Section 18 of said chapter 41, as 
amended by section 1 of chapter 6 of the Ordinances 
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of 1953, is hereby further amended by striking out the 
words “‘board of park commissioners” and inserting in 
place thereof the words “‘parks and recreation com- 
mission’’. 

SECTION 81. Section 19 of said chapter 41 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words “park com- 
missioners of the city of Boston” and inserting in place 
thereof the words “‘parks and recreation commission’. 

SECTION 82. Section 22 of said chapter 41, as 
most recently amended by chapter 5 of the Ordinances 
of 1953, is hereby further amended by striking out, in 
clause 24, the words “Street Laying-Out Department” 
and inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘ Public Works 
Department’’. 

SECTION 83. Section 24 of said chapter 41, as 
amended by chapter 1 of the Ordinances of 1952, is 
hereby repealed. 

SECTION 84. Section 26 of said chapter 41 is 
hereby amended by striking out the words ‘‘park com- 
mission’? and inserting in place thereof the words 
“parks and recreation commission”’. 

SECTION 85. Sections 32 and 33 of said chapter 
41 are hereby repealed; and the board of recreation is 
hereby abolished; and the powers, duties and appro- 
priations of said board with respect to the making of 
contracts and the appointment, suspension, discharge, 
compensation and indemnification of subordinates are 
hereby transferred to the commissioner of parks and 
recreation created by section 37 of this ordinance; and 
all other powers, duties and appropriations of said 
board are hereby transferred to the parks and recre- 
ation department created by said section 37. 

SECTION 86. Every person holding an office or 
position subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, 
if the office or position is abolished by this ordinance, 
be reappointed without civil service examination or 
registration to a similar office or position with similar 
status in a new department or agency, or division of 
either, created, or a department or agency, or division 
of either, not abolished, by this ordinance; and every 
such person shall, upon such reappointment, retain all 
rights to retirement with pension that shall have accrued 
or would thereafter accrue to him; and his services 
shall be deemed to have been continuous to the same 
extent as if such abolition had not taken place. As 
used in this section, the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be con- 
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strued as defined in section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts 
of 1909 as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the 
acts of 1953. 

SECTION 87. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
19538, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
office or position subject to the civil service laws and 
rules shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, 
be without a similar office or position or be reduced in 
rank, grade or compensation. 

SECTION 88. Anything in this ordinance to the 
contrary notwithstanding, all rules, regulations, orders, 
votes and resolutions adopted, passed or promulgated 
by any board or officer abolished or reorganized by 
this ordinance shall, if in full force and effect when 
this ordinance takes effect, remain in full force and 
effect until amended, altered or repealed by the board 
or officer succeeding under this ordinance to the powers 
and duties of the board or officer so abolished or re- 
organized. 

SECTION 89. Anything in section 3 of chapter 1 
of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 to the contrary 
notwithstanding, this ordinance shall be published by 
the action of the city council in passing the same. 

SECTION 90. This ordinance shall take effect 
on the first day of the month next succeeding the 
month in which the annual budget for the current 
year shall become effective.

REORGANIZING THE ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


SECTION 1. Section 1 of chapter 2 of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1947, as amended, is hereby further 
amended by striking out the words ‘‘For the term of five 
years, beginning with the first day of April in the yeas of 
appointment, one assessor.’

(2) The assessor of taxes, twelve thousand dollars; 
the two associate assessors of taxes, four thousand dol- 
lars each; the chairman of the board of review in the 
assessing department, ninety-five hundred dollars; and 
the other two members of said board, eighty-five hundred 
dollars each. 

SECTION 38. The Revised Ordinances of 1947 are 
hereby further amended by striking out chapter 5, as 
amended, and inserting in place thereof the following 
chapter :— 

CHAPTER 5. 


ASSESSING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be in the city a department, 
known as the Assessing Department, which shall be 
under the charge of an officer, known as the Assessor of 
Taxes, appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on the 
first Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected. The 
assessor of taxes shall exclusively for the assessing de- 
partment and the boards therein have the powers, and 
perform the duties, conferred or imposed by law on the 
board of assessors in existence immediately prior to the 
taking effect of this ordinance with respect to the acqui- 
sition and disposal of property, the making of contracts, 
and the appointment, suspension, discharge, compensa- 
tion and indemnification of subordinates. ‘The assessor 
of taxes shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
conferred or imposed by statute on said board of asses- 
sors in relation to poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, 
and shall further have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of 
cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to 
Boston in relation to poll and motor vehicle excise taxes. 

Section 2. There shall be in the assessing depart- 
ment a board, known as the Board of Assessors, consist- 
ing of the assessor of taxes, ex officio, who shall be chair- 
man of the board, and two other officers, known as 
Associate Assessors of Taxes, each of whom shall be 
appointed by the mayor for a term expiring on the first 
Monday of the January following the next biennial 
municipal election at which a mayor is elected. Except 
as otherwise provided in sections one and three of this 
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chapter, the board of assessors shall have the powers and 
perform the duties conferred or imposed by statute on 
the board of assessors in existence immediately prior to 
the taking effect of this ordinance; and except as so 
provided, the board of assessors provided for by this 
section shall also have the powers and perform the duties 
from time to time conferred or imposed on assessors of 
cities in Massachusetts by general laws applicable to 
Boston. The board of assessors provided for by this 
section shall not be subject to the supervision or control 
of the assessor of taxes except as he acts as chairman of 
said board; but unless otherwise ordered by the mayor, 
said board shall not communicate with the mayor, or 
make any annual or other report, except through the 
assessor of taxes. 


Section 8. There shall also be in the assessing 
department a board, known as the Board of Review, 
consisting of three members appointed by the mayor 
for a term expiring on the first Monday of the January 
following the next biennial municipal election at which 
a mayor is elected, one of whom shall from time 
to time be designated by the mayor as chairman 
of said board. The board of review shall have the 
powers and perform the duties conferred or imposed 
by statute on the board of assessors in existence im- 
mediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance 
with respect to the abatement of taxes other than poll 
and motor vehicle excise taxes, and shall further have 
the powers and perform the duties from time to time 
conferred or imposed on assessors of cities in Massa- 
chusetts by general laws applicable to Boston with 
respect to abatement of taxes other than poll and 
motor vehicle excise taxes. The board of review shall 
not be subject to the supervision or control of the as- 
sessor of taxes; but, unless otherwise ordered by the 
mayor, said board shall not communicate with the 
mayor, or make any annual or other report, except 
through the assessor of taxes. 


Section 4. Every application for abatement filed 
with the board of assessors with respect to a poll or 
motor vehicle excise tax shall be deemed to be filed 
with the assessor of taxes and shall be forthwith trans- 
mitted to him by said board; and every such application 
filed with said board with respect to a tax other than 
a poll or motor vehicle excise tax shall be deemed to 
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be filed with the board of review and shall be forthwith 
transmitted to said board by the board of assessors. 

Section 5. The board of review shall be deemed to 
come within the terms ‘‘assessors” and ‘‘board of 
assessors’’ as used in any application for the abatement 
of, or in any appeal from a refusal (by failure to act 
or otherwise) to abate, or in any statute relating to 
the abatement of, or in any statute relating to an 
appeal from a refusal (by failure to act or otherwise) 
to abate, a tax other than a poll or motor vehicle excise 
tax. 

SECTION 4. The board of assessors in existence 
immediately prior to the taking effect of this ordinance 
is hereby abolished; and the powers and duties of said 
board with respect to the acquisition and disposal of 
property, the making of contracts, and the appointment, 
suspension, discharge, compensation and indemnifica- 
tion of subordinates, and the powers and duties of 
said board in relation to poll and motor vehicle excise 
taxes, and the appropriations of the assessing depart- 
ment pertaining to all such powers and duties, are 
hereby transferred to the assessor of taxes created by 
section 3 of this ordinance; and the powers and duties 
of said board with respect to the abatement of taxes 
other than poll and motor vehicle excise taxes, and the 
appropriations of the assessing department pertaining 
to such powers and duties, are hereby transferred to 
the board of review created by said section 3; and all 
other powers and duties of the board of assessors in 
existence immediately prior to the taking effect of this 
ordinance, and all other appropriations of the assessing 
department, are hereby transferred to the board of 
assessors created by said section 3. 

SECTION 5. Section 19 of chapter 39 of the Re- 
vised Ordinances of 1947 is hereby amended by striking 
out, in the last sentence, the word ‘‘assessors” and 
inserting in place thereof the words ‘‘assessor of taxes’’. 

SECTION 6. Section 20 of said chapter 39 is hereby 
amended by striking out, in the first sentence, the word 
‘assessors’? and inserting in place thereof the words 
‘fassessor of taxes’’. 

SECTION 7. Every person holding an office or 
position subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, 
if the office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or registra- 
tion to a similar office or position with similar status in 
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a new department or agency, or division of either, 
created, or a department or agency, or division of either, 
not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such person 
shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights to re- 
tirement with pension that shall have accrued or would 
thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall be deemed 
to have been continuous to the same extent as if such 
abolition had not taken place. As used in this section, 
the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be construed as defined in 
section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909 as amended by 
section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 1953. 

SECTION 8. This ordinance shall be deemed to be 
made under section 5 of chapter 486 of the acts of 1909, 
as amended by section 1 of chapter 473 of the acts of 
1953, and shall be so construed that no person holding, 
whether under general or special law or otherwise, an 
office or position subject to the civil service laws and rules 
shall, by reason of the adoption of this ordinance, be 
without a similar office or position or be reduced in rank 
or compensation. 

SECTION 9. This ordinance shall take effect on 
the thirtieth day of June in the current year.

CoNCERNING THE REMOVAL OF SNOW AND ICE. 
Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances of 1947 is

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Section 42. No owner or tenant of an estate abutting 
on a sidewalk shall place or suffer to remain for more than 
three hours between sunrise and sunset, any snow upon 
such sidewalk, or any ice upon such sidewalk unless such 
ice is made even and covered with sand, sawdust, or 
ashes, to prevent slipping; nor shall any person remove 
any ice or snow from privately owned property other 
than residential property and place it upon any sidewalk 
or roadway of any street.

CONCERNING ASSISTANT COLLECTOR-TREASURERS. 


SEcTION 1. Chapter 36 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947, as appearing in section 64 of chapter 2 of the 
Ordinances of 1954, is hereby amended by striking out 
section 2 and inserting in place thereof the following 
section: — Section 2. There shall be in the treasury 
department a treasury division and a collecting divi- 
sion; and the collector-treasurer shall, with the written 
approval of the mayor in each instance, appoint for 
each division a first assistant collector-treasurer and a 
second assistant collector-treasurer, each of whom shall 
be sworn to the faithful performance of his duties. The 
first assistant collector-treasurer for each division, and 
in the event of his absence or disability or of vacancy 
in his office the second assistant collector-treasurer for 
such division, shall have charge under the collector- 
treasurer of such division. Each of said assistant 
collector-treasurers shall perform under the direction 
of the collector-treasurer such other duties as shall 
from time to time be assigned to him by the collector- 
treasurer, and may, at such times as he shall have been 
so authorized by written designation signed by the 
collector-treasurer, approved by the mayor and filed 
with the city clerk and such authorization shall not 
have been revoked in like manner, exercise the powers 
and perform the duties of collector-treasurer in relation 
to such matters as may be specified in such designation; 
provided, that a second assistant collector-treasurer may 
be authorized to exercise all the powers and perform all 
the duties of the collector-treasurer only when there is 
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absence or disability or vacancy in office in the case of 
the collector-treasurer, the first assistant collector- 
treasurer for the treasury division and the first assist- 
ant collector-treasurer for the collecting division. 
_ Sect. 2. Section 1 of said chapter 36, as so appear- 
ing, is hereby amended by striking out the last sentence. 

Sect. 38. Every person holding an office or position 
subject to the civil service laws and rules shall, if the 
office or position is abolished by this ordinance, be 
reappointed without civil service examination or regis- 
tration to a similar office or position with similar status 
in a new department or agency, or division of either, 
created, or a department or agency, or division of 
either, not abolished, by this ordinance; and every such 
person shall, upon such reappointment, retain all rights 
to retirement with pension that shall have accrued or 
would thereafter accrue to him; and his services shall 
be deemed to have been continuous to the same extent 
as if such abolition had not taken place. As used in 
this section, the term ‘‘agency”’ shall be construed as

way if it is less than three stories in height.

in letters of boldface type not less than one eighth of 
an inch in height.

TRANSFERRING TO THE BUILDING COMMISSIONER THE 
POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE COMMISSIONER OF 
Pusric Works RELATIVE TO STREET NUMBERS 
FOR BUILDINGS IN THE CITY. 

SEcTION 1. Chapter 9 of the Revised Ordinances of 


1947 is hereby amended by inserting after section 1 
the following new section :—

Section 1A. The building commissioner shall assign 
a street number to each building on a street and shall 
require such number to be affixed to or inscribed on 
the building by the owner, and may determine the 
form, size and material of any such number and the 
place and mode of affixing or inscribing it. 

SEcTION 2. Chapter 27 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 5 
and inserting in place thereof the following section :— 

Section 5. The commissioner shall place and main- 
tain in one or more suitable, conspicuous places, to be 
selected by him, on each street of the city, one or more 
signs containing the name of the street. 

Section 3. Chapter 40 of the Revised Ordinances 
of 1947 is hereby amended by striking out section 85 
and inserting in place thereof the following section:— 

Section 85. No person shall neglect or refuse to 
affix to or inscribe on any building owned by him the 
street number assigned to such building by the building 
commissioner; nor shall any person affix to or inscribe 
on or suffer to remain on any building owned or occupied 
by him a street number other than the one assigned to 
such building by the building commissioner. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on 
January 1, 1955.
